A Letter concerning the Expedition of Pen and 
Venables againſt the Iſland of Hiſpaniola. 


HE Opinion I was of, in that Diſcourſe we had 
at- „ touching the Weſtern Voyage of 
the Engliſh in the Year 1654. I have ſince been 
abundantly confirmed in, by the Peruſal of ſome 
Papers and Memoirs of a Perſon of no mean Character 


throughout that Action, whoſe Employment gave him Op- 


portunity to know all, at leaſt the moſt conſiderable, of its 
Tranſactions: And I have Reaſon to believe, by the Ac- 
B count 
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count I have had of him, he was ſufficiently able to take his 
Meaſures of them aright. The Subſtance of what I gathered 
from his Notes, yea, and from Orders of their Councils of 
War, of their Commiſſioners, Declarations of the Army, 
and Letters of other Officers of the Army, which gave Ac- 
count of their Actions and Proceedings all along that Voyage; 
T will here faithfully preſent you with: For, indeed, I am 
very deſirous to beget in you the ſame Sentiments of that 
Affair, which I have, I think, with good Reaſon entertained. 
And the rather, becauſe the C you deſign to ſteer will 
give you Opportunity of Converſe with thoſe Perſons, who 
are moſt inquiſitive after, as moſt concerned to know, Matters 
of this Nature; and yet, perhaps, under greater Miſtakes, in 
thgs Particular, than any others. 

lt was, doubtleſs, none of the leaſt Ends, which that Fox 
Oluer had in that Deſign, to rid himfelf of ſome Perſons, 
whom he could neither ſecurely employ, nor fafely diſcard : 
Which End ſeemed chiefly to influence the Managery of the 
whole Buſineſs, as you will perceive by the Story. 

It was pretended at firſt, that this Deſign ſhould be carried 
on with much Secrecy: But the Delay was ſo great, and 
thereby the Notice of it ſo public, as alarmed the Spaniards. 
to prepare for their Reception. Twas Yenables's Motion to 
have had Soldiers for the Service drawn out of the Jie 
Army, which he had been well acquainted with; but it was 
peremptorily denied; and they were appointed: to be. drawn 
out of the Army in England, whoſe Officers generally gave 
out of their ſeveral Companies the raweſt and worſt armed 
they, had : And theſe were haſtily ſhipped; off at Port/mouth. 
And the chief of the Land-Officers, who were to go with 
them, were not ſuffered to rendezvous, or ſee them together, 
till they came to Barbados: Where (arriving Jan. 29. 1564.) 

they 
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they found their Men to want 500 of the Number promiſed; 
and near half of thoſe they had were ill armed, To ſupply 
the latter Defect, they had been aſſured they ſhould find 1500 
Arms at Barbados; but they could not there make up 200 
Arms: And all the Help they had was to make Half-pikes ; 
wherein, and in fixing thoſe Arms they had, they met with ſome 
Ditficulty; for their Smiths Tools were on board their Storc- 
ſhips, which were not yet come to them. For thoſe Ships (taking 
in their Proviſions at London) they were promiſed ſhould meet 
them at Port ſinouth, and at Portſmouth they were told they 
ſhould reach them at Barbados; which yet they did not, 
nor till at leaſt Six Months after: So that much of the Pro- 
viſion, which was defective at 2 taking in, was by that time 
grown very corrupt. 

While they ſtaid at Barbados, it plainly appeared, that 
not only the Inhabitants there were againſt the general De- 
ſign, as deſtructive to their Intereſt 3 but that the Scamen 
bandied againſt the Land-Soldiers, and gave them not that 
Furtherance and Aſſiſtance which was in their Power: For, 
notwithſtanding the great Want of Arms among the Land- 
Soldiers, the Sea-Otficers would not be prevailed with to 
furniſh them with any; nor ſo much as to lend them a Pike 
or Lance, thongh they had aboye 1200 of the former to 
ſpare; and great Numbers of the latter were put on board 
on purpoſe for the Soldiers to kill Cows with. At their 
going off from this Iſland, the Seamen had their full Allow- 
ance of Victuals, and, on their Fiſh-Days, Brandy; when 
the Land-Soldiers, for Four Days in the Week, had but half 
their Proportions of Meat, and on the other Three Fiſh- 
Days only Bread and Water. 

In this Condition they left Barbados the laſt Day of March 
1655. By the Way they touched at Sr. Chreftopher's, whence 

B 2 they 
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they took aboard a Regiment of Soldiers, who had been 
raiſed in that Iſland: Among whom they were pleaſed 
to find Two Engliſhmen (Cox and Bounty), who had then 
lately come from Hiſpaniola, where the former had lived 
Twelve Years, and ſerved as a Gunner in the Caſtle of &i. 
Domingo, the chief City of the Ifland. | 

Now there were with the Two Generals, Venables and 
Pen, the former commanding by Land, the other by 
Seca, Two others joined in Commiſſion, Winſlow and 
Butler, who were thereby equally impowered ; and nothing 
was to be done without their joint Advice and Orders. Yea, 
when on Shore, Yenables (though he had, by his own Com- 
miſſion, Command of all the Land-Forces in Chief, yet) 
by this joint Commiſſion (which was not broke up or diſ- 
covered till they were all out at Sca) was reſtrained from 
ating any thing without the Concurrence of the Commiſ- 
ſioners, or ſuch one or more of them as ſhould be preſent. A 
great Debate aroſe between theſe Commiſſioners, about di- 
viding the Lion's Skin before he was caught; which occa- 
ſioned much Heat among them, and gave great Diſſatisfaction 
to the Soldiers. There was a Clauſe in this joint Commiſ- 
ſion, That all Prizes and Booties got by Sea or Land ſhould 
be at the Diſpoſe of the Commiſſioners, for the Advance 
of the preſent Service and Deſign. This the greater Part of 
the Commiſſioners judged was to be extended to all Sorts of 
Pillage. Venables thought it was meet to interpret it only of 
Ships and their Lading, and large Quantities of Treaſure and 
Goods in Towns and Forts; and that to extend it to all Sorts 
of Booty, by whomſoever got, would be both impoſſible to put 
in Execution, and hugely diſguſtful to the Soldiers to attempt. 
When he could not prevail to have his Senſe of this hard 


Clauſe paſs, he propounded a middle Way, That none 
ſhould

ſhould conceal or retain any Arms, Money, Plate, Jewels, or 
Goods, to his private Uſe, on Pain of forfeiting his Share in 
the Whole, &c. but that all ſhould be brought in unto Officers 
choſe by mutual Conſent, and ſworn to true Execution; and 
Diſtribution to be made to each Man according to his Quality 
and Deſert : And accordingly he formed an Order to that 
Effect for the Commillioners to ſign, and a Declaration for 
the Officers of the Army to ſubſcribe, teſtifying their Sub- 
miſſion to the Order; and that they would endeayour, that 
all under their reſpective Command ſhould obſerve it: And 
further, that when their ſeveral Pays ſhould be diſcharged, 
they would acquieſce in the Diſpoſal of the Surplus by the 
Commiſſioners, either in Rewards to the Deſerving, or in 
Neceſſaries for the public Service, & c This the Commiſ- 
ſioners ſo far approved, as to appoint it to be writ fair, and 
Copies made, for each Regiment One. The Officers and 
Soldiers alſo were content and ſatisfied therewith. But, when 
it came to the Pinch, only Pen and Venables ſigned the 
Order; and ſo the Declaration fell too: Which, ſurely, was 
a great Overſight in the Commiſſioners who refuſed : For, 

by this means, they had ſoothed and pleaſed the Army 
with a fair Flouriſh; but, in reality, had obtained by 
common Conſent to have the Whole at their own Dif- 
poſe. Then the Commillioners proffering a Fortnight's Pay 
to the Soldiery, inftead of the Pillage of H. Domingo, 
Venables prevailed with the Army to accept of Six Weeks 
Pay: But, when that would not be aſſured by the Commiſ- 
ſioners, he requeſted the Officers and Soldiers, without ſtand- 
ing on any Terms, to venture their Lives with him, and 
truſt Providence for the Iſſue and Rewards: Which they 
agreed unto for that time; but withal many of them de- 
clared, they would never ſtrike Stroke more, where there 


ſhould 
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ſhould be Commiſſioners thus to controul the Soldiers; but 
would forthwith return for England. By this time they 
drew near to Hiſpaniola. The Land General, and the Of. 
licers, were for running the Fleet into the Harbour of &. 
Domingo; but they of the Fleet oppoſed it, Pen alleging 
there was a Boom, which would hinder their Advance; tho 
Coxe, being called in, ſaid, He believed there was no Boom 
in that Place; yea, he declared among the Soldiers, that he 
conceived the Harbour was uncapable of any thing of that 
kind. During the Debate about this Matter, Captain Cri/- 
pin, who commanded a Frigate, offered to venture the run- 
ning his Veſſel into the Harbour, and bote up ſo near, as to 
fire on the Caſtle of . Domingo, and diſcovered nothing 
of any Boom, or other Obſtruction, as he often declared; 
yet was he commanded off by Pex. Then they of the 
Army reſolved, at a Council of War (among other things), 
that One Regiment ſtaying to land to the Eaſt of the City, 
(which, by Lot, fell to Colonel Buller), the reſt of the Army 
ſhould land ſome few Miles diſtant, at the River Hine (the 
Place where Drake landed), and force the Fort which ſtood 
at the Mouth of it: Yet the Seamen carried the Army a deal 
Weſtward of that River, to Point Nzzave, whence they had 
above Thirty Miles March to the City, through a ſtrange, 
woody, and very hot Country, where no Water could be 
found; and many of them had but Two Days Victuals deli- 


vered from the Fleet, none above Three: And in all this 


March they had no Guide; for Coxe, who was deſigned for 
that Office, had been, a little before the Landing, ſent by 
Pen a fiſhing, and was not returned, nor could be heard of. 
In the Want of him, Yenables deſired to have had Bounty, 
or Fermes ; but Pen would not part with cither of them. 


So 
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So ſoon as they were landed, the Commiſſioners appointed 
the publiſhing of an Order againſt plundering ; and that all 
Pillage ſhould be brought into a common Store : But they 
therein gave Venables Liberty to promiſe the Soldiers, in 
caſe the Ciry ſhould be taken by Storm, Six Weeks Pay, or 
a Moiety of rhe Pillage (excepting Arms, Ammunition, or 
ſuch- like); or, in caſe it fhould be ſurrendered, Three Weeks 
Pay, or a Third of the Pillage, This Order was ſigned by 
Pen, Winſlow, and Butler. 

The Soldicrs, who were before diſguſted, were by this 
exaſperated into Mutiny, A Sca-Regiment, which came on 
Shore, was the firſt that laid down Arms; and, by their Ex- 
ample, all the reſt: And much-a-do Venables had in any 
fort to pacify them. At laſt they were perſuaded to march, 
though with much Diſcontent; and in that unſatisfied mu- 
tinying Humour they marched Four Days without any Guide, 
tormented with Heat and Thirſt, to come tired and ſpent to 
that Place, where they might have landed freſh the firſt Day. 

The mean while Colonel Buller had, according to his Or- 
der, eſſayed to land Eaſtward of the City: But, finding no 
Place for it, was afterwards appointed by the Commiſſioners 
to land at Hine River; but with expreſs Order not to ſtir 
thence till the Army came up. Accordingly he landed on 

Monday, April 17. and with him Colonel Houldip, and 500 
of his Regiment, having Coxe in their Company. At their 
approaching the-Fort near the River's Mouth, the Spaniards 
forſook it, leaving Two great Guns diſmounted; and the 
Fort was, as much as their Haſte would allow, diſmantled. 
This encouraged Buller to purſue them towards the City; 
but, in the narrow Paſſes of the Woods he loft his Way, 
and came to ſome Plantations vacant and waterleſs, where 
he purpoſed to lie ſtil], and expect the Army: Yet, next Morn-- 


ing, 
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ing, he ſent out a Party to deſcry the Fort of &. Hieronimo, 
who expoſed themſclyes too much to View, and alarmed the 
Spaniards. 

Soon after Buller was marched from the Fort where he 
landed, the Army came to the other Side of the River Hine; 
but could not paſs it, wanting a Guide to ſhew them the Ford; 
which was, ſomewhat unuſually, at the Influx of the River 
into the Sea, where they never ſearched ; but marched Five 
Miles up the River, ſeeking one; and, at laſt, the Day being 
ſpent, were forced to quarter that Night without cither 
Ford or freſh Water. Next Day, after marching Three Miles 
more, a Ford was found, and the River paſſed : And they 
had not gone far, when a Farm, with freſh Water, chancing 
in their Way, gave them great Refreſhment; where making 
a Halt, and conſulting what was meet for them to do, they 
all reſolved to go to the Fleet at the Harbour, for Proviſion 
for their hungry Men: Unto which an Iriſiman, then 
brought in by ſome Soldiers, offered to guide them the next 
Way. Fenables, who had been well acquainted with that 
Nation, was jcalous of him, and would not have heeded 
him; but Commiſſioner Butler would have him followed; 


and charged them, by virtue of their Inſtructions, ſo to do: 


And tollow him they did, till a fruitleſs March, Three or 
Four Miles the contrary Way, proved him a Liar. At laſt, 
hearing Buller's Drums, they made towards him, and met 
with him near the ſtrong Fort of t. Hieronimo (a regular 
and well, fortified Pier) in the Road to the City. Venables, 
being at this time in the Van, which he had led all their 
long March, went himſelf with the Guide (for the Officers, 
being very weary, were willing to be cxcuſcd) to ſearch the 
Woods before the Army, and diſcovered the Spanzards in 
Ambuſh, before they ſtirred, who preſently thereupon ad- 
vanced. 
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vanced. The Enz/; Forlorn immediately fired upon them, 
(roo haſtily, and at too much Diſtance) ; which gave the Ha- 
niards Advantage to fall in with them with their Lances, 
before they could charge again, and gave them ſome Dit- 
order, and killed ſome Officers, among whom, to their 
great Loſs, Captain Coxe periſhed, But the Engliſb, quickly 
recovering themſelves, beat the Enemy back, and purſucd 
them within Cannon-ſhot of the City. Theſe weary ſpent. 
Men, drawn on by this Skirmiſh, forgot that Thirſt, which, 
ſo ſoon as the Purſuit was over, they fainted under; many, 
both Men and Horſes, dying on the Place for very Thirſt. 
Venables, being much endangered at this Action in the Rout 
of the Forlorn, was carneſtly intreated and preſſed by the 
Officers not to hazard himſelf ſo again, but march with a 
Body. This over, they called a Council of War; where 
(conſidering their want of Match, which was ſpent to Three 
or Four Inches; and of Proviſion, which all had bcen with- 
out Two Days, and ſome longer, and had no other Food 
but what Fruits the Woods afforded) they reſolved again for 
their Ships, which the Iriſiman's Relation, and Commiſſioner 
Butler's peremptory Counſel, had diverted them from; and 
cauſed them to ioſe many Men and Horſes, with Thirſt and 
Hunger, in marching back that Way, which otherwiſe had 
been ſaved. T | | 

Four or five Days were ſpent at the Harbour in refreſhing 
the tired fainting Soldiery, and taking new Reſolutions for a 
ſecond March and Charge, whercin they could not well be 
more ſpeedy ; for Pen and Winſlow, two of the Commiſſioners, 
keeping at Sca with the Fleet (which rode ſome Leagues off 
from the Fort by Hine River), and refuſing to come aſhore, 
Venables (then ill with the Flux) was forced to make many 
dangerous Paſſages to them in ſmall Brigantines for their con- 
C curring 
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curring Counſel ; which, oft differing, cauſed much Delay, 
and gave the Spanzards time to gather Heart and Strength, 
and make Preparation for better Reſiſtance. The common 
Soldiers the mean while were but ill treated from the 
Fleet: Thoſe, that by Sickneſs or Wounds in the laſt Action 
were diſabled for further Service (having no Tents or Car- 
riages aſhore to diſpoſe of them in), were ſent a Ship-board ; 
and there they were kept 48 Hours on the bare Decks, without 
either Meat, Drink, or Dreſſing, that Worms bred in their 
Wounds (which they ſoon did in that hot Country); and 
ſome of them by that very Uſage periſhed, as particularly 
one Capt. Leverington, a brave Man. 

The others aſhore, being furniſhed from the Ships with the 
worſt and moſt mouldy of the Biſcuit, and with Beef 
altogether unwatcred, and no Brandy to chear their Spirits, 
had their Thirſt greatly enraged; which that River, even 
where it was freſh (yet coming from Copper), rather aug- 
mented than aſſwaged. And this Uſage and Diet, together 
with the extraordinary Rains that fell on their unſheltered 
Bodies, caſt them all into violent Fluxes: Sorry Encourage- 
ments and Preparatives for a ſecond March, which yet was at 
laſt reſolved on. 

Tueſday Apr. 25. they decamped, and marched, and had 
with them one Mortar-picce, and two Drakes; in the drawing; 
whereof, and carrying Mattocks, Spades, and Calabaſhes of 
freſh Water, the ſtrongeſt Men were employed, till all were 
reduced to almoſt a like Weakneſs; and the cruel Sea Offi- 


cers afforded them no more Brandy with them, then would 
be about a good Spoonful to a Man. One Night they lodged 


in the Woods; the next Day they advanced toward the Fort 


St. Hieronimo, which they reſolved to attack, being 
in their Way, about a Mile from the City, and not fit to 


leave 
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leave at their Backs. Adjutant- General Jackſon had this Day 
the Command of the Forlorn, conſiting of about 400 Men, 
in the Van whereof he put Capt. Butler, and himſelf brought 
up the Rear: Alfo he marched without any Wings on cither 
Hand, to ſearch the Woods, and diſcover Ambuſhes, which 
was expreſly contrary both to his Orders, and to their conſtant 
Practice throughout their whole March from Point N:zaoe. 

With this Forlorn thus managed, and all ready to faint for 
Thirſt, having marched Eight Miles, without Water, in a nar- 
row Paſs in the thick Woods, where but Six could well march 
abreaſt, they fell into an Ambuſcado of the Spaniards, who 
let the Forlorn all march within them, and then charged them 
both in Van and Flank. Capt. Butler, with the Van, un- 
dauntedly received the Charge, and in Order fired again, and 
all of them ſtood till he fell; but the Rear ran away with- 
out abiding a Charge, Jackſon himſelf being the firſt Man, 
that turned his Back. Yenables's Regiment (with Furguſon 
his Licutenant-Colonel in the Head of them) being next, 
charged their Pikes on Fackſon, and his fly ing Men; but they, 
being too well reſolved to be ſo ſtopped, firſt routed that Regi- 
ment, and then moſt of Major-General Haynes's Regiment. 
Theſe all came violently upon the Sea Regiment, which was 
led by Venables and Goodſon (then Vice-Admiral), who with 
their Swords forced the Runaways into the Woods, chooſing 
rather to kill than to be roated by them. At the ſame time, 
which was much to their Advantage, the Rear-part of Haynes's 
Regiment having opened, and drawn themſelves on either 
Side into 'the Wood, counter-flanked the Spaniards, and 
charged their Ambuſcados ; which the Spaniards perceiving, 
and that the Sea Regiment advanced unrouted, retreated. 
The Engliſb then charged them afrcſh, purſued them, and 
beat them back beyond the Fort, and regained the Bodies of 
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the Slain,and the Place of Fight; which Ground they kept the 
reſt of that Day,and the Night following,though the Guns from 
the Fort all that time, as well as during the Skirmiſh, played 
hotly upon them, and killed ſometimes Eight or Nine at a 
Shoot, 

In this Action the valiant Haynes and Ferguſon before 
named, and ſuch other Officers of thoſe Regiments as knew 
not what it was to fly, fell by the Swords and Lances of the 
Spaniards, and many common Soldiers with them. The 
Engliſh, now about the Fort, Tenables commanded to aſſault 
it; and that to that End they ſhould play the Mortar-picce 
againſt it; and had it drawn up for that Purpoſe. But he him- 
ſelf (being before brought very low with his Flux) the TJoil of 
the Day had ſo. far ſpent, that he could not ſtand or go, 
but as ſupported. by Two ;. and in that manner he moved 
from Place to Place, to encourage the Men to ſtand, and to 
plant the Mortar piece; but the latter he could not prevail for, 2 
either by Command, Intreaties, or Offers of Reward: At F 1 
laſt, fainting among them, he was carried off; and Forteſtue, 4 
who ſucceeded Major-General in the ſteaa of Haynes, took the 
Command, who laboured much alſo to get the Mortar-picce 
planted, but without any Effect; for the Spirits of the Engliſh 
| Soldiers were ſo ſunk. by their Want of Water and Proviſions, 
4 and by the exceſſive Heat, and their great Weakneſs by both 

| occaſioned,that not any one upon any Account would be got to 
1 work to plant it. Night drawing on, while the Soldiers buried 

| 
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5 the Dead, they called aCouncil of Warof all the Field-Officers : 
nl Where it was agreed (no one difſenting), that the Diſtreſs they 
| were ia for Want of Water was not to be ſtriven with; that if 
they ſtaid there, though they beat the Enemy, they muſt periſh 

by Thirſt : Whereupon it was unanimouſly reſolved to retreat 


next Morning, if the Mortar - piece could not play before. The 
Morning, 
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Morning came, and no Place found to plant the Mortar- piece, 
nor Men that would work, the Guns from the Fort beating 
them off from every Place, they buried their Shells, drew off 
their Mortar- piece, Drakes, Spades, ©c- and, making a ſtrong 
Rear. guard, retreated to their Ships at the Harbour. In this 
Attempt on the Fort the common Soldiers ſhewed themſelves 
extremely heartleſs; if they followed their Officers to charge, 
they left them there to dic, unleſs they were as nimble-footed 
as themſelves: And, of all others, the Planters, whom they 
had raiſcd in thoſe Parts, were the worſt, being only for- 
ward to do Miſchief; Men ſo debauched, as not to be kept 
under Diſcipline; and fo cowardly, as not to be made to 
fight. 

Being come to the Harbour, they betook themſelves to 
the Examination and Puniſhment of the Cowardice of ſome, 
and of divers Miſcarriages and Diſorders of others. Jackſon 
was accuſed, 1. That, contrary to expreſs Order, he had 
marched, without appointing any to ſearch the Woods: 
2. That he took but few Pikes, and thoſe he placcd in the 
Rear, as if he feared only his own Party: 3. That he put 
others in the Van, and himſelf brought up the Rear: 4. 
That he was the firſt Man that ran away; and, when there 
was a Stop, he opened his Way with both Hands to get fore- 
molt, Theſe being proved before a Council of War, he was 
{ſentenced to be caſhicred, his Sword broke over his Head, 
and hc to be a Swabber, to keep the Hoſpital-Ship clean : 
Which was executed accordingly ; and well it might; for 
| ſure it was much gentler than he deſerved. A .Serjcant 
alſo, who in the Skirmiſh threw. down his Arms, cry- 
ing, Gentlemen, ſhift for yourſelves ; we are all loft; and 
ran away; was hanged, Other Offences, met with other 
Puniſhments. | 


Now 
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Now the Buſineſs was to conſult what was next to be 
done. Commiſſioner #/7n/low came aſhore to preſs for a 
Third Attempt ; which the Officers of the Army would not 
be perſuaded to undertake, all, with one Conſent, refuſing 
to lead on their Men; ſaying, they would never be got to 
march to that Place again; or, if they did, they would not 
follow them to a Charge: But the Officers freely offered 
to regiment themſelves, and to live and die together. Where- 
upon the Commiſſioners, judging it needful to try to raiſe 
the Soldiers Spirits by Succeſs in ſome ſmaller Enterprize, 
reſolved to attempt ſome other Plantation; and, at laſt, 
Jamaica was fixed upon to be the Place. 

During this Debate, the Soldiers at Land were in great 
Want and Streights; for their Proviſion was ſpent: Yet 
Pen forbad any Supply to be ſent them from the Fleet: And 
their Scarcity, yea, Famine, grew ſo high, that they cat what 
Horſes, Aſſes, and Dogs, were in the Camp; and ſome eat 
ſuch poiſonous Food, that Forty-ſix died of it at once. Bur, 
beyond all this, a Motion was made, that, ſetting Sail for 
England, the Soldiers ( whom they of the Fleet uſually 
called Dogs) ſhould be left aſhore to the Mercy of the Ene- 
my: But Venables, who was more concerned for the Land- 
men, decried it with Deteſtation: Vet the Soldiers were fo 
apprehenſive of ſuch a Trick, that, when they came to go 
aboard, their Officers would not ſuffer the Sea Regiment, 
which was on Shore, to be firſt ſhipped, leſt they ſhould be 
ſo left in the Lurch. Ne 

The Fifth Day after they ſet Sail from Hiſpaniola, they 
came before Jamaica. And now, remembring the Cow- 
ardice of the Soldiers (which, if not experienced, would 
ſcarce have been believed fo great in Engliſomen), they pub- 
iſhed an Order againſt Runaways, that the next Man to any 

that 
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that offered to run ſhould kill him, or be tried for his own . 
Life: Which done, Pen and Yenables placed themſelves in 
the Martin Gally, and made up to the Fort, and played 
upon it with their great Guns (as it did upon them) all the 
time that the Soldiers were getting into the flat- bottomed 
Boats; which ſo ſoon as they had done, a freſh Gale of 
Wind aroſe, which drove the Boats directly upon the Fort: 
Which the Spanzards ſeeing, and a Major, their beſt Soldier, 
being diſabled by a Shot from the Martin Gally, they were 
ſo daunted, that they took to their Heels, and left the Fort 
to the Engliſh, The Army, finding freſh Water at this Fort 
(called Caguaya), and fearing to advance farther, leſt (it 
being then Three of Clock) they ſhould, in a ſtrange Country, 
and without Guides, be inconvenicntly overtaken with Night, 
in ſome Place where they might be more expoſed to the Ene- 
mies Aſſaults, and beating up their Quarters, reſolved to ſtay 
at that Fort and Landing- place that Night, and reſt theig, 


_ weak and ſick Men. 


Next Morning they marched early; and, about Noon, came 
to a JaVanna near the chief Town of the Iſland, called Ft. Jago, 
where Two or Three Spaniards appeared at Diſtance, making 
ſome Signals of Friendſhip. The like Number of Eugliſb were 
ſent to them: Upon which they rode away; but, making a 
Stand, One was ſent out to know what they deſired. They an- 
ſwered, A Treaty. The Engliſb replied, they would treat, when 
they ſaw any impowered thereunto. After ſome time, a Prieſt 
and a Major were ſent from the Town. The Exgihh, as an In - 
troduction to the Treaty, firſt demanded to have 100 Cows, 
with Caſſavia Bread proportionably, ſent them immediately; 
and ſo daily, while the Treaty laſted, Cows were ſent them; 
but no Bread, that being, as they ſaid, ſcarce with them: 
Whercupon, Commiſſioners being appointed on both Sides, 


they 
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they entered into Treaty; and, in Concluſion, the Spanzards 
yielded to render the Iſland, and all in it, and all Ships in 
the Havens, unto the Exgliſb; the Spaniards and Inhabitants 
having their Lives granted them, and, ſuch as would, Li- 
berty by a certain Day to depart the Iſland ; but to take no- 
thing with them ſave their wearing Apparel, and their Books 
and Writings. Articles of Agreement to this Purpoſe were 
drawn, and ſigned on both Sides. The Engliſb, for true Per- 
formance, demanded, and had, the Governor of the Iſland, 
and the Spanzh Commiſſioners, for Hoſtages; and fo they 
ſeemed in a fair Way of Settlement here with little a-do: 
But yer, that they might have ſomething ad verſe, a Colonel 
among the Spanzards, who had no Kindneſs for the Governor, 
and was a Man of Intereſt among the Commonalty, per- 
ſuaded them to drive all the Cattle away, and thereby they 
ſhould ſtarve out the Exgliſi: Which being underſtood, one 
of the Spanih Commiſſioners (Don AHcoſta, a Portugueſe) 
ſcnt his Prieſt, an underſtanding Negro, to them, to diſſuade 
them from that Courſe: But they, being reſolute, and put 
put on by the Colonel, hanged the Prieſt. Upon which, 
Acoſta, to be revenged on them for the Death of his Pricſt, 
whom he loved, adviſed the Eng/ih how to recover the 
Cattle; telling them, they could not be kept long, but ne— 
ceſſarily, in a while, muſt come down into the Plains to drink; 
where, Wait being laid, they might eaſily be ſurpriſed: And 
by his Counſcl and Direction the Ergizh recovered the 
Cattle, and prevented their Deſign. 

After this an Order was publiſhed, that no private Soldier 
ſhould go out to ſhoot Cows: Which was done for Two 
Reaſons: Firſt, Becauſe the Soldiers, ſtraggling about for 
this Purpoſe, and going ſingle, were oft knocked on the 
Heads and, next, Becauſe they maimed and marrcd more 

than 
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than they killed: For, it being a very woody Country, un- 
leſs a Beaſt was ſhot dead (which was but ſeldom done), it 
eſcaped its Purſuer, though it after died of its Wounds ; and 
many Hundreds were found dead in the Woods, that had 
been ſo ſlain; and very many were ſeen running about hurt 
and wounded. And thus great Deſtruction was made of 
them to nobody's Advantage; and, in the End, they mult 
need have ſmarted for the Want of thoſe, which had been 
thus laviſhly ſpoiled and loſt: Beſides, the Cattle, which at 
their firſt coming were ſeen in great Numbers, and ſo tame, 
that they might have been cafily managed, and driven up, 
were lo sffrighted by the Soldiers diſorderly chaſing and 
ſhooting after them, that they were now grown wild and 
untractable: And therefore, commanded Parties with their 
Officers were thenceforward ordered out to fetch in Cattle, 
as there was Need; and, by that means, they were ſuffici- 
ently ſupplied, and no Waſte made. 

But Bread they ſtill much wanted; for their own Storeſhips 
being not yet reached them, they had no Bread but what came 
from the Fleet; whence it was very ſparingly ſent, and ſcarce 
any but what was bad and corrupt. I find it noted, that, in Se- 
ventcen Days time, they had but Three Biſcuits a Man : That 
they could ſeldom get any thing from the Fleet, unleſs the 
Commiſſaries would ſign Acquittances for greater Proportions 
than were indeed delivered: That, of above 100 Ton of 
Brandy, which was put on board in England for this Ser- 
vice, and above 30 Ton more taken in at Barbados, it could 


not be obſerved that the Land-men ever had 10 Ton to their 


Uſe, between the Middle of April and the Middle of Futy : 
And that, whereas they of the Fleet excuſed themſelves as 
to Bread, pretending they had none to ſpare, there happen- 


ing, a while after, a Ship (called the Diſcovery to be ſet on 
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Fire in the Harbour by Careleſſneſs, it was acknowleged by 
ſome that eſcaped from her, that 120 Ton of Biſcuit was 
burnt in that Veſſel. So that the Soldiers being put to feed 
wholly on freſh Fleſh and Fruits, without either Brandy, or. 
any kind of Bread, and that after they had been long at a 
ſcanty Diet upon ſalt Meat, Sickneſs hugely increaſed among 
them, inſomuch that, after their coming to Famaica, they 
died by Fifty, Sixty, and ſometimes an Hundred, in a Week, 
of Fevers and Fluxcs. 

Their Streights and Diſtreſſes being great, put them on a. 5 
Neceſſity of haſtening to diſtribute the Soldiers to plant for 3 
themſelves, that they might have ſomewhat of their own to : 


ſabſiſt on, without depending on the Courteſy of others : 
And accordingly ſeveral of the Regiments were diſperſed | 


into ſeveral Places. But though ſuch were their Occaſions, 2 
each of them, for his particular private Goods and Neceſa- pi 
farics, yet they could not, without much Dithculty, and 
many fruitleſs Labours, obtain to have their Trunks and 
Stuff aſhore to them; and many never had them at all; bur 
they were carried back with the Fleet into England. 

Some Diſcontents grew among the chief of them. . 
nables, telling Commiſſioner ' Butler of his Drunkenneſs 
(which he was oft guilty of, and, in that Condition, had 
diſcovered too much to the*Spanzards), and reproving him 
for it, made him his Enemy; and to practiſe againſt him: And 
thenceforwards he endeavoured to make Factions, and beget 
Diſgufts in the Army. Pen gave Notice of his Intentions ſud- 
denly to ſet Sail for England; and would not be diſſuaded or 
diverted from that his Purpoſe, tho it Was urged to him, that 
it was contrary both to the Promiſe made to the Land- Forces 
in England, that this Fleet ſhould not leave them till a new 
one came to them; and alſo contraty to the Engagement 
mutually made between him and Venables, not to deſert 

or 
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or forſake each other. Now Pen having, at the Beginning, 
put on Pool, his Nephew, to take the Invoices of the Prizes 
which ſhould be ſeized, before he went away, ſent a Com- 
miſlion to Yenables, dated in December before, to authorize 
Pool to take Charge of the Prizes, ec. and with it a War- 
rant (dated at the preſent time) to remove him from that 
Place, importing alſo a general Diſcharge and Acquittal of 
him, deſiring Yenables to ſign them both. As to the former, 
Venables remembred Pen, that he and Commiſlioner 
Butler had offered to join with him in it, when Pool was 
firſt placed in that Office, that ſo he might have acted by joint 
Commiſlion from all, and have been inſpected by all; and 
Pen then refuted them, affirming he had Power to do it 
himſelf. The latter Venables declared he would not ſign, 
unleſs there was firſt an Auditor appointed to take and exa- 
mine Pools Accounts: For (to add this by the way) I find it 
remarked, that the Accounts of the Prizes were Secrets to 
the Land- Officers; that they never had the original Invoices 
thereot ſhewed to them; that One Invoice being once by 
chance dropped, a Land- Officer took it up, and obſerved the 
Number of Elephants Teeth in it to be 3913. but afterwards 
the Copy made thereof had only 150 Teeth: The Officer 
then ſaid (and offered to make Oath), that the Invoice itſelf 
i had ſeen, which, he well” remembred, had 391 Tecth in 

1 ndither he, nor any other of them, could ever prevail 
more to ſee it, or to have any Copy made of it to be above 
191, or any more brought to public Account. But how- 
ever Commiſſioner Butler ſigned both Pools Commiſſion, 
and Warrant of Diſcharge, without either Examination or 
Scruple; and alſo Joined with Pen in ſelling ſome Ships, 
which were very fit, and would have been needful enough, 
for the Service of thoſe Parts; and, twas ſaid, they were 
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ſold to pay off ſome public Debts: For which Purpoſe alſo 
it was moved, to have had ſome Deductions made out of the 
Landmens Pay: But FYenables would not yield to this, nor 
meddle with the other; alleging that there were Prizes ſut- 
ficient, if truly accounted for, to diſcharge all. Some of 
theſe Ships ſome Officers of the Fleet bought, and laded 
them to Virginia, whither Pen alſo laded the Catharine (a 
Ship of 500 Ton, and 30 Guns, and given him by the Powers 
in being, with all her Ordnance, Sails, and Tackle): But where 
the Freight of theſe Ships was had, was not ſo eaſily known; 
for it was not obſerved, that they, who laded theſe Veſlels, 
had bought or taken in any private Goods at Barbados, Ct. 
Chriſtephers, Hiſpanio!g, or Jamaica; and they had not 
touched at any other Place after they came from England. 
Venables's Flux and Weakneſs increaling upon him, a 
Deſign was ſet on Foot (chicfly by Commiſſioner Butler 
and Colonel Buller) to get the Officers to join to put him 
upon returning to England, to repreſent there their ill Con- 
dition: And accordingly, at a Council of Officers held in 
his Abſence, it was propounded, and voted, that they wouid 
deſire him fo to do, and to take the Opportunity of going 
in the Fleet with Pen; and that Buller ſhould accompany 
him; which Buller was fond enough of, thinking the other 
would ſcarce live to get home, and then he ſhould be the 
only Man. The Officers alſo proceeded to form and draw 
up ſome Conſiderations, which they deſired might be repre- 
ſented in Exgland; and all ſigned them. This being ſignified 
to Venables, he did not much hearken thereto, hoping yet 
to overcome his Diſtemper, and to be able to ſtay and ſec 
them {ſettled himſelf: But his Weakneſs grew upon him ſo 
much, that he left the Command of the Army to Farteſeue 
(who was now Major-General), and, in a while, was forced 
ro 
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to take his Bed; and at laſt, deſpairing of Life, ſent to the 
Commiſſioners to come to the opening a dormant Commiſ- 
ſion; which had an Indorſement, that it ſhould not be 
opened, but on the Death, Diſability, or Abſence, of both or 
one of the Generals: And, when it was opened, the Purport 
of ir was, that, if ſuch a Caſe happened as the Indorſement 
ſuppoſed, the Commiſſioners, or Two of them, ſhould 
chooſe and appoint others to ſucceed them: And, purſuant 
thereunto, Goodſon was pitched on to ſucceed Pen, and For- 
teſcue to be inſtead of Venables. 

Soon after this, Yenables falling into a Delirium, Pen 
left him, and ſet (ail for England; and, when Yenables had 
continued a Month dclirious, his Friends carried him, in that 
Condition, a Ship-board ; and, after he had been ſome 
time at Sea, he came to himſelf, and recovered. | 

Forteſcue, the mean while, took the Command of the 
Army, and appointed a general Rendezvous, at which were 
muſtcred above 5000 Men, And here I may note, by the 
way, that this Muſter was not taken till after they had been 
Ten or Twelve Weeks aſhore at Jamaica, and had loſt very 
many Men by Sickneſs, both there and at Hiſpaniolu, as 
ſome have reported: For their higheſt Muſter, that I can find 
they at any time had, reached not to more than 6551 Men. 

How the Miſcarriage of this Action was charged upon 
Venables, and he, at his Arrival in Englana, ſent to the Tower, 
but never brought to any Hearing, where he might have made 
his Defence; and how, after his lying there for ſome time a 
cloſe Priſoner, he was at laſt ſer at Liberty, and nothing ſaid 
to him; I ſhall not trouble you or myſelf to inquire or 
relate: For, having done the Buſineſs I firſt deſigned, vis. 
to give you a plain Narrative of the Voyage, I leave it to

2 ſhort Diſcourſe of the principal Commodities and 


Supports of your Majeſty's Dominions, with ſome 
prejudicial Defetts in the Commonweal : Wherein 
is proved and projected, that your Majeſty and 
the Subject annually expend Two hundred thouſand 
Pounds at the leaſt on One only Commodity; which 
may not only be ſaved, but a far greater Sum 
clearly gained into your Majeſty's Coffers, 


You R Majeſty's Commodities and Profits of theſe your 
Highneſs's Kingdoms (in few Words) may be intimated 


out of Jacob's Sons Anſwer unto Pharaoh: Thy Servants 


are Herdſmen, and Tillers of the Ground. Your Majeſty's 
Subjects are no other: For out of the Genus of Husbandry 
are produced the ſeveral Species, and the native Riches of 


the Subject, with the Glory and Strength of your Perſon 
and State: And whatſoever elſe of Importation comes from 
the Stranger, is more of Petulancy than Neceſſity; your 


Majeſty's Kingdoms may very well ſubſiſt without it. In 
brief, your Majeſty's native Profits have only a reſpect ad 
victum 
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victum et veſtitum; and are no other, in the Bulk, than the 
Abundance of Grain, and the Superfluity of Wools and 
Breed, the Ingrediency of our Food, and the Materials of 
our Raiment: And with this, did not our natural Ambition 
overſway and tranſport us beyond the Limits of Sufficiency, 
we might and ought to be content. 

In the Abundance of Food of this your Majeſty's Kingdom 
(which is an incxhauſtible Treaſure, and was of old one of the 
Magazines of Europe) your Majeſty's Might and Power con- 
fiſts: By this you are inabled to breed and feed Men. Tillage 
was the Trade of the old Britons: The great Cæſar had, 
divers times, large Supplies of Grain from the antient Natives: 
His Cæſar imperat obſides quadraginta frumentumque exer- 
£1111: And therefore, that Prince which hath a rich com- 
paced Granary, with Store of Men to defend it, is of more 
Force than he that poſſeſſeth large and diſtracted Territories, 
and hath Scarcity of People to keep them; as the Compa- 
riſon may not impertinently be made between your Majeſty: 
and his Majeſty of Spazn. 

To this Purpoſe (and it was a main Policy of your 
Progenitors) were the old Laws enacted, which tended to 
the Preſervation of Tillage and Breeding: And although, 
in my poor Obſervation of old Acts and Laws of that 
Nature, there fell out much Repugnancy, even in the 
Laws themſelves; as one Age, aiming at Sheep, and 
Growth of Wool, have enacted to that Purpoſe; another 
Age, deeming an Overbalance in the Increaſe of Sheep, 
enacted tor the Increaſe of Tillage, and depreſſing of the 
Over-multiplication of Sheep: So that there appeared, + in. 
former times, a kind of Competition for Pre-eminence be- 
tween the Food and the Raiment of the Kingdom. How- 
ſoever, both theſe Purpoſes (though Contraries) have fo well 
accorded, that no great Detriment hath at any time befallen 
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the State of the Commonwealth, or hath hindered the pub- 
lic Good: For both of theſe were ſo commotious to the 
State, that the Queſtion, it ſeems, grew not of their Utility, 
but which of the Two (cither Sheep or Tillage) might be 
chiefly reſpected, 

But, beforc I come to touch on any Defect, I paſs on 
to the Second Pillar or Support of the Kingdom, the 
Matter of our Raiment, the J/ools; in the Production 
whereof antient Times have left us ſo large Teſtimony, 
that the old Natives have been therein very induſtrious, as in 
the main Matter of their Exportation, whereby they drew 
much from the Foreigner; only they were, not without 
good Cauſe, taxed of Dulneſs, and want of Ingenuity: For, 
before Edward the Third's time, they were for the moſt 
part ignorant in the Manufacture of Cloths, which, by that 
noble and victorious Prince, was got from the Foreigner. 
For, although the Subject had then the Materials of their 
Cloaths, together with that plentiful Meaſure of their Food, 
yet was that great Superfluity of their Wools generally 
tranſported and ſold to the Stranger; and none, or very little 
Cloth was in thoſe times made in England: So that the Dutch 
in former Times had a ſcornful Proverb, That they could buy 
the Fox-skin of an Engliſhan ſor Four-pence, and could ſell 
the Tail to him again for Twelve pence: And it was true: 
For they bought up the Wools of the whole Kingdom (as 
having, through many Ages, been Maſters of the Manufacture) 


at their own Prices, converted them into Cloth, and re- ſold 


it to the Engliſh at their own Rates. 
Edward, who was a Prince of Reach and Courage, diſ- 


dained to be abuſed by thoſe that drew their principal Profits 


from out of his Kingdom; and, diving into the Secret and 


Benefit of the Manufacture, partly to cry quit, and to bridle 
re Inſolence of the Dutch, and * to relieve his poor 
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People, made Stoppage of his Wools, enforced his Subjects 
to drape, and to make their own Wools into Cloth, and 
then to ſell the Overplus to the Forcigner. 

This Courle of the King's (being in the Nature of an 
Innovation) encountered with divers Impediments: For 
the Subjef? being then ignorant in the Manufacture, and 
the Stranger refraftory, refuſed to buy that in another 
Nature which he could not be without, The Concluſion 
was, The Fleming had ſundry Treatics with the King 
and the Council touching the Removal of his Staple, Stop- 
page of his Wools, and buying of the Cloth; whereby 
they delayed, deluded, and wrought upon the King's and the 
Subjects Neceſſities, on whoſe Hands a great Quantity of 
their new Cloth then lay unvented : Which cauſed the King 
in Choler to burn a great Quantity thereof in Sight of the 
Stranger. This Art of the King's convertcd their Stubborn- 
neſs into Amazement. The Upſhot was, Edward gave 
Leave unto the Flemzings, which were skilled in the Manu- 
facture, to come over into his Dominions, and to enjoy the 
Benefit of free Denizens; whereby, in few Years, he not 
only gained the full Benefit, and the whole Manufacture, of 
his Wools for his pooreſt People, but exceedingly. enriched 
the better Sort of his Subjects; the Effects whereof we enjoy 
to this Day. 

Out of theſe Promiſes it is conſiderable how the poorer 
Sort (before Edwards Reign) ſubſiſted without the Manu- 
facture of their own Wools, inaſmuch as common Experi- 
ence teacheth, that, on the leaſt want of Vent of Cloth, 
that great Body of poor People, which ſwarmeth throughout 


your Dominions, and who, for the moſt part, eat the Bread 


of Carefulneſs out of the Manufacture of the Wools, are 
ready to ſtarve or mutiny: Wherein appeareth ſome evident 
Defect of State, or Want of due Proviſion to employ the 
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meaner Sort on all neceſſitous Occaſions, as on Dearths, and 
Damps of Trade: And this Defect is made the more manifeſt 


by comparing, or ſetting Side by Side, the Condition of 


your Majeſty's poor People, with the State of the poorer Sort 
in the Low Countries, where every Perſon is ſeeu to carn his 
Living, none to beg his Bread: For, from the Example of 
the Lacedemonians, they ſuffer no improfitable Perſon in 
their Commonweal, that is not diſenabled either by Age or 
Impotency; which are 7ruly the Poor, and to whom our 
Charity ſhould be extended; not upon the Vagabond and 


Impoſtor, which is a miſerable Creature ail the Day. on your 


Majeſty's Highway, but at Night a rank and ſtout Rogue. 

But, before I deſcend to the Remedy of this Defect, which 
is Want of Employment for ſuch as would work, and Want 
of Government in not compelling the Idlc, and ſuch as whoſe 
Trade is Travel, and maſtering the Highways, if their Party 
light on fitting Occaſion - I will humbly preſent unto your 
Majeſty the Opinions of divers knowing Perſons, who argue 
againſt the new Plantations, and late Undertakings; wherein, 
they ſay, we overlook the Domeſtic, by caſting our Sight 
beyond our Kenning, and loſe the Bone by chopping at the 
Shadow : Thar, in this Courſe of Adventure, not a few of 
your Subjects have periſhed, and not a little of the Treaſure 
of the ſame hath been exhauſted, to the weakening of your 
Majeſty (as they ſuppoſe). And this their Opinion is ſe- 
conded with prevalent Reaſons: For, they ſay, your Majeſty's 
Countries at home are not much more than half peopled, 
nor ſo ſufhciently ſtocked as they may. be : That moſt Part 
of the North, Ireland, the Principality, and divers other 
Parts of your Dominions, want Manurance and Improve- 
ment; which, by ordinary Expence, and.no-great Induſtry, 
would be mightily enriched: That a Dutchman, by the Ma- 
nurance of One Acre of Ground, lives plentifully; and an 
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Engliſhman, by his Slothfulneſs, turns Beggar in the Poſſeſ- 
ſion of One Hundred. Again, they ſay, as theſe Under- 
takings ſavour of Honour and Reputation, yet, on due Exa- 
mination, they arc but Arguments of our Levity and Incon- 
ſtancy ; and that the Conceit of disburdening your ſuper- 
fluous People, as though our Hives were great with Swarming, 
ſavours more of Chimera than of judgment; for that your 
Majeſty wants People more than Land; Conſtancy, Induſtry, 
and Ingenuity, more than Men: That the Fortifying and 
Manuring of this Kingdom, and Ireland, are the true Ways 
of enriching and ſtrengthening your Majeſty, not the far- 
ſought and necdleſs fetching and planting of Tobacco and 
Drugs in and from Hirginia, St. Chriſtopher's, Nova Francia, 
and the reſt ; which, although they promiſe ſome Advantage 
to your Majeſty's Cuſtoms in time to come, doth, in the 
preſent, impoveriſh, effeminate, and blunt, the Subject at 
home: And, in the general, they conclude, that the Ex- 
pence of your remote Adventures, employed in Manurance 
at home, is a ſafe and a more beneficial Courſe than any of 
the new. | 

Theſe are Diſputes, which I conceive fit for your Ma- 
zelly's Conſideration z but far diſtant from my Purpoſe : 
Yet, if your Majeſty will be graciouſly pleaſed to take an 
Eſſay of my Experience in the way of Improvement, be it 
in any of your Parks, or Parts of them, which are moſt ſterile, 
I am confident to double, if not treble, the worſt and moſt 
barren Part. I am the bolder to inlarge my Digreſſion in 
this Point; for that, if your Majeſty begin to play the Huſ- 
band, and to dive into our Mother Earth, your Kingdom 
will follow you: 


Regis ad exemplum totus componitur orbis : 


And the Charge ſhall not be great, if your Highneſs pleaſe 


to try the Concluſion in an Outſide of any of your Parks: 
E 2 Your 
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Your Majcſty, by God's Favour, ſhall behold the Fruit of your 
Labour within the Year. And I would in this, or any other, 
ſerve your Majeſty very cheap; for my Deſire is, that your 
Majeſty might have the full Honour of beginning to your 
People: And although the Way be open, and in commoa 
Experience, yet it is no where driven home, and in that en- 
riching Courſe which it may take on timely Obſervation, and 
ſuch Concluſions which I have eſſayed on ſeveral Molds. 
But I proceed to the Purpoſe intended: Which is, the fruit- 
leſs Expence of 200,000 Pounds, at the leaſt, paid over to the 
Stranger for Linen Cloth, another Species, and a great Part, 
of our Raiment; and ſo will briefly paſs on to ſhew your 
Majefly, that, by virtue of One Law now in Force, though 
neglected, and, in outward Shew, of ſo little Conſequence, 
that your Majeſty may think it a Recreation of the Parliament 
of thoſe Times. more than a deliberate Advice; yet is your 
Majeſty enabled thereby to make a preſent Levy (and that, 
as I conceive, as.it may be handled; without Noiſe or Grudge) 
of zoo, ooo Pounds. Now; that the Disburſements of your 
Majeſty for Sails and Cordage for the Navy Royal, and af 
your Subjects for their Linen Cloth, will not amount to the 
preſcribed Sum, will not be a Point diſputable; for, I think, 
a far greater Sum is. yearly expended in thoſe Commodities. 
And as for the Feaſibleneſs of ſaving the ſaid Sum, with the 
gaining of a treble Sum to your Majeſty, both theſe likewiſe 
will be of no difficult Effect, if your Majeſty. pleaſe to make 


'uſc of your Power: For, 24 H. VIII. and Quinta of the late 
Queen, it was enacted, that all Perſons, having Sixty Acres 
of Land fit for Tillage, ſhould, on the Penalty of Five 


Pounds, ſow yearly One Acre thereof with Hemp or Flax. 


The Parliament in thoſe Times, without Doubt, had ſome 


proyident Reach to ſaye this vaſt Sum annually expended an 


Linen. 
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Linen Cloth, and to wear that of their own growing: But 
whether they did then penetrate or dive into the beneficial 
Effect of their own Law, and that which it would now pto- 
duce, were it re-enforced, I dare not diſpute : But, howſo- 
ever this petty Law ſeemeth of little Importance, yet would 
it be of wonderful Conſequence, as well for the enriching of 
the better Subjects, as for the gaining of the Linen ManufaQture 
for the Poor, as your noble Progenitor drew in that of the 
Woolen; which, in every Patt and Creck of the Kingdom, 
will of Neceſſity employ all the idle People; which is a Care 
not to be deſpiſed, inaſmuch as the great Poverty of your 
People mightily waxcth, and groweth fearful to all good Men, 
through the Idleneſs of People left unto themſelves to do as 
they pleaſe: Which, without a timely Prevention, will 
plunge the State into a cureleſs Condition. 

I come now to touch on the Defect of the former Law 
for ſowing of Hemp and Flax; which is, that the State did 
then forget to prohibit the running in of the Strangers 
Linen; whereby there remained an Inlet of the Foreigners 
Vent and Profit, to the Prejudice of the intended Effect: As 
alſo. that Law, together with many more of older, and of 
theſe Times, have had the ill Fortune to light on Times or 
Perſons of no Execution : For it was a full Saying of your 
Majeſty's Royal Progenitor in Parliament, That we wanted not 
Laws, but Execution. But, if your Majeſty ſhall be pleaſed to 
obſerve what Normandy alone doth gain by this only Com- 
modity of Linen Cloth, it will give you very good Encourage- 
ment to re-enforce a Law, which will not only have the 
Treaſure of the ſame, but mightily enrich your better Sub- 
jects, and gain a ſure Employment for your poor People. 
If therefore your Majeſty pleaſe to reliſh theſe: poor Concep- 
tions, it will be requiſite that you prohibit, by your Royal 


Pro- 
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Proclamation, all foreign Cloth, except ſome Reſervations of 


Holland, Lawns, and Cambricks, which, whether theſe our 
Vegetables will yield or not, I dare not aver; although, I 
preſume, Time and Experience may produce much: Which 


being done with a Re-enforcement of the former Act, and 


taking the Whole, or Part, of the Penalty (which amountcth 
to Two Subſidics in the Moicty), would undoubtedly work 
a ſtrange Change in the State. 

As for taking the Advantage of the Penalty, I acknow- 
lege it hath ſome Affinity with Empſon and Dudley's Plot 
in the latter End of Henry the Seventh, who adviſed the 
King, without Reſpect to any, to take the Penalty of ali 
the Laws: Which was accordingly put in Execution, to the 
great Grievance of the People, although the King's Coffers 
were then the richeſt in Chriſtendom. But, in that Cafe, if it 
be handſomely carried, by a fitting Declaration, to the Buſineſs 
intended, it may very well paſs, without cither the Grievance 
or inſight of the People. And to this End, together with 
the Project, I have hereunto annexed the Tenor of ſuch a 
Proclamation as might ſuit to the Intent ; not out of Sauci- 
neſs to direct, but humbly to ſubmit it to your Majeſty's far- 
ther Conſideration and Correction: For, may it pleaſe your 


Highneſs, were there in this no other Matter intended than 


the Manufacture for the Employment of your moſt miſerable 
poor Subjects, this poor ſilly-ſceming Law of Hemp and Flax 
is very well worthy of Regard and Re-enforcement, omitting 
the Advantage, which reſteth in your Majeſty's Election, the 
ſaving of your Purſe in your Sails and Cordage, and the 
Subjects for their Linen, which, within Two Years, they 
may have of their own, and as uſeful as any is in Europe. 
To this Re- enforcement, it would be very furthering in 
the Eaſe of the Poor, that your Majeſty gave new Spirit to 
the 
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the late Laws againſt Drunkenneſs, and that of the Queen's 
againſt wandering Rogues and Beggars, that ſo none ſhould 
be ſeen in the Highways; the able Perſons to be ſet to La- 
bour, and the impotent to be maintained in the Places of 
their Birth: For your Laws have ſome Reſemblance with. 
IVonders; which amaze and ſtrike a Terror for a while, but 
loſe their Force, and quail, by a little Time and Connivancy. 
I will omit the general Obſervation in the Impair and Decay of 
the Gentry throughout the Kingdom, thro' their Exceſs: But 
this is a wretchleſs Poverty, habituated by Idleneſs, where- 
with we have to do; wherein your Majeſty's Juſtices, in 
moſt of the Counties of the Kingdom, are very much to 
blame, and too remiſs in the Execution of the Laws; for 
they having your Majeſty's Laws retailed unto them, it reſteth 
in their Diſcretion to reform much of this Diſorder. 

Now, that I may not moleſt your Majeſty with ſuper- 
fluous Inlargements, I will preſent you with the Sum and 
Scope of this little Fragment. The Riches, Glory, and Re- 
putation of this Kingdom conſiſteth, as I have ſaid, in the 
Abundance of Meat and Cloathing: And it was the Com- 
mendation of the Land of Promiſe, that it flowed with 
Milk and Honey. Your Majeſty's Dominions exceed: the 
Plenty of Canaan. From thoſe Two proceed the Support 
of your whole State, and the Aid of your Confederatcs : 
Your Food is abounding, and, with ſome Additions of no 
great Charge, may be made more abundant ; which, al- 
though the Demonſtration of them would not be exceeding: 
tedious, yet I forbear to preſent it here in Theory, as hoping 
to give your Majeſty better Content and Pleaſure in ſhewing 
it unto you by the Practic. Your Cloathing is alſo, as I have 
already intimated, defective principally in your Linen: And 
this alſo may, with great Facility and Profit to the Public, be 

_ - amended. 
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amended, The Way, as compendiouſly as the Subject, and 
my Capacity, will admit, I have preſcribed. If ever your 
Majeſty will be aſſured of the Effect, you muſt take the Pe- 
nalty in Whole or in Part: It will relieve your Wants; and, 
in future, will move your Subjects to a greater Awtulneſs of 
your ſacred Perſon, and to a better Obſervance of your Laws. 
It is but One Penalty; and it will neceſſarily light on landed 
Men, without Touch on a mean Perſon (as often your Sub- 
ſidies do). The levying of it once will, in One Ycar, en- 
force the Grower to get it again with Advantage; for it is 
a Vegetable of Profit, were it once on Foot. Henry the Se— 
venth ventured on all the Penalties: His Coffers were full; 
your Majeſty's exhauſted : The Ground of His is a Point of 
State and Profit, and, in future, will enrich the Subject; 526 
a Strain unneceſſited. It is a Law not of your Majeity's, nor 
of your immediate Anceſtor's, but of another Reign; and it 
maketh for the poor diſtreſſed People of your Kingdom; for 
that the working thereof is of a buſy and contiguous Nature, 
ſuch as yieldeth an everlaſting Employment, and extendeth to 
ſet as well the Aged as the very Child to Labour, and to do 
ſomething rherein, | 
In your Majeſty's Dominion of England and Wales there 
are 8000 and odd Pariſhes: Deducting 1600, which may be 
allowed for Cities and Towns, there remains 7000 liable to 
the Penalty. Admit then, that, one with the other, 5o /. 
may be levied in each Pariſh; which, for tuning of their Bells, 
or ſome other trivial Cauſe, they often disburſe for their Plea- 
ſure: Let them pay this for their Profit, and your Majeſty's 
Honour: 70 50 J. ariſeth to 350,000 /. If the Sum ſeem vaſt 
in the Groſs, it doth not ſo in the Particular. 
If it be objected, that it is inglorious and diſhonourable; 
and that the State of your Majeſty's Particular is reduced to 
| a 
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a very low Ebb, to be driven on the Advantage of penal Sta- 
tutes; the Anſwer will be, A Parliament engaged your Ma- 
jeſty, and a Parliament gives you Means to diſengage your- 
ſelf; and that other Rezgns have ventured on many more 


grieving, none on ſo profitable a Project, and on more war- 
rantable Terms. 


God forbid I ſhould project any thing which might juſtly 
caſt your Majeſty into the Obloquy of your Pcople! although 
mobile Yulgus has not been their Stile for nought: But it is 
uttcrly againſt Reaſon to admit Nat for a Grievance, which, 
by Project, and the very Act of Parliament itſelf, was both 
made a Law, and the Mulct thereof bequeathed to the King 
of the Realm: And it is abſurd for any Man's Senſe and Be- 
licf to admit, that the Parliaments, in all Convocations, ſhall 
enact Laws, and thereon Penalties to be recovered by the 
King; and, if he ſhall accept of their own Grants, ſhall 
preſently be accounted burdenſome to his People: For, ſurely, 
I am bold to affirm, that there hath not been a greater Pre- 
judice to the Government of theſe Kingdoms, through many 
Reigns, than the making of Laws with Penalties, which, by 
Connivancy, within One Year, fall from the Purpoſe and 
Intent of their making, and uttcrly loſe their Vigour and 
Virtue, over and above the intrenching on the Prerogative 
of the Prince, to whom all the Mulcts are given, and with- 
out Grudge cannot receive them; but muſt look on them 
as a Noli me tangere. 

I will not trouble your Majeſty with any prolix Catalogue 
of ſuch things which your Predeceſſors have done on juſt 
and neceſſited Grounds, or what ſome of them would do, 
without Examination either of the Juſtneſs or Fitneſs; as 
thoſe of the Blank Charters, taking of Fitths, and ſome others, 
which doubtleſs were offenſive to Goa, the People, and, in 
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fine, to the Undertakers ; for that they were wholly unjuſt : 
But if your Majeſty pleaſe to caſt your Eye on ſome modern 


Enterprizes of a lawful Strain, as on the Diffolution of the 


religious Houſes, the Seizure of Aſſerts, the Reſuming of the 
Duchy Lands ſold on valuable Conſideration; all which were 
taken for Grievances by the Subject, who generally is clamor- 
ous without ſufficicnt Ground; although the Things them- 
ſelves, on the opcning of the Cauſes, appeared to be neceſſary, 
and to be juſtly done; then may your Majeſty ſee, that this 
Propoſition is not ſo fearful, nor ſo difficult, as it may ſeem, 
being backed with Law, and neceſſited to be put in Execu— 
tion, as well for the Subjects future Benefit as your Majeſty's 
preſent; of the which all wiſe and good Subjects ſhould be 
tenderly compaſſionate, when they ſhall behold a frugal 
Prince incumbered with Burdens properly none of his own. 
It may be objected, that the late Queen attempted none of 
theſe Ways, nor ventured on any Novelty, more than on 
the Sums by Privy-Seal, moſt of which ſhe repaid; and thereby 
kept her Credit, and increaſed her Reputation: As alſo that 
ſhe was ſo thrittily given, as that, out of her own, in very 
ſhort time, ſhe paid the Debts of her Father and Brother, 
which lay a long time loaded with Intereſt. It is true, ſhe 
compaſſed much, and underwent great Burdens : Yet had ſhe 
handſome Ways and Means to bring her Ends to her Beck ; 
for ſhe raiſed tew Perſons out of the Duſt, neither had ſhe many 
overchargeable Servants, She carried always an open Ear to 
her Profits, and Improvements of her Revenue; and ſhe 
would attentively liſten to ſuch as could, without Clamour, 


inform her of Purloining and Coſenage; whereby ſhe de- 
terred her Great Officers from taking without her Privity. 


And; as ſhe had much to do, ſo had ſhe the Fortune to pals 
through many Streights; and therewithal was not without 
good 
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good Helps: She had the Faculty of Applauſe and Popularity; 
and, above all her Progenitors, had the right Daps * of her 


Parliaments. Be it far from me to wiſh it otherwiſe to your 
Sacred Perſon, than that you may truly enjoy the Hearts and 


Love of your Peoplc, and to accord with your Parliaments 
in all rcaſonable things; which hath been the ſure Stay and 
Relicf of the Kings of this Land. 

But, conſidering the old Debts left on your Majeſty, and 
that theſe late unhappy Diſtractions of your Parliaments may 
promiſe in the future little Relief unto your Highneſs; in 
my ſimple Opinion, this Buſineſs will beſt befit the Times, 
and your Occaſions : For it will inſtru your future Parlia- 
ments, that they burden not themſelves with Laws and Pe- 
naltics, which ſhall only ſtand for States, as though your Ma- 
zeſty were bound to ſtand Cypher, and not to take the Advan- 
tage of their Laws and Breaches.

to venture farther on the Penaltics.

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Letter from Sir Thomas Lake, Secretary of 
Sate. 


My very good Lord, 


1 Thought it fit for his Majeſty's Service, that ſome Ac 
count ſhould be made unto him, of our Proceedings in 
the Matter of he Cloth, ſince his Departure; becauſe I do 
find it, from mine own Opinion, more and more perplexed. 
At Hampton court, before his Majeſty's Going, it may 
_ pleaſe him to remember, that the Reſolution there taken was, 
that after the Merchants had agreed to take away the Stand 
of Cloth till Chriſimas, that it concerned his Honour, 
that the Hollanders ſhould ſomewhat feel his Power, and 
Means to diſtreſs them; and, for that Purpoſe, that the Mer- 
chants ſhould call away all their Cloth, now in the Unzzed 
Provinces ; 
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Provinces; and by Proclamation, a Prohibition ſhould go 
forth, for any more Cloth to be carricd to thoſe Parts: And 
accordingly, after their Lordſhips coming to London on 
Weaneſday, they met, and acquainted the Merchants with 
this Purpoſc of his Majeſty, and they took time to give their 
Lordſhips Anſwer till Friday, they being, as they ſaid, but 
a few, and not able to bind the whole Company, which 
muſt be done by a Court. So Yeſterday they came, and 
Alderman Cockaine, in the Name of the reſt, delivered, That 
although, at the Court, the greater Part did by Voice carry 
it, that the Trade ſhould be removed, and that Cloth now 
there, preſently be fett away; yet there were ſo many great 
Traders of the contrary Mind, as he could not but deſire, 
that their Reaſons might be heard and weighed by their Lord- 
ſhips, before they took any Reſolution. 

The Reaſons (whereof I ſend your Lordſhip a Copy) were 
rcady brought in Writing; and, being opened, we find them 
to proceed from two ſorts of Men; ſome that deal in min- 
gled coloured Cloths, which is confeſſed to be a great Trade, 
and which bath his full Manufacture of dreſſing and dying, 
before it go from hence: Theſe ſay, that they find from 
Midadlebourg b, not withſtanding the Oppoſition of the Holland. 
ers, reaſonable Vent, both among the Soldiers in their Pay, and 
eſpecially up to Antwerp for the Soldiers in the Archduke's 

Pay, and cannot have the like Vent from any other Place; 
and if it be prohibited them, the Trade will fall into the 
Hand of Strangers, who may carry that kind of Cloth from 
hence, and will carry it wholly into the Archduke's Terri- 
tories: The other ſort of Oppoſers was, of thoſe who dealt in 
fine Cloths, whereof, they ſay, there is no Vent in Germany, 
and muſt be ſold either in the United Prouinces, or in the 
2 Countries, where they cannot expect any ſud- 

den 
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den Settling, if they ſhould remove. And fo theſe two forts 
deſire to ſtay the Succeſs of the Treaty now in Hand with 
their Deputies, who arc already with the States. And theſe 
are, although the fewer in Number, yet, by Confeſſion of the 
whole Company, the greateſt in Trade. 

This Diſtraction appearing in the Company, hath put my 
Lords into a Perplexity, what the Iſſue will be; for, if they 
ſnall preſs them to remove preſently, or demand it without 
their Conſent, they ſuſpect that it will ſerve them for a Co- 
lour, to excuſe the not taking away the Stand of Cloth at 
Home, between this and CHriſimas, which they have under- 
taken; and ſo, in ſome ſort, ſome of them did obſcurely in- 
ſinuate, that if they had not ſome Vent, they would not 
perform the Buying here. If they ſhall ſtay the Remove, and 
ſuſpend it, then is his Majeſty's Honour, in ſome ſort, in Que- 
ſtion, becauſe it is known, that ſuch a Reſolution is taken 
by their Lordſhips with his Majeſty's Approbation. And, 
although their Lordſhips have given the Merchants fur- 
ther Time to conſider till Monday, yet I thought good 
his Majeſty ſhould know how it ſtandeth now, that he may 
weigh, in his own great Judgment, what Direction he will 
give, if on Monday they be not otherwiſe reſolved for the 
Remove; than yet we find them. N 

If his Majeſty ſhall reſolve, that the Prohibition of the 
Trade ſhall proceed, I had conceived a Form of a Proclama- 
tion, Which I beſeech your Lordſhip to acquaint his Majeſty 
with; and, if he like it, then, when Time is, it ſhall be ready 
ro be uſed. 

Touching the Commiſlion his Majeſty - gave to my Lord 
Fenton, Mr. Attorney, and me, upon ſome Overtutes made 
to Mr. Attorney, by ſome of the o Company, we have 
ſpoken with Towerſon, and find little Foundation in it to- 
wards 
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wards his Majeſty's Ends, as my Lord Fenton can more par- 
ticularly inform his Majeſty and your Lordſhip, if you be 
deſirous to heat of it. 

In the Matter of the Strangers, whereof the City te- 
newed the Complaint ſince his Majeſty's going, their Lord- 
ſhips have thought fit to proceed by theſe Degrees: Firſt, To 
give preſent Warrant to my Lord Treaſurer, and Mr. Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, to put in Execution the Statute of 
Employment, according to certain Articles, a good while 
ſince agreed upon by their Lordſhips, but ſuſpended for a 
time. Then, touching Artizans and Merchants trafficking 
againſt the Laws of the Realm, have ſent to the Lord 
Mayor, to deliver in the Names of ſome few, and moſt no- 
torious, that their Lordſhips, knowing the Quality of the 
Perſons, may give Order for proceeding againſt them, and fo 
ſce what Effect will fall out. So, with ne of

My very good Lord, 


E have been this Day at Council, as I wrote to your 

Lordſhip: And, firſt, have given Anſwer to the O/d 
Merchants, according to his Majeſty's Commandment ſigni- 
fied by Mr. Edmonds; which was alſo confirmed by my Lord 
Chamberlain being preſent. One of them, Mr. Towerſon, 
beſought their Lordſhips, that they would be = ro 
his Majeſty, that their next Offers might be accepted. He 
was 
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was anſwered, That my Lords had clean diſmiſſed them, and 
were to have no more of their Offers. But we gather, by 
that Speech, that they had ſomething in Purpoſe. I pray 
God it prove to his Majeſty's Contentment. 

Then their Lordſhips heard ſome of the New Company, 
and ſome Dyers, and the Projectors of the new Dying with 
Logwood z and, after ſome Altercation, granted a new 


Trial to. be made, on Friday next, upon two or three - 


Cloths; which ſhall be afterwards worn for Six Months, to 
try the Sureneſs of the Colour. But, to my ſeeming, the 
ProjeQors do ſomewhat faint in their Aſſurance, and acknow- 


lege, that it is not to be expected, that theſe Colours will 


prove as good as thoſe of Cochinillo and Madder. 

After that, we heard the Courſe of my Lord Treaſurer, and 
Mr. Chancellor, for the raiſing of Fifty thouſand Pounds 
upon Hoods : And, though we concluded nothing, yet this I 
find, in my poor Opinion of both, that, by either Way, cither 
his Majeſty muſt be long before he receive the Money, or, if 
he will ſooner have it, be a great Loſer. The longer Way 
will be with leſs Loſs, but with no preſent Eaſe to his Ma- 
jeſty's Charge; the ſhorter with more Uſe to his Majeſty, 
but with great Danger of Loſs. Whereupon I moved, that 
if my Lord Treaſurer would move to thoſe who deal with 
him, that, if they could not lay down ready Money, they 
would undertake the Diſcharge of ſo much Debt for his Ma- 
jeſty as Fifty thouſand Pounds within One Year's Pay; which 
he ſaid he would propound : And then my Lords to conſider 
what Gain was meet to be allowed unto them upon their 
Bargain. I mentioned farther, that if it were poſſible that 
One hundred thouſand Pounds might be borrowed in the 
Lom Countries, upon Bonds of the Cizy of London (if they 
could be Anareared to it), and his Majeſty to ſecure them 

again 3 
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again; a Courſe which I offered their Lordſhips to ſhew had 
been often uſed in the Times of Queen Eligabeth, in the 
Beginning of her Reignz of Queen Mary, King Edward, 
and of King Henry the Eighth : And, if that could be, his 
Majeſty ſhould have time to raiſe Money for Reimburſement 
thereof again, with leſs Loſs than by ſudden Sales of his 
Woods, or other Goods. Many of the Lords ſeemed to like 
this Way, and purpoſe to conſider of it at another Mceting. 
Mr, Secretary told me, that he thought, upon ſome Grounds, 
that if the Merchants would make their Reſidence at Am- 
fterdam, that Town would lend the Hundred thouſand 
Pounds: Which I wiſhed were done; for it would work 
our Goods, be a Vent for the Merchants, and Money for his 
Majeſty. What will come of this, I know not ; but ſure I 
am, that it is unlucky that the Offers of the Old Merchants 
have been no more agreeable to his Majeſty : For, if they 
were a Corporation, as heretofore, I aſſure myſelf they would 
have taken up the Money for his Majeſty upon their Credit. 

Then Mr. Secretary and I ſpoke with Sir Milliam Cockain, 
to know what they had done for procuring any Reſidence 
out of the United Provinces. He told us, that they had 
good Hope given them by the Archduke's Agent here, and 
by Mr. Trumbull, that they ſhould have a Vent there upon 
rcaſonable Terms; which we willed them to -purſue. I 
wiſhed him to ſpeak with the Span; Embaſſador about it, 
and to procure him to write in itz which would not a little 
further them: For I had cauſed him to be dealt with; and 
he did in a manner afſure they ſhould have Contentment'in 
Matter of Religion.

My Duty to your Lordſhip humbly remembred ; 


AVING reccived this Day about Noon theſe Letters 
from Sir Henry Wotton, I thought fit to ſend them to 
your Lordſhip, that his Majeſty may be made acquainted with 
them. I do believe that the Peace of Italy is made; and 
we hear none other from elſewhere. The Note which is a 
Part, touching the Two Perſons like to conform, would have 
ſome Signification of his Majcſty's liking, how he ſhall pro- 
ceed with them, if he do hear any more of that Purpoſe. 
I have ſent to his Majeſty the Reſolutions of Council about 
the Mid-ſhires; which, becauſe it is a Piece of Work that 
his Majeſty hath had the Honour to begin, and can ſay more 


to it than any body, it may pleaſe your Lordſhip to preſent 
to him to peruſe; and, it any thing occur to his Judgment 
fit to be added or amended in theſe Opinions of my Lords, 
upon Signification thereof it may be done, before the Exc- 
cution of theſe Orders can be perfected. 


I have alſo ſent to your Lordſhip the Opinion of the 
Civilians upon the Caſe of the Re- delivery of the Dutch 
Skipper who ſtayed Brotin in Scotland, whereof though I 
hope there will now be no Uſe, becauſe the Man is like to 
be delivered; yet I thought it not unfit for his Majeſty's 
Sight. 

Concerning his Majeſty's Buſineſs, the Work of my Lords 
this Day hath been about the Penſions: And therein they 
have begun with my Lord Steward, and taken. away his 
whole Allowance of 1400 J. by Year, which he had inſtcad 


of his Dict before he was Lord Steward, having, now that 
he is Lord Steward, his Diet again. 
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They have followed upon all his Majeſty's Servants of the 
Bedchamber, and Privy-chamber, and ſome others ; from 
whom they have abated a Third Part; ſaving of ſuch as they 
conccive to be poor, and to have none other Maintenance.

For that of Ireland, my Lords have this Day received an Ex- 
cuſe from the Deputy and Council, that the Officers ſent for 
cannot well come, the one of them being very ſick, and the 
Council not ready to ſend them furniſhed till after Chriſtmas.

The Complaint againſt my Lord William Staward was

Mr. Evelling was alſo heard upon his Petition againſt my

cauſe the young Man that followeth would not venture to 
reply out of his own Judgment, he deſired to be heard by 
his Counſel; which my Lords granted; appointing withal, 
that his Majeſly's learned Counſel ſhould be preſent on the 
Behalf of the Patent. :

FS E Star-chamber Day being now paſſed over, wherein 

the Dutchmen have had Juſtice, and his Majeſty Ho- 
nour, in the Proceeding; I have thought it my Duty to ac- 
quaint his Majeſty with the Sentence, by your Lordſhip's means, 
who, I doubt not, but by his learned Counſel, was before 
ſufficiently informed of all the Particularities of the Offences, 
for which the Defcndants have this Day had their Tryal. 

Day, the Broker, and wicked Inſtrument betwixt Row- 
land and the Dutch, for his Ambidextry, and betraying his 
Majeſty's Cauſe, by Treachery and Subornation of Rowland 
to retract his Oath, was cenſured, Firſt, to be degraded of 
his Place of Attorncy in the Court of Common-Pleas; to 
forjurc, and never to deal as a Solicitor hereafter in any 
Cauſe again; to be fined Two thouſand Pounds, impriſoned 
during the King's Pleaſure, and to ſtand upon the Pillory at 
Weſtminſter and in Ch:apſide, with an Inſcription on his Fore- 
head containing his Fault. 

Outremer and Burlamachi, were bark i in the ſame Fault, 
but not in the ſame Degree, by far, as the Court conceived ; be- 
cauſe Outremer had entertained Days Offer, and given him 
a Bribe : Burlamachi only hearkencd unto it, but would give 
him no Money: And yet he joined with the reſt, to proſecute 
Rowland and Sir H. Brittaine, with a Croſs-Bill in the Star- 
chamber.

S foon as I received your Letter, T acquainted the 

Lords with his Majeſty's Pleaſure concerning Sir Ar- 

thur Aſton; who inſtantly gave Order to diſcharge the Re- 
ſtraint, which was before upon his Paſlage. 

For our Proceeding Yeſterday in the Star- chamber, I pre- 
ſume, his Majeſty hath had an Account thereof from other 
Hands: If not, I ſhall be ſorry this Letter hath ſtaid ſo long. 
Your Lordſhip may therefore be pleaſed to acquant his Ma- 
jeſty, that in the Morning, before the Sitting of the Court 
in the outer Chamber, my Lord Steward delivered a Letter 
from my Lord of $u/0/k to the Lords, to this Effect; That he 
was much grieved to enter into Conteſtation with his Ma- 
jeſty, and would therefore make any Submiſſion, which their 
Lordſhips ſhould think fit, acknowleging himſelf guilty of 
any Errors or Faults, which he might have committed; and 
therefore deſired their Lordſhips to be Mediators unto his 
Majeſty for him, and that, until his Majeſty's Pleaſure were 
known, the Proceeding might be put off.

1 HAVE received your Letter, dated Veſterday at Royſton; 

and by it perceive, that his Majeſty, of his great Good- 
neſs and Favour towards me the unworthieſt of his Servants, 
is pleaſed to grant me my Suit. I render my humbleſt Thanks 
unto his Majeſty therefore, and acknowlege myſelf much 
bounden unto your Lordſhip, for your honourable Recom- 
mendation. 

Concerning the Paſſage of the Buſineſs in the Star-cham- 
ber ; ſince it pleaſeth his Majeſty to inform himſelf from me, 
what the Reaſons were of ſo ſmall Fines being impoſed upon 


the Delinquents, I ſhall give the beſt Account thereof I can, 
out of the Obſeryation I made. 


His 
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His Majeſty, by the Courſe of that Court, can have no 
Damages; yet, in ſuch a Caſe as this was, where his Ma- 
jeſty ſuſtained ſo much Loſs, Conſideration was to be had of 
Damages equivalent to the Loſs, though they paſſed under 
the Name of the Fine; and an Overplus likewiſe to be added 
to the Fine, in reſpect of the Crime, as it concerned the 
King and Commonwealth, without relation to his Majeſty's 
private Intereſt. This being the Ground, Sir Edward Coke, 
who began firſt, ſuppoſed his Majeſty's Damage to be Fifty 
thouſand Pounds, vis et modis; and therefore cenſured him 
at One hundred thouſand Pounds, which is the Double; al- 
though, he ſaid, he might have very well have made it Qua- 
druple. Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer followed; and, 
without giving any particular Reaſon, other than the great 
Abuſes and Corruption in general laid to the Defendant's 
Charge, agreed with him in the Sentence. 

My Lord Hobart was the fiiſt that diſſented; and, though 
he condemned my Lord and my Lady both, as guilty in the 
whole Charge, yet agreed not with Sir Edward Coke in his 
Calculation. For the Ordnance, he did hold him guilty of 
a groſs and wilful Negligence, much to the King's Diſſervice,

For the Alums, wherein his Majeſty was ſaid to -loſe

of a convenient Maintenance; otherwiſe it were a Ranſom, 
and no Fine. And for Sir John Bingley, it appeared plainly 
that he had been a baſe Broker between my Lord and Lady 
on the one Part, and the Subject on the other: Yet, becauſe 
he was a petty Officer under the Command and Rule of the 
Lord Treaſurer, who might cruſh him at his Pleaſure; and 

that 
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that the Bribes which he had taken (for ſo far as appeared 
npon Proof before us) were flight unworthy things, tho' 
with Corruption enough; it was thought ſufficient to lay 
Two thouſand Pounds upon him, beſides his Impriſonment 
at his Majeſty's Pleaſure. This was the Effect of my Lord 
Hobart's Sentence, to my beſt Remembrance; which all 
the Court afterwards followed, except Sectetary Muncton: 
And I aſſure your Lordſhip, for mine own Opinion, being 
thus carricd as it was, I think his Majeſty hath got as much 
Honour in the Procecding as ever he had in any Cauſc; 


which, I know, his Majeſty values before all other Reſpects 


whatſoeycr. 

Thus have I dealt freely with your Lordſhip, to my poor 
Underſtanding; wherewith your Lordſhip may be plcaſcd to 
acquaint his Majeſty, and to excuſe my Errors, who am

Sir Edward Cike, who began the Sentence, did, before 
he came to the Particular, open unto the Court ſundiy Pre- 
cedents of Record in antient Times; whereby it appears, 
that Treaſurers of England have been grievouſly fined for 
leſſer Delis : Which, I aſſure your Lordſhip, was to very good 
Purpoſe ; and I doubt not but hath given great Satisfaction 
to all the reaſonable Auditory, that the Proceeding againſt 
my Lord of S#fo/k was upon juſt and honourable Grounds, 
and-no ſuch rigorous and extraordinary Work as many in the 
World were made to believe. So did Mr. Secretary Naunton 
likewiſe declare the whole Proceeding in this Cauſe ſeriatim, 
before his Majeſty and the Council, from the firſt granting 
forth the Commiſſion of Inquiry, and the Occaſion thereof; 
by which it hath alſo appeared, how graciouſly his Majeſty 
was ever inclined to Mercy and Lenity, in remitting all Pro- 
ceeding this way againſt the Earl, if his Council would 
have perſuaded his Majeſty, that in Honour he might have 
done it. So as, J hope, with his Majeſty's Honour it was 
firſt enterpriſed, and with his Honour is ended. 

My Lord of Arundel tells me, that his Majeſty inquires after 
the Commiſſion, which it pleaſed him to give me in Charge 
to perfect, touching the ſuppreſſing of Rogues, and ſetting 


the Poor on Work. I humbly beſeech your Lordſhip, do 


me the Favour, as to let his Majeſty know, that it is no 
Slackneſs in me: I put it into the Hands of a Lawyer to 
make the firſt Draught, becauſe it is a Matter legal; and 
though I have ſent to him for it every Day this Sevennight, 
yet could. I not get it till Yeſternight ; ſo buſy are they this 
Term time. And now I have it, it muſt be peruſed and con- 
ſidered on again, by his Majeſty's learned Counſel : And I will 
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alſo adviſe with Sir Edw. Coke about it, before it be pre- 
ſcented as a perfect Work unto his Majeſty; becauſe it is a 
Buſineſs of great Weight, and will find Oppoſition, as all 
Reformations do, Burt all the Diligence ſhall be uted by mc 
that is poſlible, God willing; and I am glad with all 
my Heart, that his Majeſty's princely Care continues till 
towards that good Work. God continue him, many and 
many Years, in all Health and Proſperity among us. But I

I took ſome other Occaſion pertinent 
to do the King Honour, by ſhewing how happy he was in all 
other Parts of his Government, ſave only in the Manage of 
his Treaſure by theſe Officers.

with which he hath ſo often prorogued us: The Conſideration 
whereof ought in good Reaſon to excite our Gratitude, as 5 
well as Induſtry, to promote his Honour and Advantage by 
all Ways imaginable. But, alas! how ſhall we contrive the 
Settlement of the Kingdom, who are reported to have con- 
tributed to its Ruin? How ſhall we be the Authors of 
wholſome Laws, and eftabliſh the common Quiet, when 
ſome of ourſelves have endeavoured its Subverſion, and to 
deface the very Form of Government! To ſpeak plainly and 
briefly; althougk it be not conſonant to the Rules of Logic, 
in all Cafes, to denominate the Whole from a Part; yet 
we are ſo unfortunate to lie under the Scandal of an horrid 
and unnatutel Plot, becauſe ſome Members of rhis Houſe 
have apoſtarized into their accuſtomed Tteaſon. 1 know, to 
ſome of them the Ax hath been applied; to others, the Scep- 
tre of Mercy hath been held out; and as we admire the King's 
Clemency, ſo we ſubmit to his Pleaſute: But ſhall I be bold 
to ſay, though the King hath' pardoned them, the Parliament 
hath not! Mr. Speaker, we are Judges of our own Mem- 
bers, and hade an innate Power to cenſure and puniſh them: 
Wes are one united Body; 0 there cannot be a Feſter, or 
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Gangrene in any Member, but the whole Body muſt ſuffer 
by it; and cannot continue in a State of Health, till by in- 
ward Purging, or outward Amputation, it be delivercd 
from that which offends it. The End of my Motzon is this, 
that we do immediately iſſue a Declaration to the World, 
teſtifying our utter Abhortence and Deteſtation of that ac- 
curſed Plot, and of the Joy and Honour we receive, from 
the Prudence and Vigilance of that moſt cxcellent Perſon, 
who, under his Sacred Majeſty, governs this Kingdom ; and 
in the mean time, that it be ordered, that ſuch of our 
Members, as have had any Hand in that abominable Plot, be 
expelled the Houle, and voted uncapable to ſerve again in 
this, or any future Parliament. For my own Part, I ſhall 
not adventure to come any more under this Roof, till the 
Houſe be ſwept and aired, and the Gueſts ſecured from the 
Venom of theſe Serpents, that have crept in among us.

Gentlemen, 


FE hath pleaſed my Brethren of the Bench, to impoſe this 
Task upon me, which I ingeniouſly profeſs myſelf utterly 
uncapable to diſcharge, unleſs ſupported by their Favor, 
and your good Opinion. And as I know they deſign it for my 
Advantage, to improve me by this Trial, ſo I hope both they 
and you will indulge me a Pardon for what Failings or Mit: 
takes my Weakneſs, and Want of Experienec, may render 
me obnoxious to. 
Gentlemen, you are the Body of the Country, the, Fami- 
lies and Perſons of the Country at large, epitomized, and re- 
8 in a ſmall Number: You are the grand Eyes to 
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range to and fro the Land, to diſcover what is fit to be done, 
what is fit to be amended: You arc (I will not ſay the great 
Ears of the Country, leſt it might ſeem a Reflection; but you 
are) thoſe who ought to liſten and hear, where the Poor are 
oppreſſed, your Neighbours injured, and the King's Peace in- 
fringed : You arc the general Mouths : You ought to tell, and 
diſcloſe, whateycr you know prejudicial to the Honour of 
the King, and Safety of the People, and to preſent what you 
conceive may tend to, or prove, pro Bono Publico. I cannot 
ſet before you a more clear and comprehenſive Mirrour of 
your Charge, and the Buſineſs you come about, than in the 
Words of the moſt antient and moſt excellent Law, made 
in the 3 E. I. commonly called the Sratute of Weſt. 1. 
Imprimis, Rex vult & præcipit, quod Pax Sacro ſanctæ 
Eccleſiæ & Terre ſolide cuſtodiatur & conſervetur in om- 
nibus; quodque Fuſtitia ſingulis, tam Pauperibus quam Di- 
vitibus adminiſtretur, nulla habita Perſonarum Ratione. If 
were to ſpeak to Novices, and Men unexpericnced, it 
would take up the whole Day, to comment upon each Word 
of this golden Law; but ro Men of ſuch Knowlege, and 
ſuch Practice, it is enough to name the Text. 

Gentlemen, remember it is the King's, Will and Command, 
that the Peace of the Church, and of the Land, be preſerved : 
If you will ſhew yourſelves good and obedient Subjects, 
Tm you are to preſent, 

Such as uſe other Forms of Prayer, or Adminiſtration 
of pes 5:7 than what is preſcribed by the Stat. 1 Eli. 


and the late Act. 5 


2. Such as negleR to repair to the Church, to hear divine 


Service on Sundays and Holidays, &c. 

Finally, Whatſoever is perpetrated derogatory to the Ho- 
nour of God, and the Kings and tending to the Diſturb- 
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ance of Peace, and the common Good: Whatſocver is 
omitted, that actually is a Duty incumbent, or conſequently 
and collaterally may be of Advantage to thePublic. 

But what am I doing! Inſtructing thoſe, whoſe Under- 
ſtanding and Experience enable them with much more Rea- 
ſon to teach me: Mcthinks I run the Fate of a young Proba- 
tioner tothe Pulpits, who preacheth ad tentandum; to whom 
the learned Auditory liſten, not expecting to be taught, but 
obſerving what he hath learned. I ſhall not interrupt the 
Buſineſs of the Day by any longer Diſcourſe: Go together : 
God Almighty, and a good Conſcience, direct you.

Gentlemen, 


T is the Honour, and it is the Happineſs, of this Kingdom 
whercin we live, to be guided and governed by the 
common and municipal Laws of our Mother Kingdom of 
England. It ſpeaks the Goodneſs and Providence of the great 
Governor of the World, to diſpoſe the Hearts of thoſe that 
conquered this Land, to leave no Marks or Brands of Slayery 
upon it, nor to expoſe it to thoſe Inconyeniencies, to which a 
ſubdued Nation is uſually obnoxious. It might have pleaſed 
the famous Henry Il. (who firſt conquered this Land) to intro- 
duce a Form of Government, ſhaped and modelized by his 
own Will and Invention, to have kept us fettered in the uneaſy 
Chains of Tyranny, and to ſubject us to the uncertain and 
unequal Dictates of an arbitrary Power: He might have left 
us groveling in the Cimmerian Darkneſs of Triſh Ignorance, 
and diſtracted with the brutiſh and irrational Cuſtoms of Ta- 
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niſiry. But, to the contrary, more like a Father, than 4 
Conqueror of this Country, he cauſed that antient and fa- 
mous Treatiſe, intituled, Modus tenendi Parliamentum, to 
be tranſcribed fairly in Parchment, and ſent into Ireland for 
their Direction. By this means, and by the Promulgation of 
the Common Law, the Nation hath by degrees been civi- 
lized, and the opprobrious Nickname of wild Jriſh utterly 
worn out, and cxtinguiſhed. 

To give you particular Inſtances of the Principles of our 
Laws, to ſhew their clear and genuine Deduction from the Law 
of Nature and Reaſon, their Harmony and Agreement with the 
Civil Law, which is the Law of Nations, were to take up your 
Time ina theoretical Diſcourſe, which will more profitably be 
cmployed in a Conſideration of ſuch Rules as the Wiſdom of 
our Anccſtors hath preſcribed, to prevent and cure thoſe Diſ- 
tempers, with which the Frailty and licentious Humour of 
Mankind is too-too pregnant. Give me Leave only to of- 
fer this One thing to your Obſervation, That the ſame Law, 
which is a Bridle to the People, is a Limit to the King; that 
as the Crown is his Inheritance, ſo the Law is ours; that we 
are bound by Allegiance, and the King by his Honour and 
Promiſe, to maintain the Laws; whereby ſo equal and even 
a Road is chalked out between Liberty and Tyranny, that 
no People under Heaven, can pretend to ſo happy a Conſtitu- 
tion. This is well remembred, and ſummed up, in 19 H. VI. 
f. 62. that the Law is the moſt high Inheritance of the 
Realm, by which the King, and all his Subjects, are governed; 
and that if the Law were not, there would neither be King 
nor Inheritance; for to out- run the Law, is to haſte to Con- 
fuſion. | | 

Gentlemen, the End and Errand of our aſſembling here, 
at this time, is, to hcar, and take Notice of, all Offences and 
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Tranſgreſſions of the Law, our Fence and Fortreſs againſt 
Ruin and Confuſion; to redreſs and puniſh ſuch Faults, as by 
our Commiſſion we are enabled; and to tranſmit Crimes of a 
deeper Dye to the Cenſure of a ſuperior Judicature, But we 
can do little ourſelves; every Member of the Political Body 
hath his peculiar Office and Function; and you, Gentlemen, 
are the grand Intelligencers, who, from the ſeveral Corners 
of the County, have collected an Account of ſuch things, 
as are proper to be preſented to our Cognizance and De- 
ciſion. 

I ſhall not retard you by a longer Preface, nor perplex you 
with the Nicety of Diſtinctions and Subdiviſions, which the 
copious Matter of the Laws doth abound with, and the too 
curious and logical Heads of the Lawyers have invented and: 
contrived. I ſhall only give you the plain and general Divi— 
ſion of our Laws into eccleſiaſtical, and civil. A Jove prin- 
cipium: We will begin with the Church. As ſhe is our com- 
mon Mother, ſo let us, like true Sons of the Church, advance 
her Honour, conſult her Profit, and obviate all ſuch things 
as may promote Schiſm and Diſunion ; elle are we Baſtards, 
and not Song. The two Paps of our indulgent Mother, 
from whence we daily ſuck our ſpiritual Nouriſhment, are 
Doctrine and Ditcipline. Therefore you are to preſent, 

All Offences and Miſdemeanors that tend to the Church's: - 
Prejudice in either reipect, &c. 

Gentlemen, I ſhall trouble you no farther, only to add 
this Caution and Counſel; That you will ſcrioufly conſider 
and remember your Oath, that the Frequency, and cuſtomary: 
Repetition of this Employment may not abuſe your Un- 
derſtandings, by a flight, formal, and perfunctory Perform- 
ance of it: Remember the Articles given you in Charge; 
and remember, you have ſworn to remember them: Con- 
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ceal not your own Knowlege, neither reveal the Counſel of 


your Fellows: Be not led by Fame only, neither refuſe a 
credible Teſtimony : You are only to make Informations, 
and not to try 1//ues ; and therefore that may warrant a Pre- 
ſentment, which will not juſtify a Tryal: Uſe no Reſerva- 
tions in your Mind, nor make Repoſitorics in your Con- 
ſcience (as poſſibly ſome, in Simplicity, may do, intending 
ſuch Preſentments and Diſcoveries for the Aſſizes): But 
you muſt know, though this Court may not determine, it 
may hear all Offences, from Treaſon to Treſpaſs: And 
though he that conceals Felony, cannot be accuſed for it, 
without his own Diſcovery, yet he is condemned for it in 
his own Breaſt, and his own Remembrance ſhall one Day 
witneſs againſt him. 
God Almighty, and a good Conſcience, direct you. 


At a General Seſſion of the Peace at Londonderry,

Gentlemen, 


E we believe Him, who is Truth itſelf (whoſe Doctrine 

- ſtands not in Need of the frail Approbation of Schools 
and Councils, to make it authentic, but repelleth all the 
Darts of Contradiftion, by the ſole Authority of the 


Speaker; that deſcendeth not in the muddy Drops of un- 
certain Sciences, and vain Philoſophy, but diffuſeth itſelf 


through the dry Furrows of our Underſtanding, in a Stream 
clear and pure, as the Fountain from whence it ariſcth), it is 
impoſſible but that Offences will come: And if we conſult 
the Records of our own Memory and Experience, we ſhall 
find it imprinted in Characters too plain and legible, that 
this is the impulſive Cauſe of the Severity of our Laws, 
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aud Multiplicity of Statutes: Hence ariſeth the Variety of 
Judicatories among us: Hence it cometh, that ſo many 
Judges, and ſo many Courts, are here eſtabliſhed, that 
the Judgment-ſeat is hardly ſuffered to be cool; that the 
Seſſion-houſe is worn bare, by the Trampling of the 
Suitors; when, in the mean time, the Church is filmed with 
Mouldineſs, by the Unfrequency of treading in it. 

And as thoſe glorious and brave People of Rome, in the 
| Infancy of their Dominion, were ſufficiently bridled, only by 
the Laws of Numa Pompilius; but afterwards, growing luxu- 
riant in all Vices, to which a Nation proud, rich, and victorious, 
may be obnoxious, there appeared a Neceſlity of appoint- 
ing Conſuls, Proconſuls, Prætors, Tribunes, Cenſors, Ponti- 
fices, and many other Officers; and all too little to reſtrain 
the exorbitant Paſſions of Men, or prevent the plentiful 
Production of new-faſhioned Prevarications: So we (when 
as the Innocency of our Forefathers required no more than 
the Alderman, or Earl of the County, the Leets, and the 
Sheriffs Turn); we, I fay, are ſo witty in ſinning, fo inge- 
nious in the Contrivance of new Tranſgreſſions, and, like 
the Sands of Africa, continually producing new-/haped 
Monſters of Iniquity ; that the Parliament, the Council-ta- 
ble, the Four Courts, Two general Aſſizes, Four Quarter-Seſ- 
fions, Courts-baron, and Leets ſans Stent, Courts of Admi- 
ralty, and Spiritual Courts, are all buſily employed in the 
Puniſhment and Reformation of Enormities, and deciding 
Controverſies, by Decrees, Judgments, and Fines, which 
the Stubborneſs of the Parties will not ſuffer to be other- 
wiſe accommodated : And, by this means, we daily behold 
ſome inſignificant Officers (well, like the Horſe-leach, with 
the corrupt Blood ſucked from ill-gotten Eſtates, and unjuſt 
| 1 Suits, 
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Suits, and thrive, and grow rich, by the Sin of the People. 
We are forward and fertile in the Propagation of Vice, 
as £oypt is in the Plenty and Variety of Grain and Fruits; 
and no ſooner hath the Sun of a Goal-delivery; cleanſed our 
Streets, deſtroyed the Vermin, and licked up the Dirt of our 
Land, but our own Corruptions, like the Waters of Nile, 
overflow us again, and cover us with the Slime and Mud of 
perverſe Inclinations, which arc exhaled in Metcors of Va- 
nity, and deſcend again in Showers of Animoſity and Envy; 
and ſo the Seeds of Contention do nimbly grow and ſprout 
up into a Harveſt, ripe and ready for the Sickles of the next 
Quarter-Seflion. The People, indeed, are the Authors and . 
Contrivers of their own Trouble, and, by rhe loud Clamour F 
of their Irregularities, do awaken Vengeance; while we, 1 
who meet and ſit here by the King's Commiſſion, are moſt 9 
unwilling Diſpenſeis of this vindictive Juſtice. i 
But, Gentlemen, you ate a College of Phyſicians ; you mult 
view, and handle, and probe, the inward and outward Parts 
of the politic Body; you mult inquire, and find out, the Diſ- 
tempers and Diſeaſes, and preſcribe Cures fit and convenient. 
Therefore, if you perceive any choleric Fumes of Treaſon 
or Rebellion, any unconcocted Crudities of Hereſy and Schiſm, 
to ariſe from the Body, and aſſault the Head, you muſt 
diſcover it: You know the grand Influence the Head hath on 
the Body; how all the Parts and Members of the one do 
participate in the Diſorder of the other: Tell us, then, if a 
you find any malignant Vapours ariſing, that we may ſea- : 
ſonably diſpel or prevent them. 5 
If you find any cauterized with the Devil's own Brand, 
Treaſon againſt the Perſon or Crown of the King, or poſſeſſed 


with the evil Spirit of Rebellion, or lunatic in hatching 
their 
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their impious Thoughts into treaſonable Words; you muſt 
preſent them. 

If you know any Perſons poiſoned with Atheiſin, diſtrac- 
ted by a falſe Religion, or giddy by Nonconformity, refuſing 
to come to public Service cſtabliſhed by the King, and wan-

dcring after a new-fangled Diſcipline, in the Idolatry of 


their own Brains, either bowing the Knee to Baal, or not 


giving Obedience to Chriſt's Vicegerent ; preſent them. 

You are to preſent ſuch as are transformed into Beaſts, 
by a common and habitual Debauchery of (winiſh Drunk- 
eneſs, or goatiſh Luſt; and ſuch as do worſe than Bcaſts, in 
murdering and deſtroying their own Species. 

Such as, by common Swearing, do ſhew that their Tongue 
28 a ſharp Sword; or, by common Curſing, diſcover that the 
Poiſon of Aſps is under their Lips. 

Thoſe, that by open Violence do invade their Neigh— 
bour's Right, terrify or endamage his Perſon, or cncroach 
on, and uſurp, his Property, by Robbery, Burglary, Rape, 
Burning of Houſcs, Larceny, Riots, Routs, unlawful Aſ— 
ſemblies, Aſſaults, Batteries, Bloodſheds, forcible Entries, 
and Detainers, Reſions, Diſtreſies contraty to Law, Pound— 
breaches, and all other kind of Felony or Treſpals, 

Such as, by ſecret and clandeſtine Ways, do undermine 
and ſupplant their Brother, and ſuck Advantage from 
another's Detriment, and ſet the Neighbourhood on Fire, 
while they ſit undiſcerned behind the Curtain; as Maintain- 
ers of Suits and Quarrels in Country and Court, Champer, 
torcs, ard Embraccors, Extortioners, Uſurers beyond the 


Statute, Forcſtallers, Regrators, and Ingroſſers, Bribers, and 
Bribe-takers. 


All litigious Perſons, that, like the Salamander, delight 


to live in the Fire of Contention, as common Barrctors, 
and Eves - droppers. 
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Thoſe that make War againſt Heaven, and defy the 
Searcher of Hearts, by the braſſy Impudence of wilful Per- 
jury; or that, with Lucifer, delighting to be damned for Com- 
pany, do ſuborn, encourage, or command, ignorant and 
neceſſitous Perſons to be perjured. 

There are ſome other Spots, diſcoverable in our Horizon, 
which are not obſerved in the general Map of the World; 
I mcan, ſuch things as particular Statutes have forbidden, and 
pronounced penal; as ſtealing of Women under Age, Multi- 
plication of Coin, Night-hunters in Parks, Relievers and 
Harbourers of the King's Enemies, and proclaimed Rebels, 
Counterfeiters of Tin, and Diſperſers of falſe Money, rob- 
bing of a Stall in a Fair or Market, Reſcuing of Fclons, 
breaking of Priſon, voluntary Eſcapes in Gaolers, Conſta- 
bles, or the like. 

Polygamy, uſing of falſe Weights and Meaſures, ſelling 
unwholſome Meats or Drink, Conſpiracy in Tradeſmen, 
Labourers, and Seryants, Plowing by the Tail, Coſherers, 
and idle Wanderers, uſing the 1r/h Apparel, and not 
uſing the Eng/ih Habit and Language, deſtroying Fiſh out 
of Seaſon, Neglets of Conſtables in ſetting, and of the 
People in keeping Watch and Ward. 

But, Gentlemen, let not your Employment be only to rake 
into the Converſation, and ſift the Actions, of ether Men; let 
your Prudence, and Care of your Country, diſpoſe you to a 


Conſideration of the Public : You have Power and Opportu- 


nity (for Eaſter Seſſion is the Time principally pointed at 
dy the Law); and therefore preſent all Defects of and in 
Bridges, Cauſe ways, Toghers, and Highways; and what elſe 
your own Obſervation and Experience may ſuggeſt to be 
added, aboliſhed, or amended, as tending to the Honour of 
the King, and the Proſperity of the People. 

I 
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I have now only Two things to trouble you with: One is 
an old Law, the other a new: One about Servants ; the 
other about Work: One about ſaving your Money; the 
other about laying it out well: But both for the common 
Good and Advantage of all. The firſt is concerning Servants; 
that you will ſet down a Rate to be paid to Seryants, 
Labourers, and Artificers, with reſped had to the Scarcity 
of Money, and general Poverty: Gentlemen, I muſt re— 
commend this to your Conſideration effectually: Cheapneſs 
of Bread hardencth ſome Men in their Idleneſs, and Exceſs 
of Wages makes the Servant deſpiſe the Maſter; and he that 
holds the Plough is in a better Caſe, at the Year's End, than 
he that owns it: The Shepherd is now become the Wolf, 
that devours the Flock : The Labourers and Servants are the 
ill Winds that blaſt the Corn in the Field, or elſe the Vermin 
that deſtroy it in the Barn; and the poor Husbandman, like 
Acteon, is eaten up by his own Followers. The other thing 
is, the Linen Manufacture; a Law as yet new and ſtrange, but 
Uſage will make it familiar, and will prove it to be inge- 
niouſly contrived to advance Trade, and to ſet unemployed 
People on Work : What a Credit will it be for our Country, 
that where heretofore the Tyrzan Silk, and the fine Linen 
of Egypt, had the Reputation through the World, now the 
fine Linen of Ireland ſhall carry the Bell? Hollands, Cam- 
bricks, and Calicuts, ſhall now be turned to the Dreller-cloths, 
and diſpoſed to the meaner Uſes of the Kitchen; while Ii 
Lincn ſhall be advanced to the Court, and have the Honour 
to enwrap the delicate Bodies of Queens and Ladies: Here 
you ſhall ſee Women contend, and yet not hear them; you 
ſhall ſee Ladies ſtriving (not who ſhall go foremoſt, or who 
ſhall be dreſſed fineſt, but) who ſhall /in the fineſt Thread, 
or Weave the fineſt Web, and return with Profit and Accla-

mation, as from the Ogmpic Games; and our Daughters 
thall account it an Honour, and not a Blemiſh, to be ſtyled 
SHpinſters. Contrive therefore ſome equal and ſpeedy Courſe, 
to raiſe the Twenty Pound, deſigned by the Statute, for that 
Uic. 

Gentlemen, I will not tire you: I have diſcourſed, not 
out of a Vanity to teach or inſtruct you, but only out of a 
Deſign to entertain you. Men fo acquainted with Buſi- 
neſs, and ſo verſed as you arc in the Myſtery of a Grand Ju y, 
are able, from the Logic of your own Experience, to inform 
and teach the Bench: Men of (ſuch good Principles, and un- 
ſtained Conſciences, arc able to read Lectures of Divinity to 
one another. Wherefore I ſhall only charge you to remem- 
ber your Charge, and to finiſh your Task without any mali- 
cious Reflection, becauſe of Hatred or Revenge; or any 
partial Reſervation, by reaſon of Kindneſs, and particular 
Engagements.

Gentlemen, 


17 was the Saying of Plato, that divine Philoſopher, that 
that City or Commonwealth was moſt unhappy, where 
LAWYERS and PHYSICIANS did thrive, and grow rich: 
This was not ſaid toderogate from the Reputation of thoſe Tπ] 
ſo neceſſary and honourable Profeſſions, but, as in a Mirrour, 
to repreſent the frail Condition of mortal Men: One Man 
cannot grow great, without the Diminution of another; and 
they that contribute to the Health of our Bodics, and the 
SCCuriry 
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Security of our Eſtates, do grow, and reap Advantages from 
the Sins and Infirmities of their Brethren. Certainly there 
is no Inſtance more convincing, nor Proof more pregnant, 
of the general and incurable Prevarication of human Nature, 
than to obſerve, that with the frequent Return of theſe pub- 
lic Meetings, at Aſſizes and Seſſions, there is as conſtant a 
Return of Matter and Occaſions to exerciſe the punitive 
Power committed to our Hands by the Laws of the Land. 
But in many things we offend all (ſays that great Preacher 
of Charity) ; and it is wonderful, that neither our own Pre- 
judice, nor the Examples of our Neighbours, can prevent 
thoſe Exorbitances, which arc the Effects of our Paſſion, and 
our wilful Tranſgreſſion of the poſitive Laws of God and 
the King. 

Gentlemen, you are called here, to probe and ſearch into 
the ſecret and unſeen Parts of the Body : You arc nor, out of 
Affection, to caſt a Cloak of Excuſe on the Nakedneſs of 
your Father, nor maliciouſly to publiſh the Shame of your 
Brother: But, with a religious Obedience to the Laws you 
live under, and a conſcientious Care of the Oath you have 
taken, you are, without Paſſion or Reſervation, indifferently 
to preſent, 

Such Perſons, as are bewitched by Rebellion; that by 
Word or Deed do act, or threaten, or conſpire, againſt the 
ſacred Perſon of the King, or to overthrow the eſtabliſhed 
Laws of the Land: We are not enſlaved under the Tyranny 
(that ſometimes our Forefathers were) not to know what 
Treaſon is till it be committed: The Laws are plain; the Sta- 
tutes are public; and the many Explanations you have heard, 
in Charges given at this Place, do ſufficiently inſtruct you 
in the ſeveral Branches and Degrees of Treaſon, 


You 
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You arc Men, not only of a Chriſtian Profeſſion, but 
guided with Knowlege: You underſtand your Duty to God, 
as well as your Neighbour: And therefore it were but time 
ſpent in vain, to enumerate the ſeveral Articles, which may 
adminiſter Matter to your Preſentments ; otherwiſe I ſhould 
mind you, that you are to preſent, &c. 

Let me eſpecially recommend two things to your Conſi- 
deration : Let me conjure you, as you tender the Peace of 
your Conſcience, and the Security of your Lives and For- 
tunes, that you be not remiſs in it; that is, to preſent, 

All Relievers and Harbourers of the Kings Enemies, To- 
ties, and proclaimed Rebels. 

All ſuch Conſtables as refuſe or neglect to ſet, and ſuch 
People as refuſe to keep Watch and Ward. 

Conſider how neceſſary it is to a Thief to have a Receiver; 
that, without it, his Thievery would be as unprofitable, as it 
is impious: Do by them, as you do by the Wolves; raiſe 
the Cry, ſuffer them not to reſt or neſtle in the planted 
Country, and they will ſoon flarve upon the Moun— 
tains. He that relieves a proclaimed Rebel, is not only 
guilty of his Treaſon, but acceſſory to the Blood and Spoil 
of his Neighbours ; and he that neglects to watch in his Turn 
and Order, is not only an accidental Cauſe of the Miſchief 
of his Country, but a ſupine and fluggiſh Contemner of 
Authority, and juſtly to be accuſed of Miſpriſion. 

I have here in my Hand a ſeaſonable Inſtance of the 
Goodneſs, Prudence, and Care, of the King's Lieutenant: 
It is to prevent Corruption in Sheriffs, and public Officers, and 
the extorting exorbitant Fees: It is not to encourage Men in 
Broils, or to perſuade them to ſin, becauſe they may be queſtion- 
ed for it more cheaply; but it is to hearten honeſt Men in a 


juſt Defence, and to ſecure them againſt malicious Proſecutors, 
1 that 
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that ſo they may not, when they are upon the Rack of 2 
Traverſe, tamely ſubmit, and confeſs a Guilt, only to avoid 
the Torture. This will obviate the greedy, revengeful, and 
knaviſh Deſigns of Bailiffs; a Generation of Vipers, that 
overſpread the Country, and are become one of the greateſt 
Nuiſances to the People: My Ears are hot with the Complaints 
of the Poor. Nothing ſo formidable as a Bailiff; the Land- 
lord, and the Juſtice of the Peace, ſtrike not half ſo much Awe 
on the Country, as a paltry Fellow with a white Stick: 
And the Reaſon hath been this, that if his Mouth be not 
ſtopt with Mcal and Bribes, then the poor Man ſhall be pre- 


ſented, and vexed, and utterly ruined, before he can eſcape 


the terrible Inquiſition of an Aſſizes or Seſſion: Nay, I am 
confident, that moſt of thoſe poor unfortunate Men that now 
are Tories, and ſtand upon their keeping, have been forced to it 
by the Terror of a Capias, and the Impoſſibility to diſcharge 
the overgrown Bulk of Fees demanded by Sheriffs, Clerks, 
and Bailiffs. You have now a Remedy offered: If hereafter 
you ſuffer your Blood to be ſucked by ſuch Horſe-leaches, let 
no Man pity you, if you periſh by a Conſumption. 

I have but one thing more to mind you of ; which is now 
become the epidemical Diſeaſe of the Country : And that is, 
the overſpreading Canker of Foreſtallers, Ingroſſers, and 
Regrators : A ſort of Men, that are the Bane and Deſtruction 
of a Commonwealth; that endevor to enrich themſelves 
by the Impoveriſhment of others, and reſpe& not how many 


do loſe, ſo they do gain; that run counter to Providence, 


and, when the-Windows of Heaven are opened, and all 
things neceſſary for our Suſtenance diſpenſed with a liberal 
Hand, they gather it into Corners, and lock it up in 
their Cheſts, and bring it forth with no Purpoſe to relieve 
the Poor, or fill the Hungry ; but only to gratify their own 

inſatiable 
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inſatiable Covetouſneſs. I ſhall tell you what they are; 
and pray do you tell us who they arc. 

Foreſtallers are, properly, ſuch as buy Wares, Merchandize, 
Corn, Grain, and other ſaleable Things, before they arc 
brought to Markets and Fairs to be ſold: 

Ingroſſers are ſuch as have Corn, Grain, and other Things, 
ſufficient for Suſtenance and Profit; and yet do ingroſs, and 
buy into their own Hands, more Corn, and other Things, 
to ſell the ſame again at more high Prices, in Fairs, Markets, 
or elſewhere: 11 

Regrators are ſuch, who buy Victual, Corn, or other Things, 
to the Intent to ſell the ſame again at a greater Price at Fair, 
Market, or other Place whatſoever. Y 

To ſhew what Harm and Inconvenience arifeth from ſuch 
Men to the common Good, I will not conſult the Chronicles, 
or call to Witneſs the Records, of paſt Ages: This preſent 
Time is a ſenſible Inſtance of the Effects of it, when ſo many are 
reduced to a Morſel of Bread; nay, many ſo unacquainted 
with the Taſte of Bread, that they have forgot the C/ of 
their Teeth; and very many, that formerly could cntertain 
Strangers, are now begging from Door to Door; and Fa- 
mine and Death arc to be ſeen, in viſible Characters, in the 
Faces of the Poor. And had this proceeded immediately 
from Divine Vengeance, and that the Scarcity of. Proviſion 
had ariſcn directly from the Want of it, it had been ſupport- 
able: But, praiſed be God! there is a ſufficient Store of 
Corn and Grain among us, to ſuſtain us, and our Neighbours, 
could it be drawn out from the greedy Clutches of thoſe 
ravenous Ingroſſers. They have been exclaimed on (faith 
Pulton), and condemned in Parliament, from one Genera- 
tion to another, as appeareth by the ſeveral Statutes made in 
the Reign of H. III. E. I. E. III. R. II. and others. Nullus 
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Fort/tellarius in willa patiatur morari (ſaith the Statute of 
34 E. I.), gui pauperum ſit depreſſor manifeſte, & totius 
communitatis & patriæ publicus inimicus, &c. Nay, the 
Act and Name of a Foreſtaller were fo odious in old time, 
that it was moved in Parliament to have it eſtabliſhed by 
Law, that a Foreſtaller ſhould be baited out of the Town 
where he dwelt by Dogs, and whipped forth with Whips. 
Fhe Statute of 51 H. III. bids to inquire of Forcſtallers, that 
buy any thing before the due and accuſtomed Hour, againſt 
the good State and Weal of the Town and Market; or that 
paſs out of the Town, to meet ſuch Things as come to 
Market, being out of Town, to the Intent that they may 
ſell the ſame in the Town more dear unto Regrators, that 
utter it more dear than they would that brought it, in caſe 
they had come to the Town or Market. And, Gentlemen, 
you ſhall find, that by the Diſuſe of the antient Cuſtom (uſed 
in all Places in England and Ireland, except this County, and 
hereabout) to buy and ſell in the open Market, all this 
Miſchief is come upon us: And, were the Law carefully put 
in Practice (as we of the Bench are firmly reſolved, on our 
Parts, ſtrictly to look to it hereaſter), that nothing be ſold 
in Houſes or Corners, but in the Market, there will be 20 
more murmuring or complaining in our Streets; there will 
be no more Abuſes in ſelling of unwholſome Victuals, or 
uttcring it by falſe Meaſures; there ſhall] be no more Lime 
mingled with Meal, nor ſhall the Miller (as the Devil did 
to our Saviour) command his Stones to be made Bread. Gen- 
rlemen, I have given you Warning : Do not ſpare to diſcover 
all Tranſgreſſors in this kind, left, by your partial Conccal- 
ment, you make yourſelves Partakers in theſe Mens Sins, and 
become acceſſary to the Death of poor People, and the De- 
fiiruQion of their Families: Which God avert, and direct you. 
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At a General Seſſion of the Peace at Londonderry,

Gentlemen, 

WW {hour Reflection upon the Perſon or Actions of any 
Man abſent, I cannot but, with much Joy and Satif- 

faction, take Notice of the great Confluence of People at 

this Seſſion, and congratulate the full Appearance on this 

Bench; where the Emptineſs, for divers Years paſt, hath 

adminiſtred Occaſion to ill-diſpoſed People to prevaricate 

the Laws, on preſumption of their Impunity; and to our 

Neighbours, to conclude a Diſagreement among us, from 


the Obſcrvation of our not meeting together: While the 
Jarring of the Juſtices begat a Diſeſteem of their Authority, 


and the General Seſſion of the Peace became leſs frequented 


with Suitors, and lefs exerciſed with Buſineſs, than the 
meaneſt Leet, or Court of Pipowders. May the factious 
and turbulent Humours of ſuch as delight in Contention 
never more appear in this Place! May the Union and Con- 
cord between this City and County never again be interrupt- 
ed by the crooked and covetous Deſigns of any paſſionate 
Men, who, by arrogating to themſelves a peculiar Privilege, 
or fomenting any Fewd in or between Town and Country, 
may embroil us in Controverſies, Diſputes, and Animoſities! 
But may we all chearfully and unanimouſly club our Endea- 
vours to maintain the King's Prerogative, the Subjects Li- 
berty, and the free Current of the Law; and purſue all Op- 
portunities that may tend to our common Good and Advan- 
tage. To promote which, you muſt deliberately conſider, 
and impartially Preſent, all Tranſgreſſions of the Common

And though 
Crimes of the deepeſt Dye, as Treaſon and Felony, ate not 
under the Cognizance and judgment of this Court; yet it 
is juſt and neceſſary ſor you to preſent all Offences of that 
Nature, that they may be tranſmitted thither, where they 
ate more properly determinable. We are a College of Phy- 
ſicians, enabled to apply Cures and Correctives to the ſeve- 
ral Diſtempers of the Body Politic: You arc the miniſterial 
Officers, who tho' you may not diſſect and mangle, yet it is 
your Duty to handle, ſcarch, and diſcover, the peccant Hu- | 
mours, the latent Diſorders, and dangerous Symptoms, of 
the common Body.

jury, and Subornation; or cautcrized with Barretry, Main- 
tenance, Champerty, and Embracery; diſcover it. be 

If you find the Palate corrupted by inordinate Gluttony, 
or habitual Drunkenneſs; rhe Eyes diſtorted by luſtful long- 
ing after what is forbiden by the Law of God aud Nature; or 
bloodſhot by malicious Contrivances; the Bars deafened by 
Eves- dropping, Hearing of Maſs,” or other Forms of Servicc 
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than what is preſcribed by the Statutes; the Feet ſurbated, 
by going to Places prohibited, for the Satisfaction of the 
Senſes, or not allowed for 'the Service of the Soul; by 
forcible Entry into other Mens Poſſeſſions; by Coſhering, 
and idle Wandering; by ſtraying into Riots, Nouts, and 
unlawful Aſſemblies; let us know it. 

If you find any Hands imbrued in Blood; ſtained with Fe- 
lony, or Petit-Larceny ; defiled with Bribery, Forgery, Ex- 
tortion, or Oppreſſion ; hardened with Aſſaults, Batteries, 
Bloodſheds, or Mayhems; tainted with Counterfeiting, Clip- 
ping, or Waſhing of truc, or Diſperſing of falſe Money ; pol- 
luted with uſing falſe Weights and Meaſures, with uttering 
unwholſome Meat or Drink; tanned with plowing by the 
Tail, pulling Wool off living Sheep, burning of Corn in 
the Straw, deſtroying Fiſh, or Fry of Fiſh (cither in Seaſon, 
without a legal Property, or with unlawful Engines, or out 
of Seafon by any means whatſoever); fattened by recciving 
of Tories and Rebels; brawned by Reſcous of Felons, or Di-

When you have made this ſtrict and diligent Inquiſition, 
and preſented to our View ſuch accidental Deformities, or 
inward Maladies, as you ſhall obſerve; then call to Remem- 
brance all Nuſances in Highways or public Streets, all De- 
tes in, or Want of, Bridges, Cauſeways, or Toghers; that 
the King's Service be not retarded, nor the public Weal en- 
damaged, by things ſo eaſy to be remedied. 

And now, Gentlemen, let me beg of you, that my Diſ- 
courſe may not run the ordinary Fate of Sermons, to be 
forgotten as ſoon as it is delivered; but let us ſee the Effects 


of 
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of this Counſel rebound upon us by the liberal and candid 
Return of your Preſentments; taking this Caution, that, 
in the ſetting of them down, you remember the Circum- 
ſtances of Names, Additions, Time, and Place, as well as the 
Subſtance of the Fact; that your Labour be not fruſtrated by 
the Uncertainty of the Expreſſion. So God direct you.

Gentlemen, 


T HE Reaſon of our aſſembling here this Day docs admi- 
niſter to us an equal Occaſion of Gladneſs and Won- 

der; reflecting in warm and ſenſible Acknowlegements of 
Duty and Gratitude to our Sovercign Lord the King, and to 
his Vicegercnt ; and awakening in us an amazing Obſerva- 
tion of the prolitic Nature of Evil; that the Body of our 
Country ſhould be ſo exuberant in Maladies, as to neceſſitate 
ſo frequent a Viſitation of the Phyſician, It is ſtrange, that 
the Pleaſure of Health, the Joy of Liberty, and the Satisfaction 
of Eaſe and Quiet, ſhould not be Allectives ſufficient to per- 
ſuade Men to ſuffer themſelves to live happily! that the Un- 
calineſs of Reſtraint, the Scandal of a Gaol, the diſmal Con- 
ſequents of a long and cloſe Impriſonment, a miſerable Lite, 
and an ignominious Death, cannot prove Cautions forcible 
enough to deter Men from repeating thoſe Crimes, which 
they daily behold the Object of vindictive Juſtice! In Truth, 
the Gaol of Derry ſeems to be but a great Inn, made for 
the Reception, and daily Reſort, of Strangers: The Rooms 
are no ſooner ſwept, and the Lodgers departed, but the 
Houſe is again filled, and the Chambers taken up, by new 
Gueſts: They that come here Spectators of their Neighbours 
Trouble, 
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Troubles, do ſeem to retain an unlucky Memory of the 
Crime, and an utter Forgetfulneſs of the Puniſhment : They 
ſeem to be in Love with perſecuted Vice, and petverſely bid 
Defiance to the Law : So that you ſhall often ſee him, who, 
at the laſt Aſſizes, was an Auditor, at the next become an 
Accor; he who, laſt time, was advanced to the Box as an Evi- 
dence, or to the Gallery as a Juror, the next time you ſhall 
find him crammed into the Dock among the Criminals; as if 
Men came to this Place, and liſtened to the Tryals, not to take 
Warning, but to take Example. And, ſince the Variety of 
Judicatories eſtabliſhed among us are thus eluded by the in- 
vincible Stubbornneſs of deſperate Offenders ; ſince the daily 
Cenſures of the Eccleſiaſtical Courts can operate nothing to- 
ward an Amendment of Manners; ſince the gentle Viſitation 
of Four General Seſſions in the Year cannot perfect a Reform- 
ation; ſince the more ſevere Inquiſition of Two General A(- 
ſizes is not ſufficient to cull out the Tranſgreſſors; but that 
the common Diſtempers of the People remain ſo tough, and 
ſo inveterate, that they will not be evacuated by any known 
Practice or Application; we are obliged to have recourſe to 
extraordinary Remedics upon ſuch extraordinary Occalions. 
And therefore, out of the King's ſuperabundant Grace, and 
by the Advice, and with the Conſent, of that illuſtrious Per- 
ſon that governs the Kingdom, this Court is at this time con- 
ſtituted and commanded : A Court that is not obnoxious to 
the Imputation of Novelty 5 it bears Date with the eldeſt of 
our written Laws, and vies Antiquiry with any other Jurit- 
diaion : And tho', in the Circumſtance of this caſual A p- 
pointment, it may ſeem unuſual; yet it is a Court that we 
are all well acquainted with; the Commiſſion, Authority, 
Power, and Proceeding, we have been accuſtomed to twice 
in the Year : And how ſoever a Reſpect to. this City, the Re- 
| queſt 
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queſt of the Magiſtrates, the Hazard of the Sheriffs, and the 
great Charge to the Country, were very prevalent Motives 
to induce his Grace the Lord Licutcnant to appoint this Mect- 
ing; yet I may freely and boldly ſay, and aſſure you, that 
the greateſt Argument to incline him to it was his Charity 
and Compaſlion to the poor afflited People in the Gaols, 
whoſe Miſery he was unwilling to prorogue to the cuſtomary 
Days of the Aſlizes; and ſo to double that Puniſhment which 
their Crimes and Demerits may juſtly challenge, by the Ag- 
gravation of a ſad and tedious Impriſonment. 

You, Gentlemen, that are impanell'd to ſerve upon the 
Grand Jury, are ſo well acquainted with this ſort of Buſineſs, 
that it were altogether idle and ſuperfluous in me to go about 
to give you Inſtructions. Only take this brief Admonition ; 
Let no Affection, Acquaintance, or unneceſlary Tenderneſs, 
betray you into any unhandſome Partiality; let no Paſſion, 
Prepoſſeſſion, or ill-kindled Zeal, incite you to any inordi- 
nate Severity: If, by Inquiry among yourſelves, or by In- 
formation of others, you know of any capital Offences, as 
Treaſon, Felony, and other Crimes prohibited by Common- 
Law, or Statute, and committed againſt the King's Crown 
and Dignity; you arc to make Preſentments of them: As 
for Bridges, Highways, and ſuch other Matters uſually given 
in Charge, it is not your Conccrament at this time: You 
are to conſider, and chant, upon ſuch Inditments as come 
before you; to repudiate ſuch, with which, for their Uncer- 
tainty, Inſufficiency, or Obſcurity, your Conſcience is not 
clearly ſatisfied ; and all others, where the Matter, Evidence, 
and Circumſtances, do concur to the Informing of your Judg- 
ment, to return to this Court, warranted by the Subſcription 
of your Foreman; wherein we ſhall procecd as Juſtice re- 

quires, 
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quires, and according to the Laws and Statutes of this King- 
dom. 

And ſo God direct you. 

1 have one Word to ſpeak to the Sheriffs, and to you the 
Gaoler. I have heard many Complaints, and I have been 
ſometime an Eye-witneſs, of the unreaſonable hard Uſage of 
poor Wretches committed to Priſon, how they arc, without 
Pity or Diſtinction, loaded with Irons; fo that there is no 
Difference between him that commits Treaſon, and him that 
commits a Treſpaſs, except in the Length or Weight of his 
Bolts. You muſt know, that a Gaol is intended by the Law 
ad cuſtodiendum, non ad puniendum : It is to keep Priſoners 
ſafe, but nor to tarment them. If a Man be committed to 
the Houſe of Correction, it is his Puniſhment : If he be com- 
mitted to Gaol, it is his Security, that he may be forthcoming, 
when the Judge requires it. The old Law is expreſs to the 
Point, in theſe Words: Of Priſoners, we will, that none 
* ſhall be put in Irons, but thoſe which ſhall be taken for 
« Felony, or Treſpals in Parks and Vivarges, or which be found 
“ in Arrearages upon Accounts: And we defend, that other- 
« wiſc they ſhall not be puniſhed nor tormented.” And in the 
Old Mirror it is ſaid, It is an Abuſe, that Priſoners be charged 
* with Irons, or put to any Pain, before they be attainted.“ 
You have a ſufficient Gaol, cloſe Rooms, good Doors, and 
ſtrong Locks. There is no Neceſlity to clap Irons upon any 
that are committed for Offences under Felony : Therefore 
let me adviſe you henceforth to uſe more Moderation and 
Mercy to poor diſtreſſed Chriſtians.

Wherefore I ſhall only, with much Brevity, 
enumerate the ſcycral Heads of what you are to inquire into,

Preamble. | 

Tho' Treaſon and Felony are not cognizable here, nor 
we competent Judges for the Tryal of ſuch Offences; yet 
your Commiſſion is unlimited, and as large as at the Aſſizes; 


and no Crime of that Nature ought to be unpreſented, if 
it fall within the Reach of your Inquiry. 


Tho' in this Court we cannot indict, condemn, or puniſh 
any Malefactors, who go into Rebellion, levy War, ſtand 
upon their Keeping, or ſeize on the King's Forts or Ammuni- 
tion, or go about to overthrow the eſtabliſhed Laws of the 
Land, or utter Words derogatory to the King's Crown, Go- 
vernment, and Supremacy ; who coin falſe Money, or clip 
that which is good; who wilfully, confiderately, and of 
prepenſed Malice, kill, and commit Murder; yet, if you 
know of any ſuch enormous Crimes acted, you are to Pre- 
ſent the Actors, their Abettors, Favourers, and Accomplices. 

Tho' we have no Juriſdiction to try, or award Puniſhment 
for, Witchcraft, Sorcery, Conjuration, or Inchantment; So- 
domy, Polygamy, or Rape; for Burglary, Robbery, or Fe- 
lony ; for Homicide, Cutting out of Tongues, Putring out 
of Eyes; Burning of Houſes, or Recks of Corn; carrying

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away a Woman againſt her Will; Stealing, Withdrawing, or 
Avoiding, of Records ; Breaking of Priſon, and voluntary 
Eſcape of Felons ; Multiplication of Coin, unlawful Hunt- 
ing in Parks or Warrens; Tranſportation of Silver, or Import- 


ation of falſe Coin; Servants that embezzle their Maſters 


Goods after their Deceaſe, Piracy, Grand and Petit Larceny, 
Premunire, Conſpiracy, and Miſpriſion of Felony; yet, if 
you Preſent any ſuch Offences, we ſhall award Proceſs againſt 
the Parties, and remand them to a higher Court. 

But if, in the Range of your Inquiry, you find any Ma- 
giſtrates, or Perſons in judicial Offices, ſinutted with Bribery 
if you know of any Extortion or Exaction in any Officers 
or Miniſters of Juſtice, Uſury beyond the Statute, Simony, 
Perjury or Subornation, Forgery, Libelling, Champerty, Main- 
tenance, Embracery, Barretry; Riots, Routs, or unlawful 
Aſſemblies ; forcible Entries or Detainers; Foreſtallers, En- 
groſſers, or Regrators; Spreaders of falſe News and Tales;

Things are properly cognizable before us; fo we ſhall dif-

T2 all Chriſtian People to whom theſe Preſents ſhall 
come, the Mayor, Sheriffs, and Citizens, of the City 
of Londonderry ſend Greeting. 

Having received Intimation, from ſeveral creditable Per- 
ſons that an-InſurreQion of the Iriſb Papiſts was intended, 
and by them a general Maſſacre of the Proteſtants of this 
Kingdom; and the ſame to be ated and perpetrated on or 
about the gth of this inſtant December; and being confirm- 
ed in our Fear and Jcalouſy of ſo horrible a Deſign, by many 


_ palpable Inſinuations, dubious Expreſſions, monitory Letters, 


and poſitive Informations, all conducing and concurring to 
beget in us a trembling Expectation of a ſudden and inevitable 
Ruin and Deſtruction; we diſpoſed ourſelves to a patient and 


quiet Reſi Es to the Divine Providence, hoping for ſome 
P Deliverance 
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Deliverance and Diverſion of this impending Miſery, or to 
reccive from the Hand of God ſuch a Meaſure of Conſtancy 
and Courage, as might enable us to paſſeſs qur. Souls in Pa- 
ticnce, and ſubmiſſively to wait the Iflye of ſo ſevere a Trial. 
Accordingly, when on the 8th Inſtant Part of the Earl of | 
Antrim's Forces ady-nccd to take Poſſeſſion of this Place, 
though we looked »rſelves as Sheep appointed for 
Slaughter, and on 7 the Exccutioners. of Vengeance 
on us; yet we contri, no otlicr means of Eſcape than by 
Flight, and, with all Precipitation, to hurry away our Fa- 
milies into other Places and Countries. But it pleaſed Gad, 
who watches over us, ſo to order things, that, when they 
were ready to enter the City, a great Number of the younger, 
and ſome of the meaner Sort of the Inhabitants, ran happily 
to the Gates, and ſhut them, loudly denying Entrance to 
ſuch Gueſts, and obſtinately refuling Obedience to us. At 
firſt we were amazed at the Enterprize, and apprehenſive of 
the many ill Circumſtances and Conſequences that might 
reſult from ſo. raſh an Undertaking : But, ſince that, having 
received repeated Advertiſements of the general Deſign, and 
particular Informations, which may rationally induce us to 
believe it; and being credibly aſſured, that, under the Pre- 
tence of Six Companies to quarter amongſt us, a vaſt Swarm 
of Highland and Iriſb Papiſts were on the Ways and Roads 
| approaching to us; that ſome of the Popiſh Clergy in our 
Neighbourhood had bought up Arms, and provided an un- 
uſual Furniture of Iron Chains for Bridles (whereof Sixty 
were beſpoke in One Place), and ſome of them ſeized, and 
no in our Cuſtody ; we began to conſider it as an eſpecial 
Inſtance of God's Mercy towards us, that we were not delivered 
over as a Prey unto them; and that it pleaſed him to ſtir up 
the Spirits of the People ſo unexpectedly to provide for their 
L and 
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and our common Safety and Preſeryation : Wherefore we do 
declare and remonſtrate to the World, that as we have re- 
ſolved to ſtand upon our Guard, and defend our Walls, and 
not to admit of any Papiſt whatſocyer to quarter amongſt us; 
ſo we have firmly and ſincerely determined to perſevere in our 
Duty and Loyalty to our Sovercign Lord the King, without 
the leaſt Breach of Mutiny, or ſeditious Oppoſition to his 
Royal Commands. And, ſince no other Motives have prompt 
us to this Reſolution, but the Preſervation of our Lives, and 
to prevent the Plots and Machinations of the Enemies of the 
Ptbteſtant Religion, we are encouraged to hope, that the Go- 
vernment will vouchſaſe a candid and favorable Intcrpretation 
of our Proceedings; and that all his Majeſty's Proteſtant Sub-

becauſe of your ſingular Sufficiency) may not recant their 
Votes, and repent their Miſſion, when they ſhall hear your 
firſt Eſſay ſo ſcandalized by an Error in Judgment. 
Gentlemen, think what you do; conſider you are now 
about the Election of your Speaker: An Employment that 
requires the Accumulation of all the good Qualities diffuſed 
and diſperſed through the ſeveral Members of this Body : 
A Place! to be filled only by him, who hath gone through 
the Circle of the liberal Sciences, and who, to the rich 
Stock of natural Parts, hath ſuperadded the Acquiſition of 
many excellent Endowments. He that preſides, and moderates 
the Diſputations of ſuch a political Academy, ought to 
carry with him the Trophics of Learning, and to be famous 
for often triumphing for Victory in more inferior Schools 
and Colleges. But when I look about me, and behold, on 
every Side, ſo many Perſons of Worth and Honour, ſo 
eminent in the Knowlege of the Laws, in the Art of Go- 


vernment, and for a genteel and complete Education; I am 
aſtoniſhed

aſtoniſhed to think, what ſhould provoke you to diſparage 
your Reaſon, by miſplacing your Favours upon me, the 
meaneſt, and moſt inconſiderable, of all your Number; who 
can pretend to nothing, but an unproſperous Loyalty to his 
Majeſty, and an unfertile Zeal for my Country.

1 Am brought to this Bar by the Sentence of the Knights, 

Citizens, and Burgeſles, aſſembled in the Commons Houle, 
and, by a prepoſterous Act of Favour, expoſed to-the public 
Hazard of a dormant Reputation. Here I ſtand, great Sir, 
to expect my Doom from your Lips: May that unparalleled 
Generoſity, and molt ſteady Loyalty, that hath actuated you 
in all the wonderful and perilous Traverſes of your Life, in- 
clinc you ſtill to poſtpone all other Conſiderations to the 
Advancement of the King's Honour, and the Good of his 
People. As, on the one Side, it would be a barbarous Ingra- 


titude in me, to challenge the Prudence, or ſuſpe& the Can- 


dor, of thoſe worthy Gentlemen, who have deſigned me to 
| this 
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this Credit, and preſented me here under the Addition of ſo 
grear Honour, as to be Speaker to ſuch an Aſſembly; ſo, on 
the other, I ſhould join in a Conſpiracy againſt myſelf, and 
be for ever barred from all Retreats of Excuſe or Pity, if 1 
do not now demur to the Return, and ſtrive to vacate this 
Preſentment, by aſſigning the many Errors, ariſing from my 
notorious Inſufficiency for ſo bold an Undertaking. The 
Ingenuity of that Painter is commended (howſoever the 
Effect proved contrary to the Deſign), who, to draw a com- 
plete Beauty, would borrow an Eye from one, a Lip from 
another, and a Hand from a third; and ought to be imitated 
in this Choice, where the Wit, the Learning, the Gravity, 
the Apprehenſion, and the Rhetoric, of cach individual 
Member of the Houſe, amaſſed and centred in one Perſon, 
were all little enough to make him a Candidate for this Em- 
ploy ment. I pretend to no deeper Knowlege, than that of 
my own Infirmitics, and (except that Confeſſion may be 
wreſted to a tacit Inſinuation of my greater Skill,) I cannot 
apprehend, what Arguments may induce your Grace to 
conſent to this Rape, committed on my chaſte and bluſhing 
Obſcurity ; unleſs I might hope, that ſuch an Exaltation from 
too near a View might be attended with the ſame Succeſs, 
which befel the Work of a curious Artiſt, who contrived 
a Statue for a Nobleman's Gate in ſuch a Poſture, that, near 
Hand, it was only a rude and unformed Piece of Timber, 
but, advanced to a higher Diſtance, it reflected the Lincaments 
of a handſome and well proportioned Perſon. 

But why ſhould I be ſo long a Speaker for myſelf? i retire 
now to my Supplication, and to the Strength I truſt to, in 
your matchleſs Judgment and Goodneſs. I do moſt carneſtly 
and ſubmiſſively beſeech your Grace, to conſider the Condi- 
tion of this poor Kingddm, (of which you deſervedly have 

. ſo 
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ſo great a Share); to remember the Honour and Proſperity 
of the King (and that is a Name, that ever was an irreſiſti- 
ble Charm to your Grace); and, thar the Counſels and Deter- 
minations of this Parliament, may receive no Blemiſh from 
the invincible Defeats of ſo weak a Manager, that your 
Grace will direct the Commons to return to their Houle, to 
try the Succeſs of ſecond Thoughts, and to preſcat one of 
the great many among them, more advantageouſly qualificd 
to do Service to his King and Country.

Great Sir, 

W IT H an humble Reſignation, and an intire Obedience, 

Ido ſubmit to your Commands. The Honour you have 
done me, is arbitrary and unmerited: Therefore the Expreſ- 
ſion of my Gratitude muſt be unuſual and extravagant. 
Sir, I do moſt humbly thank your Grace, for this ſtrange 
Inſtance of your Favour, this Paradox i in Kindneſs; even the 
flat Denial of what I requeſted, 

It is not to be imagined, what a wonderful Charm there 
is in the Breath of Princes: While poor dull Mortals do toil 
and tire themſelves by Study and Travel, by Learning and 
Experiments, to patch up a Stock of ſome tolcrable Abili- 
ties, to qualify them for Preferment; they that govern King- 
doms, can, in a Moment, cxalt us from deſpicable Meaneſs, 
to an eminent Station; they can, by a kind of State Alchemy, 
refine and ſublimate the droſſeſt Metal; and (as if even in that, 
they contended to imitate Him, by whom Kings reign) they 
ſeem to delight in forming the firſt Rank of their Creatures 
out of ſuch a Chaos, as is neareſt to nothing. Certainly no 
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Bubbles of Ambition could have ſwelled me to ſo huge an 
Expectation; I durſt never have adventured in this Ocean of 
Buſineſs, to ſwim upon the Bladders of my own Strength. 
But, Sir, I will ſtrive to keep an humble Pace with your 
generous Inclinations towards mc; I will endevor, by the 


Power of Fancy, to transfigure myſelf, and, in ſome modeſt 


Proportion, to reſemble the Character you have fixed on me. 

It is reported of A (that Prodigy of Wit, and 
Monſter in Shape), that, being demanded, When the Times 
would be in the greateſt Confuſion? he made Anſwer, When 
the Dead ſhall ariſe, and every Man claim his antient Inherit- 
ance, The Paſſages and Tranſactions of late Years, which 
have occurred upon the promoting of the Settlement of 
Treland, may not improperly be deemed the Solution of 
A ſop's Riddle, the Completion of his Prophecy; where 
the Awaking of dormant Titles, the Reſurrection of dead 
and long-intombed Charters,the Reviving of obſolete Patents, 
the Furbiſhing of old Parchments with new Clauſes, and 
Dreſſing up of a freſh Deſign in the Habit of a Moth- eaten 
Settlement, would certainly have involyed us in a Confuſion 
not to be expreſſed ; had not our Royal Sovereign, by the ſea- 
ſonable Interpoſition of Advice and Counſel from your 
Grace, preſcribed a plauſible Way to obviate ſuch a growing 
and luxuriant Miſchief. But the Danger is not yet over, the 
Plot againſt our Properties is not yet fully diſcovered : There- 
fore our gracious King, of his ſuperabundant Goodneſs, hath 
aſſembled this Parliament, to conſult their own Safety, to 
provide for the univerſal Security and Advantage of the 
Kingdom, by enacting ſuch Laws, as may probably extin- 
guiſh all Diſputes in the preſent Times, and preyent all 
Confuſion in the future, 4 
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It were my Duty here, to enumerate the Praiſes of out 
dear and dread Sovereign Lord the King; to be profuſe in 
the recounting his rare Virtues and Qualities; to tempt the 
Patience of them that hear me, by recapitulating his many 
Acts of Grace and Bounty to this his poor, but moſt loyal 
Kingdom; and, in the Name of the Pcople (for whoſe Re- 
preſentatives I have the Honour to ſpeak), to rejoice with 
Tranſport, on Reflection upon the various Inſtances of Feli- 
city we enjoy under his moſt gentle, wiſe, and peaceable Go- 
vernment: But this were to uſe the Language of every one 
that can ſpeak, and ſuperfluouſly to labour the Conviction of 
them, who never entertained a Scruple. I might expatiate, 
in repreſenting his Royal Extraction; the Confluence of 
ſeveral and jarring Titles, to the Eſtabliſhing of his Throne 
over us; the numerous Scenes of his Sufferings; his tedious 


Exile; his firm Perſeverance in Religion, amidſt the open Bat- 


teries of its ayowed Enemies, and the ſubtile Mines of ſecret 
Adverſaries, when the Probability of no other Way of Reſti- 
tution might rationally have been both his Temptation and Ex- 
cuſe; his pious Reſolution not to {it in the Throne, rather 
than be uſhercd into it by the Aſſiſtance of Foreigners, when 
the Recovery of a Crown might fairly have warranted a 
politic Temporizing with any Nation or Profeſſion; his pe- 
rilous Adventures in Scotland, when his loyal Subjects there 
were depreſſed, and prevailing Factions might have made his 
Ruin the Earneſt of their Agreemeat; his unimitable Courage, 


and perſonal Valour, at Worceſter, when he let his Sacred 
Perſon at ſtake, againſt the worthleſs Rabble of Plcbcians; 
the aſtoniſhing Hiſtory of his Eſcape; the Miracle of his 
Reſtauration; and the Mercy, bordering upon a Miracle, 
that he was not reſtoted by any other Means; neither by his 
Catholic, nor his Covenanting Subjeds. I might remember 
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that he is the Head and Heart of our Religion; that he de- 
fends and ſupports our Faith, not out of any Mode, or politic 
Deſign; but out of clear Judgment and Affection; that he 
is the Son of a Saint; that his Father was the Royal Martyr 
for the Proteſtant Religion; and he is the illuſtrious Con- 
feſſor. But I do not ſpeak before Strangers and Foreigners; 
all that hear me will bear Witneſs to the Truth of what I 
have ſaid; it is as undcaiable as a mathematical Demon- 

ſtration. x 
And ſhould I attempt a Panegyric on your unexampled 
Mcrits (moſt Noble Sir!) the Conſcience of all that are preſent 
would acquit- me from the Imputation of Flattery : But this 
is a Theme ſo large, this is a Topic ſo copious, that I ſhould 
be bewildered in the Varicty of Paths, that lead to the 
Commemoration of your moſt renowned Acts and Achieve- 
ments: The glorious Paſſages of your-Life are not circum- 
ſcribed within the ſcanty Limits of Ireland; the Pillars 
dedicated to your Honour are not reared upon the Memory 
of ſingle and tranſient Performances; you are not beholden 
to the Pen or Tongue of your Favourites or Dependents: 
No! Your Praiſe is diffuſed by the loud Trumpet of Fame; 
the Teſtimonials of it are exemplified through the Chriſtian 
World; and every great and good Man is an emulous Ad- 
mirer of your Actions. Many that hear me, have ſeen, and 
all of us have heard, how difficult and perplext a Task you 
underwent, in your firſt Government of this Kingdom; 
with how exact a Prudence, and an impregnable Fidelity, you 
proceeded; when, being allured by Profit, puſhed on by Dan- 
ger, aſſaulted on each Hand by contrary Intereſts, and being 
at once cajoled by the Rump, betrayed by the Nuncio, and 
deſerted by your own; you never abandoned the Kingdom, 
till there was no Place left, whereon to ſet your Foot; you 
never 
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never forſook the Steerage, till the Veſſel was ſplit. And 
was it not enough, Sir, to be diveſted of your Eſtate! (ſo 
vaſt an Eſtate!) baniſhed from your Country ? diſcontinued 
from your Rule? and ſeparated from your deareſt Conſort? 
But you muſt ſuper-errogate in Loyalty, expoſe yourſelf un- 
der Diſguiſes, and adventure your Perſon into the Tyrant's 
Clutches, only to advance the Service of your Prince? We 
have ſince obſerved your even and unconcerned Deportment, 
under the Viciſſitude of State Affairs; neither elated by a 
Promotion to the higheſt Truſt, nor diſcompoled by a Re- 
moval (as Camillus, that noble Roman, ſaid of himſelf, Nec 
mihi Diftatura animos fecit, nec Exilium ademit). But, 
Sir, you do inhetit Loyalty by Deſcent; no Earl of Ormond 
was ever yet attainted, nor, in ſo many Centuries of Years, 
regiſtred in actual Service againſt the Crown: 1 challenge all 
the Heralds and Chronologers in the World, to match this 
ſhort. Note out of Hiſtory: James Earl of Ormond (the 
direct and lineal Anceſtor of the preſent James Duke of 
Ormond), Lord Lieutenant of Irelan!, Three hundred and 

Fifty Vears ſince. And how you have walked in theſe ſlippery 

Times (when many noble and great Perſons, have wandered in 

their excentric Motions), Hill fixt upon the true Baſis of Honour 

and Allegiance, After- ages [hall with Admiration recount. If 
I thought any Man were ignorant, I would tell him, That never 

Prince had a more loyal Subject; no Kingdom a more excellent 

Governor; no Wife a more indulgent Husband; no Children 

a more tender Father; no Servants a more liberal Maſter; no 
Followers a more bountiful Patron: Ipray God, to reward your 
Grace withreciprocal Honour, and correſpondent Returns, from 
all thoſe ſeveral Relatives: That as the King, not wearied with 
your Exceſs of Merits, doth ſtill perſevere in his Eſteem of you; 

and as Honour and Loyalty ſeem to be the logical Properties 


of 
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of your Family, and are eminently entailed on your Iſſue; 
ſo every Man, to whom you have been a Benefactor (and

F* E Addreſs, with which Iam in Charge to attend your 
Grace this Day, is the {r:h Shibboleth, the Touch- 
ſtone of our Religion, a bright Mirrour, wherein may be 
(cen the Affections of the People, reflecting the Image of 
their Hearts from the Mouth of their Repreſentatives.

- comprehenſive Union of all differing Perſuaſions, againſt the 
common Enemy of our Peace and Profeſſion. It is a ſecond 
Proteſtation of the Proteſtants; a prudent Stratagem, to 
countermine the clandeſtine Approaches of Indulgences and 
Diſpenſations; an honeſt Art, to evacuate the ſubtile Policies 


and Machinations of the Jeſuits; a voluntary Expoſing of 
our 
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our Souls and Conſciences to a public Scrutiny ; religiouſly

Here is no Confederacy, League, or Covenant, to invade 
Prerogative, to aggrandize Populacy, or ſubvert the Govern- 
ment of the Church: It was not hatched in a Cabal, agi- 
tatcd in a Coffee- houſe, promoted by Petitions, or recom- 
mended by any Faction: It is the Product of a legal Conſult- 
ation, countenanced by public Authority, licenſed by the 
King's Approbation, and cndeared to us by the Example 
and Precedent of our dear Mother England. Other Bills, 
by their Method and Cuſtom of paſling, are ſubjected to 
Queſtions, Diſputes, Amendments, and Alterations, before 
they can arrive at the Perfection to commence Acts: This, 
having paſſed his Courſes, and been examined by a regular 
Diſquiſition, proceeds to take its Degree, without-the Con- 
tradition of one Non placet. The Divine will not vouchſafe 
to bandy an Argument with him, that does not ſubmit to 
the Authority and Umpirage of the Scripture: The Judge 
will not hear the Lawyer, who inſiſts on his own Expoſitions, 
and is not governed by judged Cafes, and the fundamental 
Maxims of the Law: Every Sophiſter and Diſputant in the 
Schools, will refuſe to continue Diſcourſe with him, that 
denies the Principles of Philoſophy : And is it not great Rea- 
ſon, that the People who intruſt their Religion and Proper- 
ty to their Repreſentatives, ſhould have good Caution given 
for their Candour and Integrity? that they, before they take 
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upon them to give deciſive Votes in Matters relating to 
Religion and the Church, may make a public Recognition 
of their Sinceriry, and that they are not prepoſſeſſed with 
Opinions deſtructive to the very Being and Subſiſtence of 
it? If in ordinary Trials, for Title or Debt, the Law allows 
a Liberty to challenge a Juror; if a Witneſs, whoſe Indiffer- 
ency is ſuſpected, ſhall firſt be oppoſed by a Voir dire; how 
mightily does it concern the Safety and Welfare of the 
Knigdom, that the Two Houſes of Parliament ( whereof 
one is the grand Inquiſition of the Realm, the other the 
ſupreme Judicature) ſhould publicly renounce all Adherents 
to the Tenets of Popery, and vouch this Teſt as their com- 
mon Compurgator? 

Hitherto, Sir, this infant Bill has been dandled in our 
Arms; and, being a Probationer for Preferment, it is the Teſt 
of the Parliament: May it pleaſe your Grace, by the Royal 
Fiat, to inſpirit it to Motion, that it may walk through the 
Scats and Benches of both Houſes; and then, conſequently 
and implicitly, it will prove the Teſt of the whole 
Kingdom. 27

Have in my Hand a Bundle of Bills, to be preſented to 
your Grace's View, by Command from the Houſe of 
Commons. They arc the Embryon of good Laws, the Off- 


ſpring of the Parliament, conceived by the Counſel, hatched 


and brought forth by the ſedulous Labour, of both Houſes; 
and here I come to hold them up, to receive their diſtinct 
Names from their Royal Godfather, in whoſe Place you 
ſtand. They are in their Shape comely, in their Conſtitution 

wholſome, 
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wholſome, mature in their Lincaments and Proportions; 
but cannot move, till they are animated by the Royal Breath. 
Here are Medals of Gold, and Pieces of Silver, caſt and ham- 
mered in the Mint; but cannot paſs without the King's Pro- 
clamation : They are yet but Bullion; that only can make 
them go for current Coin. Here arc Veſlels of great Uſe 
and Worth, adapted to the ſeveral Occaſions of the great 
Maſter of the Houſe, and the reſpective Members of the 
Houſhold ; ſome for the King's Cup-board, ſome for the 
Chapel, and ſome for the more ordinary Buſineſs of the Hall 
and Kitchen; but none to be valued, till they receive the 
Touch from the Hand of our Sovereign Say-maſter. Here is 
Proviſion made for our three greateſt Intereſts, Religion, 
Peace, and Property: Here is Care taken, to accommodate us 
in all the Circumſtances, and moſt important Conceraments, 
of our Souls, Bodies, and Eſtates, They have a long time 
hovered in Non-entity, and are only ſuſceptible of Form : 


Your Grace may quicken them with a Word, and make them 
capable to ſubſiſt to all Perpetuity. And fo forth, 


Upon the Bill for the better ſettling of Inteſtates 
Eſtates. 


OTHING could have been contrived more ſuitable 
to the Wiſdom and Care of thoſe that ſit at the Helm 
of Government, nothing more worthy the Conſideration of 
this Houſe, than this Bill now read before us. The Diſputes, 


Charges, and Inconveniencies, that hitherto have ariſen, 


for want of thoſe Cautions and Remedics provided by this 
Bill, are ſo infinite, that they cannot be enumerated in ſo 
ſhort a time, as Modeſty preſcribes me to recount them in; 


nor 
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nor by one ſo unfit to manage a Diſcourſe of ſuch Importance, 
and ſo little converſant in public Tranſactions. How many 
have been precipitated by a violent Death? ſurpriſed by an 
acute Diſtemper? beguiled by a malignant Diſcaſe? divided 
by an unſteady Reſolution? hardened by a ſtubborn Obſti- 
nacy? abuſed by an unnatural Indifferency? cheated by a 
Confidence of Recovery? blinded by a glutinous adhering to 
tranſitory Poſſeſſions? affrighted with the ominous Employ- 
ment of making their laſt Will and Teſtament ? and ſo, by 
omitting the neceſſary Duty of ſettling their Eſtate, have 
only entailed Trouble and Contention on their Succeſlors, 
which ſeldom is extinguiſhed, but by the Ruin of both Com- 
petitors? the Defunct being defeated of that Reſt which is 
expected in the Grave, and the Survivors becoming a Prey 
to the Talons of ſome Neighbour Vultur. How many, by 
this Inadvertency, have become Heirs to the Eſtates of thoſe, 
who would not have bequeathed them the Favour of a 
Legacy? How many, by this Neglect, have been diſapointed 
of that Inheritance, of which they would have given very 
little for the Inſurance? Very often has the Fable of the 
Mouſe and Frog been moralized in ridiculous Duels on this 
Occaſion, and both ſwallowed up by the attending Eagle: 
Often has the Fate of the Gaming-houſe befallen the un- 
happy Litigants, where both Sides find themſelves Lojers, 
and rhe Box has all the Gain. And ſo forth. 


U pu an At for Prevention of Frauds and 


Perjuries. 


HIS Bill (with Shame and Concernment I ſpeak it,) 
ſeems to be exactly calculated for our Meridian: The 
treacherous Practices, and villainous Deſigns, of evil Men, 
have brought Fraud into a faſhionable Mode: The proſperous 
Succeſs, 
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Succeſs, and frequent Impunity, of bold Sinners, hath made 
Perjury become a Vice almoſt epidemical: And as thoſe of 
Crete were juſtly branded with the Nickname of Lyars; fo the 
Men of Ireland (I wiſh I could reſtrain it, without Partiality, 
only to the Natives) have too evident a Title to that inglo- 
rious Epithet of Perjured. Force, and open Violence, which 
of late Years, have been the diſtinguiſhing Characters of 
Treland's Miſery, have now ſhifted the Scene; and, in their 
room, cloſe Contrivances, and undermining Fraud, have enter- 
cd and traverſed the Stage without Interruption. The cheap, 
loud, and needleſs Cuſtom of Curſing and Swearing, is 
now outdone by the profitable, ſecret, and uſeful Habit of 
Forfwearing; and, by a comparative Allay, the one is ac- 
counted venial, and rather a genteel Quality, becauſe it is 
not ſo mortally pernicious as the other. The ill Effects of 
Swearing terminate in the Stain of the ſlippery Tongue that 
utters it; but Perjury involves the Actor in Sclf-deſtrution, 
and aggravates it with the concomitant Ruin of another 
Perſon. Were this crying Sin acted only among the Igno- 
rant, and in inferior Courts, the Danger were not fo much, 
nor the Scandal ſo great: But, alas! it has taken Quarters in 
the City; it has rambled through all the Courts; and we 
have ſeen the Fiend barefaced, and mounted in a Box, and 
the Titles of Eſtates determined by the bigger Number of 


contradictory Oaths. The Fraudulent and the Perjured go 


Hand in Hand, and are joint Partners and Sharers in all 
diſhoneſt and inſidious Enterprizes: The one skirmiſheth in 
the Van; the other brings up the Rear: Oaths are the Mouth- 
granadoes, and Perjury ſets Fire to the Mine: One is the 
little Thief that looks you in the Face, and picks your 
Pocket; the other is the huffing Hector, that raps you into a 
Belief of his arbitrary Aſſertions: They are the monſtrous 


Twins 
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Twins of the old Enemy; they walk in the Dark; they ope- 
rate like Poiſon; and it is hard to trace them in their Pro- 
ceedings: While the profane and irreligious Man, ungrate- 
fully breaks the Commands of his Prince, and deſpiſes the 
Law he lives under:; the Fraudulent puts a Muzzle upon his 
Conſcience, lays a Siege againſt Heaven; and the perjured 
Man openly defies it. But Good is ordinarily and accidentally 
the Effect of Evil; and as Peace is the Daughter of War, 
ſo good Laws are the Offspring of Crimes and Enormities 
and well may we here expect the ſafe Production of the 
Iſſue, when the Parents are ſo numerous and prolific. The 
Piety and Integrity of our chief Governor and Council do 
manifeſtly appear in the Deſign of this Law, as well as their 
eminent Prudence, and tender Care of this Kingdom. Other 
Bills may admit of Debates, be committed, altered, and 
amended: This, which ſo directly tends to the Honour of 
God and the Safcty of us all, let it be ingroſſed, and made 
ready for the third Nein. 


Upon the Bill for confirming the Acts made in the 
laſt Parliament held for this Kingdom. 


E that will conſult the Chronicles, and turn oyer the 
Statute-Books, of England and Ireland, and diligently 
obſerve what Laws have been enacted in one Age, directly con- 
trary to thoſe eſtabliſhed in another; how not only in divers, 
but in one and the ſame King's Reign, Statutes have been 
made and repealed, as the Humour of Men, or Neceſlity of 
Affairs, or Alteration of Times and Accidents, did prompt; 
cannot but look upon the Purport of this Bill now before us, 
not only to be a public Recognition of the well - adviſed Pro- 
ceedings of the laſt Parliament, but an harmonious Expreſ- 
7 ſion 
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ſion of our Candour and Compliance with their Senſe. Not to 


make Mention of the calamitous Times, when Edward the 
Fourth, and Henry the Sixth, took their Turns upon the Stage, 


and ſo often juſtled one another out of the Throne, (ſo that he, 
who this Year was a loyal Subject, and adhered to the Intereſt 
of his Prince, the next Year became a Traitor, and was denoun- 
ced a Rebel; the Parliaments alternately damning and aboliſh- 
ing one another's Acts, and all upon Account of Title to the 
Crown): To ſay nothing of Henry the Eighth, the firſt Part of 
whoſe Reign brought forth ſuch Acts, as purchaled to him the 
glorious Title of Defender of the Faith; while thole of his 
later Years procured to him, and his Subjects, the igno- 
minious Brand of Heretic; Religion, being thus reformed 


and planted by him, and cultivated by his illuſtrious Suc- 


ceſſor, was quite changed and overturned in the ſhort time of 
Queen Mary, and again reſtored, and wondertully improved, 
in the long and happy Reign of Qucen A/zzabeth; which 
frequent Mutations in point of Religion, mutt needs pro- 
duce many repugnant and contradictory Laws: We may 
read, how in Matters of leſs Importance, than Title to a 
Kingdom, or Profe ſſion of Faith, that Act, which in one 
King's Time has paſſed, hath been repealed in another; that 
aboliſhed in the next; and in the ſucceeding Age that 
abrogated; and at laſt, that being made null, the firſt remained 
in being: So that, by Repealing of a Repeal, ſometimes the 
firſt AQ is revived; ſometimes, by reviving of an Act repealed, 
the Act of Repeal is made of no Force. But now we ſhall 
not be put to unlearn, in this Parliament, what we were taught 
in the former; this Act will confirm w hat was contrived be- 


fore, and temporary Laws will be made, hereby, laſting and 
- perpetual. And ſo forth. 
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Upon the Bill, 1 fo taking away 17 Benefit of Clergy, 
from him That doth ſtab another, baving not a 
Weapon drawn. 


HE Frame and Contcxture of this Bill is ſo exactly 

* correſpondent to the Law of God, ſo agreeable to the 
Law of Nature, and ſo concurring with the Law in England; 
founded upon Religion, promoted by Reaſon, and recom- 
mended upon the Principles of Safety and Policy; that it 
needs no Prologue to uſher it into this Houſe, nor no Apo- 
logy to render it acceptable to us, and to the People, whom 
we repreſent. If this preventional Security of our Perſons,, 
againſt violent Aſſaults, and barbarous Attempts, be not a ſuf- 
ficient Motive to commend this Law; let the ſad Experience 
of thoſe diſmal Effects, which every Year hath produced in 
every Country, for want of this Caution, awaken us to a 
quick and chearful Diſpatch of ſo equal and neceſſary a 
Work. How many horrid Murders have eſcaped unpuniſhed 
by the extenuating Allay of Manſlaughter? How many ma- 
licious Aſſaſſinates have been diſguiſed under the ſpecious Ex- 
cuſe of an accidental Rencounter? while prepenſed and wilful 
Killing has paſſed under the Veil of Chance-medley, and raſh 
and cruel Bloodſheds have been committed by the Pretence 
of Se defendendo: The unarmed Man has been adjudged to 
be the Self-homicide, and to fall upon the Sword of him, 
that holds it naked in his Hand; and then a little Singeing of 
the brawny Part of the Thumbis a Compoſition for the fatal 
Twiſting of the Neck. Thus the Benefit of the Clergy hath 
tended to the Deſtruction of Mankind; the Reading of aVerſe 
has proved an Amulet againſt the Gallows; and the black 
Murderer 
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Murderer is cleared, acquitted, and ſet at Liberty, by the omni- 
potent Virtue of three Words, Legit ut Clericus. This Cuſ- 
tom was introduced of old, for the Encouragement of Learn- 
ing and Letters; and the Reading in a Book was allowed as 
5 a convenient Commutation for flying to the City of Refuge, 
or to the Horns of the Altar: And we nced not fear, that 
the Abridgmeat of that Law, in this Particular, ſhall coun- 
4 tenance Men to be illiterate; it will only reſtrain the unbri- 
dled Fury of Men tranſported by Rage and Paſſion, and 
compoſe that ungentle inhuman Quality of aſſailing the de- þ 
fenceleſs and naked, which firſt was practiſed by Cain in his i 
unnatural Fraticide; and never repeated, but by ſuch deſpe- | 
rate Perſons as have renounced their Title to Manhood and 
Morality. 

When this Bill ſhall commence an AQ, and be promulgated 
as a Law, it will ſave much Trouble to the curious and inqui- 
N ſitive Judges, whole Directions are very often amuſed by the 
: different Interpretation of the Law in this Caſe: It will give 

much Satisfaction to the ſcrupulous Conſcience of the Jurors, 
who, being perplexed by the jarring Circumſtances ariſing 
out of the Evidence, either become blindfold and irreſolute 
in their Judgments, or unfortunate in pronouncing an un- 
equal and miſtaken Verdict: This will give Warning to all 
ſorts of Men, to be moderate and circumſpect in their Con- 
verſation, and, with all Induſtry, to beware that neither the 
Frenſy of ſudden Wrath, nor the Witchery of too much 
Drink, expoſe them to the Perpetration of ſuch Outrages, as 
calm Reaſon, and ſober Conſideration, would abhor, were 
there no Law to forbid it. And ſo forth, 
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Upon the Bill, that the bringing in of 10 Ro

all be High Treaſon. 


: | HE Corruption in Coin is a certain Token of the De- 
cay and Conſumption of the State; as, on the other 


Side, the Purity and Largeneſs of the Money is a clear Ar- | 


gument of the Vigour, Wealth, and Proſperity, of a King- 


dom. Gold and Silver are in themſelves but a Commodity; 


the King's Authority makes them the Standard and Meaſure 
of all Trade and Commerce : If then the current Coin be 
falſified in its Subſtance, or impaired in its Weight, there is 
no Certainty in Trade; no Man knows his Wealth, or can 
be aſſured of the Value of his Stock; the Cheat is univerſal, 
and ſo is the Detriment. The anticnt Law againſt counter- 
fciting or diminiſhing the King's Coin is ſuthcicntly ſevere, 
making it Treaſon, and a capital Offence : And, indeed, whar 
Act can be more diſingenuous, or more preſuming, than to 
imprint the King's Effigies upon falſe Metal? What can be 
more baſe and treacherous, than to make the Royal Stamp 
to juſtify an inſufficient Piece of Money? It makes the 
Prince's Face to bluſh, whenſoever it is produced as a War- 
rant to make falſe or too light Coin to paſs. It was gene- 
rouſly faid by the Got hiſo King, Omninò monetæ integritas 


quæri debet, ubi vultus noſter imprimitur : He that clips or 


diminiſheth the current Money, commits a Mayhem upon 
Authority, and matilates the ſupreme Magiltrate : He that 
affixeth the Superſcription of his Sovereign to counterfeit 
Coin, makes the Image of his Prince a Foil to his Villainy, 
and defrauds his N cIgnDour cum privilegio. But hitherto the 

Danger 
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Danger and Penalty of this Law hath been evaded : The 
greateſt of the Money current in this Kingdom is coined in 
foreign Countries; ſo that the diminiſhing or multiplying, 
in which themſelves are cqually criminal, amount to no more 
than a fineable Miſdemeanour: The bringing in, or venting 
of a Pewter-· Cobb, marked with Hercules Pillars, or a braſs 
Ducatoon honoured with the Face of a German Prince, meets 
with no greater Puniſhment, than a Compoſition with the 
injured Party, for the ſuppoſed Value, or the nailing of the 
counterfeit Piece to the Threſhold of the impartial Magi- 
ſtrate of the Place. But this Bill provides a Remedy pro- 
portionate to ſuch a growing Inconvenience: The King's 
Mint ſhall not hereafter be repreſented by the Smith's Anvil, 
nor the Trade of a Tinker get more Employment than the 
Goldſmith; the Money- makers in and 

ſhall meet no more Encouragement to vent their . baſtard 


Metal, and fill the Country with ſpurious and adulterated 
Coin. And ſo forth. 


Upon the Bill for the taking and killing of Tories 
and WW ood-kerns ; and bringing to Fuſtice thoſe 


that are not ameſnable to Lau. 


A Mong the many ſeaſonable and wholſome Bills con- 

trived and tranſmitted by the Sagacity and Diligence 
of the Chiet Governor of this Kingdom, and Privy-Council, 
no one ſeems more naturally adapted to the Neceſlities of it, 
than this now lying before us. Other Ads may be but the 
Tranſcript of the Ads made in England; or, if created here 


upon a common or emergent Occaſion, may be without 


Diſparagement copied and imitated there: But this is appro- 
| priated. 
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priated to Ireland; it can have no Operation elſewhere : It 
were as Vain and needleſs to propoſe it in the Parliament in 
England, as to offer a Bill here for the Deſtruction of Toads 
and Frogs: Each Country is infeſted with the contrary Ver- 
min; and, were the Title of this Bill fixed upon the Poſts 
in the Exchange at London, it would be no more under- 
Rood, than a Law to ſuppreſs Brogues and Brackins, or to 
prohibit Coſhering and Comeric; the Names of Tories and 
Mood. kerus would ſound as ſtrange there, as the old Act to 
aboliſh the Words Cramabo and Butleralo. The horrid 
Cruelties, the ugly Murders, the innumerable Stealths and 
Robberies, that have been committed in this Kingdom, ſince 
the happy Reſtoration, and under the peaceable Government 
of our moſt dear and moſt renowned King, might vie an 
Account with the general Devaſtation in the laſt Rebellion: 
The treacherous, diſingenuous, and bloody Proceedings of 
the Tories in this Country, do make the Method and Cuſtom 
of the Robbers in England to be looked on as a civil Treat- 
ment; and do, in ſome degree, juſtify their ſofter Denomi— 
nation of Highway-Lawyers. New and extraordinary Crimes 
do. require unuſual and unpractiſed Remedics : This lawleſs 
Generation of Vipers, this deteſtable Knot of Banditti, pro- 
vokes our Invention to deviſe ſome Act agrecable to the 
Singularity of the Occaſion ; and rather fitted to the Ex- 
travagancy of the Offender, than warranted by the known 
and common Law of the Land: As a wary Gencral draws 
up his Men, and alters the Form of his fighting, according 
to the Order and Motion of his Enemy; and a Stratagem, 
or Ambuſcado, is extolled in him, which, in ordinary Con- 
verſation would be ſtiled a Cheat or Circumvention; ſo 
the Phyſician applies a deſperate Cure to a deſperate Diſeaſe; 
and Amputations muſt be uſed to cure a Gangrene, when a 
Cobweb will ſerve to heal a cut Finger. And ſo forth. 
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Upon the Bill to enable Biſhops, and other Eecleſi- 
aftical Perſons, to ſet Leaſes fer Lives. 


Hough the direful Effects of the laſt inteſtine War in 

this Kingdom were moſt viſible and remarkable, not 
only in the Burning of Houſes, and Depopulating of Villages, 
but alſo. in the utter Ruin and Deſtruction of all Engifh 
Plantations; yet no ſooner were the Waters of Blood 
abated, and the peaceful Dove had found a dry Place to ſet 
her Foot on, but Men began to creep out from their Re- 
ceſſes, and enter into their old. Poſſeſſions, and till their 
Grounds, and cultivate their Farms, and adorn their De- 
meſnes with all decent and uſeful Improvements; with a 
generous Emulation, ſtriving to imitate England; ſo that, in 
many Parts of this Country, the Copy may vie with' the 
Original; and the ſole Advantage our Neighbours can pre- 
tend to above us, mult be attributed to Time, the long 
Duration of their Endeavors, and that they have not been in- 


terrupted by barbarous Burning and. Depopulation. But 


while in all Corners of the Land we behold the old Pro- 


prietors rebuilding their ruined. Houſes, replanting their de- 
cayed Orchards ; thoſe that have acquired new Eſtates uſing 
all iogenious Arts to advance Plcaſure and Profit, and em- 
 belliſhing their Seats with all the Additions of Convenience 
and Cutioſity; only the Patrimony of the Church is at a 
Stand : It looks like a barren Soil, and waſte Ground, be- 
holden only to Nature, and no way advantaged by Induſtry : 
The Cauſe whereof can no way be imputcd to the Reverend 
Fathers of the Church, whoſe paternal Care of their Flocks 


does no way indiſpoſe them to an ceconomical Providence: 
for 
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for their Eſtates and Tenants : But this Inconyenicnce ariſeth 
plainly from the Nature. of their Tenure, and from that 
Reſtriction which is incident to all Men that are but Tenants 
for Life. But this Bill hath provided a noble and brave Re- 
medy againſt the univerſal Check upon Improvements in 
eccleſiaſtical Holdings; the Tenants of the ſpiritual Lands 
ſhall have equal Encouragement with the Temporal ; they 
ſhall not fear, that the erecting of a great Houſe ſhall be a 
Means to alien the Land it ſtands on, or that they ſhall im- 
prove their Plantations to the Removal of their Poſterity, 
or that their Building ſhall become a Fort to keep out their 
Heirs from ſucceeding them: They ſhall ſit down in Peace, 
and reſt in Security, and tranſmit to their Heirs a hopeful 
and indefeaſible Perpetuity. And ſo forth. 


Upon the Bill to diſable Papiſts from ſitting in either 
Houſe of Parliament. 


Herre the ſanguinary and penal Laws againſt Papiſts 

have been but picquering, ſhooting at Random; dart- 
ing at them from a great Diſtance : This Act comes clole up, 
it enters into, grapples, and wounds them under the fifth 


Rib. Hitherto Poyning's Law has been our Watch tower, 
and Out work. This Act will prove our ſtrongeſt Retrench- 
ments, and fortify the Walls of our Religion, and render 
it impregnable. And though that Statute was with ſingular 
Prudence contrived, only in reference to ſecular Matters, 
and to ſecure the Allegiance of this Kingdom to the Sceptre 
of England (for then we had not reformed from the Cor- 
ruptions and Innovations cf the Church of Rome); yet it has 


collaterally proved an excellent Antidote againſt the 1 
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of Popery; fruſtrating and defeating all Attempts to intro- 
duce -a Law hete, in Favour of that Religion, ſince it 
muſt firſt be ſubjected to the Teſt and Scrutiny of the Coun- 
cil there. And though a Bill cannot originally riſe here, nor 
walk in theſe Houſes, without a Paſſport from thence, yet 
we are not diveſted of a judiciary Power, nor diſabled to 
reject what i is repugnant to our Senſe and Liking: There- 
fore this Act doth opportunely obviate all Dangers that may 
accrue from a Parity of Votes, and an Equality of Intereſt; 
excluding all ſuch from ſitting in Parliament, who truckle 
under a ſpurious Supremacy, and give the Deference to the 
Triple Crown, and magnify the Council of Trent beyond 
the Privy-Council. 

We cannot forget that helliſh Powder Plot, the Tranſcript 
of Caligula's Inhumanity : Their diabolical Malice did as far 
exceed his, as a Practice and Endeavour does exceed a Wiſh 
and a Thought; deſigning at one Stroke to deſtroy Religion, 
by cutting off the Head of the Defender; to overturn Go- 
vernment, by tripping up the Supporters; and to confound 
the People, by blowing up their Repreſentatives. Now, 
ſince this Act doth debar them from entering within theſe 
Walls, who arc actuated by the ſame Principles, and doth 
take from them all Opportunity of an open and public Invaſion 
of the cſtabliſhed Religion, or fly Seducing of us by falſe 
Lights; let us ſearch the Vaults and Cellars, and carefully pro- 
vide, that no Materials be permitted to be ſtowed under us, 


leaſt they be employed to ſupplant us; nor no Fauæ be per- 
mitted to ramble in his Night-walk, and to betray us with a 
dark Lantern. And ſo forth.

E are not till on the craving Side; we come now to 
give: We have not prigged with the King, nor 
trucked our Money for our Privileges; we have not ad- 
dreſſed ourſelyes with a Schedule of Grievances in one 
Hand, and a Bill for Subſidies in the other. The King has 
been pleaſed to eſtabliſh our Laws by his Vicegerent's 
Mouth, to confirm our Acts, and to indulge our Deſires ; 
and his moſt loyal Subjeas of the Commons Houſe have 
here prepared this mean, bur ſincere Memorial and Pledge 
of their Gratitude and Duty, comprehended in an Act for the 
Granting of Two hundred thouſand Pounds to his Majeſty. 
Let the Promoters of arbitrary Government ſay what they 
will; let them extol the French Polity, and make the great 
Monſieur equal to the Grand Signor, and extinguiſh all 
Property, in the irreſiſtible Torrent of deſpotical Dominion; 
let them magnify the Methods of that Empire, where the 
Key of every Man's Coffer is tied to his Sovereign's Girdle, 
and the Prince becomes Heir General to all his Subjects; yet 
all impartial Spectators ſhall give the Deference to the 
Engliſh Cuſtoms, and award uncontroulable Felicity to 
our King, whoſe Subjects are never impoveriſhed by their 
Aids and Supplies given to him; the Exhalations drawn from 
their Benevolence being diſſolved by the Warmth of his 
Favour, and deſcending in Showers of Bounty and Goodneſs 
on his People. It was not the Sacrifice of an Hecatomb, 
but the Sincerity of the Oblation, that pleaſed the Deity : 
It is not the coſtly erecting of Temples, the curious adorning 
of Altars, the expenſive Conſumption of Incenſe and Gums, 
that 
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that render Religion acceptable to him they worſhip, but the 
For wardneſs, the Zeal, and the Integrity, of the Votary. 
And ſo we pleaſe ourſelves with a confident Aſſurance, that 
the Candour and Loyalty of our Hearts and Intentions to 
his Sacred Majeſty will be repreſented ſo much to our Ad- 
vantage, that he may be pleaſed graciouſly to accept this 
ſmall Preſent, bearing no Proportion with his tranſcendent 
Merits, but in all Humility offered as an Earneſt of our future 
Performance, and a firm Reſolution to ſerve his Majeſty 
with our Lives and Fortunes. And ſo forth. 


Upon the Bill, for the better Obſervation of the 
Lord's Day, commonly called Sunday. 


17 is no ordinary Blemiſh to the Profeſſors of the Chriſtian 
Religion, nor no ſmall Diſſuaſive to thoſe that worſhip a 
falſe God, or the true God falſly, from becoming Proſelytes 
and Converts, to obſerve the general Coldneſs, Indifferency, 
and Irreligion, in the Aſſertors and Sticklers for it. Neither 
is their any one Inſtance of their Luke warmneſs and Negli- 
gence more palpable, and more pregnant, than a lazy, nig- 
gardly, and reſtive Humour, in flighting or miſemploying 
the Solemnity of the Day appointed for the Commemora- 
tion of their greateſt Happineſs: While Men, following 
the unequal Dictates of their own perverted Will, do not 
only trample upon Religion and Law, but do affix an indeli- 
ble Scandal upon all that pretend to the ſame Perſuaſion. 
The Jews, who with ſo exact a Strictneſs, and ſuch Variety of 
Ceremontes, do celebrate the Memory of their Creation; 
how juſtly do they reproach us with a ſupine and chilly Devo- 
tion, with a profane and diſſolute Deſecration of the Day 
of our Redemption? The Separatiſts from the Communion 
1 3 of 
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of the Church, who contend for the Morality of keeping 
the Sabbath, with too much Reaſon decry our athciſtical In- 
civility, in not paying a due Reſpe& and Reverence to the 
Lord's Day. Even the Papiſts do ſhame and outdo us, who 
dedicate one Half of the Day to the public Service, tho' they 
mif-ſpend the other in Paſtimes and ſecular Employments: 


While we, neither giving Honour to our Maker, nor Thanks 


to our Saviour, do faſhionably ſubmit to a Ceſlation from ma- 
nual Labour, but give no Reſt to the Service of our Senſes ; 
nor do diſcover any Diſtinction between Sunday and datur- 
day, but by ſhutting up of our Shops, and putting on our 
beſt Apparel. And becauſe ncither the Law promulgated 
by Moſes, the Uſage of the primitive Times, nor the San- 
tions of our Church, are ſufficient Motives to induce the 


People to comply with ſo caſy a Duty, this Bill is ſuper- 


added; that, by the Scourge of the Law, Men may be de- 
terred from the accuſtomed Profanation of this great and 
univerſal CHriſtian Holiday, and inſtructed in the better 


Obſervation of the Lords Day, commonly called Sunday. 
And fo forth,

N the Purview of this Act, the Inconveniencies which

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Upon the Bill for avoiding unneceſſary gui and 
Delays: And, 


Upon the Bill for Prevention of trivial and vexa- 


tious Suits in Law. 


HESE Two Bills, the Twins of One Birth, of near 

Reſemblance in their Extent and Operation, ſtand be- 
fore you at one time, to reccive their Sentence of Approbation 
or Rejection: The one points to the Courts and Officers, 
where Suits are managed; the other aims at the Extravagancy 
of him that ſues. Sometimes Suits are commenced without 
any Necellity, and protracted without any Reaſon ; Some- 
times they are undertaken upon very (light Grounds, and 
fomented only out of Humour to vex the Party. Thus do 
Men often owe their Deſtruction to the too raſh, or too (low, 


Application of the Phyſician : Often do ſound Men, through 


Wantonneſs or Melancholy, phyſic themſelves into a Diſ- 
caſe, and, by labouring to remove an imaginary Obſtruction, 
contract a real and unremoveable Diſtemper. The common 
Sort of People are naturally ſo litigious, and prone to Con- 
tention, that they are not ſatisfied with their own, nor pleaſed 
quietly and cheaply to recover their Right, unleſs it be uſhered 
in by a Verdict or Decree, or awarded by the Judgment of 
another: Nay, even thoſe that ſit in the higher Forms, and 
pretend to Metal and Gallantry, they account it a great Im- 
peachment of their Courage, tamely to ſubmit to an Ac- 


commodation; and prodigally, and vain-gloriouſly, will 


throw away a hundred Pounds, rather than be croſſed in the 
Recovery of A Shilling, The Uſurer, the Extortioner, and 
RT the 
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the Oppreſſor, receive no Satisfaction from a cheap and 
bloodleſs Victory, unleſs the beggar'd Adverſary be chained 
to the Wheels of their triumphant Chariot ; and, with as 
much Profuſeneſs as Cruelty, they care not how they empty 
their ſupernumerary Bags, ſo they may but utterly exhauſt the 
little Purſe of their lean Antagoniſt. Thus the Tumour of 
the haughty Man is inflamed, the Thirſt of the Covetous 
increaſed, the Spleen of the Wrangler hardened, the caſy 
Man is wheedled, the rich Man milked, and the poor Man 
ſqueezed, and all trepanned into a certain Expence, by the 
greedy Expectation of an uncertain Succeſs ; while the hun- 
ory Pettifoggers (the Vermin of the Long Robe, the ſuper- 
fluous Excreſcences that ſpring from that honourable Profeſ- 
fion of the Law), ſtick like Horſe-Leaches to the ſwelling 
Veins of the incenſed Client; and, by attempting to cure 


the Pleuriſy in the Purſe, they do, by too much Evacuation, 


bring the Eſtate into an incurable Conſumption. 

But, left this Expence of your Time, and Delay of your 
Buſineſs, ſhould prove as unneceſſary, and my Diſcourſe as 
trivial, as thoſe things againſt which I have declaimed ; I 
make it my Motion, that cach of theſe Bills may paſs ; and 
that, as they do portend a future Eaſe and Quiet to the Peo- 


ple; ſo we may admit them without any trivial and vexatious 
Objections.

to have the Benefit of this Act ſuperadded for their further 
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the wiſeſt Counſels; all will concur in this Report, that 
human Knowlege is dim, and ſhort- ſighted; that the moſt 
ſage and exquiſite Legiſlators were never able to contrive 
ſuch a Law, as other Reaſons, Accidents, and Circumſtances, 
might not adminiſter ſome Occaſion to Poſterity to aboliſh, 
alter, amend, confirm, or explain, what was with the greateſt 
Caution, Neceſſity, and Deliberation, projected by their 
Anceſtors. If mortal Men had an infallible Foreſight of Fu- 
turities, they might ſtand fair for the Honour of a divine 
Attribute; could they, with an intuitive Knowlege, diſcern 
Actions and Occurrences, they might be equal to the An- 
gels: But, alas! he that can make a judicious Obſervation of 
Things paſt, and ſeaſonably apply ſuch Precedents to the pru- 
dent Managery of his Affairs, does enough to purchaſe the 
Denomination of a wiſe Man: He that can ſo time his Buſi- 
neſs, as to make a lucky Uſe of the preſent Occaſion, and 
exactly judgeth of what lies before him, is juſtly ſtiled a 
diſcreet Perſon. Future Events are written in the dark 
Leaves of Deſtiny; and purblind Man cannot read them at a 
Diſtance, We ordinarily allow the Deference to ſecond 
Thoughts, and are not aſhamed to owe our Succeſs to the 
well-playing of an After game. Wherefore it ought to be 
no more deemed a Diminution to the Honour, Candour, 
and Sagacity of the former Parliament, that their Acts are 
coroborated and improved by this, than it can be accounted 
an unneceſſary Kindneſs to the Owners of Eſtates paſſed and 
transferred by the late Acts of Settlement and Explanation,

HE great and-high Court of Parliament doth not 
1 diſdain the Care and Conſideration of low Things: 
Aviv provideth for the Advancement of Religion, the Safety 
of Life, and the Security of Eſtates; ſo it doth not over- 
look the Benefit and Convenience of mean Perſons: As it 
preſcribes a Puniſhment for Crimes, and capital Offences; 
ſo it does not neglect to adminiſter a Cure for Peccadillos, 
and the ſmalleſt Irregularities: They do not only, in Duty to 
the King, labour to eſtabliſh and advance his Majeſty's Re- 
venue; in Zeal to the Church, enact Laws commodious 
to eccleſiaſtical Perſons; in Devotion to Religion, exter- 
minate and ſeclude the ſecret and avowed Enemies of it; 
in Affection to the Country, contrive Immunity and Pro- 
tection againſt Tories and Robbers; but, in a parcntal and 
univerſal Care, they make Inſpection into the Cities and 
Shops, and conſider the Condition of poor Apprentices.

or found guilty, but by the Tryal of his Peers; nor outed of 
his Poſſeſſion arbitrarily, or by Force; yet it ſhall be in the 
Power of the Ordinary, and his Commiſſaries, fortified with 
the Vote of three or four eccleſiaſtical Officers, to denounce 
a Man a Heretic, to commit him to the ſecular Power ; while 
the one ſhall adjudge him to ſenſible and momentary Flames, 
the other to inviſible and everlaſting Fire. And howſoever 
this Writ (being enforced by a Statute, in the Times of groſs 
and dusky Ignorance, when Popery was predominant) may 
now be thought to need no Abolition 3 the Biſhops, and 
Rulers of the Church, profeſſing no other Articles of Religion, 
nor Forms of Worſhip, than what are allowed and preſcribed 
by the known Laws of the Land; yet certainly it is neither 
ſafe, nor prudent, to permit ſuch a Latitude of Power to any 
Sort of Men, whoſe Reaſon may be perverted, whoſe Con- 
ſtancy may be battered, and whoſe Judgment is not infallible. 
We may remember the ſad Uſe was made of an obſolete Statute 
for finding accumulative Treaſon (which, having for many Cen- 
turics of Years ſlept undiſturbed, among the mouldy Records 
in the Tower, was conjured up for the preſent Occaſion, and 
then damned to perpetual Diſuſe and Oblivion) ; whereby an 
incomparable Perſon was made a Victim to the diſtracted Zeal 
of the Rabble, and ſuch a Head cut off, as was not to be 
tanſomed by the Price of a Kingdom. We do not know the 
Humour of the next Age; we are ſomewhat ſtartled at the 
Inclinations of this: Let us at leaſt take care, that Mcn be 
not hurried to the Stake without a Premonition of the 
Offence ; that our Words and Actions may be weighed at the 
Standard of the known Laws and Statutes of the Realm, and 
not condemned by the arbitrary and uncertain Rule of ca- 
nonical Sanctions: That ſo he that ſuffets may not be tor- 
mented ane w by the partial Cenſure of the Survivors, blaſting 
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his Fame with the. Brand of a Heretic; while ſome perhaps 


may pay to his Memory tac untimely and unperceived Re- 
putation of a Martyr, Aud fo forth.

To the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty. 


Moſt dread Sovereign, 

F the Thrones of Heaven and Earth were to be ſolicited 
one and the ſame Way, I ſhould have learned, by my often 
Prayers to God for your Majeſty, how to pray to your Majeſty 
for others. But the Liturgy of the Church and Court are dit- 
fercnt, as in many other Points, ſo eſpecially in this, that in 
the one there is not ſo poor a Sinner, but may offer his 
Prayers immediately to the Almighty 3 whereas in the other a 
right loyal Subject may not pour out his Zeal, without an * 
Ora pro nobis. Now ſuch is the obſcure Condition of your 
humble Suppliant, as I know no Saint about your ſacred Perſon 
to whom I can addreſs my Oriſons, or in whoſe Mediation I 
dare repoſe myſelf with the leaſt Aſſurance. Let it be there- 
fore lawful for me, in this extraordinary Occaſion, to paſs the 
ordinary Forms; and, raiſing my Spirit above Uncertainties, to 
fix my intire Faith upon your Majeſty's ſupreme Goodneſs ; 
which is and ever ought to be eſteemed the beſt Tribunal, and 
beſt San for a good Cauſe : But howſoever my Cauſe be, 
it would be high Preſumption to ſtand upon it; I have there 
fore choſen rather to reſt myſelf at your Majeſty:s:Fect, from 
N. B. He was of the Church of Rome, 


whence 
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whence I would not willingly riſe, but there remain a Monu- 
ment of Sorrow and Humility, till I had obtained ſome gra- 
cious Anſwer to my Petition. 

For though your Thoughts cannot deſcend ſo low as to con- 
ceive, how much it imports a poor diſtreſſed Subject, to be re- 
lieved or neglected; yet you may be pleaſed to believe, that 
we are as highly affected, and as much anguiſhed, with the 
Extremities that preſs our little Fortunes, as Princes are with 
theirs. I ſpeak not of any Pride I take in comparing ſmall 
Things with great, but only to diſpoſe your Majeſty to a fa- 
vourable Conſtruction of my Words, if they ſeem over- 


charged with Zeal and Affection, or to expreſs more earneſt- 


neſs than perhaps your Majeſty thinks the Buſineſs merits. For 
(as myſelf values it) the Suit I am now to make to your Ma- 
jeſty is no flight one; yet may ſafely be granted without the 
Trouble of Referrers. For I aſſute your Majeſty, upon my 
Life, it is neither againſt the Law of the Kingdom, nor will 
diminiſh any of your Royal Treaſures (cither that of your 
Coffers, or that of your People's Hearts); it being only an AR, 
or rather a Word of Clemency, that will ſuffice to create in 
your poor dejected Suppliant a new Heart, and ſend him 
away as full of Contentment, as now he is of Grief and De- 
ſpair. Nor is it for myſelf that I thus implore your Majeſty's 
Grace; but for one that is far more worthy; and in whom all 
that I am conſiſts, my dear and only Brother; who (by 1 
know not what Misfortune) hath fallen, or rather been puſhed, 
into your high Diſpleaſure, not in dark or crooked Ways, ſuch 
as corrupt and ill affected Subjects uſe to walk, and were wont 
to break their Necks in, but even in a great Road, which both 
himſelf, and all good Eugliſimen (which knew not the privy 
Paths of the Court) would have ſworn; would have led ſafely 
to your Majelty's' Service. From your Majeſty's Diſpleaſure 
(than which there needs no other lavention to crucify a good

and honeſt-minded Subject) hath iſſued, and been derived upon 
him, a whole Torrent of exemplary Puniſhments; wherein 
his Reputation, Perſon, and Eſtate, have grievouſly ſuffered. 
For, having from the laft Receſs of Parliament rctired himſelf 
to his poor Home in the Country, with Hope to have breathed. 
awatle after theſe troubleſome Affairs (and ſtill breathing 
nothing bur your Majeſty's Service), he was ſent for, ere he had 
tiniſhed his CHriſimas, by a Serjcant at Arms, who arreſted him 
in his own Houſe, with as much outward Terror as belongeth 
to Righ Treaſon itſelf. 

But, Thanks be unto God, his Conſcience never ſtarted 3 and, 
for his Obedicnce, he ſhewed, it was not in the Authority of 
any Power to ſurpriſe it. For at the Inſtant, without ſo much 
as asking a Minutes Time of Reſolution, he remitted himſelf 
to the Officer's Diſcretion, who, according to his Directions, 
brought him up a Captive, and preſented him to the Council- 
Table as a Delinquent ; from whence he was ſoon committed 
to the Tower, where he hath ever ſince been kept cloſe Pri- 
ſoner, and that with ſo ſtrict a Hand, as his dear-beloved Wife, 
and myſelf, having ſometimes an urgent and unfeigned Occaſion 


to ſpeak with him, about ſome private Buſineſs of his Family, 


and thereupon made moſt humble Suit to the Lords of your 
Majeſty's moſt honourable Privy Council, for the Favour of 
Acceſs ; we were, to our great Diſcomforts, denied it, by reaſon 
(as their Lordſhips then pleaſed to declare unto us) that he had 


not then fully ſatisfied your Majeſty in ſome Points; which is 
ſo far from being his Fault, as I dare ſay it is Part of his greateſt 
Affliction, that he is himſelf debarred from the Means of doing 
it. The Lords Commiſſioners that were appointed by your 
Majeſty to examine his Offence, ſince the firſt Week of his Im- 
priſonment, have not done him the Honour to be with him 
by which means, not only his Body, but the beſt Part of his 


Mind, his humble Intentions toward your Majeſty, are kept in 


Reſtraint. May 
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May it therefore pleaſe your moſt exeellent Majeſty, now at 
Length, after three Months moſt extreme Durance, to ordain 


ſome ſuch Courſe of Expedition in his Cauſe as may ſtand with 


your Juſtice, and not avert your Mercy : EiTHER of them 
will ſerve our Turn: But that which is moſt agrecable to your 
moſt royal and gracious Inclination, will beſt accompliſh our 
Deſires. To live till in Priſon, is all one as to be buried alive 
and for a Man tha: hath any Hope of Salvation, it were better 
to pray for the Day of Judgment, than to live languiſhing in 
ſuch waking Miſery. Yet not ours, but your Majeſty's Will be 
done: For if in your princely Wiſdom you think it not yet 
ſeaſonable to reſtore him to his former Condition, or to accept 
of the Fruits of his Correction, and humble and penitent Sub- 
miſſion of his Unhappineſs in offending your Majeſty (which 
I aſſure myſelf is long ſince ripe, and grown to full Perfection 
in ſo forward an Affection, and ſo prone to all manner of royal 
Duties, as he hath ever been); if, I ſay, it be not yet Time 
to ſhew Mercy, but that ſtill he muſt remain within the Walls 
of his Bondage, to expiate that which he did within the Walls 
of Privilege 

My Hope is, that he which will die at any time for your 
Majeſty's Service, will find Patience to live any- where, for 
your Majeſty's Pleaſure. Only thus much let me beſeech your 
Majeſty again and again, not to deny your moſt humble and 
obedient Subject, that you will be pleaſed to mitigate the Rigour 
of his Sufferings ſo far, as to grant him the Liberty of t 
Tower; and that he may no longer groan under the vi. 
of theſe Incommoditics, which daily prejudice his Health and 


Fortune in a higher Degree, than ] believe your Majeliy either 
| knows or intends. I am bold to importune your Majeſty in 


this Point, becauſe it concerns mine own Good and Preſerva- 


tion. For your Majeſty. ſhall deign | to underſtand, that 1 have 
no Means to liye your Subject, but what proceeds f from his 
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brotherly Love and Bounty ; ſo as I may not be ſuffered to go 
unto him, and receive Order for my Maintenance, I know 
none, but our Father which is in Heaven, of whom I can 
beg our daily Bread. He that was my Father upon Earth is 
long ſince departed, and (if I have not been miſinformed, who 
was then beyond the Seas, par mes peccades) your Majeſty's 
Anger was to him little better than the Meſſengers of Death, 
though I perſuade myſelf it was rather in your Majeſty's 
Name, than on your Majeſty's Errand. For what Uſe could 
your Majeſty have of his being no more? Who neither was, 


nor cver could be, othcr than your Majeſty's faithful and at- 
fectionate Servant; who in his Soul adored your Royal Perſon, 
as much as any mortal Man did a mortal God; and, laſtly, 
whoſe Heart was bent to pleaſe your Majeſty ; as the very 
Sound of your Diſpleaſute was enough to break it; and more 
perfect Obedience than this can a Subject ſhew, to make his 
Sovereign's Favour equal to Life, and Death? 

Pardon me (dread Sovereign), if I cannot in this Caſe hinder 
my Father's Ghoſt from appearing ; for how can it poſſibly be 
at reſt, ſo long as your fatal Diſpleaſure reigns (till in his poor 
Family, and makes it the Houſe of continual Mourning ? Re- 
move then (if it be your Will) the Cloud hung fo long over 
our Heads: And let not the preſent Storm, that wants Matter 
to produce, extort a Thunderbolt: For what is Phylipes, or 
the Son of Phylipes, that your Majeſty ſhould ſo deſtroy 
them? We are unwotthy of CASAR's Anger, as well in 
regard of our Meanneſs, as our Innocency. To conclude my 
Prayers; I moſt humbly beſeech your Majeſty to forgive them; 
and let not my Ignorance of the Time and Ceremonies uſed 


in Court, be imputed to your humble and well-meaning Sup- 


pliant, as a wilful want of Reverence; for there lives not in 
your Dominions, a Subje& in whoſe Breaſt the two loyal Qualities 
of Love, and Fear do more religiouſly meet, or who would more 
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willingly part with his own Eſſence, to add the leaſt Acqui- 
ſition to the Grearneſs and Majeſty of his Sovereign, True it 
is, that the Subject, that employed my Soul at this preſent, was 
of ſuch a Nature, that I could not deny it the uttermoſt of my 
Affection; and he that thinks he can never ſpeak enough, may 
eaſily ſpeak too much: My Comfort is that neither my Brother, 
nor myſelf, can be ſaid to have failed, or exceeded, in any 
thing but Words: But what will that ayail us, unleſs your 
Majeſty will pardon ? without that, all our Crimes are equal, 


and as much Danger lies in a humble Petition, as a Plot of 


Treaſon. 


Be pleaſed therefore to give us back (moſt gracious Sovereign) 
our queſtionable Words, and keep our undoubted Hearts; at 
leaſt, ſhew us ſuch Mercy as to judge us according to your own 
Goodneſs: For if we had not Leave to appeal thither, we 
ſhould be in Danger of loſing the happieſt Part of our Birth- 
right, and, inſtead of your Majeſty's Subjects, become other 
Mens Slaves. From your Majcſty therefore, and no other, 
your faithful Suppliant craves and expects the royal Words of 
Grace; which if I may be ſo happy as to carry my poor 
Brother, before he grows any older in Miſery, I ſhall fill many 
an honeſt Heart with Praiſe and Thankſgiving : And, for my 
Particular, your Majeſty's greateſt Fayour, and Liberality, ſhall 
not more oblige, or better affect others, than this your royal 
Clemency ſhall me. In Memory whereof I ſhall daily pray, 
that your Majeſty may obtain all your Deſires in Heaven, and 
be obeyed in all your Commands on Earth, that you may live 
to ſce all your holy Intentions take Effect for the Good of 
Chriſtendom ; and ſo honour. the Agc you live in, with the 
Miracles of your Wiſdom : Finally, that your Felicity in this 
World may overtake that. in the next, and make you wear a 
perpetual Crown, to God's Glory, and your NW.

Earl of Shaftſbury's Memoirs, a Manuſcript, p. 18. 


N the Year 1638. lived Mr. Haſtings. By his Quality he 
was Son, Brother, and Uncle, to three ſucceſlive Earls of 
Huntington. He was, peradventure, an Original in our Age, 
or rather the Copy of our antient Nobility in hunting, not in 
warlike Times. He was low, very ſtrong, and very active, of 
a rediſh flaxen Hair; his Cloaths always green Cloth, and 
never all worth, when new, five Pounds. His Houſe was 
perfectly of the old Faſhion, in the Midſt of a large Park, well 
ſtocked with Deer; and, near the Houſe, Rabbets to ſerve his 
Kitchen; many Fiſh- ponds, great Store of Wood and Timber; 
a Bowling- Green in it, long, but narrow, full of high Ridges, 
it being never levelled ſince it was plowed ; they uſed round 


fand Bowis; and it had a Banquetting-houſe like a Stand, a 
large

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large one built in a Tree. He kept all manner of Sport-Hounds 
that ran, Buck, Fox, Hare, Otter, and Badger, and Hawks, 
long and ſhort winged. He had all Sorts of Nets for Fiſh. 
He had a Walk in the new Foreſt, and the Manor of Chriſt's 
Church ; this laſt ſupplicd him with Red Deer, Sca and River 
Fiſh; and indeed all his Neighbours, Grounds and Royalties 
were free to him; who beſtowed all his Time in theſe Sports, 
but what he borrowcd to careſs his Neighbours Wives and 
Daughters; there being not a Woman in all his Walks, of the 


Degree of a Yeoman's Wife, or under the Age of Forty, but 


it was extremely her Fault, if he was not intimately acquainted 
with her; this made him very popular, always ſpeaking kindly 


to the Husband, Brother, or Father, who was to boot very 
welcome to his Houſe; whenever he came there he found Beef, 


Pudding, and Small Beer, in great Plenty. A Houle not fo 


neatly kept as to ſhame him, or his duſty: Shoes. The great 


Hall firewed with Marrow: bones, full of Hawks Perches, 


Hounds, Spaniels, and Terriers. The Upperſide of the Hall 


: hung with the Fox-Skins of this and the laſt Year's killing; 


here and there a Pole-Cat intermixed, Game-keepers and 


Huntſmens Poles in Abundance. The Parlour was a large 


long Room, as properly furniſned. On a great Hearth paved 
with Brick lay ſome Terriers, and the choiceſt Hounds and 
Spaniels: Seldom but two of the great Chairs had Litters of 
young Cats in them, which was not to be diſturbed, he always 
having three or four attending him at Dinner, and a little white 
round Stick, of foutteen Inches long, lying by his Trencher, 


that he might defend ſuch Meat as he had no Mind to part with 
to them. The Windows, which were very large, ſerved for 
Places to lay his Arrows, Croſs-Bows, Stone-Bows, and other 


ſuch- like Accoutrements. The Corners of the Room fall of 


the beſt Choice hunting and hawking Poles ; an Oyſter Table 
at the lower End, which was of conſtant Uſe twice a Day, 
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all the Year round ; for he never failed: to cat Oyſters before 
Dinner and Supper through all Seafons : The neighbouring 
Town of Poole ſupplied him with them. The upper Part of 
the Room had two ſmall Tables and a Desk; on the one Side 
of which was a Church- Bible, and on the other,” the Book of 
Martyrs. On the Tables were Hawks Hoods, Bells, and ſuch- 
like; two or three old green Hats, with their Crowns thruſt 
in ſo as to hold ten or a dozen Eggs; which were a Pheaſant 
kind of Poultry he took much Care of, and fed himſelf, 
Tables; Dice, Cards, and Boxes, were not wanting; in the 
Hote of the Desk were Store of Tobacco- pipes that had been 
uſed. On one Side of this End of the Room was the Door 
of a Cloſet, wherein ſtood the ſtrong Beet, and the Wine, 
which never came thence, but in ſingle Glaſſes, that being the 
Rule of the Houſe, exactly obſerved; for he never exceeded 
in Drink. or permitted it. On the other Side was a Door, 
into an old Chapel, not uſed for Devotion ; the Pulpit, as the 
ſafeſt Place, was never wanting of a cold Chine of Beef, 
Veniſon-paſty, Gamon of Bacon, or great Apple- pye; with 
thick Gruſt, extremely baked. His Table coſt him not much, 
though it was good to eat at. His Sport ſupplied all but Beef 
and Mutton, except Fridays, when he had the beſt Saltefiſh, as 
well as other Fiſh, he could get, and was the Day his Neighbours 
of bcſt Quality moſt viſited him. He never wantcd' a: London 
Pudding; and always ſung it in with My pert Eyes there in a— 
He drunk à Glaſs or two of Wine at Meals, very often Syrup 
of Gilly-flowers in his Sack; and had always a Tun Glaſs 
without Feet ſtood by him, holding a Pint of Small Beer, 
which he ſtirred with Roſemary. He was well-natured, but 
ſoon angry, calling his Servants Baſtards, and Cuckoldy Knaves; 
in one of which he often ſpoke Truth to his own Knowlege, 
and fometimcs in both, though of the ſame Man. He lived 


to a Hane never loſt his Eyeſ ght; but always wrote and 
read 
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read without Spectacles, and got on Horſeback, without help- 


ing, until paſt n he rode to the Death of a Stag, as 
well as any. | 


N. B. He lived at Joabdland.

for Remedic of Myſorders. And of the other Parte, the Of. 
fenders ( whereof there bee great Nombte though they of 
Tyndale doo yet no Hurte) rejoice the non having of any 
ſuch Governors, and wold that never any ſuche ſhuld bee, nor 
yet no Meetings at Dayes of Tenour for any manner of Redreſſe. 
And as youre Grace may muche better conſider than we, that 
they being wilde Perſones, and mooſte ferthiſte of and from 
good Ordre of all this Realme, cane nor maye no long while 
contynue (having no Governors) withoute Perill, and great 
Dainger of high Attempts, contrarie to the King our Sove- 
rain Lord's Laws; the oonly Remedie and Staye whereof, we 
dayly loke for at your Grace's Hands, by Knowlege of your 
Pleaſure in annſwering of our former Letters. 
Here inclofed we ſende unto youre Grace the true Copie of 
a Lettre ſente from the King's Highnes unto our Felawe Sir 
William Sparre, Knight, for the Admiſſion of a Yeman of 
my Lord's Chambre, over and above the Nombre appoynted 
by our Check-Roll: And we beſeche your Grace, we may 
know your Pleaſure, what we ſhall do therein ; for we have 
takene Daye unto Chriſtmaſſe next for giving to him of any 
Annſwere in the ſame ; and, in the meane tyme, he is in my 
Lord's dayly houſhold, not ſworne, or admitted to- the ſame. 
This Daye we have certaine Knowelege of the Deceaſe of 
the Lorde Dacre, the Occaſion whereof (as we here ſay) was 
by falling of his Horſe, who had divers Rules, Fermes, and 
Othces, of the King's Highnes, as at Car/z/e, and many other 
ſundry Places in Comberlande, and many of the ſame (as the 
Erle of Comberlande affirmeth) were by the King's Highnes 
promiſed 
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promiſed to him, withoute whiche he faithe he cannot bee 
able to exerciſe the foriaid Rome of Deputic-Warden of the 
Weſt Marches.

An eine Letter from one Caſtle, to Mr. James 
Mills. 
Suaviſſime Milleſi, FER 
Ye UR Silence might juſtly cauſe me to with-hold my Pen, 
leſt haply my Letter miſs you. at the Arrival: For I can 


not conceive (your Indiſpoſition excepted) what may moe 
; bre 
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bred ſo long a Silence, but your Abſence: But the Truth of 
my Affections, and Deſire to acquit myſelf in my Promiſe, 
would have me ſhoot, though it be at Reverſe. 

Francklyn (whoſe Condemnation I touched in my laſt) hath 
found the Favour to be reſpited from Execution; aud re- 
quiteth the Gift of a few Days with Diſcoverics of new Broods 
of Sorcerers, Witches, and Poiſoners, and other of that helliſh 
Rabble : Whercof ſome (by the Light he hath given) are al- 
ready apprehended, and others expeced to be brought into 
Hold. You will perceive, by this Copy of his Arraignment 
incloſed, how far he had Credit in the Poiſon- plot, and who 
they be that he hath made queſtionable, as Whecls of the 
ſame Clock. 

Sir Tho. Mounſen hath been two ſeveral Days brought forth, 
to be proceeded withal to his Tryal : He was adjourned from 
the firſt, upon his Requeſt to have the Lord Treaſurer preſent, 
who, he thought, would much juſtity him againſt ſome main 
Circumſtances of the Crime. On Monday laſt he was ſet to 
the Bar again. The Indictment having been read, the Lord 
Chict Juſtice declared, that there were certain Letters fallen 
into his Hands, which contained Stuff of a new and ſtrange 
Stamp, and ſuch as had relation to the Priſoner : And for that 
there were many hidden and perplexed Circumſtances depend- 
ing of them, that would ask ſome longer time for thcir Scarch 
and Conſiderat on, he muſt be forced to adjourn the Jury, and 
the Court, until the 12th of this preſent. In the mean time, 
he had Directions to commit the Priſoner to the Tower, where 
the Licurenant had Warrant for his Reception. and Cuſtody. 
And hereupon giving Order for calling in the Warders of the 
Tower, that were attending in a Place hard by, he committed 
him to be ſafely conveyed thither. Before he departed from 


the Bar, he, beſought the Judges, that, ſeeing he was now 


brought. forth to be condemned or frecd 2 he might not be ſent 
away 
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away without his Tryal; proteſting he was ſo pure and white 
from any Guilt of the Crime, that he would neither ask Mercy 
for his Soul of God, nor Pardon for his Body of the King. But 
my Lord Chief Juſtice told him, that the Proteſtation had too 
much Impudence to come from a Man fo foul and ſpotted as 
it was known he was: That he had Savour either of an Atheift 
or Popiſh Equivocator ; from both which the Impudence was 
common; Occultare crimen mendacio, et ſcelus ſcelere : That 
indeed the Arch-diflembler Garnett had ſometimes ſtood in the 
ſame Pulpit he now occupied; but his Doctrine of Equivoca- 
tion had found ſo bad Entertainment in the Minds of all ho- 
neſt Men, that he knew his Followers would be much deceived, 
it they thought in his Steps to get Credit, though their Speeches 
ſhould be bound with the deepeſt Proteſtations: That the Lord 
Treaſurer, upon whoſe Teſtimony he ſo much relied to be 
made upright againſt the Circumſtances of the Accuſation, had 
that Morning written, that he could ſay nothing of Sir Tho. 
Mounſen, either to do him Good or Harm. This done, the 
Guard was commanded to take him away. It is conceived, 
that he ſhall be put to the Torture; and, at the next Seſſion, 
anſwer as well for Matter of Treaſon as Felony. He is ſu— 
ſpeed to hold the Clew or Thread that leadeth into the La- 
bytinth of a Miſchicf that ſome have ſtiled Conjuratio Catilinæ, 
Lentuli, et Cethegi, Cc. and which my Lord Chief Juſtice, more 
than once, publicly (connecting the Murder of Overbury into 
it) hath in ſome degree compared with the Powder-Plot. I 
cannot tell what Reference theſe Incendiarics (that had a De- 
ſign to have buried the beſt Part of this City, and moſt of the 
principal Towns of the Kingdom, in Afhes and Ruins) might 
have towards Mounſen, and his Complices : Only I apprehend, 
that in the Preſs of ſo fearful a Waſte of Wealth and Arms, 
and at a time when People ſhould be filled with Horror and 
Amazement, it would not have been a Labour of much Dith- 
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culty for a foreign Power (aſſiſted with the unnatural Vipers 
that lodge with us in the ſame Womb) to have invaded and 
overcome the Land with a wretched Maſlacre. The Incendiaries 
laid their firſt Proof at //yndham in Norfo/k, which was 
burned to the Ground. By the Diſcretion of the Juſtices of 
that County, and the Induſtry of ſome of the Inhabitants, moſt 
of them were taken, and have been ſince executed; who, be- 


fore their Deaths, revealed twelve of thoſe who ſhould have 


fired London, who ſince have becn apprehended. | 
Meſſalina is not yet delivered, though that Print gave out,

The Lord Deputy of Ireland is ſaid to be coming over; but 
not occaſioned by any Circumſtances ſpringing from theſe 


Plots, but at his own eſpecial Inſtance, to retire from the Bur- 
den of that Charge, and to reccive ſome Acceſs of Honour, 
which the King is minded to beſtow on him here at home. 


Mr. Murray, of the Bedchamber, hath the Cuſtody of the 


Privy-Seal, pro tempore; and to him arc the Signets direct— 


ed. But it is believed that the King means not to ſettle the 


Scal there; but will, after his Return hither, recommend it to 
{ome Perſon of Honour. 


Thus you ſee how deſirous I am to ſatisfy your Requeſt, and 


mine own true Affection, that will never account any Endea- 
vour prolix, that may yield you either Profit or Contentment. 
As the Scenes go on, you ſhall know more. Continue (my 
ſweeteſt Friend) as you do, to love and follow Religion and 
Virrue: Adjoin to your Society thoſe that are like yourſelf; 
that have Elegancy of Manners, Comity, and are Lovers of

1 it your moſt honorable Lordſhipe to be advertiſed, 

that upon Medniſdaie, being the 11th Daie of this Inſtant 
of Decembre, there was a Seſſions of Gaoell Delyverie at Kar- 
lifle; where was Sic Ralf Ellercar, Robert Powis, Robert 
Challonner, my Brother Sir Thomas Curven, my ſelf, and 
others, authoriſide by the King's Highnes's Commiſſion for the 
ſame; wher did ſuffre, accordinge to their Demerits, nine Par- 
ſons; two for Hie Trcaſon, upon Words ſpoken, That the 
Commons was up in the South Cuntre ; the one was the 
Sub- prior of Kar/:/le, and the other a Man of the Lordſhipe of 
Skailkie, nere unto the Border; and one for counterfetinge of 
the King's Highnes's Coine, which dwelt in G Hande; the other 
ſix for Fellonniye ; the Executions wherof was a verie goode 
Example for all thes Parts: And havynge Knowlege my ſelf 
laithe affore, from the King's Highnes's Counſaill eſtablyſhide 
in the Northe, of the ſaid Seſſions, I cauſide eight Parſons to 
be taken for Suſpecions of Fellonnye; in the Apprehen ſion 
wherof the Lord Dacre did Goode, ſince ſix of them was of 
Gilſlaude.

F IRST, I depoſe and declare, that thys herafter wryttyn is 
meer!y the Verite intendid uppon no ſineſter Affection, nor 
yett uppon none Hatred or Diſpleaſure, and hereyn I take God 


to wyttnes. | 
Now to the Matter: I fay and affirme, that when the firſt 


Communication was had with me for the Marriage off the Lady 


"Anna of Cleves, I was glad to herken to ytr, truſting to have 


ſumme aſſuryd Friends by it. I muche dowghtyng that tyme, 
bothe the Emperour, France, and the Byſhoppe of Rome; and 
alſo bycauſe I heard ſo much bothe of her excellente Beute and 
verttens Condyſions; but when I ſaw her at Rocheſter, whyche 
was the firſt tyme that ever I ſaw her, it rejoyſed my Hart that 
had kepte me free frome makyng any parte off Bonde before 
with her, till I ſaw her myſelfe ; for then, I aſſure yow, I lyked 


her ſo yll, and fo far contrary to that ſhe was prayſed, that I 


was woe that ever ſhe came in Englonde; and deliberating with 
my ſelfe, that yff it wer poſſyble to finde Means to breke off, I 
wolde never entre Yoke with her; off whyche myſlykyng 
both the grete Mafter, the Admyrall that now is, and the 
Maſter off the Horſe, can and wyll bere Record, Then after, 
at my Repayre to Grenewyche, the next Day after, I thynke, 
and dowght nott but that the Lord of Eſſex, well examined, 
can, wyll, or hathe declaryd what I then ſayde to hym in that

gula, c. 8 fol. 1. He heard from S. that the K. was informed, 
that Mar and Glaines were returned from Ireland here, and 
deſigned to join the other Lords, and to attempt ſome Enter- 


prize: This occaſioned the K. to levy Forces. Huntiy has no 
great 
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great Intereſt at Court. The K. hearing that the Lord Claude 
Hamiltonn had ſent John Hamilton, Orders were ſent to ap- 
prehend him and others ſuppoſed to come with him. Some 
think Claude is returned, which will be attended with ſome 
Confuſion. The K. revoking all Grants made by himſelf or 
Regents, except thoſe to Lennox and Arran, occaſious great 
Diſcontents, which the Courtiers make their Advantage of, by 
the Fees for the renewing of former Grants, and of the 
Coinage. Reported that Letters from France to the K. 
promiſe the K. Men and Money toon after Eaſter. 

Lid. ex Orig. Bowes to Wa ſing. April 2. Near Alnwick, 
he was informed, by the Warden of S.'s Servant, that a great 
Number of the Nobility were up in Arms at Perth: By the 
Proclamation they declare, that they are not aſſembled with 
any Deſign againſt the K. but only for the Advancement of 
Religion ; and becauſe ſeveral new Upſtarts have engrofled all 
Power, and arc the declared Enemies of the Nobility : Upon 
this the K. ordered all the whole Force of the Borders to meet 
him at Edinburgh. 

Or. fol. Bowes to Malſ. 5 April 1584. The K. is perſuaded, 
by his Courtiers, that Angus, Athol, Mar, Gowry, and Mar 
of Glanes, are at Perth, and deſign to make War upon him 
and his Courtiers. The K. had ordered Gowry to leave the 
Kingdom : He deſired the Time to be lengthened; which was 
not granted. The K. had 400 Foot to give him; beſides, 
there were 800 from the Borders and Fife, at Edinburgh. 
Gowry had now at Perth but his ordinary Retinue, and kept 
very quiet. Angus is ſaid to have broken his Word, proclaim- 
ing at Edinburgh, that all Servants and Dependants, &c. of 
Mar, Glunes &c. ſhould leave the Town, and move from 
Chidiſdale, except Sir Fa. Ham. his Son and Servants, ſhould \ 
come there, Morton entering the Court without the K. J 
Knowledge, the K. was diſpleaſed with it, and ordered to 
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deny him Acceſs, and called him Fool; which he heard, and 
went away dishcartened. Sezdon tells of the good Reception 
the French K. gave him, and the great Promiſes that K. made © 
to him of Aſliiiance of Men and Money to his Maſter, pro- 
vided that he oblcrved the antient League: In caſe he made 
War againſt the Proteſtants, the K. of F. ſhould aſſiſt him, and 
hindcr the Miniſters to rail again the K. and France. 

Or. fol. 5. 10 April 1584. Bowes to Walſ. That the K. of 
S. by the Advice of his Favourites, had been very ſevere againſt 
all thoſe concerned in the Action at Ruthen; that the Abbots 
of Deybrough and Paſſley were charged to leave the King- 
dom within 60 Days, notwithſtanding their former Sub- 
miſſion; that Angus, Mar, Gowry, Glaines, and others con- 
cerned in that Conſpiracy, were forfeited. Athol had made a 
Diſcovery of all that Matter, and had ſhewn the K. Gowurze's 
Letter to himſelf, in which he declared, he would go on with 
the Enterprize, The K. is adviſed to gather together his Forces. 
The Levies go on (lowly, becauſe the Pay is to be out of the 
forfeited Eſtates 3 which is thought not ſo good a Fund. The 
K. has ſent for ſome of the Peers and Gentlemen, who are all 
hearty to aſſiſt the K. in this Affair. Alex. Hawskins is out 
of his Poſt of Governor of Edinburgh Caſtle, which N ame 
was become odious at Court. 

1584. 10th of April, Orig. Bowes to Walſ. That he was 
intreated carneſtly by the Lords to engage in their Quarrel ; 
which was for the Defence of Religion. He deſired Advicc, 
and would not tir in it, till he was ordered by the Q. EZ. 

1584. April 15. Orig. Bowes to Walſ. Angus, by the K.'s 
Order, has delivered Tomptallon to Rothes, and has obtained 
Leave to depart the Kingdom. Before the 4th of May next 
deſigns to go to Rochell. All Affairs at Court are in Quietneſs, 
becauſe the Lords are willing to leave the Kingdom peaceably, 
CGouriès being till at St. Johnſton, it is thought will occaſion 
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the K. to purſue him by Force. The Nobility, Gentry, & c. 
who were at Court to guard the K. are gone Home without 


being ſucceeded by any others. The K. forbad any of Barons 


to be preſent at any Convention, ſpiritual or civil, without his 
Order and Conſent, Mr. John Craig, Mr. James Lawſon, 


and Mr. Da. Lindſay, from the Synod of Lothzan, to deſire 


the K. to recal their Order, contrary to their Privileges, but 
without Succeſs.

Cotvill who 
was ſent from the LL. forcſaid' from Stirling, informed him, 
that the LL. on the 18th Inſtant, came together to Stirling, 
On the 9th, the Caſtle being in the Cuſtody of Henry Stewart, 
Brother of Arran, and Mr: Fo. Stuart, Conſtable thereof, was 
delivered; they were to depart without Hurt: Henry choſe 
rather to ſtay in the Caſtle, being informed, that ſome lay in 
wait to kill him. The LL. foreſaid, with 600 Horfe, continue 
in the Caſtle, and- expect that their Friends will reinforce them. 


They were informed, that Athol would be there, with all his 


own Power, and that of Cowrie; that the Forces of Bozd, Maſter 
of Caſſils, Bargeine, and many Barons in the North, and in 
Fife, Angus, &c. ſhould meet them; which Hopes has made 
them undertake this Action. By a Proclamation they declare, 
that this is not deſigned againft the K. but to get ſome bad Coun-

Counteſſe of Gowrie was to come to ask the K. Pardon for her 
Husband; but is ordered not to come nearer than 20 Miles. 


Argile had ſent to Glaimes, ſhowing, that being deſired by the 
K. he could not refuſe to accompany the K. with his houſhold 
Servants. Glaimts deſired him to tell his Majeſty the Subſtance 
of the Proclamation; which diſcovered their real Purpoſes; 


which he promiſed, that Rothes, Lindſay, and many others, who 
favourcd the LL. were to join the K. who would alſo tell the 
K. of the Deſig ien of the LL. Who perſuaded them not to venture a 


Battle for the K. s Cauſe." They told them, if their Advice Was not 


taken they would withdraw from the K.'s Party. The K. deſigns 
to march ſpeedily againſt the LL, The K.'s Army is very great, 
ſrom his Proclamation, that all between 16 and 60 ſhould join, 
the' LL. having tew, but thoſe who depend immediately on 
them. Tne Town of Edinburgh offer to pay and Icvy' 500 
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Men for the K. beſides 11000/. Scots, they have lent him to 
pay their 500 Foot. All the Townson the Coaſt upon Summons 
have promiſed to meet the K. with their Forces; ſo the K.'s 
Army muſt be far greater than the LL. The K. ſuſpects Ja.

A n of Henry Kylligrew's aps in her 
Majeſty's Service, and by Commaumdement from in 


my 
Lerde Treaforer, from the laſt Yeare of Queen 
Marye. 


THE firſt Viage I made in her Majeſty's Service, and by her 

Commaundement, was duringe Queene Marye's Life, du- 
ringe the Warres betweene Fraunce and England; at the Begin- 
ninge whereof, being como into Germany out of Fraunce, Maiſter 
Randall was ſent thither out of England unto me; and, in her 
Majeſty's Name, beinge then Lady Eligabeth, willed me to 
make a Journey into Fraunce, to diſcover theire Intents there 
againſt this Realme; which I did, with the apparent Daunger and 
Venture of my Life; and came back againe to Haug hbourg s, Unto 
Maiſter Randall, who ſent the Advertiſement into England, be- 
ing tenne Sheets. of Paper, at my owne Chardges. Soon after, 
upon the Death of Queene Marye, Sir Nicholas Throgmorton, 
Knight, ſent me a Man in Poſte, by her Majeſty's Commaunde- 
ment, to come home; for that her Majeſty would employ me 
in ſome Service: Upon Knowleadge whereof, I came home in 


Poſt, upon my own Chardges, and was forthwith diſpatched back 


againe into Germanye, to ſounde the Princes of Germanye touch- 
us a League defenſive for Religion 3 whereunto fyndinge them 
inclyncd 
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inclyned, as Vergencis did farther advertiſe, I followed myne 
lnſtructions; which weare, that 1 ſhuld into Fraunce, to the 
Vidame, to deale with him, to ſee what might be done to make 
a Peace with Fraunce beſides Kinge Phillippe, (oc that Callice 
might have becne rendercd to us. 

And going in this Journey ſoe dangerous, the Warres yet 
ſtandinge betweene the Realmes, it was my Fortune to meete 
the Vidame betweene Callice and Parris, whoe was ſent for by 
the Conſtable to come unto Cambriſye, where the Peace was 
treatinge. My Direction was to him; and therefore was faync 
to followe him, and to carrye myſelf thereafter : And having no 
meanes then to write into Englande, it fortuned, that, goinge 
with the Vidame to Parris, I met Sir Robert Sfafforde retourn- 
inge into England; and, whileſt they changed their Horſes at 
the Poſte, I deſired Sir Robert Stafforde, havinge (ſcarce Oppor- 
tunity to ſpeake with him, to ſay ſomewhat of that I went for; 
and, in my Excuſe, for that I could not poſſibly write. 

The Effecte of my Speeche unto him was, Thar I had learned, 
that the French, with handling, would rather make Peace with 
us, and deliver Callice, than to render to Kinge Phillipp and the 
Duke of Savoy ſoe much as was deſired : But the Counſtable did 
frynd ſtrayne *; and then firſt choyſe the Peace for England. 1 
came to Cambreſye; and when the Counſtable knew of my Er- 
rand by the Vidame, he was angry that I was brought thither ; 
and ſo commaunded that I ſhould be ſtraytly keept and wachcd ; 
as I was indeed: Notwithſtanding, I found the meanes to ſpeake 
with Maſter Sommers, who was then with Maſter Wotton there; 
and did will him to cauſe the Commiſſioners to ſticke hard for 
Callice ; for JI was aſſured, by good Intelligenee, that, rather 
than fayle, we ſhould have it rendered us: I yet believe it to 
be true, if the Matter had beene well handled. There I was 
keept till the Peace was concluded, and then came home. For 
all this Journey into Germany and Fraunce 1 had but fortyc 
Poundes Allowance for all manner of Chardges; which coſte me 
as muche more with the leaſt. 
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Soone after this, I was ſent over agayne, with Sir Nicholas 
Throgmorton, Knight, into Fraunce ; whether I went uppon my 
own Chardges, and ſerved there by the Space of two Yeares ſoc, 
I brought home the Newes of the Frenche Kinge's Death with 
that Specde, that I thinke be not forgotten, notwithſtandinge the 
Stay made of the Poſts and Ports, that none ſhould paſle ; inſoe- 
much that, five Dayes after my Arrival, it was doubted I had 
brought uncerteyne Advertiſement. | 

I remayned in Fraunce, by virtue of her Majeſty's Letters, to 
ſupplye Sir Nicholas Throgmorton's Rome, when he came into 
Englande about the Matters of Heth; which was about three 
Monethes. What Service I did then, and how chargeable it was 
to me, I write not; but ſure Iam ] ſent the true Coppye of the 
Marques Dalb. Commiſſion, which was to make him Vice-royec 
of Scotlande, with other Circumſtances tending to our Prejudice, 
Afterwards I came over with the Advertiſements of the Conſpi- 
racye intended to be executed at Amboſe ; which was diſcovered 
to me by the Way homewardes, by one of the Conſpirators. And 
ſoone after I was ſent to Conbey with the Biſhopp of Valence, to 
the old Qucene of Scotts; which Journey was troubleſome and 


dangerous: For, amongs other things, at Hadington he ſhould 


have been taken from me by the Earle Bothwell; ſoe I was con- 
ftrayned to uſe all the Shifts that could be for the ſoddayne, and 
did indeed prevent both theire Purpoſes; which was not without 
Chardges. 

I was afterwards ſent with my Lord of Bedford, by her Mi 
jeſty's Commaundement, into Fraunce, when he went to con- 
doll and congratulatt, at myne owne Chardges; and ſince to 
Lyons, with my Lord of Hunſdon, in like manner: And allo 
by her Majeſty's Commaundement, as my Lord Chamberlayue 
told me, to carry Mrs. Fraunces Haward to Madame de Mont- 
morencye; which I did at my own Chardges. 

I was ſent by her Majeſty twice to the Scottiſbe Queene 3 firſt to 


congratulatt the Birth of the Kinge, then to condole the Death 
of her Husband. 5 After 


5 
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After this, being nowe gone into Cornwall with my Wife, the 
next Night after my home cominge there came a Poſte, by her 
Majeſty's Commaundement, to call me to the Court; whether 
I came in Poſte uppon my owne Chardges; and was forthwith 
ſent by her Majeſty into Germanye. With what Damages and 5 
Travell I paſſed that Journey, both by Sea and Band, for the \ 
Space of cight Monethes, God knoweth.

Ranſom; and yet, for mylelf and 
four Horſemen which I carried with me, I never had Peny to 
myſelf, nor my Mens Wages, as may appeare by all the Books 
of Accompts in that Behalf, Although the Sequell of that Jour- 
ney were not ſo happy, yet I truſt my Paynes and Service not 
to be miſliked : At the leaſt, I am ſure the French doth thinke nie 
worthy of ſome Remembrance, who cycr ſince have thought more 
of me then there was Cawſe. 


What Advertiſements I gave at my Retourne out of Pryſon at 
that tyme, I need not remember. 

What Diſpleaſure I ſuſtay ned, for diſcoveringe ſome Part of 
the Duke of Norfolke's Conſpyracye, at my Retourne out of 
Germanye, and what Danger I leive in thereby, I alſo omytt; 
and will but remember the Voiages, which nowe are but twoe 
more within theis toe Veares; the one into Fraunce, to ſup- 
plye Mr. Walſinghams Rome duringe his Sicknes; the other 
now into Scotland, 1573.: Yet neitheir of them will I make 
any mention, but leave it to the Judgement of others.

Mi Lorde, I have at Lengthe redd and conſider it, both youre 
Lettir, and the Inducements, and Proofes againſt Munſon, that 
ye ſent therewith : And Firſt, as for Munſon's Cace, it is trew, 
that all the Circumſtances worke ſtronglie againſt him; and, in all 
Lykelihoode, he is verrie fowle : But, as in a murthered Man, the 
bloodic Sworde of his Ennemic may be found ſtikking in him; 
and yet done by a third Perſon, who might, upon Practiſe, have 
borrowed or ſtollin it; ſo might he have bene uſid as an Inſtru- 
ment in this Villanic, zeſciens quid fecit. I confeſſe, indeede, 
this is ſo unlykelie, as it is altogether improbable, excepte theſe 
who employed him hadde altogether made a Foole of him; but 
this I onlic ſpeake becauſe I fynde no Evidence againſt him, but 
of Probabilities; no Man affirming, that either Munſon ſpoke or 
wrotte to any Man, or any Man to him, of the Poiſoning of 
Overberrzie ; and ye knowe the Matter of Lyfe or Death wold be 
luce clarius, if it be poſlible : And therefore, ſince the Proceedings 
hitherto in this Action have bene ſo juſte and gloriouſe, as everie 
Partie that was convicted hath dyed both confirens and pænitens 
reus, I wold be loathe this bleſſed Succeſle ſhoulde firſt be inter- 
rupted in his Perſon, though, on my Conſcience, if he be guiltie, 
he is one of the fowleſt Actors in it of thaime all: I muſt there- 
fore in this, as in all the reſt of this Buſſineſſe I have hitherto 
done, referre the handling of it to youre Conſcience and Diſ- 
cretion, the rather, conſidering the happie Succeſſe ye have, 
whither ye fynde ye have ſufficient Grounde to proceede with 
him preſentlic ; or if ye will delaye him till ye ſee what Good 
will worke with the Counteſſe, who moſt can charge him of 
any Fleſhe. As for that he talkes of the Theſawraric, ye will do 
well to aske the Theſawraire privatlie; allbeit, in my Opinion, 
| that 
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that will prove but a ſekleſſe Eale : As for his bawdric Pairte, that 
is not veſtri fori. Now for Frankline: I wolde gladlie knowe by 
your next Advertiſement, whither this new Diſcoveric of his, 
concerns onlie this Villanie, or if it touche me in ſome hyer Na- 
ture; only this Worde I deſyre to know: I lykways thinke it 
very fitte, that ye acquainte the Chancellaire throghlie with it; 
and I alſo verrie well allow of youre ſuſpending of his Execution 
till ye gette all ye can out of him, if that be the great Work ye 
meane; but if ye meane, till this whole Proceſs of poyſoning be 
concluded, there may be as greate Skandall in his Keeping ſolong, 
as Advantage, unleſs if it be rightlie done, for a reaſonable tyme. 
I praye you have a Care that good Heede be taken to the Coun- 
teſſe after her Birth; for I heare it divers Wayes confirmed, that 
ſhe means to undoe herſelf. This have I bene forced to wrytte 
with my own Hande, becauſe ye recommended the Secreacie of 
it unto me; and ſo God bleſſe your Labours, and grawat thaime 
a glorious and happie Concluſion.

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Copie of a Letter from the Queens Majeſtie to the 
Scottiſh King, diſavowing her Privity to the Death of 
his Mother, Caligula, d. 1. fol. 161: c. 9. 


My dear Brother, 
1 Woulde you knewe (though not felt) the extreeme Dolor that 
overwhelmes my Minde for that miſerable Accident, which 
(farre contrary to my Meaninge) hath befallen. I have now ſent 
Sir Robert Carew, this Kinſman of mine, whome, ere now, yt 
hath pleaſed you to favour, to inſtruct you truly of that which is 
too irkſome for my Penne to tell you. I beſecche you, that as 
God, and many moe, knowe how innocent I am in this caſc ; 
FO {0 
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ſo you will beleeve mee, that if I had bid ought, I would have 
bid by it. I am not fo baſe-minded, that Feare of any living 
Creature, or Prince, ſhould make mee afrayde to doe that were 
juſt 3 or, donne, to deny the ſame : I am not of ſo baſe a Lineage, 
nor carry ſo vile a Minde. But as not to diſguiſe, fits moſt a 
Kinge, ſo will I never diſſemble my Actions, but cauſe them to 
ſhewe even as I ment them. Thus aſſuring yourſelf of me, that 
as I knowe this was deſirved ; yet, if I ment it, I would never 
lay it upon others Shoulders; no more will I not damnifie myſelf, 
that thought it not. The Circumſtance yt may pleaſe you to 
learn from this Bearer. And, for my part, thinke you have not 
in the Worlde a more lovinge Kinſwoman, nor a more deere 
Frende, then myſelf, nor any that will watch more carefully to 
preſerve you, and your Eſtate, And who ſhall otherwiſe per-

WI doubt not, but when you ſhall thoroughlic perceive in 

how important an Affaire we do employe yow, that yow 
will take great Comfort in ſo gracious a-Teſtimonic of the Truſt 
which we repoſe in yow, and will throughlic conſider, how fytt 
it is for yow to be well adviſed in all your Proceedings. For 
nothing can ſhewe a greater Contydence on our Part, then to 
commend to your Diſcretion and Dexteritie the Negotiation of 
Warre and Peace; ſeeing the Change of that Condition be- 
tweene ſo great Monarchics, cither one way or other, doth carrie 
with it ſo abſolute an Alteration, or rather Subverſion of all pre- 
cedent Councells, and Attions. And as in all ſuch Concluſions 
of Leagues betweene Princes, and their Eſtates, ſmall Overſights 
in Matters of any Subſtance, do often bring farth, great. Preju- 
dice; ſo eyen in Poynts of Honor we would be very ſorrie yo 
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ſhould be any way over-rcached. And therefore, before yow 
enter into the Treatie, be well aſſured of the Validitie of their 
Commyſſion, and of the Dewes 2 to us for our 
Tytles and Dignitics. 
Yow ſhall now underſtand, that the Subſtance of your Employ- 
ment is to joyne in Conference with the Commiſſioners of 
Haine, and the Archdukes, concerning a Treatie to be made 
Tripartite between us, and Spayne, and Burgundy; wherein 
although former Precedents may much lead, and helpe yow ; yet, 
as things ſtand now betweene us, there will be found many cx- 
traordinatie Difficulties in this Contract, becauſe we muſt, above 
all things, be reſolute to yeild to nothing which may overthrowe 
the State of the Lou- Countries; though theſe, with whom we 
ſhall be now confirmed in Peace, do declare thoſe United Pro- 
vinces to be their greateſt Enemyes. We have notwithſtanding 
reſolved to give you an ample Commiſſion to treate of all things 
which yow ſhall hould reaſonable for our State ; and thereupon 
to conclude ſuch a Treatie of Amytie and Entercourſe betwecne 
the three Eſtates as ſhall ſeem good to yow. Wherein although 
we have delivered to yow a large and general Power; yet, for 
your better Dyre&ions, we have conceyved certaine Inſtructions, 
by which yow ſhall be guyded; and whenſocver there is any 
Doubtfulneſſe, or Queſtion ariſing, by any Change of Circum- 
ſtances, wherewith yow thinke ytt fytt to acquaint us, yow ſhall 
advertiſe us thereof, and receive our Pleaſure thereupon, To 
ſpeake therefore in general of Treaties, as it is manifeſt, that all 
Trearies are eyther to conclude Leagues of Amitie, or Accords 
of Entercourſe, or both ſo there are three Kinds of Procced- 
ings therein: 
One, An original Entrie into a newe an where none is. 
Another, By eſtabliſhing of Leagues which are imperfect. 
A third, A ſymple renewyng of Treaties in Force without 
Alteration of Conditions. 
The Firſt, which is a Treatie of Amitie, contayneth a . 
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of future Peace, mutuall Kyndnes, and friendly Entertainment 
of Subjects in general. | 

In the ſecond Part of Entercourſe, are directed in particular what 
is to be obſerved in Trade and Traffique with the Subjects of 
other Princes. 

For the Treaties of Amitie (ſimplie) they catrie with them 
onelie an Amneſtia of all former Alienations, and promiſe not to 
annoye each other in warlick manner more or leſſe; but to per- 
form all Offices of mutual Kindneſs, in greater or leſſe Degrees, 
as the Circumſtances of Eſtates may beare, including thereby all 
princelie Reſpects, in yielding each other Titles of Honour; in 
puniſhing of any Indignities in each other's Countreyes; in pro- 
vyding for Correſpondencie by Embaſſadors, and ſach-like 
Generalities. And ſometymes, when the Hearts of Princes are 
freindly diſpoſed, and throughly unyted, either by long and 
mutual Offices of Freindſhipp, or by Contracts of Marriages, or 
other Allyances, or by joyning againſt ſome common Enemy ; 
then they have often proceeded to ſome ſtraighter Degrees of 
Covenants for mutuall Aide and Support in tyme of Ne- 
ceſſities; and ſo particular Conditions for a League, offenſyve and 
defenſyve, are conſydered, and provyded for 3, to which Degrees 
we are not yet growne. 

For the Matte of Entercourſe, i it till'deſcendeth to Particulars 
of Traffique and Commerce; wherein is eſpeciallie conſiderable, 
Securitie for Marchants to paſs to and fro, to ſtay, and inhabite: 

Moderation of Impoſitions, whereby their Gaines may be 
worthle their Adventure: 

Proviſion for Satisfaction to be made to straingers that are 
wronged, and clear Juſtice to be admyniſtred when the Subjects 
of cither Prince ſhall happen to offend in other's Dominions; 
with many others, which are Branches of that mayne Piller of 
Treatic, and Enteroourſe, whereof we wyll ſpeake more per- 
ticularlie hereafter. 
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Having therefore -now examyned the State of this Queſtion; 
to what Perione and things this Treatie hath Relation; we do 
find, that from this Trcatic muſt proceede a League of Amity, and 
Entercourſe with the King of Haine, and another with the 
Duke of Burgundy, without any other Kind of Treatic, offen- 
ſive or defcnſive, becauſe both we. and they have Allyes and 
Confederates, who cannot be eſteemed Friends or Encmys in 
common to both Eſtatcs. 

And though it appeare, prima facie. that diverſe things are to 
be handled between us, and theſe two. Princes, in 17A. Na- 
tures, becauſe this laſt Tranſport of the Lou - Countries may ſeem 
to exclude the King of Spayne from dealing particularlie as a 
Partie in the Matters of the Low-Comntries, els” ſo ſome things 
being interchangeable properlie between us and Hayne, and other 
things betweene us and the Houſe of Burgunay, muſt be 
ſeverallie applied; nevertheleſſe, becauſe we ſee in Subſtance 
ſo ſmall Separation actuallie betweene the Crowne of Sparne, 
and thoſe Provynces, fave only in Formalitic of an external Do- 
native, to which they will give all the Credit they can, by 
ſeycring 1 themſelves i in Treatie and Conditions ; nevertheleſs, in 
omnem eventum, we thinke it fitt to inſtruct yow how to pro- 
ceede fully in all that ſhall either ſinglie or joyntlie be ſtood upon 
by any of that Side; wiſhing al way es that yow do kepe this Ad- 
vantage as much as you may, to make them the firſt Propoſition- 
ers of Conditions, as they were the firſt Invytors to come to this 
Treatie. For when it is rightlie obſerved, now voyde we are of 
any Pretenſions or Encroachment upon Hayne, not now deſiring 
by. this Peace to receyve either Reſtitution of Cittie or Country 
(for none they do enjoy of ours), but onelic becing willing on 
our Parts, as they have ſhewed to be on theirs alter long and 
bitter Warres, wherewith our People are afflited)* to come to 
ſome Termes of Quietneſſe, for their Repoſe and Comfort, we 
knowe nothing on our Parts, ſo much to be provided for (next 


the generall Poynts of Amitic to be obſerved bet weene Princes) 
as 
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as the Care to ſettle a free and particular. Commerce and Traffick 
for our Kingdomes; in which three ng; are to be provyded for 
by us : 

Firſt, To have an univerſal Trade in all hel Domynions, if 
it may be. 15 

Secondlie, To have Safetie from Inquiſitions. 

Laſtly, To have a good Order ſet downe for the avoyding of 
anjuſt Taxations. 

In theſe three Poynts, if we had onely to deale with the King 
dome of Spaine and Portugall, it were not needefull to ſpend 
much Tyme or Arguments; but ſeeing Hpaine in Reverfion, and 
the Archduke in Poſſeſſion, profeſſe to have Intereſt in the States 
of all the Lou - Countries; whereof they ſhook at the Eftabliſh- 
ment by this Treatie with us, labouring either by Force, or fair 
Meanes, when we ſhould not protect them, to become ſove- 
raigne Lords of the ſame ; wee do foreſce, that out of that 
Roote wyll riſe many weightie Conſiderations ; though diverſe 
particular Proviſions for the States may be ſpared ar this Meeting, 
becauſe they are not declared a Partie to this Treatie, othetwile 
then a Partie ſo farre, as never to obtige ourſelves to hürt ther. 
And therefore yow ſhall not ſtick to aſe” this plaine Dealing, even 
to the Commiſſioners on that Side, as Occaſion ſerves, in de- 
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claring to them, that we will never be woone to ahy AR of 


Hoſtilitic againſt thofe'with' whom we are now in Friendſhipp. 
And therefore for removing of any jealous Conceipts, that we 
bave diſſwaded the States of the Lou Countries from joyning in 
this Treatie, or not offering them to joyne with us; yow ſhall 
do well to tell them, that we have in that Poynt, as we haye 
ever done in all things, proceeded clearlie, and not in ſecret, 
being al wayes true to our own honorable Grownds q and therefore 
may not hide from you, that notwithſtanding our Agent- hath 
propoſed unto them to enter into this Freatie, yet we Have found 
it impoſſible, as things yer ſtand, to make them hearken to yt, 
or to make them confeſſe, that it can Prove other then their: ex- 
| - treeme: 
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treeme Ruyne, to truſt ſo farre, as to committ themſelves to the 
Power of any ſo nearly incorporated into Spayne, as the Arch- 
dukes are; of all which for us to lay downe in particular their 
ſtiffe and reſolute Arguments, were bu to tell them that which 
they knowe : And therefore we will onely conclude with this, 
that ſecing. it hath. beene the yll Fortune of the King of Spaine 
(by the Partialite and Violence of his Governors) to have im- 
printed fu ch an extreme Diffidence in their Mynds ; We cannot 
cike, that 4 there i is now any other Way left to remove the ſame, 
then the Judgment they hall make upon Obſeryation of his Pro- 
&ccding towards us, npon his Confirmation of Amitle. And 
thus much may yow declare unto them for that Point. 
And becauſe, as we have tould yow before, Demands and Pro- 
poſitions. will properlic come from them, who have moſt Ends 
(we never Jabouring other then the Conſeryation of our owne, 
and the ſeeking to gayne and recover much) we will arme you 
as well with Arguments to deny thoſe things which they may im- 
properlic demand, as with Reaſons to maintaine thoſe few things 
which we muſt require, leaving all things elle of lefſe Difficulte 
to be ſpoken of hereafter. _ 
It is to be preſumed, that of their Part thele | principal Heads 
will be ſtood upon: Firſt, That We will enter into a League 


offenſyve and defenſyve: A Matter which they do to no other 
End then this, that by that general Clauſe we ſhould be lapped 
into an Enmytie againſt the Low-Countryes: ? And therefore that 
Poynt is to be anſwered in this Sort; That, in regard of the 
preſent State of our Affaires, we cannot condiſcend to ſo ſtrait 
Confederacie ; for that therein we ſhould do Wrong to our other 
Alliances with other Princes and States: That likewyſe it would 
be contradictorie to the Alliances which the King and Archdukes 
have with others, and the high Way. to embarque either of us 
againſt thoſe that make Profeſſion of the ſame Religion with us: 


For as, by this Article, the Drift is to drawe us to an offenſyve 


Warre againſt the United Provinces, who are in actuall Pe 
| again 
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againſt them; ſo we might, by the ſame Conſequence, require 
them to joyne with us againſt the See of Rome, and others, that 
openlie profeſſe Hoſtilitie againſt us: Beſides that all this were no 
more then to end one Warre, and to begynne another. 

Secondly, They will inſiſt much upon having the two caution- 
ary Townes. Whereunto yow may thus anſwere : Firſt, That the 
Conſideration of our Honnor cannot admitt ſo indigne a Pro- 
ceeding, being expreſſelie tyed by the Contract to the contrary. 
Secondlic, That in regard of our Intereſt in the great Debts, for 
which they ſtand ingaged to us, we cannot admitt the ſame ; and 
though they ſhould make Offer to disburſe the ſame to us, yct 
we will not proſcribe our Honour ſo much as to betray a Truſt 
committed unto us; and ſo by all the World incurre a Cenſure 
of malæ fidei. 

Thirdly, It is not unlikely, that they will propound, that we 
ſhall forbeare to trade and traffique with the Low- Countries. To 
which yow may oppoſe, Firſt, The Prejudice we ſhould do therein 
bath to our People and Subjects, in depriving them of that Be- 
nefytt which that Entercourſe affordeth; and likewiſe to ourſelves, 
in reſpect of the Cuſtomes that do thereby ariſe unto us: Beſides, 
the Conveynicncie of the Havens of thoſe Parts is ſuch, as their 
Neighbourhood bringeth ſo great Intereſt and Safetie to the 
Trade of England, as no other Countrey can do the like. 
Sccondlie, That ſeeing the French King, our Realme of Scotland, 
Denmarke, and other States, enjoy the Libertie of that Trade, 
we hold yt to impott much to our Honour, to be tyed to any 
thing, which no ather Prince is bound unto. Whereupon, yt 
they fynd yow ſo tcſolute-in” that Poynt, and fo perccive we wyll 
not be brought to looſe our Trades into Halland and Zeland; 
then, becauſe they will make it of as little Utilitie as may be 
to them, they are likelie to propound theſe Particulars; 

That we ſhall not employ their Marryners and Shipping, 
though trading with our owne Goods, 


That we ſhall not, in any Sort, by the Benefitt and Libertic of 
our Trade, colour the Hollander S Goods. That 
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That we: ſhall not vent the Commodities of Holland, and 
Zelaud, into their Countrie. 

And that alſo we ſhall not releive them with Spanish Salt, 
whercot they have great Need. : 

And laftlic, That we yeild to trade with them, : as well as with 
choſe of the United Provinces. 

For the Firſt and Second, you ſhall not deny t but that 
we are contented to yeiid, that our Subjects ſhall incurre the for- 
tayting of any their Goods which ſhall be ſeyſed, if they ſhall 
have any ſuch Practiſes; and the ſame to be forbidden in general 
Terms, as in other Treaties; but not with more reſtrayncd 
Words to out Diſhonour tien other Princes are. 

For the Third and Fourth, there is Reaſon to diſpute againſt 
them, both for that the Propertie of the Goods being changed, 
they ought not atterwards to be forbidden; and that howſoever 
they may impoſe thoſe Reſtrictions upon their own Subjects, 
yet that they ought not to be practiſed towards their Equalls 
and Allyes, between whom, and them, their ought to be a free 
Entercourſe of Trade. 
The Laſt they will atſo moſt infynitelie urge; both for that 
having interdicted the Trade with Holland and Zeland, their 
Provynces are thereby grcatlic diſtreſſed 3 and therefore they muſt 
ſecke to releive them by ſome other Meanes; and alſo in reſpett 
that receyving now their Trade by no other Meanes then onclic 
by Catazs; the French do ranſome them for the ſame by the 
great Impoſts, which they have rayſed, whereby they receive an 
infinite Profytr unto themſelves ; and yet make them ſubject al- 
moſt in all things to receyve the Lawe of them, in regard of 
their Neceſſitie. HEreunto you ſhall make this Anſwere; That 
we intend nothing more then mutual Commerce; and therefore 
wyll give free Libertle to all our Subjects to go thirher; wherein 
the chiefeſt Matter will conſiſt in the good Proviſion that they 
ſhall make by cltabliſhing a commodious Trade by ſuch Con- 
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verrie fearefull to hazard themſelves, where neither Ports nor 
Townes are yet free from Outrages of their owne Men of 
Warre: But of that Point, we mult leave it to them to take 

care; for it belongs not to us. | 
And if they ſhall alſo preſſe us to overrule the United Pro- 
vinces, not to hinder our Subjects; alledging, that they ſuſpect, 
that we wyll but temporiſe for the preſent tyme, and afterwards 
excuſe ourſelves, that the Men of Warre of Holland, that lie be- 
fore thcir Ports, will empeache our Merchants, which they hold 
to be no ſufficient Reaſon, but rather Connyvencie towards the 
States; for that it is no Reaſon we ſhould more receyve the Lawe 
at the Hands of the States, being their Subjects, then that we 
will not be impeached by them to trade with the States, and di- 
realy alledge, that otherwiſe the Archduke ſhall receyve no 
eſſential Good by his Peace with us; in this caſe, if they do 
urge any ſuch particular Poynt, you may anſwere, that they are 
ſuſpicious of that which they neede not; ſeeing it will be reci- 
procallie profitable to trade thether, and that we knowe the 
States will offer us no ſuch Lawe, though happilie our People 
will be very dainty for a while to adventure, until they ſee them 
at better Quiet amongſt themſelves, where ſo many Mutyners 
are, and where they kepe Ships of Warre, which are yll Com- 
panyons for Merchants. 
Fourthlie, They will propound the Revocation of all the Engliſb 
Nation out of the Service of the States. To that yow may at 
firſt lett them knowe, how unjuſt a Demand it is, all Circum- 
flances conſidered, that any Prince, who hath a populous King- 
dome, Men of able and warlike Bodies, uſed to the Exerciſe of 
Warre ſo long as they have beene in late Years, ſhould now be 
recalled into our Kingdomes ; when neither France, Denmarke, 
Germany, or any other State, is debarred, or will be, from giving 
Libertic to Voluntaries to ſeeke their Fortunes, where they ſhall 
thinke beſt, Wherein yow may lett them knows, that we wyll 
firſt ayowe and performe it, that more then to thoſe that are 
L1 mayntained 
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mayntained for the Guard of our cautionary Townes, which is 
all the Surctic we have againſt any Practiſe of thoſe Countries, 
which are ſo farre indebted to us, we will not give one Day's Pay 
to any Perſon living, that ſhall ſerve in any Place againſt them 
whatſocver. But ſeeing the Realme of England hath had 
anncyent Treaties with the Princes of the Low- Countries, be- 
fore ever payne had to do with them, or they united, any other 
Reſtraint upon our Subjects were hard, and muſt needes be of 
more Diſhonour to us then any Prejudice to thoſe whom they call 
their Enemeys ; ſeeing our Reſtraint will not kepe other Auxili- 
aries from their Service. And for their further Satisfaction, yow 
may ſay, that we will not reſtrayne any ot our Subjects, that 
would ſcrve on their Syde, if they do voluntarilic deſire it. 

Laſtlic, It is likelie they will forbid us Trade into the Iudias; 
wherein yow muſt, by all Arguments yow can, maintaine, that 
it is verie diſconſonant with true Amity, to forbid their Friends 
thoſe common Libertics; yea yf the whole Indias were as meerlic 
ſubject to their Soveraignte, as Spazne itſelf is; eſpeciallie when 
in former Treatics there have bene contrary Clauſes, which have 
given Freedome of Trade into all their Domynions. And yett, 
becauſe it {hall appeare, that we will not be found unxeaſonable, 
yow ſhall let them know, that to avoyde all Inconveniencies 
that may perad venture happen in Places fo remote, when the 
Subjects of other Princes ſhall fall in Company one with an- 
other, where their Laws and Diſcipline cannot be ſo well exe— 
cuted; we arc contented to prohibite all Repaire of our Subjects 
to any Places where they arc planred, but onely to tecke their 
Traffick, by their own Diſcoverie in other Places, whercot there 
are ſo infynite Dymenſions of vaſt and great Territories, as them- 
ſelves have no kynd of Intereſt in, but do trade with diverſe 
great Kings of thoſe Countryes, but as Forrayners and Strangers, 
from which we barre ourſcives by accord, ſeeing it is not in his 
Power to do it by Force, no not to any petty Prince, were both 


an Unkyndnes, and an Indignitic, to be offered. 
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Laſtly, if it ſhall be ſuſpected, that they will move to have any 
Reſtitution upon Repriſalls, or other things; thoſe are caſilic 
anſwered to be Matters never to be thought of, but to be lapped 
up; ſecing this Peace is intended to provide for things in future, 
and not to diſpute of things palt. 

Having now proviſionallic enabled yow with Anſweres to ſuch _ 
things as are like to be propounded, we muſt leave other things, 

tyll we be advertiſed from yow what they are. It remayneth 
now, that we do touche ſome things fitt for us to demand of them. 

Firſt, It were convenyent that former Treaties be renewed ſynce 
our great Grandfather Henry VIIth's tyme, for Matters of Enter- 
courſe betweene us and the State of Burgundy; and that in them be 
compriſed the anncyent Treaties betweene Haine, Portugall, 
and England, and alwayes with this Provydence, that although 
they may be beſt done by the Viewe of former Treaties, laſt in 
Force before the Breach ; yet muſt there be reſpect to ſuch Cir- 
cumſtances as have happened in ſucceding Tymes. 

Thirdlic, That there be no Gapp left open, whereby the In- 
quiſition may take hold of any of our Subjects; for which Pur- 
pole there ſhall be delivered yow a Collection of all the Cruelties, 
and unavoydable Advantages, which the Inquiſitors toox. And 
yow ſhall alſo receyve the laſt Order that was obtayned for that 
Matter in Spayne, after the Negotiation of Sir Henry Cobham, 
and Sir John Smith. 

That there ſhall be Repayment made of all thoſe Summes that 
were dewe to the Crowne of England, being onely ſent for his 
Service to the Councell of Statc, and others at Bruxelles, 
which Summes are to be demanded by vertue of Bonds, whereof 
there hath bene ſufficient Notice taken at the Pacification of 77 
at Bruxelles, Yet the King of Spaine did ratifie this Article, in 
the Edict perpetual, made by Don Jobn, in theſe Words : © Et 
tinalement agreons & approuvons toutes conſtitutions des rentes 
* & penſions, & autres obligations & aſſurances que les dits 
* TEftats ont fait & paſſe, feront & paſſeront envers tous & 
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chaſcuns quil es ont aſſiſtè & fourny, aſſiſteront & fourniront 
* de deniers pour sen ſervir a Voccaſion des dicts Troubles, & 
* ſignamment envers tres haute & tres puiſſante Princeſſe, noſtre 
ce tres chere ſœur la Royne d' Angleterre.”

An original Letter from the Biſhop of Roſs to the 
Courſail of England, dated at Chattiſworth, he 1 97h 
of June, 1570.

My very good Lorais, 
E TER humble Dewtie remembered: I have receaved your 
Honours Letter by this Beirar, requiring me to ſignify forth- 
withe, by my Lettets, the Occaſions of my meteing with the 
Earle of Southampton, and what Matters were communed or 
treated upoun bet wene us two in one ſecreit long Conferrance 
had in the Night; and that I ſhoold deale planelie, and as 
largelic, as the Matters did pas. My Lords, I will treulie and 
planclic deale in this with the Queen's Majeſtic, and your 
Honors, as I have done in all uther Matters hath bene required 
of me. The Occaſion and Manner was thus: About Nine a 
Cloke I paſſed over the Ryvar to Sant? George's Feildis, par:lic 
to take the Ayre, and partlie to ſee ane Gealding of myne is 
keaped there at Gras. And in my Returne homeward, by chance 
mett with rhe ſaid Earle, who, after Salutations made, ſaid he was 
glad ro have ſo mett with me, becaule we never did talk togidder 
before, albeit we had ſene cach uther ſundre tymes at Court. 
And ſo, of Accident, he being bound to the Feildis, and I to the 
Toun, he of Humanity returned with me, whair the Effect of 
oure communing, in effect, was this as followeth : Firſt, he in- 
quired of me in what State the Queen my Miſtres Caufes ſtood; 
for he had heard, that J had bene lang ia Inglana, ſuittand in the 
ſame. 
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ſame, I anſwered, they wa now in better Appearance (Thanks 
to God) nor in any tyme paſt ; becaus the Queen's Majeſtic, and 
her Counſall, wa now wecill-diſpoſcd to treat uppon ſum good 
Conditions, for bothe their Majeſtics, and their Realmes; and 
for that Effect, I had given in certaine Articles and Offres in 
Wryte; and had conferred with her Majeſty and Counſall 
thairuppoun, and receaved very good Anſwers; and to the end 
that ſome Good Reſolutione myght be taken thearinti!l, I 
had obteyned Licence of her Majeſty to pas toward the Queen 
my Myſtres, and get her reſolute Mind, for {atisficing the Queen's 
Majeſtic. Then he inquired what State her Affaires were in 


Scotland, 1 tauld him, her Authority thair wes proclaimed and 


authorized by the moſt part of the Nobilitie; but thair was ane 
Faction that maynteyned anc contrary Authority; which was the 
Earle Mortoun, and {ome others. And laitlie thair is certainc 
Forces of Ingland centred in Scotland, and joyned with thame. 
But now the Queen's Majeſtie wes content to retire the ſaid Forces 
agane ; ſo being that all Armes ſhoid be jayd down by bothe 
Parties in $c-tlar:d, and Commilltoners ſent hether to treat up— 
poun the whole Cauſes bet wene their Majeſties and Realmes. 
And, in the mean tyme, the Rebelles of Ingland ſhould be ran- 
dered or abandoned, or reteyned to be anſwerable, at the End of 
the ſaid Treatye; and for Accomplyſhment hereof, the Queen 
Myſtres to ſend in Scotland ſhortlie. 

Then he antwered, I pray God your Treatye may tak ane good 
SUCCCIS, to the Satisfaction of the Queen's Majeſtic, and Comfort 


of your Myſtres, with the Quietnes of both the ſaid Realms. 


This was the Some of all was communed betuene us; and the 
Conferrance werry ſhort, And, in the mcane whyle, cuming 
forward to take Bote, we were gadered with the Watche ; who 
asked, if we had ane Bote awayting on us; and we anſured, 
we had Two; fo they conveyed us to the Shore, and never in- 
quired” what we were, becaus it was ycat Dayiyght, and not paſt 
Ten of the Clock. At our cuming to the Staires, whair I left 
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To the Right Honourable, and my very good Lords, 
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my Bote, ſhe was departed ; and thairthrow we ſtayed a certane 
Space, till ane uther was gotten ; than we entred thearin, and 
palling up the Ryvar Syde, to ſeak the other Bote that was awayt- 
ing for the Earle, anuther Watche called on us, commanding 
us, in the Qucen's Name, to land, which we obeyed; whair 
they declared, they had ſtrait Command to ſee who travelled after 
Nine Hours; and the Earle ſhowing that it was he, we were 
ſuffered pleaſantlie to depart toward our Lodgings between Ten 
and Eleven a Clock, I will afſure your Honours, upon my 
Credyte, this was the Effect of our ſaid communing, whairintill 
will tak on my Conſcience, thair was nothing, eyther offencive, 
unlawful, or undewtytul to the Queen's Majeſtie your Soverane, 
talked or motioned amangs us. Whairfor I will moſt carncſllic 
beſeche your Lordſhip to move her Majeſty to conceave no evil 
Opinion, neyther of me, nor of the ſaid Earle, for that Mect- 
ing; for I did never meanc to miniſter any Occaſione of Offence 
to her Majeſty ; and now leaſt of all, ſeing her Highnes in ſo 
good Diſpoſition toward the Weilfair of my ſaid Soverane, and 
her Cauſes. So leaving from troubling your Honors with Jangar 
Letter, at this preſent, I pray the eternal God to have you in his 
Preſervatioune. From Chattiſworrh, the gth of June, 1570.

De Flowers of Grace; or, The Speech of our Sovereig! 
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Lord King james, quinto Die Aprilis 1614. at 10e 
Seſſion of Parliament then begun. 


IF was the Saying of the wiſeſt King that ever was, that Hearts 
of Kings were inſerutable: But, in the laſt Parliament, I mult 
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call to Remembrance the Compariſon I uſed ; wherein I pre- 
ſented myſelf unto you as a Mirror, wherein ye might ſee the 
Integrity of my Purpoſe, for calling that Parliament for the ge- 
neral Good of the Commonwealth: But as I then ſaid of the 
Nature of Mirror, that it might be detiled by the Eycs of the 
Bcholder; ſo did ſome of the lower Houſe look upon me with 
polluted Eyes, and, as I may ſay, defiled my Mirror. I can ſay 
no more now, than I did then, but to offer you the lame Mirror ; 
proteſting, as I ſhall anſwer to Almighty God, that my Integrity 
is like the Whiteneſs of my Robcs; my Purity, like the Metal of 
Gold of my Crown; my Firmneſs, and Clearneſs, like the pre- 
cious Stones which I wear; and my Affections natural, like the 
Redneſs of my Hcart. 

Theſe impoitant and weighty Ends have cauſed me to call this 
preſent Aſſembly of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Kuights end Burgeſles repreſenting the Body of the Commons; 
which I muſt divide into three Parts and Branches; Boa Animy, 
Bona Corporis, and Bona Fortune, Religion, Satcty, and the Af 
ſiſtance of my Subjects; which arc the true Grounds of this 
well-inrcaded Parliament. 

For Religion, which the Philoſophers, with the admiring Lights 
of Nature, called ::0ya Anime, I mult commend to their Conſide— 
ration the great Increaſe of Popery, notwithſtanding the aſſiduous 
Labour I have beſtowed, and the great Care I have ever mani- 
feſted, as may witneſs both my Pen and Tongue; I think, with 
more Pains than any Predeceſſors; and my Zcal in private; not 
to vaunt of it for a biding Vain-glocy : Vet I hope all my Courte 
ot Life and Actions will tpcak for me. 

In this is to be conſidered the Cauſe, and the Remedy: For 
the Caule, it is undoubredly Impunity, which makerh them pre- 
ſume to ſo notorious Declaration of their Increaſe; and this Im- 
punity proceedeth from two Occaſions : Firtt, Some Branches of 
the Laws provided to mcet them arc lo obſcure, that I myiclf, 
with Conferrence with ſame of my Lords tne Judges, cannot 
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clear them; as I could inſtance in many Particulars, if this time 
were fit for it ; as in the Oath of Allegiance, out of which many 
Seruples are riſen, and are yet unreſolved. Secondly, For want 
of duc Preſentment in the Country, by thoſe Officers appointed 
to it, according to the Proviſion of the Law: And in ſome 
Places, if preſented, yet they are fo favoured by the Juſtice of 
Peace, that, as a Lieutenant of mine in one Country hath in- 
formed me, he could not procure there any Juſtices of the Peace, 
except ſome of his own Friends and Servants, that would aſſiſt 
him in the due Execution of my Laws: And this, in the Firſt 
place, I recommend to your Conſiderations; not that I deſite 
to make any new or more rigorous Laws againſt them, but that 
this may have Execution; which is the Life of the Laws, and 
without it they are but dead Words. I ſpeak not this for Mitiga- 
tion, or Favour to them; but for Conſcience and Policy: Fot 
Conſcience, to avoid the Scandals which the Jeſuits have caſt 
upon the laſt Queen, of famous Memory, and upon my Govern- 
ment, that we have perſecuted, and taken Blood for Religion; 
which Jever diſclaimed : For Policy; ſince no Eſtate or Story 
can cver ſhew, that any Religion or Hereſy was ever extirpated 
by Violence, or the Sword; nor ever have I judged it a way 
of planting Truth : An Example of this I take out of the Book 
of Cod; where, when many rigorous Counſels were provided, 
Gamaliel ſtood up, and adviſed, that, if Religion were of God, 
it would proſper ; and, if of Man, it would periſh of itſelf. Be- 
ſides, Men are ſo prone to glory, and defending, and ſealing 
their Opinions with their Blood, that the primitive Church, in 
one Age, declined into an Affection of Martyrdom ; and many 
Hereſics hath had its Martyrs, and have gone with the ſame Ala- 
crity, Deſire, and Aſſurance, to Fire, as thoſe that have witneſſed 
for the Truth have done. 

The ſecond and neareſt Conſideration to the Soul's Religion 
is Safety, or Bonum Corporis; which in Latin hath but one 


Word, Salus. The principal Safety of the Body conſiſts in pre- 
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cerving due Succeſſion : Since the laſt Parliament I have had, for 
my Sins, and the Peoples, one and the firſt Branch taken off; but 
as the Lord gave me the Afflictions of Job, ſo he hath glven me 
the Patience, and, in the end, the Reward, another for him. 
A Grandchild in his Place, whereby the Saying of Job, The 
Lord hath given, and the Lord hath taken, is inverted ; I may 
ſay, The Lord hath raten, and the Lord hath given; yea he hath 
given me Compenſation, a Son for a Son. For the Match of 
my Daughter, though I muſt fay that beſides of Princes, he is 
of the beſt; and beſi des his many other good Parts, he is one, 
whom, for his Perſon, I could affect, of all that ever my Eyes 
beheld, yet I made this Match reipublice cauſa ; and for Eſtab- 
liment of Religion, have J ſacriſiced my Daughter for the 
Commonwealth ; that if my Iſſue Male ſhould fail, you ſhould 


have, not only a Prince, born of true Engliſb and true Scottiſh 


Blood, but nouriſhed with the Milk of the ſame pure Religion 
you now. profeſs. 


For Religion, in ſome reſpect for her, that being young, and 
a Woman, both ſubject to Frailty, I could not deliver her into 
the Hands of the Lion, when I ſaw ſo many ſtrong and grounded 
Champions cannot reſiſt the Cunning and Speetoulneſs of thcir 
Perſuaſions. 

Beſides the Reaſon of State, taken foes the Mouth of Henry 
the Seventh my Anceſter, from whom I claim my Crown. When 
he gave my great Grandmother. the Lady Margaret, to King 
James the Fourth, he ſaid there was no Danger in the Match; for 
the leſſer could never draw the greater, but the greater the leſſer: 
And this Rule was approved by the Providence of God, who 
gave Iſſues to the Mary my Mother, and the Mary of Eng- 
land, Heir of this Crown, and married to Hue and Hain, 
two mighty Kingdoms. | 

Therefore I deſire you to ſhew your Affections to my Son-in- 
law, by ſome Recognition, that he may ſee that he is not had 
as an Alien, ot unregarded amongſt you; and to make a Decla-

ration of the Succeſſion of his Iſſue, if God for our Sins ſhould 
take away my Iſſue to the Third Part; which is, boa fortune, 
or the Safety: As bona corporis is the efſe, ſo is this bona eſſe, 
and moſt neceſſary. The extraordinary Charge I was at in this 
Marriage, ſuch as I believe was never greater, I did per. 
form in the Eyes of you all, for my Honour, and yours. It is not 
unknown, how by the Death of my Son, the Marriage being 
put off, I was conſtrained to defray my Son-in-law, and his 
Train, Six Months: The great Expence, both by Sca and Land, 
for tranſporting her into a forcign Country, anſwerable to my 
Honour and hers, and this Kingdom s, cannot be forgotten by 
you, If any object the Aids, I refer it to your Conſiderations 
and Judgment, how little it was, meaſured by the Times, wherein 
it was firſt granted by theſe ; and every one of you feeleth in 
your Fees of Court, that are my Servants, and in antient Rents, 
this Change of Times: Therefore, ſince, reipub. cauſa, I have un- 
dergone this Disburſment, it is reipub. Intereſt to repay. Beſides 
many great Occaſions of Expence, by entertaining ſtrange Princes 
and Ambaſſadors, the, great and long Chriſtmas I have kept at 
my coming to this Crown, the Fear of Ireland, and the Con- 
doubt not, but your Affections will hold ſome Proportion of 
my Wants. 
But I muſt be plain with you; 1 will deal no more with you 
like a Merchant, by way of Exchange; for every Bargain hopeth 
Loane ; I will expect loving Contribution, for loving Contribu- 
tion; which is, Suum cuique tribuere, the Sum of all Juſtice; 
and to take care, both for your Eaſe and Preſervations, to come 
to account with you how and what it is ſo baſe for my Quality. 
I will only prove what you will do in your Love, and what the 
People can ſhare, with their Eaſe. ' And notwithſtanding m) 
main Strength, I have choſen to rely upon your good Affections, 
rather then to ſearch my Prerogatives : But Firſt, I muſt clear 


the Rumours and Aſperſions caſt abroad by ill Affections, . 
there 
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there are ſome private Undertakers, upon whom I did rely, who 
would credit, and whoſe Induſtry would do great Matters. Firſt, I 
| proteſt as it is in itſelf falſe, ſo it is unworthy of me; becauſc! 
had rather have any thing with general Love; more reſpecting the 
Courſe and Affection from whence it is derived, then By-Profits, 
by the particular Credits, of any private Men; but this, as I vow 
it is far from my Heart to accept, ſo hath it never been offered: It 
is true, that every honeſt and good Subject ought to offer his 
Counſels and Service unto me; and ſo perhaps I have had the 
Opinions of many; but never in ſo unworthy Proportions : This 
Rumor perhaps hath grown from the Ambitions of ſome Men, 
in the Election of Knights of the Shire, which I never heard bc- 
fore 24 Hours; which I wholly diſavow, that I never did, directly 
or indirectly, promote or hide any Man from the free Election; 
and where any Fault hath been, I would have the Sheriff fined 
for it; nor did I ever put my Confidence in a paſt Parliament: 
And of this I appeal to all Sheriffs and Lords; let them accuſe me 
freely. Another Branch I muſt add to the former, the which 
indeed communicateth both Safety and Profit, and concurreth 
in them both, that we meet this Parliament, to remove and take 
away all Opinion of Inconſtruction between me and my Sub- 
jects, Which our Parting at the laſt hath rooted into the Hearts of 
many, both at home and abroad; of which, though ſome of 
the lower Houſe were in part guilty, yet, I muſt confeſs, there 
was Miſunderſtanding on both Sides, and perhaps Meſlages 
brought between us, by ſome (God forgive) rather ro continue 
and encreaſe, than to reconcile and clear the Error; but, ſablata 
cauſa tollitur effetus + This being removed, and our Underſtand- 
ing certified, this ſhall be called the Parliament of Love. 

I will begin my Parliament, contrary to the Orders of all 
others, ho have like a Retribution their Graces in the End; but 
I will begin this with Offers to you, which I ſpcak not to entice 
or intrap you, but ſincerely toſhew m Love, and Iutention to 
unburden you of many Griefs ; but 1 refer the Particulars to be 
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delivered at our next Meeting. To conclude with ſome general 
Notes, to advance the Buſineſs for which we are met, I commeng 
to your Conſideration the Time of Vear far ſpent, the Weight 
and Importance of the Affairs conſidered, which it will ſtir you 
up to proceed roundly, and not to loſe time in Ceremonies and 
Trifles. Secondly, to remember, that if Grievances come into 
Queſtion, that you would uſe a Means : I confeſs it is moſt fit, 
you ſhould preſent them unto me, every Man for his Country or 
Town where he is burdened, provided they be fit Grievances; 
and to heap them together in one Scrowl, like an Army, will 
caſt Aſperſion upon me and my Government, and will favour 
more of Diſcontent than Deſire of Reformation. And do not 
believe, that I am ſo tender of my Prerogative, as ſome have 
rumoured me. I deſire alſo to keep the Mean. As I would not 
loſe any the Honours or Flowers of my Crown, which I re. 
ceived with it, but would rather loſe my Life, ſo I would no- 
ways ſtretch them; no, I will wade no further therein than the 
beſt of my Predeceſſors have done; and if any Contrariety ariſe, 
my Lords the Judges choſen between me, and my People, {hal! 
decide, and rule me. As touching Proclamations, which in 
the laſt Parliament were excepted againſt, as he is a traitorous 
Subject, that will ſay a King may not proclaim and bind by it; 
ſo did I never intend Proclamations to have Force of Law, but 
to prevent ſudden Miſchiefs ariſing, wherein the Law hath not 
Proviſion, until a Parliament can provide: And this I will ſpeak, 
becauſe of my laſt Proclamation concerning Duels ; which I pro- 
teſt I did out of Conſcience, to mete with the greedy Opinion 
of Reputation; ſecing they have found a Shift to avoid the Pro- 
viſion of Law, by going beyond the Seas, by the Example af the 
late King of France, hoping it ſhall take better Effect, than there 
it hath done, by reaſon, of the King's Minority; which hov 
barbarous it is, that any Fellow, that hath been over in the Lo. 
Countries, though he return in Rags, ſhall become a udge of 


Honour, to meaſure, I ſay, this Inconvenience, till a Faelle 
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could take Order therein; which now I commend to your Care 

and Conſiderations. Laſtly, the Form I mean to hold in Pro- 

cceding, to avoid the long Conference between the upper and 

lower Houſe, which bred but Delay; for ſometimes the lower 

Houſe brought nothing but Tongues, ſometimes nothing but 

Ears. I mean to propound to your Lordſhips Matters proper 

to them by Bill, and the like to you; and to ſpeak with you my- 

ſelf, and receive your Anſwers; this to prevent unneceſſary 

Meetings, and haſten Buſineſſes, that I may proceed to the moſt 
urgent Points. And I do purpoſe to continue this Parliament 
another Seſſion, at Michaclmas, when many may be ſupplicd in 
any Defects as this ſhort time will not give leave perhaps to be 
amended ; for I will meet you often in this Kind, to ſhew myſelf,

HAT the Tenants within the Barronne of Kendal! were 
anticntlice Tenants at the Will of the Lord; and that that 
Power was often practiſed by the Landlords, in the removing 
and diſplacing of their Tenants, paying their Rents, and by 
granting their Tenements to other Men, ſo often as ſeemed good 

unto them, for their Profitt, or otherwiſe for their Service. 
That the ſaid Tenants thus contynued Tenants at Will, till the 
State, by Ate of Parliament, and the Courte of Zorke, by the 
Authoritic thereof, for the Strengtheninge of the Exgliſb Border 
avainſt Scotland, did over-rule that Power in the Landlord, in- 
forminge them to upholde all theſe ancient Tenements with able 
Men 
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Men for that Border- Service, and maintaining the Tenants in 
their Claim of Tenante- right, ſo long as they did that 

That this Service being taken away by the happie Union of 
both the Kingdoms, and therefore now no Cauſe to overrule 
thoſe Gentlemen in thoſe Countreys, more then the reſt of the 
Gentlemen of England, his Majeſtic, for the better takinge away 
of all Mcmoric of the former Hoſtillitie and Separation bct wixt 
theſe two Kingdoms, did by his Proclamation declare the faid 
Tenants Righte to be extinguiſhed, requiring all Landlords to 
make Leaſes, or ſett theire Lands by Indenture to their Tenants; 
withal declaring his Princelic Diſlike that Tenants ſhould proſecute 
theire Landlords, uppon a common Purſe, being the open and 
rcadicſt Way to Sedition, 

Notwithſtanding all which, theſe Defendants refuſe to take 
Leaſes; and have by diſperſing of a ſeditious Libell ſtirred up the 
Countrie to make a commoa Purſe, and ſoe to upholde the {ame 
Tytle of Tcnant-right, under a pretended Colour of a cuſtomaric 
Eſtate, directly oppolinge his Majcltie's Proclamation.

kinge ---- from thence I retourned as ſoone as God had bleſſed her 
with this Crowne, and was accepted into her Majeſties Service, 
ſeruinge in the Roome of a Penſioner, wherin I ſticked and ſtayed, 
havinge no other greater Meanes in her Highneſs Courte, or Com- 
mon Wealthe, whereby the Credite her Majeſtie hath beſtowed on 
me, (by employeng me to the Emperor, to the Duke of Aa into 
Flaunders, to the Spaniſhe Kynge, and now laſtelie to the French 
Kynge) may be ſuſteinid and endured; havinge not onlye ſolde that 
whych her Majeſtie had gyven me, but allſo certaine Portions of my 
owne livinge --- In this State I have paſſed, and now fynde my ſelf. 
It hked her Majeſtie, at my laſte being in Spayne, to graunt me 
the Office of the Marſhalſea, being then become voyde uppon the 
Death of my Couſine, Richard Yerney, and now before my cominge,

vite to one of the Exchequire, it hathe not above 20 Acres of Land 
belonginge to it, but ſtandeth on the Caſualties of Tythes. The 
feconde is the Mannor' of Temple Darteford, within a Mile of 
my Dwellinge; and of longe it hath belonged to the Houſe wher 1 
dwell, fervinge for Proviſione, for the which havinge diſbourſed 
parte of my Money for the Leaſe, before my goinge into Spaine, 
(for that the reſt was not in my abſence paid) I went without the 
Leaſe, and another boughte it. Ther is no Houſe nor Barne be- 
longinge to it, nether Wood nor Underwood, and for that the one 
may helpe me to Bread and Drynke, and the other, ſome Fedinge 
for my Familye: I humblie befech her Majeſty to beſtowe on me, 
thoſe two in fee Farmes, wherby ther maye remayne ſome Memo- 
rye and Relief to my Poſteritie of her Highnes Graces ; meaning to 
bring them up, yf it pleaſe God in forte, as they may deſerve well 
of her. The other two Farmes I referr to her Highnes owne Mo- 
tion, to beſtowe in Leaſe or otherwiſe, as ſhe is moved in Hearte 1 
to do for me, and to ſettle me in my Countrey, wherby after all my 3 
Travailes, I may enjoy ſome Eaſe of my Mynde. It may beremembred : 
that in breakinge the Enterpriſe of Stutelies Pretence toward Ireland, 
my Service therin, faved, in her Highnes Purſe, 20 tymes the Value 
of this Demaund. What I paſſed in my laſte Spaniſbe Services, it is 
like that her Highnes doth therby receave Honour, and her Subjects 
ſhall fynde good and Proffite, bath of ther Concience and ſurer 
Trade : I referr the reſt of my Travailes to ather of more Judg- 
ment, ta remember, and honourablie to alledge for me; Thus I be- 
take myſelf and my Eſtate into your Hands, comytting you to 
God's Tuition.

Did latelie advertiſe your Honours of the Deathe of the Portu- 

galle Kynge, by Blumantell, which had been ſince confirmed, as 
allſo that the Duke of Braganzas Wyfe hopeth to be accepted Q. 
notwithſtandinge they doe heare greatlye doubt the Armye and 
Strength of Spayne will overrule Righte in that Behalfe, althoughe 
the Portugals have no lykinge to come under the Gounment of the 
Kynge of Caſtille, and the commone People earneſtlye bent to the 
contrarye. The fyve which were aſſigned to gouerne the Realme 
untill the Reſolutione of the Succeſſione were agreed on, doe main- 
teyn as yet the ordinary Juſtice and Gounment, and have ſent two 
Ambaſſadors unto Kynge Phillippe, which Kynge pretends to paſs 
towards Portugale, as farre fourth as Guadaluppe, meaninge ther to 
folemnize the Buryalle of the olde Kynge of Portug. ſendinge on- 
wardes before his Forces, to remaine on the Confynes of Portugalle, 
as the Lettres wrytten from Madrid, the 15th of Febr. doe certifye. 
I receaved this Daye Lettres from Lyones, declaringe how Michae! 
Sael, a Factoure, ther for the Spanyards had receaved Intelligence 
out of Spayne, with a diſpatche unto the Emperoure, and another 
to the Duke of Terra Nova, confyrminge the Cardinal] Kynge of Por- 
tugall's Deathe. They wryte directlie from ſondrye Parts, how the 
Catholicke Armye is prepared for the Realmes of her Majeſtie, yf 
the Affaires of Portugalle doe not lett their Enterpriſe, and to the 
Intent her Highnes maye not be ſuccoured, they have at Rome ex- 
communicated her. The Cardinal Alexandrine, Nepuew to Pope 
Pius Quintus, hath cauſed many Copies of the Excommunicatione 
to be prynted, for to diſperſe them Abroad amongs the Ambaſſa- 
dors, and others of Rome. In the Diſcourſe out of Lahe, they wrytte- 
that Kynge Pbillipe was moued to procure this Excommunicatione, | 
and to gather theis Forces uppon Suſpitione of the Confederacye, he 


ſuppo- 
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ſuppoſeth the Q. is entred into with Monſieur, for the taking on 
him the Protectione of the Lowe-Contreys. I have ſhewed thus 
much to Monſr. for to let Monſieur knowe therof. And 
as the chiefe Potentates are confederated together, ſo allmoſte now, 
in all the Prynces of France, ther are particuler Papiſt Leagues, 
and certayne Brother-hoodes, which they ſaye is pretended, for to be 
framed likewiſe in Englande: And to that Intent ther be divers hal- 
lowed ſmalle Croſſes and Medaylls, which are to be worne ſecret- 
lye, of thoſe I ſend your Honoures two Couples for a Patterne. 


Ther is levying in Tuſcane 12 thouſand Soldyors more, for the Ca- 
tholick Kynge, to be conducted by Proſpero, Colonna and Conte. 
The Itallyanes and other Soldyors, which landed fyrſte in Spain, 
are conſumed very muche with Sicknes, and have no great Abun- 
dance of Victuailes. If the eaſterly Proviſione of Corn from Danſe 
and ſuch like Places, and out of her Majeſties Coaſtes, were re- 
{trained for a few Months, as unto Juhye, it might be good Meanes 
to disfurniſh their Victuailinge, and force thoſe of Biſquay and dwel- 
lers in Galicia, to exclame for Hunger, and to waxe lothe to enter 
into any Hoſtillitye with Englande. The Abbote of © Briſemio, a 
Neapolitan, which was Nuntio in Flourence, in Pope Pius Quintus 
Tyme, and now-the Spaniſhe Kyngs Agent at Rome, hath ben an 
earneſt Sollictour to the Pope, for the Excommunicatione againſt 
the Q. Majeſtie. Arnold Secretarye to Monſr. Maluiſier is yet heare, 
now his Brother hath receaved his Patent from the Scottiſhe Q. to 
be her Treaſurer, and entereth into the Accompts of his Office at 
Midſummer: I do ſend herewith a Copie · of Pope Pius Quintus Bulla 
de excom. againſte her Highnes, and an Indulgence procured by 
Don Bernardine de Mendoſa, to Poiſon therwith the Myndes of her 
Highnes Subjects. Some principal Cardinal (Catelje) ſaid, That wher- 
as it pleaſed God that Pope Gregorius, primus Magnus, did firſte in- 
duce the Chriſtiane Faythe into Exglaud, he hoped that this Ge- 


ius 
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rius XIII, ſhold be the Meanes to retourne the whole Engliſhe Na- 
tione to the Catholick Faythe. 


The Kynge diſpatcheth within theis three Dayes, Monſt. ac Long- 
ley, on Meſſage to Kynge Phillippe. The Governour of Millan: 
practiſeth with the Capitayne of Cremona, to have ſurpriſed Mirando- 
la, the only Citye in Lahe, which is at the Frenche Kyngs Devo- 
-tione, The Q. of Spayne was delivered of a Daughter about the be- 
ginning of Februarye. 


The People in d Auphiny have had a bickeringe with thoſe No- 
bles of the Catholique League, wherin ther is about a hundred 
ſlayne on both Sides. Lavallet unto whom the Kynge gave the 
Gounment of the Marquiſate of Salus is retorned. St. Lue hath 
ſent Anſweare to the Kynge how he thinketh not Good to be with- 
out a Place of Refuge, ſince he perceaveth his Majeſtic Diſpleaſure 
ſo highly kyndled againſte him, notwithſtandinge he propoſeth to 
doe his Majeſtie dutyfull Service, in that Place. Monſr. d'O is re- 
tourned to the Courte. The Q. Mother hath ben troubled with a 
fwellinge in her Throate throughe the fallinge of a Catarrhe, and is 
now well amended, notwithſtandinge ſhe kepeth her CY and 
ſometymes all the Daye her Bedd.

OR that this Bearer Nr to uſe Expedidone f in his Re- 
tourne, I wold not ſtaye him, but only wryte theis few Wordes, 
r diſpatched foure Dayes paſte Mr. Suingeſbey, with Letters 
to your Honors. The Kypge hath, and doth remayne at St. Ger- 
22 | mayne 
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mayne, partelie uppon a litle Smartinge or Payne of his Legg, 
and partelie for his Pleaſure, and the Quene Mother as yet kep 
eth her Chamber. The Duke of Gimſe is gone to his Houſe beſyde 
Eureux, with Intent to retourne this Weke ; ſome Speches are dely- 
vered, that he ſhold cauſe thre or fowre Shipps to be rigged, but 
I fynde no certayne Foundatione of that Rumoure: It is like that 
he cold be contented to be employed in ſome Actione, whereby the 
Opinyon of his Greatneſs mighte be maintained, as allſo that therby 
he mighte fynde Meanes to pay parte of his greate Debts, but no 
Reſolutione or beginninge hearof as yet knowne. I do heare incloſe 
and ſend to your Honours, ſuche Occurrents as are by this Poſte 
broughte out of Hehe. This Bearer dothe informe me nothinge of 
Importance from Monſieurs Courte, only that he ſhould ſaye to him 
that he meaneth to be in England ſhortlie. I doe underſtand how 
his Highnes hath commaunded his followers to putte themſelves in 
a readynes, and to gather Companyes, whych is ſuſpected to be far 
the Enterpriſe of the Low-Countreys.

with me agayne, to lett me knowe how his Meſſenger was retourned, 


which had ben in Englande, ſollicitinge his Suite for to obtayne her 
Majeſties favourable Letters in his Behalf, to Monſieur, for an Ab- 
bey, whereon he conceaueth ſmall Hope that waye, but wold have 
had me written to Monſieur Semper: I aunſweared him, chat ſince he 
had underſtoode the Queenes Majeſties Meaninge, it was not a 
Matter for me to deal in; he farder diſcourſed unto me, that his 
Quene had ben caluminated to have faid ſome Wordes inthe Dif 
praiſe of Monſieur, touchinge the which Report he ſaythe, that he 
hath aunſweared the Quenes Majeſtie ſo well, as that her Highnes 

reſteth ſatisfied; with theis and fuche like Speaches he paſſed away 
ſome Tyme. Ther paſſeth from hence ſhortlie towarde Scotlande, 
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the Abbote of Landers, the faid Bysſhopps Kynſeman, with whom 
one of the Duke of Guyſe Eſcuierys hath muche practiſed latelie. 
Ther is nothinge farder out of Portugall ſince my laſte. They of 
Rachel! have lately taken a Spaniſhe Shippe, wherin wer fyve Pype; 
full of Spaniſbe Ryalles, of two Shillings the Piece, Suger Cheſts to 
the Value of 150 Thouſande Franks, riche Furres and Eiſtrich Fea. 
thers, to the Value of 6 Thouſand Francks ; and ſo muche is con- 
{efſed by the Merchaunte of Rochell, who is heare to ſue that the 
Kinge doe not trouble them for their Enterpriſe. But Yergas, tlie 
Spaniſhe Agent hath complayned hearof to the Quene Mother; ad- 
dinge, they had allſo 100 Thouſand Francks in Piſtoletts, and that 
they ſunke the ſaid Shippe and Maryners, which is true. Whera 
in January laſte I wrote, and ſent by Meanes, to Monſieur Rogan 
and Monſieur de la Valle, having their Territoryes in Bretayne, and 
alonge the Coaſte of Spaine, to be\gdvertiſed of the Army, and Pre. 
parationes made by the Kynge of Spaine; They aunſweared me, That 
the ſaid Kynge addreſſed his Preparationes toward Portugal, and 
that in the Porte of San Lucar wer ſene two great Shippes, wherin 


wer two huge Yrone Chaines of marvailous Bignes and Length; 
.and alſo dyvers Spades and Shovells.

The Governors of Portuyzalle purpoſe to ſend a Gentleman on Meſ- 
ſage, (who is thoughte to be on his way to Rome) to the Intent to 
intreat the Pope, that by all Meanes a Cardinall be ſent into ther 
Countrey. The Ambaſſador heer hath advertiſed the Portugalle Am- 
baſſador Legier at Rome, how the Nuntio being invyted by the Chriſ- 
tyane Kynge, wold not be preſent at the Celebratione of the Fune- 
ralies of the two laſt Portugalle Kynges : Nether hath he by any Vi- 
ſitatione condoled for the Deathe of the Kyngs, accordinge to the 
Cuſtome of Ambaſſadors in the like Caſe; ſo as it is noted, how he 
hath made open Demonſtratione of ſome ſtrange ſtrange Dealinge 
therin, The Kynge of Spayne hath commanded that the Duke of 
Barſeilles ſhold be conveighed from St. Lucar, wher he was fyrſte 
detayned to Seuilia, in the Alcaſſar, the which is the Kyngs chief 
Houſe, and in a manner of a Pryſone, Secretarye Villeroy hath in- 
formed the Portugalle Ambaſiador, Reſident hear, that many of the 
Nobilitye in Spayne ſhewed their Miſlyke of the Manner of Impriſo- 
nynge the younge innocent Duke. And the Ambaſſador hathe 
greatlie complayned of it to the Kynge, ſhewing how the Spanyſbe 
Kynge did procure his Delyurey out of the Hands of the Mores, as 
it ſemeth now, to have him in his one Hands a Pryſoner. The 
Portugal Ambaſſador hear, beſtoweth xx thouſande Crownes in Ar- 


mour, 
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mour, Corſeletts, Harquebuſes, and Powder, wherof ther is great 
Scarcety hear ; he perſwadeth earneſtlie the Kynge to ſend an Am- 
baſſader in Portugalle, preſently after Eaſter, having delt with Che- 
ualier de Seure to that Purpoſe, whom he fyndeth willinge ynoughe. 
Doctor Knotte is lately come out of Spayne. The Duke of Brunſ- 
wicke is Generall of the Amaynes; and Don Pietro di Medicis, Ge- 
nerall of the 1talyans. The Kynge of Spayne is in League with the 
Kynge of Feſs, who hath offred to ſend him Ayde for the Conqueſt 
of Portugalle. Thomas Leuiftone, the Larde of Glandburye, and the 
Abbot of Lendors, went togither from Paris towarde Scotlande, on 
Mandye Thurſdaye. The Bysſhoppes of Scotlande hearken muche 
how the Larde Boyde doth cary himſelf, for that he is eſtemed one 
of the pollitiqueſt Perſones in Scotlande. The Papiſtes heer, and 
the Scottiſhe Bysſhoppes, do prayſe the Earle of Shrew/burye to be a 
highe Friend of the Quene of Scottes, for his well uſinge her. 
Ther is one Nelcalfe, who hath brought from Sheffild, the Earle of 
Shrew/buryes Houſe, Letters from the Quene of Scottes, to the 
Bysſhop; and Morgane, who was ſometyme the ſaid Earles Secre- 
tary. The ſaide Nelcalfe paſſed ouer from Southamptonne to Garne- 
fey,and ſo hither; ther is allſo one Monſlowe, a Traytor, Couſinge to 
the Bysſhop of Scotlande; Mr. Parker paſſed over at Rye, callinge 
lumſelf Suttone, Kynſeman to my Wyfe, and had a Letter of Re- 
commendatione to one Didſburye (who dwelleth and kepth a Table 
at Rye) to help him over. Mr. Dauy/ſone, Licentiate in Lawe, is 
gone to Orleans, who had Order to receave great Sommes of Mo- 
neye made out of Englande, which he receaved heer in Parys of 
two or three Merchants. Mr. Sheltonne, ſometyme the old Lord 
Treaſurers Man, is at Roane, throughe whoſe Hands, Money and 
Letters, and dyvers other Things do paſſe. Ther is a Book made

I. HAT the Kynge would take in Hand their Cauſe, togi- 
ther with Monſieurs, or that he will ayde him wth all his 
Meanes, as well with Money to paye 8000 Footmen and 2000 
Horſemen; as allfo to take away the free Paſſage of Commo- 
dityes betwen Frauxce and their Enemyes. 


His Highnes affureth himſelf ſo muche.of the Kynges Good- 
will, his Lord and Brother, as the States maketh Choyſe of hlm- 
to be their Lord with reaſonable Conditjons, that his Majeſty 
will reſpe& and favoure the Greatnes of his Highneſs, and their 
Preſervatione, by all the Meanes he may; and touchinge the 8000 
Footmen and 2000 Horſemen wher with they deſyre to be tyded, 


his 
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his Highneſe being requyred and entringe in Perſonne to incurte 
the Danger with them, will employ the beſt and worſt he can, and 
pay the ſaid Forces for thre Moneths. 


II. That the Freedomes, Preheminences and Libertyes, may be 
conlerved. 


His Highnes will mayntien their Freedoms and Privilege; 
which in former Tyme they have enjoyed. 


III. That the Religion which they term Fredde may be CTR 
permitted and maynteined. 
His Highnes will mayntien the ſame as it hathe ben agred by the 


Stats. 


IV. That ther be no Garryſones in their Townes but of their owne 
Natione ; and thoſe to be in Places, where, by his Highneſs and 
Counſail ſhal be thoughte mete. 


The Garryſonnes with which the ſaid Townes muſte be fourniſhed, 
ſhal be according as his Highneſs with his Counfaile ſhall fynde 
it nedeſull for Defence of thoſe Places. 


V. That the ſaid Counſail ſhal be compoſed of no o this then thoſe 
of tneir Contrey, except two or thre Frenchmen, which ſhall be 
permitted accordinge to the Order held by the ancient Dukes of 

Bourgoigne; and that the Electione and Nomination of the De- 
grees and Offices of the Contrey be referred to the States, to 
name Frenchmen or their owne Contrymen at their Diſcretione. 


His Highnes will eſtableſh his Counſaile by Adviſe. of the States, 
accordinge to the Knowledge which they may have of the Wor- 
thynes or Experience of the Perſonnes. 


VI. That they will give to his Highnes all the Demaynes of their 
Eſtate for his Mayr ntenance, and 160 Crownes a Moneth, to- 
ward the defrayeng of the Warres. 
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His Highnes will conſent that FR 160 thouſand. Crounes a 
Moneth, which the States will fourniſhe for the Mayntenance of 
Warre, ſhal be diſtributed by the Ordonnances and Adviſe of his 
Counſaile, and managed by the Treaſurers of the Country; and 
as concernynge the Mayntenance of his Highnes, he will be con- 
tent with that which ſhall be thoughte convenient, according to the 
Charges he muſt ſupport---His Highnes will contynue the Allyan- 
ces and Confederacyes which he ſhall fynde to be neceſſary for the 
Mayntenance of the Wealthe of the publique State; and will, by 
all Meanes, procure to joyne the Arche-duke in Maryage with 
ſuche Party as his Quallity and Greatneſs requyreth.

SIR, I receiv'd yours; in Anſwer to which I. have chodpht fit 
to give you this Account of the Buſineſſe you write about. The 
Woman (who is about a Mile from this Town) about fifteen Years 
ſince buried a Child whom ſhe dearly loved; and returning Home, 
expreſſed her Diſcontent in theſe Words: God has "now. done the 
Worſt He can to me. She continued well a good while after; but 
within a Year fell into a deep Melancholy, which brought her into 
that Condition wherein ſhe now is, and in which ſhe hath com- 
nued fourteen Years. I went about a Year ſince to fee her, and had 
this Account of her, beſides what my own Eyes informed me of 
her. She eats not any thing, only two or three Spoonfuls of Milk 
ch Day before twelve a Clock, (for after that Hour ſhe will take 
nothing.)

cold as Clay. She moves not ordinarily, but as ſhe is moved by 
others. Yet twice ſhe leapt out of Bed, and was met out of the 
Chamber upon her Hands and Feet ; which was occafioned, the one 
Time by an extraordinary Noiſe of a Hue and Cry paſſing by; and 
the other Time, by a ſudden Breaking-in of Light, the Curtain of 
the Window falling down. When I was with her, one took her 
by the Hand, and ſhe endeavoured to bite him. She fometimes 
groans much. "There is an unpleaſing Smell comes from her; yet 
not ſo bad as might be expected.

INCE you deſire to know my Sentiments about the pretended 

Extirpation of Hereſies in France, I am glad to tell you what 
they are upon ſo great a Subject. As I profeſs neither to fear nor 
flatter any Perſon whatſoever, ſo I will frankly avow to you that 
Jam not much perſuaded of the Succeſs of this great Deſign, nor 
can I be pleaſed with it as a Thing very advantageous to the Holy 
Religion: On the contrary I foreſee many Inconveniences which 
ſo novel a Proceeding will produce every where ; in good Faith, 
are you perſuaded of the Sincerity of theſe new Converts ? 1 5 
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they may ſincerely obey God and the King: but I am afraid of 
their Opinionativeneſs ; and I would not have laid to my Charge 
all the Sacrileges which wil! be committed by theſe Catholick's 
Force by Miſſionaries, who treat our Holy Myſteries too Soldier-like. 
Military Men are a ſtrange Sor: oi Apoſtles: I believe they are 
more proper to murder, to raviſh and 0 pillage than to perſuade ; 
thus the Relations made of them (which are not to be doubted of 
teach us, that they have diſcharged their Miſſion after their Man- 
ner, I pity the Perſons whom they abandon to the Diſcretion of 
theſe Men, I lament the Ruin of ſo many Families, ſo many 
Perſons of Quality reduced to Alms ; I cannot reflect upon what 
has happened now in France without Compaſſion; I am ſorry for 
thoſe unfortunate Perſons who are born in Error ; but methinks 
they are more worthy of Pity than of Hatred : And as I would not 
to gain the whole Empire of the World partake of their Error, fo 
I would not likewiſe be any Ways the Cauſe of their Miſeries. I 
conſider France at this Time, as one who is ſick, whoſe Legs and 
Arms they cut off, in order to the healing of a Diſtemper which a 
little Patience and Sweetneſs would have cured perfectly. But Iam 
very much afraid leaſt the Diſtemper be exaſperated, and in the End 
be rendered incurable ; leaſt the Fire hid in the Embers, one Day 
break out into a greater Flame than ever; and leaſt diſguiſed Hereſy 
become more dangerous. Nothing is more Praiſe-Worthy than 
the Deſign of converting Hereticks and Infidels ; but the Manner 
which is uſed there, 1s altogether new: And ſince our Saviour 
made no Uſe in the leaſt of ſuch a Method to convert the World, it 
cannot be the beſt ; I admire indeed, but cannot comprehend that 
Zeal and that Policy, both which paſs my Underſtanding ; and am 
beſides very glad I cannot comprehend them: Do you believe that 
now is the Time to convert the Hugonots, and to render them 
good Catholicks, in an Age in which ſuch viſible Attempts are 
made in France againſt the Reſpect and Submiſſion which are due 
to the Church of Rome, which is the only and immoveable Founda- 
tion of our Religion; fince it is ſhe to whom Chr:/ hath made 
that glorious Promiſe that the Gates of Hell ſhall not prevail againſt 
her. In the mean while the ſcandalous Liberty of the Gallican 
Church never advanced nearer to a Rebellion than ſhe doth at this 
preſent, The laſt Propoſitions, ſigned and publiſhed by the 
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Clergy of France are, that they have givena very apparent Triumph 


to Hereſy; and I believe their Surpriſe to have been extraordinary, 


when they ſaw themſelves very ſoon after perſecuted by thoſe very 


Men, who upon a fundamental Point of Religion entertain Tenets 
and Opinions ſo agreeable to their own, Theſe are the powerful 
Reaſons that hinder me from rejoicing at the pretended Extirpation 
of Hereſy. The Intereſt of the Roman Church is certainly as 
dear to me as my Life ; but it is that Intereſt alſo which makes me 
reflect upon what is done with Sorrow ; and I further avow to you, 
that I love France ſufficiently to lament the Deſolation of ſo brave 
a Kingdom: I wiſh with all my Heart that I may be deceived in 
my Canjectures, and that all may end to the greater Glory of God, 
and the King your Maſter ; I aſſure myſelf alſo that you will not 
doubt of the Sincerity of my Vows, and that I am,

On Friday laſt, we received Letters from Sir William Huſſy, 
dated at Aarianeple, June , giving an Account of his proſper. 


ous Journey by Water from Beigrade, beyond Nicapolis, and thence 
by Land to Adrianople. All the Way he received extraordinary 
Honours, at Belgrade particularly, The Seraſquier waited upon 
himto the Boat (a Thing, they tell me, unuſual in Turkey, and ſcarce- 
ly before known) and among other obliging Expreſſions told him, 
that there never was yet any War, or the leaſt Diſgaſt between the 
Porte and England, but always an entire Friendſhip ; which he 
prayed God to continue. As he paſſed by M idin, he ſent to Teckeley's 
Camp, who was not there himſelf, but two of his chief Miniſters 
(a Colonel and his Secretary) came in his Name to compliment 
him; and to complain of the ill Ulage of the Imperialiſis, cipccial- 
ly in Matters of Religion. The poor Chriſtians of that Country al- 
moſt adored him as he paſſed. His Excellency arrived at AJrian- 
ple about the latter End of May; where he was met by ſeveral 
Engliſh Gentlemen from Conſtantinople, and Smyrna. The 29th 
of May the Grand Signor, and Grand Vizier arrived, Their En- 
try was but mean, the Grand Sultan fitting in an ordinary Chatiot, 
with one of his Courtiers in the back Part. I he Grand Viz er 
paſſed quite through the Town, and went to his Tent pitched at 
an Hour and a Half's Diſtance off from it. He would not wait for 
Sir William's Compliments, (as is uſual) but ſent immediately to 
invite him to Audience; which was performed with Marks of 
Diſtinction, not formerly ſhewn to other Ambaſſadors. His 
Excellency was attended by the Chians Paſſo, and twelve Footmen 
in rich Liveries, half after the Engliſb, and half after the Turkiſh 
Mode, and a good Number of Gentlemen, The Turks * 
ay 
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Way as he went, ſaluted him moſt affectionately, crying out in 
their Language, God proſper your Undertaking; God grant your 
Mediation may ſucceed, and grant us once a happy Peace! He 
had, at his Arrival in the Tent, a Chair ſet for him; and the Vi- 
zier being come, and the firſt Compliments paſt, his Excellency 
explained his Commiſſion he had about a Peace. To which the 
Vizier anſwered, (repeating it three Times) That he was moſt 
willing to hearken to honourable Terms; and extreamly applauded 
the generous Friendſhip of the King of England, in interpoling 
to ſtop the bloody Effects of ſo long a War. He alſo obliged Sir 
* William to ſend one of his Gentlemen back to Vienna, to acquaint 
our Court with their good Diſpoſition. He preſented the uſual 
Coffee, Sherbet, and Perfumes; and ordered Veſts for the Gen- 
tlemen of Sir William's Attendance, This Expreſs has made your 
BH Voyage in thirteen Days, being accompanied by a Chian to Bel- | 
= grade; where the Seraſquier (knowing his Errant) preſented him 
with a rich Sabre, His coming has extreamly rejoiced our Court 
who now look upon the Peace almoſt as good as made, He was 
Yefterday heard at a Conference in Prince Leuis's Houſe; at which 
the two Chancellors were preſent. And it is ſaid, within two 
Days the Prince goes to the Army, and will have a full Power 
intruſted to him to conclude a Peace, 
Sir William adds, that if the Treaty of Peace went not on, the 
Vizier was reſolved to invade Tranſylvania.

An Account of King James the Second's Reception at 
Oxtord, 


HE Vice-Chancellor received the King with a ſhort 

Speech; the King ſaid he did not underſtand it, but was 
ſure it was very loyal, as indeed, nothing elſe could be expected 
from that Univerſity. After the King came to his Lodgings, the 
Vice-Chancellor and Univerſity kiſſed his Hand. He had ſome 
private Diſcourſe with the Vice-Chancellor. The King mention- 
ed the Caſe of Magdalen College, and the Matter of the Oxford 
- Pamphlets printed at the Theatre. The Vice-Chancellor did fair- 
ly and honeſtly ſtate the Caſe in point of Election; and for the 
Prefs, told him, that, while Mr. Walker printed ſuch Books, 
they were obliged in Honour, to anſwer them ; but that, if he 
was ordered to ceaſe printing, he would take Care of the Preſs. 

Saturday Night paſſed over in Silence ; neither Bells nor Bon- 
fires, except two. In Univerſity College, they had an Illumina- 
tion, as they call it, Candles ſet up in every Window, and Flam- 
beaux in the College Tower, 

On Sunday Morning the King went to Prayers and Sermon at 
Maſſey's Oratory, and at three in the Afternoon, to the Popi/ 
Chapel in Univerſity College, where he was received with a 
Speech in Engliſh, by Sir Edward Hale's Son, in which were 
many broad and plain Expreſſions. After Prayers, the Univerſity 
attended his Majeſty at Chriſt Church; the Orator made a Speech; 
the Vice-Chancellor preſented him with a Bible, and a Pair of 
Gloves ; he looked into the Bible, aſked if it was printed there, 
and commended it for an excellent Print. After this, the Fellows 
of Magdalen College were ordered to attend; the King told them, 
he had appointed the Biſhop of Oxon their Preſident, and com- 
manded them to go back immediately to their College, and admit 
him. They offered to preſent a Petition. He told them, he 
would hear nothing; he was King, and did expect Obedience. 
As they were going out, he called to them, to know who pen'd 
the Letter to my Lord Sunderland, which ſaid the Place was full, 


and aſked them, whether they had done any publick Act ſince axed 
were 
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were forbidden. To the firſt, they anſwered, it was not any ſin- 
gle Perſon, but was the Act of the whole Company, and drawn 
up by their Order, To the other, that they had only admitted 
one Fellow, who had been elected the year before. The King 
then bid them again go, and haſten their Admiſſion, ctherwiſe 
he would make them feel the Weight of a Prince's Hand. Ac- 
cordingly they met in the College Chapel (twenty-one in Num- 
ber.) One was for admitting the Biſhop, another defired Time, 
though he had ſome Time before prayed at S. Mary's, for Dr. 
Hough, the undoubted Preſident of Magdalen College. The reſt 
were unanimous in this Reſolution, that they were very defirous 
to comply with the King's Commands in every Thing, as far as in 
their Conſcience they could; but in this they could not poſſibly do 
it, without incurring the Guilt of a deliberate Perjury. This An- 
ſwer they ordered two of their Company to carry back to my 
Lord Sunderland. The King is very much incenſed; they ſay it 
will be put to the Judges, at the King's Return, which will be 
very ſoon. 

On Monday between ten and eleven, the King was entertained 
in the Library with a noble Banquet ; he ſeemed, and expreſſed 
himſelf extreamly well fatisfied with all his Entertainment ; told 
the Vice-Chancellor and the reſt, that he ever had, and ſhould 
have a Kindneſs for that Place, where he had his Education, and 
could not but look upon them as truly loyal, and all Church of 
England Men were ſo, thoſe that were truly Church of England 

Men, for there are ſome Wolves in Sheep's Cloathing among us, 

of whom he would have them beware ; that, he would not have 

them think hardly of him, for the Kindneſs he had ſhewn thoſe 

0 Perſuaſions, nor let their Eyes be evil, becauſe his were

At his taking Coach, he renewed his Expreſſions with a great 
deal of Ardour and Earneſtneſs, thanked the Univerſity for his 
noble Entertainments, that he took all Things kindly from them, 
faid, he ſhould always continue his Favour to. them, and could not 
but ever look upon them as heartily loyal ; that the Principles of 
Loyalty were the fame in both Churches, and their Principles in 
other Things moſtly the ſame.

An Account of the Czar, and his meeting King Wil- 


liam in Holland. 


HE Czar having ſignified to the King, that he deſired to 

ſee him, but with all the Privacy imaginable; it was agreed 

upon that the Tootaft, a great Ordinary, which, pro hdc vice, was 
the Czar's Lodgings at Utrecht, ſhould be the Place for their Con- 
terence: Whither the King came from Soe/dyke, and the Czar 
from Amſterdam. This Prince who affects to be incognito, to the 
laſt Degree, and is wonderfully averſe to publick Meetings, ſent 
to the King, that he would expect him in the Afternoon of laſt 
Medneſclay, with no more than three or four Perſons, if he pleaſed. 
The King made Anſwer, that he could not come with leſs than 
ſix or ſeven; which was agreed to. There was a vaſt Concourſe 
of People, ſurely expecting to ſee the Czar go into his Houle: 
They were all diſappointed; for he ſecretly crept into an obſcure 
Cellar- Door, on the back Part of the Houſe, and dreſſed himſclf, 
in Expectation of the King, His Incognito-Dreſs is very differing, 
and very extraordinary; ſometimes like a Peaſant ; ſometimes like 
a Gentleman, with Hat, Peruke, Cravat, and Sword; other times 
(and that often) with a Sailor's Cap, blue Shirt, and Canvals- 
Breeches. At preſent he had a purple Roll over his uſual Rſian 
Habit, nothing about his Neck, and his Hair cut to his Ears. How 
he received the King, my Author (being not admitted till after- 
wards) could not tell; but he found them in a large Room; the 
_ King fitting on one Side of the Table in a Chair without Arms, 
and the Czar exactly oppoſite, during the whole Time of their 


Conference ; which laſted above an Hour, There were oo 
| N even 
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ſeven Perſons waiting on the King, viz. the Earls of Alhermarie, 
Selkirk, and Orkney, my Lord Villars, and one grave Nobleman, 
who ſtood behind the Czar and his Interpreter. The Czar fpoke 
his own Language, and the King French; probably becaufe the 
Interpreter undertitood no Erng/iſh. His Mjeſty gave him all a- 
long the Title of Emperor, or Imperial Majeſty. The Czar atked 
his Majeſty a great many Queſtions relating to the Army and Fleet. 
The King aſked him concerning the Canal he is making between 
tho Wolga and the Tanazs, upon which he had 80,000 Men ac- 
tually at work. The Czar offered the King to drink, which his 
Majeſty then excuſed; but told him, that if he would dine with 
him next Day, he would then drink a Bottle with him; to which 
the Czar conſented. Among other things the Czar told the King 
why he was ſo averſe from appearing in Publick: The Reaſon 
whereof he pretends is a Blemiſh, or Contorſion in his yes, the 
Effect of convulſive Fits, to which he is ſometimes ſubject, occa- 
tioned by a ſudden Attack of two Aſſaſſins, of whom he ſlew 
one with his own Hand, and cut off the other's Arm. After 
an Hour's Conference, the Czar embraced his Majeſty, ſhook 
kim very heartily by the Hand, and ſo took his Leave, leaving 
the King in Poſſeſſion of the Room. About the Evening he ſent 
to the King to tell him, he could not dine with him the next 
Day, becauſe he forelaw it was impoſſible for him to meet his 
Majeſty privately at the Houſe not far from Utrecht, which the 
King had appointed. This, his affected Privacy, makes him al- 
ways chuſe :0 go by Water, and in common Paſſage-Boats; where- 
in he has never yet been diſcovered: And indeed he has nothing 
very diſtinguiſhing in his Perſon or Mien, except that ſinall Ble- 
miſh in his Eyes. He is very tall and ſlender, brown of Com- 
plexion, and aged about twenty-ſix Years. His frequent Change 
of Dreſs, Lodging, &c. does much contribute to his Concealment. 
Sometimes he is a Seaman; then he will lie two or three Days at 
an Anchor-Smith's at Sordam, and work as hard and as well as 
any Carpenter on Board a Ship. If he ſtays ſo long as to appre- 
hend a Diſcovery, then our Imperial Potentate is metamorpho ed 
into ſome other ſtrange Creature, and ſo to paſs through the Mob. 
whilſt they are eternally gaping for him. There are a thouſand 
flying Reports more of him, which 1 cannot vouch; but a I

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have ſaid of him is true ad pedem literæ. Wherein if I have been

A Copy of a Letter written in the Molucco Iſlands, 
in the Year 1695, to the Burgo-Maſfter, Wilſon. 


O give you ſome Account of the Things which happened at 

Banda, I muſt tell you, that it has pleaſed God to let us 
ſee his wonderful Works, and mighty Hand upon us, on the 2oth 
of November, laſt Year, which has been known to many now 
living. 
On the — about the Evening, was ſeen a very thick 
Smoak about the Top of the Mount Gonnony Apii, which was 
much augmented on the 21ſt and z ad, and ſome following Days; 
the Fire was continually encreaſing on the Weſt Side, and with 
fuch Blows, as if the greateſt Pieces of Cannon had been diſcharg- 
ed; ſo that we feared the whole Mountain would have been caſt 
| upon us. A Day of [Humiliation and Prayer was proclaimed 
F by the Government, againſt the 7th, throughout all Bards. 
[ Sometimes the Mount has brought forth ſuch a Noiſe, as the 
greateſt Storms can do about the Rigging of a Ship, or a Building 
on the Shore; and afterwards followed the Stones on the Welt 
Side, as far as the Sea, which was a horrible Spectacle. Fiſher- 
men have related to me, that ſo many Stones have been caſt out 
already, that the Place, where they uſed to fiſh with Lines, at 


forty Fathom Water, is now dry ; and the Fire comes out 8 the 
atcr 
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Water ſo vehemently, as is dreadful to ſee, and the Water is fo 
hot, that we cannot come near it ; and now the Mountain burns 
molt towards the Sea of Lanto. The Trees on the Eaſt and Weſt 
Side are alcogether ſpoiled, and the Welt Side covered with Stones, 
God knows, how high. The Stink of Brimſtone, during the 
Weiterly Monſoon, is ſo intolerable, that we could ſcarce en- 
dure it in the Streets of Nez2@. The Noiſe continues ſtill. How 
God Almighty will pleaſe to diſpoſe of us, is beſt known to him- 
ſelf alone, There is a great Sickneſs at Neiga; the Water which 
raineth, is by Reaſon of the Brimitone and Saltpetre, become ſour, 
and without the natural Taſte. The Gardens which were on the 
Gonnony Apii, and formerly brought forth great Store of Fruits for 
Man's Livelihood, are partly covered with Stones, and partly de- 
ſert. The greateſt Fear is, becauſe it is conſumed inwardly to- 
wards the old Hole, which was blown up in the Year 1615, and 
becauſe the Fire ſeems to take its Courſe towards the South- Welt, 
and, that it being quite hollow there, will tumble inwardly, or 
be ſubverted. I have been as near the Fire as I could approach; 


but the exceſſive Noiſe and caſting of Stones, made me draw back 
ſpeedily,

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ment of Scotland, to give all juſt Satisfaction to the joint Deſires 
of both Kingdoms; we fave: now likewiſe thought fit to aſſure 
the two chief Cities of both our Kingdoms, that nothing is more 
grievous to us than the Trouble and Diſtractions of our People ; 
and that nothing on Earth is more deſired by us, than, that in 
Religion and Peace, with all the comfortable Fruits of both, 
they may henceforth live under us in all Godlineſs and Honeſty. 
And this Profeſſion we make for no other end, but that you may 
know immediately from ourſelves, our Integrity and full Reſo- 
lution to comply with our Parliaments in every thing for ſettling 
Truth and Peace, and our Deſire to have all Things ſpeedily 
concluded, which ſhall be found requiſite for that End, that our 
Return to that our ancient City, may be to the Satisfaction of 
our Parliament, the Good-liking of you, and all our good Peo- 
ple, and to our own greater Joy and Comfort.

Eſides my Sorrows (which preſſed me very fore, and re- 
maineth ſtill upon me) the Troubles and Grief that fell 
upon me for the lamentable * in Church and State, and 
for your Sacred Majeſty and hopeful Offspring, filled up my 
Sorrows; and in my Thoughts T was grieved, that thofe row 
and Deſolations fell out in your Days; I confeſs Charity ſuſ- 
pects not, and the beſt Minds think the leaſt Hurt; and the 
freer a Man is from Vice in himſelf, the more charitable he is 
oF others; and this is that which hath proved, formerly, prejudi- 
cal to your Majeſty ; but had your Majeſty ben f er the 


beſt that had been inftcad eifinformed'e iH. rewarded, mig 
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be an hard thing to command Patience; but Grief is aſſwaged 
either by Preſidents or Examples. It is true, of late Days, your 
Majeſty being miſinformed againſt ſome of your beſt Subjects, 
your Majeſty thought to have dealt with them, as Jgſeph thought 
to have dealt with Mary, and ſo put them away far from you; 
but with Mary, they travelling as it were with Child ; and that 
that which they travelled withal might not appear an Illegitimate, 
the only wiſe God ſent, as it were an Angel unto you, to let 
you ſee, that, like Mary, they being contracted unto you in Love, 

they have not as yet defiled their Marriage-Bed, but remain, like 
Mary, faithful to their Head and Sovereign; and your Majeſty 
having been formerly ſeduced by falſe Opinions from others 
againſt them, I hope you will now be reduced unto them (and 
by them) by true Perſuaſions; and that you may be ſo, the 
only wiſe God that gave your Majeſty your Being, and ſo knew 
you better than yourſelf, hath dealt with your Majeſty as he 
did with Adam in Paradiſe, and ſo hath provided you a Meet- 
helper, when, with Adam, you thought no need of it, nor de- 
fired it; and your Majeſty yielding, as Adam did (in ſparing a ſu- 
perfluous Rib for to make him a Meet-helper) will become a 
great Gainer; for your Majeſty ſhall not only loſe thoſe who 
may very. well be ſpared, but you will gain to yourſelf, and your 
Poſterity, a Meet-helper, that will endeavour by all means that 
may be lawful, to eaſe you of many Burthens that otherways 
might have lain heavy upon you ; and this Helper. is many Mem- 
bers of that Body whereof your Majeſty is become the Head ; 
and conſidering their Pains and Labour in Love, you ſhould do 
them Injuſtice if you ſhould ſuffer any for to accuſe them. I 
hope there is none (or will be none) near you (if near you, yet 
dare not) ſo ingroſe your Favours any more to their own Advan- 
tage, whereby your good Subjects may be bereaved of thoſe Be- 
nefits that ought to be common to all. As for your Commons, 
they go not about to ſteal your Favours, but to purchaſe them 
legally, and are become unto-you, as Abraham's Servant was to 


his Maſter, who would not either eat or drink until he had done 


his Maſter's Buſineſs ; and, I dare ſay, if your Commons (as your 
late Monopoliſts and others) had or did ſeek themſelyes or their 


en Advantages (more than the Good. of King and Kingdom) 
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they would have been wearied, after ſo much Labour, before 
now ; but methinks I hear your Commons ſay, as Adam faid, 
let us be but one, and that it may be ſo, they are willing, 
not only for a time, to be ſeparated from their domeſtic Em- 
ployments, but to forſake all, and run many Hazards, to cleave 
only to your Majeſty in a ſolemn Contract; wherefore, to make 
up the Contract, you muſt, with J/aac, part with ſomething that 
was formerly near .unto you ; and who would not ſpare a Part, 
to ſave the reſt: Being done, it will prove to your Majeſty as 

comfortable and welcome, as Rebecca was into Jaac's Tent. 
This happy Match being made, it would not only refreſh 
your People, but make glad your Heart in time of Fears and 
Dangers. It is true, there are many that have brought your 
Majeſty into Troubles, and feared Dangers (and the more to 
blame they, for leaving your Majeſty, having brought you into 
them). It is true, there are many, with Os pla, ſeeing your Trou- 
bles, have left you; but your Commons, like Ruh, are reſolved 
to ſtick cloſe unto you, and will endeavour to help you, if, with 
David, you will be adviſed by them (who bleſſed God for the 
ſeaſonable Counſel of a Woman, when he was upon a deſperate 
Deſign). Judge then of their Loves and Affections to your Ma- 
jeſty, by yours to them, and then tell me, whether they do not 
love you; doubtleſs, yes; accounting their Lives not dear unto» 
them, ſo that they may but finiſh their Work with Joy, and 
accompliſh their good Ends concerning you; and I doubt not, 
but that I ſpeak it in the Name of many. And, in truth, by 
your late yielding and free Expreſſion, you have ſtolen me from 
myſelf, yea, and am now wounded within me, and, like Moſes, 
who was wounded within himſelf, and could hardly endure to 
look upon God when he deſcended in Mercy. It is true, there 
is nothing engageth a Soul to God, or a Subject to a King, as 
the Ap ce of Love; this made Moſes to ſay, How dreadful 
is this Place, O God] and this is that which hath ſtolen me from 
myſelf; fo that I am no more mine own but yours: Yea, by this 
Return of yours to your People, you will win them to Obedi- 
ence with Kindneſs ; and by doing ſo, you will make good that 
which you were ſent for, whoſe Cares ought to be employed for 
the Good of your Subjects; knowing that their Love is your 
| greateſt. 
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greateſt Safety, and their Proſperity your greateſt Honour and 
Felicity: And this is that which will make your Bed eaſy, when 
you ſhall poſſeſs the juſt Title to the Crown with the Love of 
your People; and the Continuance of it with the willing Applauſe 
of the Subject, is the nigheſt way to a Bleſſing ; and the Hopes 
of this is that which hath brought me to renew and confirm the 
Covenant that your Majeſty made with me, from your firſt 
Entrance to the Crown ; and becauſe you could not ſwear'by no 
greater, ſwore by the Eternal God, that you would defend me; 
and at the firſt of our Contract we made but one, your Power 
and all that you had was mine, to defend me and do me good; 
but there have been ſome of late that have ſet your Majeſty againſt 
me (I ſpeak it in the Name of many) and have perſwaded you 
. to beat me, and to force me to Obedience ; though of myſelf 
willing to obey, being of a Nature ſooner won than compelled : 
And this is that which hath fore troubled me ; yet this is not all; 
but when an Oath (with an ef cetera) was put upon me, it 
wounded me ; for by the Oath that I had taken already, I was 
bound faſt enough : But the Truth is, when theſe Things befel 
me, I was afraid that ſome evil-minded Men, like to Potipbers 
Wife, ſeeing mine Innocency, and more faithful to you my 
Huſband, than themſelves, had complained againſt me without 
Cauſe: And this I could hardly bear; for by this means our great 
Adverſaries, the Devil and Pope, laboured to fow Contentions 
and Jealouſies between us; and this is that which will be a 
Means to undo us both. When your Majeſty (which is become 
my Head and Huſband) ſpeaks kmdly unto me, and is ruled 
by thoſe that love us, my Heart is inflamed with a Love unto 
you; but when your Miniſters abuſe your Majeſty's Kindneſs, 
and become Tirants to their Fellow-ſervants; yea, when 

ſhall go about to juſtify themſelves, and lay all their Villany up- 
on your Majeſty ; this I can hardly bear; for by this means I 
am deprived of my Marriage-bed, and of my wonted Society ; 
and am troubled within myſelf, when I ſee your Majeſty (which 
is become my Head and Huſband) ſtrange unto me; but I hope 
every former Breach will unite Love the ſtronger. Wherefore 
being now reconciled to your Commons, feaft, live, love, and 
die together; and be more firm in your near Union, than ue 

div1 
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divided in your hearty Unkindneſs; ſo ſhall you meet in the 
End and never part, but be like Rache! and Leah, which two 
built up the Houſe of Macl. You are now in the way, and it 
is ſaid, Gen. xxiv. 27. That whilft the Servant of Abraham was 
in the way, God bleſſed him; the ſame God bleſs you; and for 
your Comfort and Encouragement know, by ſo much ſhall you 
grow to Perfection, by how much you draw near to Unity. I 
confeſs, had the Balaacs and Balaams of our Times been ſo evil 
as they would have been, the World had been over-run with Evil; 
but ſuch is the Wiſdom of God, that oft-times he hides from evil 
Men thoſe Times and Seaſons that might prove prejudicial to his 
People : So it was when Saul ſought for David. It is true, the 
good God might have deſtroyed the Balaams and wicked Sauls 
of our Times, but many times he will not, for God hath ſome- 
thing more for them to do; and it is not ſo much Glory to God 
to take away wicked Men, as to uſe their Evil to his own holy 
Purpoſes ; and gaineth many times more Glory by working Good 
oy evil Inſtruments, than by deſtroying of them preſently in 

eir wicked Purpoſes ; for it is a true Maxim, that it ſufficeth 
a good Man, that he reſiſteth the evil Actions of the Wicked, 
whilſt they love their Perſons. I confeſs, our Balaams and our 
Sauls had gone very far, but in ſome Things God permits in In- 
dignation, not for that he gives leave to the Act, but that he 
gives a Man over to the Sin in the Act, and yet this Sufferance 
employs not Favour but Judgment, and God is contented the 
Devil ſhould win himſelf credit (ſometimes) where he means to 
judge; I confeſs our Sauls and our Balaams, like Ciſera, truſted 
in their Strength, but like Ciſera, many of them run away; 
yet, in ſpight of them all, the Lord hath made a ſeaſonable 
and hopeful Proviſion for his People. It is too true, by the 
means of our Sauls, your Majeſty became to your People and 
Commons, as the Angel was unto Gideon, and ſo them 
afraid; but like the Angel that made Gideon afraid, your Ma- 
jeſty hath returned to their Comfort; and as God, where he 
loves, he employs; you are now willing to enjoy them 
by a willing Contract, and not by Raviſhment ; and by this 
means you appear now unto your People like Moſes, who had 
more Glory 


y his Veil than by his Face: And I do not 
doubt, 
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doubt, when all Things ſhall be made manifeſt, but that one 
faithful David will be in more account with your Majeſty, than 
either the Sauls or Balaams whatſoever. It is true, by the means 
of our Sauls, the Crown is become full of Cares, and your Ma- 
jeſty having almoſt been wearied by them, would fain now take 
ſome Reſt; and that your Majeſty may reſt, I will, with Jacob, 
give God no Reſt until he have bleſſed you; wherefore, being 
now reconciled unto your Commons, you will become as ſweet 
and pleaſant to the Church and the three Kingdoms, as the Tree 
that God ſhewed to Moſes, which when he caſt into the Waters, 
the Waters were made ſweet (which formerly were bitter), ] 
know that Thankfulneſs and Love can do more with good Men 
than Merit or Neceſſity; and methinks I ſee you like our Sa- 
viour, who thirſted after the Salvation of Mankind ; and I be- 
lieve it was not ſo much out of Dryneſs as out of Love; go 
you and do fo likewiſe, knowing that modeſt Beginnings and 
| hopeful Proceedings makes happy an and for your Com- 

fort know, that God, whoſe Battles you fight, will provide a due 
Reward: And ſo I commend the Saying of Solomon unto you, 
Ecclef. ix. 10. Whatſoever thy Hand findeth to do, do it with thy 
Might, for there is no Work, nor Device, nor Knowledge, nor Wiſ- 
dom, in the Grave whither thou goeſt.

HE Indiſpofition of my Body hath confined me to my 

Chamber, we muſt now therefore diſcourſe by Letters: 
Your Petition for Peace I ſee is not ſo happy as to find Succels 
in Parliament, at which while I wondred, I began to confider 
the Reaſons, which are diverſe as the Perſons oppoſing it ; there- 
fore you muſt firſt obſerve the Oppoſers, and 7 om the Reaſons 
will be evident. It is not fit the Houſes of Parliament ſhould 
deny the obedient Citizens of London any thing, for that 2

be diſtaſteful to the City; nor yet grant the Requeſt of the 
Petition, for that may be deſtructive to the Profit of many Mem- 
bers of both Houſes, and to ſome even of the City itſelf. It was 
therefore wiſely done of my abortive Lord Mayor and his zea- 
lous Sectaries, to attempt the ſtrangling of it in the Birth, by 
committing ſome that were active about it; their Reaſons are 
Reformation of Religion, that is, aboliſhing the Book of Com- 
mon-Prayer as Popiſh, though juſtified by the Compoſers Martyr- 
dom under the Popiſh Tyranny ; but that will make way for their 
new Doctrines and extemporary 2 1 oh next, the diſſolving of 
Biſhopricks and Deanries, will repay the Money lent upon pub- 
lic Faith, for advancing the Lord's War, (for fo they miſcal 
Treaſon) and conclude, that being the Lord's Debt, it is fitteſt to 
be paid out of the Lord's Inheritance; then Biſhops being eradicated 
Elders may grow up and flouriſh as in Sſanna's Days. And it 
is conſiderable, that the Eſtates of Malignants will be juſt Re- 
wards for the godly Labourers in this Harveſt ; all which will be 
loſt by a beggarly Accommodation. | 

Touching the Houſes of Parliament, which confiſts of about

Sir H. Mildemay his Brother Anthony, my Lord S--y his Son 
— and Others other Friends; while ſome Men 7, the Houſe 
ave confeſſed, that the Pay made them undertake the Cauſe, 
and which of all theſe, fave Sir 70h. Merric, knows ought of his 
Place but the Profit ; nay, many of them, for the better Service, 
fight by their Lieutenants, as they pay Debts by their Surities; 
and how many of them, ſave two or three which were taken 
Priſoners, received a Wound, or ſtruck one Blow, in the late 
Battels of Edge-hill and Brainceford; what Hopes then, that theſe 
Men will give their Votes, and 12 or 1500 J. per Ann. for a bar- 
ren Peace ? Will my Lord Mayor ſubſcribe a Petition that ſhall 
take away his Toll, 12 d. for Paſſes out of London? or Colonel 
Mannering, the craſed Mercer; Captain Baſſe, the Lace-man ; 
Captain Maſon, the Button-maker ; Captain Witherly, the Pewter- 
er; Captain Capcote, the Broker; Captain Lee, the Vintner ; 
with the Conyſkin Captain in Soutkwark ; and divers other Debt- 
compounding Citizens, their Pay and Protections againſt Creditors, 
and leave themſelves nought but a Goal to live in ? What can 
you hope for by your Petition, that theſe Men, and the like, can 
hinder ? 
Now ſurvey, what they impudently call the popiſh and beggarly 
Lords and Cavaliers for and about the King, as the Duke of Rich- 
mond, the Marquis Hartford, Earls of Cumberland Darby, Lindſey, 
Bath, Dorſet, Bridgewater, Danby, Leiceſter, Devonſhire, North-

James Thinn, Mr. Johm Coventry, Mr. Henry and 
Mr. John Bellaſſey, Sir Tho. Fanſhaw, Sir Richard Lewſon, Sir 
Tho. Danby, Sir Job. Packington, Sir Ric. Lee, Sir Charles le Groſſe, 
Maſt. Catline, Maſt. Holborne, Mr. Bridgman, Mr. Chadwell, Sir 
Fobn Strangways and his Son, Mr. Fobn Digby, Sir Ediv. Dering,

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Sir Will. Widdrington, Mr. Venables, Baron of Kinnerton, Mr. Rogers, 
Mr. Newport, Sir Edw. Alford, Mr. Whitmore, Mr. Chitchly, 
Mr. Edgcombe, Sir John Stowell, Mr. Crook, Mr. Nowell, Mr: 
Sutton, Sir Will. Oagle, Sir Will. Poole, and one hundred more 
than my Paper will hold, Men of Underſtanding and known 
Integrity ; and which of all theſe, whoſe Age and Health would 
permit, adventured not their Lives and Eſtates in this War with 
the King? Now let us examine their Religion, and you ſhall 
find them daily at Sermons and Service with the King, hearing 
and practiſing the ſame Proteſtant Religion and Liturgy, that 
ſaved our Fathers, and hath been in our Church ever ſince the 
Reformation, and which we have vowed by the late Proteſtation 
to maintain ; then (no doubt) neither the King nor they are 
likely to bring in Popery, nor be Separatiſts. 

That they are Men of Eſtates, the Countries that elected them 
(if not the Kingdom) knows, and which of them hath any Pro- 
fit by the War ? Which of them goes not himſelf and Servants 
to the War at his own Charge? Nay, which of them hath not 
otherwiſe, in a large manner, contributed to the Maintenance of 
the King's Army, and that without any Commands of an Ordi- 
nance ; yea, even againſt the Declaration of the Houſes ? What 
would they and others then have done, had an Order of the 
Houſes directed it as on the other ſide ? By this then you ſee 
they are neither Fopilhly nor beggarly; nor can have any Re- 
ward or Hopes of Repair out of the Eſtates of the adverſe Party. 

But they would induce arbitrary Government : I pray what 
Proof is there of that? What one Act hath the King done ſince 
the Commence of the Parliament that favours of arbitrary Juſtice ? 
Whom hath he diſtrained, committed, or turned out of Town 
for not lending? Nay, what hath he not done to aſſure us the 
contrary ? Read his Declarations, obſerve his regal Promiſes and- 
Proteſtations, and then tell me, what Chriſtian (that hath Charity) 
or what Man (that would be believed) will not believe him ? 
Hath he not regulated the Council-table? damned the Ship- 
writs ? ſuppreſſed the High-commiſſion and Martial-court ? Nay, 
hath he not left all things to be tried by ſtrict Proceedings of 
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Whom can arbitrary Juſtice more prejudice, than thoſe now 
about and with the King? The rich and wealthy Men? Surely 
then they will not be a means to induce that Law that ſhall 
undo and enflave them, their Children, Families and Eſtates. 
Yet muſt we lend Money, ſend Horſes, and raiſe Arms againſt 
theſe popiſh and beggarly Cavaliers. For it is not againſt the 
King, that were Treaſon, and Breach of our late Proteſtation, 
which is to defend his Majeſty; yet was the King's Perſon in 
Danger at Edge-h1/l Battle, when the undiſtinguiſhing Shot took 
ſome Perſons even about the King; but God did then, and 1 
hope always will cover his Head in the Day of Battle. 

Upon theſe Conſiderations, Sir, I cannot believe or fear the 
Reducement of Popery or arbitrary Juſtice ; nor think my Con- 
ſcience, Perſon, or Eſtate, tied by the neceſſitous Ordinance of 
both Houſes (for want of an Act of Parliament) to pay or let 
the Twentieth Part of my Eſtate (which you know may come 
to three or four hundred Pounds) be taken to ſupport a War, 
wherein the Perſon of the King (which God forbid) may be 
hurt. 1 | 
I am ſure that while God promiſed the Scepter to Judab, he 
put the Law-giver between his Feet, to let us know, that the 
legiſlative Power is neither above nor without the King; and I 
know the King, by his Writs, doth call them to adviſe with 
him, not to reſolve without him; I will therefore keep my Hands 
from giving, and ſo preſerve. my Conſcience ; I will faſt bolt 
my Doors, and ſo preſerve my Perion and Eſtate, until a ſtronger 
than I come; for I had rather others committed Treſpaſs in tak- 
ing, than I Treafon in giving: And I am ſure that both Armies 
are not on. the right ſide; but one, with all their voluntary 
Maintainers and Abettors, muſt, without God's infinite Mercy, 
be guilty of the Blood of all the Men flain on either ſide. 1 
ſhall therefore, for my particular, believe and follow the Rule 
of the Apoſtle, to obey the King, for le is ſet over us by God;

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are other Things conſiderable with us Citizens alſo, as the Re- 
turn of Sir Farthful Forteſcue, Lieutenant-Colonel Wag fiaffe, and 
my Lord Eſſex's Favourite, Captain.

next, the Danger and Jealouſy we are in, that even ſome of the 
Great Ones will follow (for theſe are but Harbengers) and ra- 
ther than come empty-handed to the King, will make us their

Let us confider the Event of War, wherein we can yet boaſt 
nothing but our Succeſs at Vincheſter. But had we had the Day 
at Edge-hill, and totally routed the Cavaliers, would that have 
determined the War?

Ecauſe I am at ſome reaſonable good Leiſure, I cannot let 
ſuch a groſs Miſtake and . uential Reaſonings paſs, 
without ſome Notice taken of them: And firſt, their Ingenuity 
in relation to the Covenant, for which they commend themſelves, 
doth no more juſtify their want of Ingenuity, in anſwer to Co- 
lonel Walley s chriſtian Offer, concerning which my Letter char- 
ged them with Guiltineſs, Deficiency ; than their bearing witneſs 
to themſelves, of their adhering to their firſt Principles and In- 
genuity in proſecuting the Ends of the Covenant, juſtifies them 
ſo to have done, merely becauſe they ſay ſo: They muſt give 
more Leave henceforwards, for Chriſt will have it ſo, will they 
* nill they, and they muſt have Patience to have the Truth of their 
Doctrines and Sayings tried by the ſure Touch-ſtone of the Word 
of God; and if there be a Liberty and Duty of Trial, there is a 
Liberty of ap 4 alſo, for them that may and ought to try; 
which, if ſo, they muſt give others leave to ſay and think, that 
they can appeal to equal Judges, who have been the trueſt Ful- 
fillers of the moſt real and equitable Ends of the Covenant : But 
if theſe Gentlemen which do aſſume to themſelves to be tlie in- 
fallible Expoſitors of the Covenant, as they do too much to their 
Auditories of the Scriptures, counting a different Senſe and Judg- 
ment from theirs, Breach of Covenant and Hereſy, no marvel 
they judge of others ſo authoritatively and ſeverely ; but we have 
not 10 learned Chriſt. We look at Miniſters as Helpers of, 
not Lords over the Faith of God's People: I appeal to their 
Conſciences, whether any trying their Doctrines and diſſenting, 
ſhall not incur the Cenſure of Sectary? and what is this but to 
deny Chriſtians their Liberty, and aſſume the infallible Chair? 
What doth he whom we would not be likened unto do more 
than this? In the ſecond place it is affirmed, that the Miniſters 
of the Goſpel have been impriſoned, deprived of their Benefices, 
ſequeſtred, forced to fly from their Dwellings, and bitterly threat-

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ned for their faithful declaring the Will of God, &c. and that 
they have been limited that they might not ſpeak againſt the 
Sins and Enormities of the evil Powers: That to impoſe the 
Name of Railing, upon ſuch faithful Freedom, was the old Pra- 
ctice of the Malignants againſt the Preachers of the Goſpel, &c. - 
If the Civil Authority of that Part of it which continued 
faithful to their Truſt, true to the Ends of the Covenant, did, 
in anſwer to their Conſciences, turn out a Tyrant in a way which 
the Chriſtians in After-times will mention with Hononr, and all 
Tyrants in the World look at with Fear; and many thouſands 
1 Saints in England rejoice to think of it, and have received

A Speech in Parliament. 


Stand not up (Sir) to oppoſe any thing contained in this 

Bill. It is a Bill moſt worthy of ſuch a Parliament, moſt 
fuitable and „eg to that Loyalty, Duty and Allegiance 
which all Engliſbmen owe, and which, to your eternal Honour, 
as the true Repreſentatives of the People, you have, upon all Oc- 
caſions ca your Readineſs and Forwardneſs to pay, with all 
handſome Circumſtances, and moſt emphatical Demonſtrations 
of a real, cordial and moſt ſincere Affection to his Majeſty, We 
now find, Sir, the Truth of that Maxim confirmed to us, ex- 
peſſimis moribus optime nafcuntur ies The Debauchery of 
wicked Men, and the Iniquity of evil and corrupt Times have 
always been the Production of the beſt and moſt prudential Laws. 
I ſpeak not this, Sir, as if I were about to accuſe the good, 
wholfome, wiſe, and prudent Laws of this Nation, of fo great 
an Overſight as the Neglect of the Preſervation of the facred 
, Ferſons of our Kings, in whom. ate bound up the Safety, _ 
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fare, Peace and Happineſs of the Kingdom; this were an Hypo- 
theſis not to be allowed, nor can any Man, who is not out of 
his Wits, imagine, that what you are now doing is grounded 
upon ſuch a Suppoſition, or capable of ſuch an Interpretation. 
The very Phraſe and Words of the Bill do plainly enough evince, 
that it is not intended to be an Act conſtitutive and creative of 
what before was not, but explanatory and declaratory of what 
before was, and ever has been; and certainly, Sir, ſince, in theſe 
our Days there has ſtarted bp a curſed, impious and moſt auda- 
cious Generation of Men, who, having not only like thoſe Giants 
in the Fable, bid Defiance to Heaven, made War with the Gods, 
diſpiſed and contemned Authorities, affront a Majeſty, and moſt 
impudently aſſaſſinated and murdered the beſt of Princes; but 
have alſo endeavoured to gild and paint over this their Wicked- 
neſs with the Name of Juſtice, and — their crafty Prevarications, 
cunning Inſinuations, and falſe abuſive Gloſſes upon this Law, 
have been ſo powerful upon the Minds of common, filly and 
ignorant People as to impreſs upon them an Opinion and Be- 
lief of the Legality of what they have done; who is there that 
will not think it neceſſary, at laſt, that ſomething ſhould come from 
you to ſtop the ſpreading Contagion of the Doctrine of theſe 
Devils, to reclaim Men from the dangerous Error of ſuch a 
Paradox, and to recal them again to their wanted due Reve- 
rence-and Adoration of thoſe who have ever been held and truly 
ſtiled Gods upon Earth. To this End, Sir, this declarative. 
Clauſe of this Bill ſeems to be excellently well accommodated, and 
I would hope, that it may be effectual for thoſe Purpoſes for 
which you intend ; yet give me leave to tell you, Sir, that in my 
Apprehenſion thete is ſomething wanting. SD 
You are pleaſed, Sir, to think fit, that it -be declared, that 
neither one nor both Houſes of Parliament have, or by the Laws 
of this Nation can pretend to have any coercive Power upon the 
Perſon of their King. This is a very good Declaration, and ſuch” 
an one as will undoubtedly be able to juſtify itfelf by the har- 
monious Conſent of all the Laws of this Nation ; but this; Sir, 
does but lop off one of the Branches of Rebellion; this does 
not put the Axe cloſe to the Root of the Tree, Alas, Sir! to 
what Purpoſe will it be to declare, that a King ought not to be 
. murdered, 
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murthered, unleſs you alſo take care that a King may not at 
any time by rebellious Arms be conquered ; and how can it be 
thought, that you would, as much as in you lies, give Preven- 
tion for the Future to the bold Undertakings of a rebellious 
Hand, unleſs you do clearly determine, even to the Underſtand- 
ing of the moſt ſimple and ignorant, in whom, and in whom 
alone reſt a Power of calling the Nation into Arms. This I 
dare lay down for an Aſſertion, as that which does moſt naturally 
prove itſelf, that in whomfoever is lodged a Power of taking up 
of Arms, to them muſt alſo be allowed the Exerciſe of that 
Power, when, and as often as they think a fit Occaſion, for the 
Rule holds as true in Politics as it does in Phyſic, fruſtra datur 
potentia ejus quod nunquam eſt in actu. 

And to whomſoever is allowed an Authority to take up Arms, 
to them alſo be allowed an Authority to fight with, kill and 
deſtroy all that make Reſiſtance againſt them; and to whomſo- 
ever it is allowed to fight, to them alſo it muſt be allowed to 
conquer if they can; and to whomſoever is allowed a Right of 
conquering, to them alſo muſt be allowed a Liberty of improv- 


ing a Victory; and what will be judged a due Improvement; 


none but the Conqueror muſt undertake to determine. 

If therefore, Sir, you ſufter this Error to remain fixed and ra- 
dicated in the Minds of Men, that. there is any Authority in the 
Nation ſeparate and diſtin from the King's, which can juſtify 
the People in taking up Arms againſt their lawful Prince, though 


it be but under the Name of defenſive Arms only; and that for 
the Preſervation of the Laws againſt arbitrary and tyranical Pro- 
ceedings (the always pretended Excuſe for ſuch Undertakings.) 
Do you think, Sir, you. have made the King's Perſon one Jot. 
the ſafer by declaring, That no coercive Power ought to be ex- 
erciſed over him. Wall a Rebel, think you, made proud by Vic- 
tory, be led to ſtand by ſuch a Declaration? Will an inſolent 
Conqueror confine himſelf within the modeſt Bounds and Limits 


of your Laws ? Can it be imagined, that a poor Parchment Record 


ſhall put a Stop to him, who has made the ſtrongeſt Forts and 


Caſtles to fall down before him? No, Sir, none but that Om- 

nipotent One who ſets Bounds. to the raging Sea, can ſay to that 

proud Wave, — Thou. ſhalt go thus far, and no farther. rh 
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Truth of this, Sir, is too fully proved to you by ſad Experience, 
and it is from that Experience that I am emboldened thus to 
ſpeak. | | 

l Did I believe that you intended nothing more than a mere 
Compliment to the King, I ſhould be as ready as any one to 
confeſs, that this Bill, as it is now framed, would ſerve well 
enough for that Purpoſe ; but I am confident, Sir, that if we 
would (as that I am ſure is your Deſign) prevent this bad Ef- 
fect, you mult be careful. in time to ſtrangle it in the dark Womb 
of its moſt: remote Cauſes. If you would avoid the ſtinging of 
the fiery Serpent, you muſt break early the Cockatrice's Eggs. 
If you would have your Kings fate, you mult block up all thoſe 
Avenues and Acceſſes by which Parricides have formerly made 
their Approaches to the ſacred Throne. 

I am not ignorant, Sir, that ſome perhaps may be ready to 
object, and fay, that the undoubted ſole Power of the Militia is 
in the King, and that therefore a. Declaration of this would be 
| altogether unneceſſary, there being none, or but very few, who 
do believe, that a War raiſed under the Pretence of any other 
Authority, deſerves any better Name than Rebellion : For if there 
be few or none that do believe, that it is juſtifiable to take up 
Arms againſt the King ; then certainly there are fewer who do 
believe that a King is accountable: to his Subjects, and can be 
arraigned and executed as a Criminal ; ſure I am, that if there 
be none do believe the firſt, there will be none able to do the 
other ; and this I conceive will be no little Part of your Bill. I 
never heard that a King was apprehended as a Malefactor, by 
Warrants iſſued out from Juſtices. of the Peace: I never heard 
that a King was ſeized by a Conſtable or a Purſuivant : Does 
any. Record make mention, of a King filed to appear before any 
legal Court of Juſtice ? This were a Thing ſo abſurd to imagine 
ſo altogether unneceſſary to urge; that a Parliament that ſhould 
make a Law to obviate and prevent ſuch a Miſchief ; which 
never did, nor never, by any Poſſibility, can happen, would. 
ſeem to act as fruitleſs a Work, as a Phyſician that ſhould beat his. 
Brains to find out a Remedy for a Diſeaſe which Mankind ne- 
ver felt, nor may ever, according to Rules of Art, be obnoxious 
to. 17 ret ans 
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Sir, Do but you take care that there never be a Cromwel again 
in England, and I will warrant you, you ſhall never hear of ano- 
ther Bradſhaw ; free us but from the Fear of a rampant Army, 
raiſed under the Countenance of a pretended lawful Authority, 
and there will be no Danger that Majeſty ſhall ever ſtand arraigned 
again at the Bar of 'an High Court of Juſtice. Believe it, Sir, 
this does more deſerve your ſerious Thoughts, than can, perhaps, 
on a ſudden be imagined. If you do but look Abroad a little, 
and take a due meaſure of Men, by ſome Diſcourſes intimative 
of their Minds, which now and then drop from them, you will 
have Cauſe to conclude, that though at preſent (bleſſed be God 
for it) all the Idol Powers of the Nation are fallen, at the glorious 
Appearance of our Sovereign, like Dagon before the Ark; yet 
there is a golden Image till ſtanding, to which many are ready 
to bow the Knee; this, this, Sir, I conceive is to be broken in 
pieces, or otherwiſe I do not fee how your Peace can be ſuffici- 
ently ſecured, or the Throne of His Majeſty firmly eſtabliſhed : 
I will not hold you longer in the Clouds, I am ſure I mean ho- 
neſtly, and I would hope therefore I may ſpeak plainly, it is for 
your Service only that I ſpeak, and defire to do it without of- 
fending any. Suppoſe, Sir (for I muſt ſuppoſe that which I 
hope we ſhall never ſee) that Miſunderſtandings and Jealouſies 
grew betwixt the King and his Two Houſes, are there not ma- 
ny Thouſands, Sir, think you, in the Kingdom, who are of 
opinion, that at the Beck of the Two Houſes they may lawfully 
take Arms, and march confidently under their Banners, without 
incurring the Danger of falling under the diſhonourable Name 
of Rebels? Sir, I may ſafely ſay it with Sadneſs, there are many, 
many honeft and well-meaning Men, who, poifoned with the 
Doctrine of the late Times, do think it not only lawful, but their 
Duty, thus to be obedient to the Call of Parliaments ; and there 
are not few, I fear, who with Earneſtneſs and longing Expecta- 
tion wait for ſuch a Call, that under the Pretence of a Parlia- 
mentary Authority, they may gain an Opportunity of reducing 
the Nation to that miſerable Condition in which you found it 
when you firſt took your Place. Here lies your Danger ; and 
hence, Sir, muſt ſpring all thoſe Evils which have already been 
felt, or we may hereafter fear. | 


This, 
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This, Sir, I humbly conceive affords the fitteſt Matter for a 
Declaration for to work upon, this being a Controverſy managed 
with ſo much Fineſſe, and polithed over with ſo many nice 
Diſtinctions, that til you undertake the Deciſion of it, every 
common and vulgar Underſtanding will not know how to make | 
a Reſolution in the Caſe. Tis true, indeed, Sir, to take up Arms | 
againſt the King, this is High Treaſon in plain Exgliſb; no Man 
is ſo ignorant as not to know it, no Man ſo impudent as to de- 
ny: But modeſtly, civilly, and demurely, to take up Arms for 
the Defence of King and Parliament, though without the con- 
current Authority of the King, and contrary to the declared Mind 
and Will of the King : This is not High Treaſon, as it has been 
ſaid, &c.

now ripe, high ripe, for your Determination at this Time,——

Mr. SPEAKER, 


I Think, I need not tell you that I do not ſtand up to plead the 
Cauſe of thoſe bloody Aſſaſſins, the Authors of that horrid 

excrable and moſt deteſtable Murther and Treaſon committed 
againſt, and upon the ſacred Perſon of our dread Lord and So- 
vereign of ever famous and renowned Memory ; I hope, Sir, I 
may fay, that J have not carried myſelf ſo fince I had the Ho- 
nour to fit within theſe Walls, as that it can be ſaid of me, 
that I have at any time appeared an Advocate for Delinquents. 
of a much lower Form than theſe. But, Sir, as I do not ſtand 
up to plead for them, ſo give me leave to tell you, that I take 
it to be a little foreign to the Matter now in hand, to declaim 

or inveigh againſt them: Surely, Sir, were there nothing more 
than they only in the Queſtion, their Lives, their Safety, their 
Impunity, not three Days, nor three Hours had been ſpent in the 
Debate. 
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Debate. I am certain, Sir, you cannot but remember when the 
Journal of the Proceedings of theſe bloody Traitors, preſerved 
with ſo much Care upon Record, were read before you, you 
cannot, I ſay, Sir, but remember how great a Conſternation of 
Mind did ſeize the whole Houſe: Did you not obſerve, Sir, 
every Man hanging down his Head like a Bulruth ? Did not a 
ſudden Tremor fall upon our Joints ? Did not Paleneſs, like the 
Paleneſs of Death, fit upon our Countenances ? Did not you ſee 
Shame, Sorrow, and Indignation, ſtriving as it were for the Vic- 
tory in us? Was not every Motion of our Eyes, and every Ge- 
ſture of our Bodies, ſtrong Arguments and Indications, that our 
Souls were agonized and convulſed with an impatient Defire of 
haſtening Revenge upon the Heads of thoſe curſed Miſcreants ? 
I do appeal to you, Sir, if ſuch was not the Temper of this 
Houſe, when this helliſh Fact was firſt ſpread before us? Nor 
is it to be wondered at: What Ear can hear, what Tongue can 
utter, what Heart can imagine, the tranſcendant Iniquity of that 
ſtupendious Act, without having his Blood fevered with Indigna- 
tion againſt it, and his Soul poſſeſſed with an Abhorrency of it! 
that a King, the beſt of Kings, the beſt of Men, the beſt of 
Chriſtians; he who had cloathed us in Scarlet, and had turned 
our Iron into Braſs, our Braſs into Silver, and our Silver into 
Gold; a Prince, whoſe Prerogatives were our Ornaments, not 
our Burthens; whoſe Power was our Safety, not our Danger ; 
our Security, not our Fear ; a Prince, in whoſe Reign, and un- 
der whoſe Government, the Church might more truly be called 
Triumphant than Militant :: That this Prince, Sir, ſhould be 
haled to the Bar as a Crimal, ſhould be arraigned, accuſed, con- 
demned, under the black Characters of Tyrant, Traitor, Mur- 
therer; that he ſhould be reviled, ſpit on, reproached, upbraid- 
ed, deſpiſed, contemned, nay, murthered, murthered at his own 
Door, murthered in the View and Sight of his own People; 
murthered, with all the unworthy Accumulations and ſmarting 
Circumſtances of Affronts and Indignities, which either Malice 
could contrive, or Barbarity execute; is a Wickedneſs ſo ſuper- 
latively exceeding all the Inſtances of Wickedneſs acted in former 
Ages, that we may truly ſay of it, it is that guod nunguam vidit 
antiquitas et ægre credent poſters. 25 
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Certainly, Sir, I may ſay, and I doubt not, but you are of the 
ſame Opinion, that ſuch then was the full, free and univerſal 
Concurrence of this whole Houſe, in expreſſing their Deteſtation 
of this helliſh Parricide, that if the Edge of their Juſtice had 
not been abated by I know not what prudent Conſiderations ob- 
{ſtructed upon them, there had not been one of theſe Caitiffes now 
living, to have been the Occaſion of fo unhappy a Difference be- 
twixt the Lords and us. | 

And if ſuch were the Reſentments we then juſtly had of the 
Injuries done to that good murdered Prince, whilſt we were yet 
ignorant of the Virtues of his Son, how much deeper muſt theſe 
Reſentments be now radicated in us, who find ourſelves ſo much 
the more endeared to the Memory of the Father, by how much 
the more experimentally we taſte and feel the Beneſits we en- 
joy and hope to enjoy under the moſt excellent Government of 
his incomparable Son. This Conſideration alone, 1f there were 
no other, would be enough to fire our Minds with ſuch Indigna- 
tion againſt theſe Canibals, that were there a thouſand of them, 


an Army of them, we ſhould rather ſtudy how to heap 2 


cated Deaths upon them, than make it our Concern to ſave their 
Lives; could we reſign them up to all the Miſeries that the 


Rage of that Revenge could deviſe, or could command upon the 


Pains of the infernal Pit, could we arm that great Scorpion Death 
with Ten thouſand Stings, or bring upon them all thoſe Torments 
which Poets have invented to bugbear Men from the Practice of 
Vice, all this would be little to be inflicted upon them as the 
Puniſhment of ſo unparalleled a Villany, For my own part, I 
muſt declare, that as it was my very great Trouble to ſee you 
mangle and ctamp your Juſtice, by confining it to ſo ſmall a Num- 
ber as Seven, ſo there is nothing I could more heartily rejoice in, 
or concur with, than the giving a larger Commidion to your 
deſtroying Angel now.. If the ſingle Queſtion were concerning 
theſe Men's Lives only, I do not ſee how any one here, nor 
have I reaſon to believe, that any one here would be backward 
to pronounce this Sentence without any Diſcrimination upon 
them all, /Satiunt fe ſanguine quam fitierunt, they have thirſted 
after Blood, give them therefore their own Blood to drink, for they 
are moſt worthy ; fill up the Cup of Vengeance to the Brim, and 
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put it into their Hands, and make them to drink it ; yea, drink 
the Dregs of it till they be drunken therewith, and ſtagger, and 
reel, and fall, and never riſe any more; and may all thoſe ſo 

riſh who are the Enemies of our Sovereign Lord the King, and 
et all the People of England ſay, Amen. 

This were a Sentence, Sir, moſt deſervedly due to ſuch Crimi- 
nals, and ſurely they had not been thus long without it, if you 
conceived yourſelves at liberty to give it ; but this is your Un- 
happineſs at preſent, and I pray God it proves not an Unhappi- 
neſs to the Nation, that you have ſo fettered yourſelves by your 
own Votes and Proclamations, that what is juſt they ſhould ſuffer, 
you are not clear, that you in Juſtice can inflict upon them. 
How to extricate you out of this Difficulty, Hic labor hoc 
opus eft, I do not think that a more perplexing. Queſtion did 
ever come into this Houſe ; it ſeems to goar you with this Di- 
lemma, either that, on the one hand, you ſhould remit ſome- 
thing of the Severity due to the worſt of MalefaQors, which 
would not be for the Honour of your Juſtice ; or, on the other 
hand, that you ſhould depart from your own Engagements 
which I am ſure would much impeach the never to be violated 
Faith and Reputation of this honourable Aſſembly. Whether it 
has proceeded from my Weakneſs, or from the real Nicety, or 
Curioſity of the Queſtion, I ſhall not determine, but I will not 
be aſhamed to acknowlege to you, that till now I could not 
bring myſelf to ſuch a Fixation, as to be poſitive in any Opinion; 
and what my Judgment is, ſuper tot neuter, and upon what Reaſon 
grounded, I ſhall humbly crave Leave briefly to acquaint you. 

The Arguments that have been urged for your now agreeing 
with the Lords, as near as I can remember, have been drawn 
either from your Votes, wherein you are ſingle, acting only 
within yourſelves, or from the Proclamations wherein you are con- 
joined in a Concurrence with the King and Houſe of Lords. 
As to your Votes, you have been put in mind, that upon mature 
Deliberation you have voted, that only Seven ſhould die for the 
King's Murder ; and afterwards, by other Votes, have proceeded 
to the Nomination of thoſe Seven Perſons ; from which Votes, in 
a Matter ſo ſerious, as the Lives of Men, it is urged, that in Ho- 
nour, you cannot recede to this Objection; the Anſwer gp i 
| a | ready, 
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ready, and often given, that you are fo far Maſters of your own 
Votes, that upon better Reaſons appearing to you, you can alter 
and retra& as you ſee Occaſion ; that this is done frequently in 
divers Bills, and particularly in this Bill, as appears by divers In- 
ſtances, why your Votes, which are not concluſive to yourſelves, 
ſhould be any more concluſive to the Lords, who have an equal 
Share in the legiſlative Power, more than theirs to you; and why 

ou ſhould more inſiſt upon them in this Caſe than in others, 
where the Inducements to recede were not ſtronger, if ſo ſtrong 
as in this, I confeſs, I cannot underſtand. The Arguments urged 
upon you from the Proclamations, have been raiſed, either from. 
the Title of the Proclamation, or the Penalty in caſe of Non-con- 
formity to the Commands of the Proclamation, from whence is 
infered a negative Implication ; theſe have been often and largely 
inſiſted upon by many learned Gentlemen of the long Robe, and 
others ; but the Arguments cn the other Side, ſeem to me, much 
the ſtronger and more powerful. 

Upon the whole, Sir, I cannot ſee, that either the Votes ab- 
ſtractly conſidered by themſelves, or the Proclamation preciſely 
conſidered by itſelf, does, in Honour and Conſcience, oblige you 
to an immoveable Adherence. The Proclamation is neceffarily 
to be conſtrued with the Votes previous to it, and both it and 
them being ſo conſtrued together, an Adherence to them is highly 
incumbent on you for theſe Reaſons : Firſt, Becauſe the Procla- 
mation took its firſt Riſe from you. Secondly, It was grounded 
upon a Reaſon of State, which was a valuable Conſideration for 
the Benefit held forth in the Proclamation to thoſe that did, in 
the Time limited, conform themſelves to the Commands. 
Thirdly, Thoſe that did come in upon the Confidence of your 
Proclamation, did part with that Security which was valuable 
to the Benefit promiſed. Fourthly, It was really the Intentions of 
this Houſe, that they that did come in ſhould have the Benefit 
of the Proclamation, as will appear, 1. By an Appeal to every 
Man's particular Conſcience. 2. By open Matters of fact. 
Fifthly, It is manifeſt, that thoſe that did come in, did thus un- 
derſtand your Proclamation, and upon that Confidence caſt them- 
ſelves upon your Honour. Sixthly, The whole Nation in general, 
as well thoſe that are not concerned, as thoſe that are, have, and 

| Gg g 2 do 
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do ſo underſtand. Sir, this laſt is not, to me, the leaſt preva- 
lent Reaſon, nor the leaſt powerful Conſideration ; it is the Ho- 
nour of this Houſe, and nothing elſe but the Honour of this 
Houſe, that in all this Debate has been conſulted; I am ſure 
there is nothing but the tender Care and Regard which I have 
(and ought) of that, which does embolden me thus to give you 
the Trouble of this Diſcourſe. If therefore your Honours be 
that which is at ſtake, I pray conſider which way this is beſt to 
be preſerved. It is one of the greateſt Unhappineſſes of Man, 
that that which of all things is moſt valuable to him (his Ho- 
nour) is leaſt of all in his own Poſſeſſion. 

The beſt Courſe that any Perſon, public or private, can take to 
ſecure this ſlippery Thing, is to act with ſo much Clearneſs and 
Ingenuity, that Malice itſelf will not have the Power to impeach 
his Actions. Now, Sir, ſuppoſe (for I would, by Suppoſition, 
allow the moſt that could be thought of) ſuppoſe, I ſay, you 
were ſatisfied, upon the Reaſons you have heard (which I confeſs 
are weighty ones) that, notwithſtanding your Votes and Pro- 
clamation, there is yet Room and Scope enough left you to cri- 
ticiſe theſe Men out of their Lives; I will not deny, but per- 
haps you might make a hard ſhift, with a great many good 
Words, and fine Prevarications, to put ſuch a Gloſs upon it, that 
the wiſer ſort of People, who are good at diſtinguiſhing, may 
entertain a pretty good Opinion of what you do. But I need 
not tell you, Sir, that the greateſt Number of Men, to whom 
you are to approve yourſelves, and by whoſe Judgment you muſt 
ſtand or fall, are not Critics, nor to be made Critics ; they would 
rather, Sir, a Man ſhould right down play the Knave with them, 
than they would have one who 1s ſo myſteriouſly honeſt, that 
they muſt take pains to find him out ; they will not put them- 
{elves to the trouble of nice Diſtinction to ſave your Credit, nor 
the Credit of all the Parliaments that ever were in England. 
Can it be imagined, Sir, that thoſe that whiſtle at the Plough, or 
fit in their Shops all their Lives-time (and ſuch are the Judges 
you are like to have) will theſe Men, think you, turn Philoſophers 
on purpoſe upon this Occaſion; do you think, Sir, that they 
have nothing elſe to do but make Syllogiſms to defend your Re- 
putations. Upon my Word, Sir, they go a nearer way to mo 
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when they have once made their Concluſion, I would fain ſee 
that Logician that can diſpoſſeſs them. The Caſe then ſtanding 
thus, it is not ſufficient to tell you, that according to nice and 
ſtrict Rules of Logic and Grammar, ſuch an Interpretation is to 
be put upon your Votes and Proclamation, as leaves you a Lati- 
tude to recede from your firſt Votes (though that is more than I 
will allow to be true) but he that will be truſty, careful and 
tender of your Reputation, muſt ſhew you how you ſhould make 
common People underſtand this, before he adviſes you to do it. 
Really, Sir, give me leave to tell you, that if you be once taken 
notice of to be a Parliament that is cunning to evade your own 
Words, and in ſpeaking oraculouſly in doubtful Senſes, the ho- 
neſt Countryman, yea, and the Citizen too, will be as much 
afraid of you, as uſually they are of thoſe whom they call Con- 
jurers, they will not dare to come near you, or have any thing 
to do with you for fear of Tricks to be put upon them. Par- 
don, Sir, I beſeech you, this Bluntneſs of Speech and Freedom, 
I ſhould not preſume to be thus bold with you but for your 
Honour's Sake, which J do profeſs J value, and will value above 
my own Life, or any Concern of mine in this World. —_ 

There comes to my Mind an excellent Saying of Julius Ceſar 
concerning his Wife, whom he had repudiated, ſuos non tantum 
crimine ſed ſuſpitione cavere oportet. Methinks a Houſe of Com- 
mons ſhould be as jealous of their Honour as Ceſar of his.

I may pleaſe your good Lordſhip, 

M Hand never moves fo heavily upon Paper, as when the 
: Diſtreſſes of my perplexed Condition compel me to give your 
Lordſhip a Trouble in my own Concern ; it being much more 
agreeable to my natural Temper, and the Defign of my Life (if 
my unkind Fortune did not thwart it) to appear rather as a Per- 
fon ſtudious how to contrive myſelf into ſome Uſefulneſs for His 
Majeſty's Service, than as One importunate and folficitous about

your own Hands, for ſuch, my Lord, I am proud to declare my- 
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my own Affairs. But, as Wounds (though they cannot be open. 
ed without ſome Smart, yet they cannot be. neglected without 
more Danger) ſo ſuch, my Lord, are my Wants, my very preſ- 
ſing Wants, at preſent, tnat as I know not how to expreſs them 
without offering Violence to my own Genius, ſo I cannot longer 
conceal them without ſitting down under abſolute Ruin. Beſides 
the violent Impulſe of Neceſſity, the miſerable Effect of my 
Unfortunacy, I have a gentler and more comfortable Encourage. 
ment to this Application, from the Aſſurances of your Lordſhip's 
Kindneſſes, which have already been moſt ſignificantly expreſſed 
to me by many real and effectual Benefits beſtowed upon me. 
It was by your Lordſhip's Favour only, that I was at firſt ſo 
far received into the King's good Opinion, as to be allowed a 
Place. in the Catalogue of thoſe who did defire to ſerve him ; it 
was by your Lordſhip's Favour only, that my weak but faithful 
Endeavours (when moſt unſucceſsful) were yet ſo advantageouſly 
repreſented, that they found the Acceptance of more happy Un- 
dertakings ; and it 1s by your Lordſhip's Favour only, that, fince 
His Majeſty's happy Reſtoration, I have not been altogether with- 
out ſome Evidences and Fruits of his gracious Inclinations to- 
wards me; and that I do every Day (which is better to me than 
Life, and without which my Life would be a Burthen to me) 
enjoy thoſe benign Aſpects of his Countenance, which though (like 
the Morning Appearance of the Sun) they have hitherto brought 
more Light than Warmth with them, yet they have and do 
quicken me to an hopeful Expectation, that I may hereafter in 
time feel the Influences of his Grace more and more beneficially 
operative and powerful upon me. Now, my Lord, notwith- 
ſtanding, that when I reflect upon myſelf, I have Reaſon enough 
to fear, from a true Apprehenſion of my many Defects, that 
your Lordſhip may ſee Cauſe to repent you of this your Kind- 
neſs begun to me; yet, on the other ſide, when I remember that 
there is nothing wherein great Perſons can ſo much imitate either 
the omnipotent Power, or the immenſe Goodneſs, of the great 
Creator, as in acting without the Foundation or Prediſpoſition of 
a Subject- matter; I am again encouraged to conceive Hopes, that 
your Lordſhip will not altogether forget the Workmanſhip of 
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ſelf to be, nor ſhall I ever be ambitious of any greater Honour 
than to be ſo accounted. 

Theſe, my Lord, have been the Thoughts with which I have 
thus long endeavoured to buoy and bear up my ſinking Spirits,

Have nothing worthie tis Majeſties Knowlaige, yet hold i it 
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the means of Monſieur de Phyſeux to preſent my ſelf to their 
Majeſties and to receave their commaunds, but being preſt 
with haſt in my Journie, I defired him to hold me excuſed 
that I could not further attend a time of leiſure for that Ce- 
Temony. He told me that theyr Majeſties being then uppon 
theyr departure, the Sacre had the leſs time to ſpare for any 
thing but neceſſarie affaires, and offred me in their Names all 
helps for my Journie yf I ſhould ſtand in neede of any through 
this Countrie, and likewiſe to write to theyr Ambaſſador at 
Venice to hold all good correſpondencie with me. I underſtood 
by my Lord Ambaſſador extraordinarie ' that the Prince of 
Fanville taking Knowledge by his Lordſhip that I had charge 
from his Majeſtie to advance his Sute with the State at 
Venice, had a Purpoſe to viſit me, but my ſmall ſtay (as 
may ſeem) prevented his cuming. The Venetian Ambaſſador 
was with me twice during my abode there, and once the Am- 
baſſador of the United Provinces. To the former I returned a 
Viſit, but to the other was forfed to excuſe my ſelf by Meſ- 
ſage, in regard of my haſtie departure. The two Ambaſſadors 
extraordinary from Venice, Andrea Aguſſod and Agoſtino Nani, 
going to Paris like Heraclitus and Democritus, the one to 
condole, the other to congratulate, I miſt on the midway be- 
twixt this and Orleans, they taking the commoditie of the 
River for theyr Deſcent. Giorgio Giuſtiniano who is to ſuc- 
ceede Antonia Giuſtiniano now reſident at Paris, is as J heare 
on the way hetherwards, and I am like to meet him amungſt 
the Mountaines. Through Picardie, and at Paris, it was my 
Fortune till to light in the Steps of my Lord of Cranburne, 
cuming moſt commonly to the ſame Lodging, and within few 
Howers of his remove, and fownd he left nothing behind 
him, fave only the Reputation dun noble cavalier, and d'un 
train bien regle. Uppon the ſame reaſon which guided me 
hether, he turned his Courſe this way and parted from this 
Towne on Saturday laſt being owr Micbaelmas Day. I am now 
upon the point to follow. Here upon the place in the Countrie 
of Lionncis and Bajoux I find a Levie in hand of 4000 Foote 
and 200 Horſe for the Aſſiſtance of the Duke of Savoy. The

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 Captaines under the command of the Count de la Roche, are an 
old Follower of the Dukes in the timeof the late Warrs, and one 
Monſieur de Grange a young Gentilman, and as Coronells, have 
had theyr Commiſſions theſe three weeks, but tucht no Monie 
till this day, there being now ſome proviſion come from Paris 
to this purpoſe, under colour of payment of the D. of Savoys 
annual Pention which he receaves from thence. What uſe 
ſhall he made of theſe Men I cannot learne more then that they 
ſhall lie in Garriſon at Vercelli and thereabout upon the Frontiers 
of Navara and Milan for feare of the Spaniſh Troops, which 
are. of late augmented in thoſe parts. They begin to march 
within ten days, mean time the ſecond Son of Savoy, Phrl- 
libert, is paſt this way in ſolemn Ambaſlade to the King of 
Spaine to remove, yf he may all Jealouſies conceaved againſt his 
Father. | . 
The D. of Nemours is the chief Autor of theſe Levies and 
Monſieur Deſguires a great Aſſiſtant, who doth likewiſe rein- 
force his own Troopes, and draw them down in readineſs to, 
ſecond theſe. Thoſe of Geneva take allarm at theſe Motions, 
and haue drawn five Companies of theyr Neighbours the Pro- 
teſtant Cantons into theyr Towne in Garriſon. Now that the 
D. of Savoy ſhall ſend his Son into Spaine, and Arme in Pie- 
mont; and that Geneva ſhould be ſo apprenſive, where Deſ- 
guires ſhews ſuch forwardneſs, are as the Spaniards term them 
Diſparates, and onely thought the effects of ſelouſie without 
further deſeign, the Savoyard being ſometimes in feare of the 
Spaniard, and thoſe of Geneva always of the Duke. 
vf I ſhould now make obſeruation of the veiw of this Coun- 
trie, which is all I could take in my courſe through it, I muſt _ 
needs confeſs that in regard of ſumtuous Buildings, of cutting 
new Cannals for tranſport of Merchandiſe, of paving high ways 
almoſt through whole Provinces, of building Bridges, and 
other publicke Workes, France hath a new Face ; but in re- 
ſpect of Tirannie of Landlords, of exceſſive Tailles and Impoſts 
raiſed uppon theſe publicke Pretenſes, there is ſuch a poore face 
of a People, and ſuch extreme Miſerie, that as happines is onely 
knowne by. comparriſon, I could not but every hower bleſs the

F T E R Eight Years travell in France, Germaine and 
Taly; being ſettled at his Studies in Oxford, he was by 
Comandment from the Queens Highneſſe, at the Inſtance of 
Mr. Doctour Dale, in April 1573, called from his Studies, then 
being Fellow in Allſowles Colledge in Oxford, and ſent over into 
France, as Secretarie with Doctor Dale, then Ambaſſador, Re- 
ſident for her Majeſtie with the French King. 


May 1574. Monſieur the King's Brother, and the King of 
Navare, preſently after the Death of Charles the IXth, upon de- 
ſcouery of an Intention they had to have fled into Germany, 
there to have procured Succours for reforming the Abuſes 
of the State, were committed to cloſe Priſon, at Bois de 
Vincennes; at which time her Majeſtic having a gratious . to

relieve them, did by ſpecial Commiſſion to Wilkes, authoriſe him 
to. attempt all means to mo with them, to deliver unto them 
her Majeſties Promiſes for their Reliefe; wherein W7lhes did 
often adventure his Liefe, upon remembrance whereof, the Kin 
that now is gave him of late the Title of Knighthoode. 


July 1574. The Negotiation. of Wilkes with theiſe two 
Princes, was diſcovered by Monſieur to the Queen his Mother, 
and Wilkes layed for, to have been taken in Paris; but being 
eſcaped by Means of the King that now 1s, was followed into 
England, with a bittir Lettre of Complainte from the Queen 
Mother to her Majeſtie againſt him, bearing Date the 1oth of

Auguſt 1574. The gth. of Auguſt, the Queenes Majeſtic 
being well informed of the Danger eſcaped by Wilkes in this 
Service, becauſe her Honor was intereſs'd in that Negotiation ; 
dothe notwithſtanding retourne W/iRes, with her Lettres and In- 
ſtructions to the Queen Mother, to deliur an Apologie of the 
Matters complained of againſt him, who with muche appear- 
ence of Danger, trauelled to Lyons to the Quene Mother, and 


there performed her Majeſties Directions. 


February 1574. Wilkes after this Negotiation with the Quene 
Mother, remayned for the Quenes Majeſties Services in France, 
till February following ; and then was called home preſently, 
and ſent with Inſtructions and Lettres to the Conte Prederick 
Pallatine, the 22d. of February, to treate for the Levye of the 
great Armye, which in 8 following was conducted into 
France, by the Prince of Conde and the Duke Cafimire. 


April 1575. He retourned Home, and was immediately 
diſpatched backe to followe and obſerve the Actions of that War- 
fare; wherein he ſpent ſome 14 Monethes, and gave from Time 
to Time Accompte of all that ſucceeded in that Enterpriſe.

O UND is an Undulation of the Air, which agitates the 
0 Tympanum of the Ear; by which means a Motion is com- 
municated to the Air contain'd in that Or gan, which by excit- 
ing a Vibration in the auditory Nerve, raiſes in the Mind an 
Idea of Soup. 
The Medium of Sounps is common Air, and not as ſome 
have imagined, a ſubtile Fluid: That this is true, may be learn- 
ed from Experiments. If a Ball be put into a Receiver and con- 
tinually ſhook, as the Air is exhauſting, the Sound con- 
tinually decreaſes, and at laſt becomes ſcarce audible, and vice 
verſa. In condenſed Air, the Sound increaſes according as the 
Degrees of Condenſation ; that this is conſonant to Reaſon will 
appear by attending to the Nature of Motion, which is com- 
municated to all Parts of a Conſiſtent ſooner than a Fluid Body. 
Suppoſe a Stick ſtruck at one End, and Motion is immediately 
communicated to the other End ; but ſuppoſe the Stick reduced 
to a Fluid or Column of Water, the Motion would n not he _ 
pagated to all its Parts ſo ſoon. 
Sir Iſaac Newton, calculated that SounD ohh to move 960 
Feet in a Second, where theAir is ſerene and free from all hetero- 
geneous Matter : But when thick and foggy, it ought to move 
1142 Feet in a Second, the Air then having more ſolid Particles 
in it; which Calculation, conſidering the Difficulty of the 
* © Thing, 
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Thing,agrees pup well with the Experiments made by Dereham, 
Maſſenus, and others. Beſides, were there no ſolid Particles in 
the Air, it could not be capable of Rarefaction, or Condenſation, 
without which as we ſhall preſently ſhew, no SouNnD could be 
propagated, which we thus prove. | | 

TheAir's Elaſticity or Springs depends upon a certain repellent 
Force, inherent in each of its Particles, whereby they never 
touch one another, but conſtantly endeavour to keep one another 
at as great a Diſtance as poſſible. Hence we ſee that the Force 
by which the Particles of Air fly from one another, encreafes in 
the ſame ratio, as the Diſtance betwixt the Centers of theſe 
Particles decreaſe, i, e. that Force is inverſely as their Diſtance. 
Now it is plain, that ſuch Particles as the Carteſians compoſe 
the ſubtile Matter of, can't be endowed with ſuch repellent 
Forces, becauſe ex Hipotheſi, there can be no Interſtices in that 
Matter, without which there can be no Rarefaction or Conden- 
ſation, ſince the one conſiſts in the Enlargement of the Interſtices 
between Particle and Particle; the other, namely Condenſation, 
in diminiſhing and crowding ſeveral Particles into a leſs Space 
than uſual : Hence we may fee how ſolid Particles help the 
Propagation of Souxps. | 2 5 

In explaining the Propagation of Sounps, we muſt premiſe 

that every Body when ſtruck, endeavours to dilate itſelf every 
way, which we prove from Experiments. Let an Anvil be 
ſtuck full of Peas on the Top and Sides, by a little Wax, as 
ſoon as it is ſtruck with the Hammer, the Peas will fly off in 
all Diſections. Again, ſuppoſe a Sphere of Water thrown a- 

ainſt a Wall, 'twill indeed endeavour to dilate itſelf, as the 

atry Sphere did, but the Particles of Matter cohering, i. e. 
attracting one another with a Force great: enough to overcome 
the icłus impingens, will preſently contract itſelf again, becauſe 
the Shock. was not great enough to remove the Parts but of 
each other's Sphere of Attraction; when the Coheſion of the 
Parts is not able to overcome the Shock imping'd upan it, the 
Body is ſaid to be broken; when after the Shock a few of its 
Parts are driven from their Places the Body is faid to be bruiſed. 
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In order to explain the Manner how SounD is propagated, 
we muſt again have recourſe to our Anvil. As the Anvil by di- 
lating itſelf throws off the Peas, ſo it alſo throws off the Air in 
all Directions, and for ſome Time makes a Vacuum about it: 
But the Air driven from its uſual Limits into a narrower Place, 
by the Reſtitution of its Spring, not only returns to its former 
State, but by the Motion its Particles have acquired, does as it 
were with a rebounding Force dilate itſelf again ; after which 
ſecond Dilatation it entirely reſts in its former State, and the Air 
is compreſſed toward other Parts, which alſo dilating itſelf as 
before, compreſſes the Air round about that, and ſoon this Agi- 
tation of the Air is analogous to the Motion of a Wave on the 
Surface of the Water, but with this Difference, viz. as the 
Waves expand themſelves circularly upon the Surface of the 
Water ; the undulatory Motion of the Air is like that of a Sphere 
expanding itſelf into all Directions, and with this Addition,” 
whereas the Waves of Water keep continually driving forwards, 
without ever returning to their former Poſition. On the con- 
trary, fleeting Particles of Air in their going backward and for- 
ward, ſomething reſemble a vibrating Pendulum, and would 
entirely agree with the Action of it, if after two Vibrations, i. e. 
once going backward and forward, the Action of Gravity ſhould 
ceaſe as in the Air; after the going and returning of a Particle, 
the Action of Elaſticity on that Particle ceaſes; each Contraction 
and Dilation of a SounDING Body is called a Vibration, from 
the Analogy it bears to the Swing of a Pendulum. The Im- 
petus which ſuch a Vibration in the Air makes is called Pulſe. 
The Number of Pulſes propagated is always the ſame with the 
Number of Vibrations of the tremulous Body, and are not an 
Means multiplied as they go from it. The Reaſon of which 
may be eaſily ſeen by attending to what has been ſaid concern- 
ing the Origin of SounpDs. When a Body gives but one Vibra- 
tion, the Soup is ſaid to be Inſtantaneous. The Sound ari- 
ſing from many Vibrations, is called a continued SounD. It is 
probable no SounD is inſtantaneous, but continued, though the 
latter Vibrations may be fo ſmall as not to propagate any ſenſible 
Pulſes. Concerning theſe Vibrations we muſt further obſerve 
» %+ o 3 al that 
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that they muſt be performed with a Velocity greater than that 
which the Air flows in, to fill a Vacuum, otherwiſe no Con- 
denſation of the Air will follow: Hence, we ſee that any 
Thing moved to and fro, ſlowly in the Air, cauſes no Noiſe, 
becauſe the Air is at full Liberty to ſucceed into all Parts of 
Space relinquiſh'd by that Body. {oe 


THE Verity with which SOUND & are propagated. 


All SounDs, whether great or ſmall, are propagated with 
the ſame Degree of Velocity ; which may be proved by ſeveral 
Experiments. Let ſeveral Sorts of Pieces be diſcharged at a 
Diſtance, and by means of a good Pendulum Clock, the Sound 
of the ſmalleſt will be found to move with the ſame Veloci 
as the greateſt. The ſame may be ſaid of a Ring of Bells, 
whoſe Sounds are heard at a Diſtance, exactly in the ſame Order 
as they are rung; whereas, if the Sound of the great Bell moved 
faſter than the little one, they would be heard in an inverted 
Order: We find alſo, that Echoes reflect a ſmall Soup, in the 
ſame Time they do a greater. What we have proved by Ex- 
periments, may in ſome Meaſure be conceiv'd conſonant to 
Reaſon, by conſidering, that fince in this Caſe there is no pro- 
greſſive Motion required, there is no Reaſon why the ſtrongeſt 
Vibrations ſhould perform their Pulſes with the greater Velocity. 
Hence it will follow that the Motion of all SounDs is uniform, 
/. e. at leaſt they move as faſt ; which is alſo confirmed by Ex- 
periments. If a Perſon hears a Gun let off, firſt at two Miles 
from him, then at one, in the latter Caſe the SounD will move 
to him juſt twice as ſoon as in the former. To this ſome object, 
that if the Velocity of SounDs is as great at fir{t as at laſt, they 
ought to move on ad infinitum. But tis anſwered, We mutt 
diſtinguiſh between the Velocity and the Momentum of Souxps, 
though a SounD moves with the ſame Velocity at laſt as at firſt ; 
yet it does not move with the ſame Momentum. For that Quan- 
tity of Motion which was at firſt communicated to a Globe of 
Air, of a very ſmall Radius, is preſently communicated to ſeve- 
ral Spheres of Air, whoſe Radu continually increaſe, till at laſt 
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it comes to be applied to a Quantity of Air, ſo great as not to 
be put out of its Place by it. This Diffuſion of SounD, from 
a ſonorous Body is analogous to the Radiation of Light from its 
Centre. The Velocity of SounDs is to be determined by Ex- 
periments : Let a Gun be fired off in a Dark Night, from an 
Eminence, and let a Perſon at any determinate Diſtance, obſerve 
how long the Flaſh precedes the Sound. It may alſo be done by 
the Motion of Echoes, by obſerving how long the Repetition is 
heard after the SounD, half that Time will be the Velocity with 
which the SounD moved to the reflecting Body. From ſeveral 
Experiments of this kind it appears that the Motion, 7. e. the 
mean Motion of Sound in our Latitude is 1100 of Feet in a 
Second of Time. In high Winds Souxps moving with the 
ſame Velocity, are heard conſiderably louder than at other 
Times ; whence ſome think that the Winds contribute much 
to their Velocities ; to their Momenta indeed they do contri- 
bute ſomething, but to their Velocity little, they increaſe the 
Momentums of Souxps by cauſing the Contractions and Dila- 
tations to he performed with greater Force. But we have proved 
that the Momentums of Sounps have no Effect upon the Ve- 
locity's, ſo as to increaſe or diminiſh it. The Reaſon why 
SOUNDS are heard ſometimes louder, ſometimes fainter in windy 
Weather, is owing to the floating Condition the Air is in at that 
Time, it being in ſome Places very denſe, in others very rare: 
Denſe, where the Wind blows, and conſequently rare in all 
other Places. Where the Air is denſeſt, there the Sound 
moves quickeſt, as above, (29) and tis found by Experi- 
ments, that SouNDs are carried faſter, though it be a little in 
windy Weather; and that Sounps are carried alſo with greater 
Velocity, though very little ſecuj,˖ů vento, or with the Wind 
then for it; and that the Velocity of Souxps is a little diminiſhed | 
adverſo vento, or the Wind being againſt it, therefore SounDs 
are not carried ſecundo vento, but ſtrongeſt and conſe- 
quently farther ; but here we muſt obſerve; that when we 
ſay Winds have no Effect upon the Motion of SounDs, fo: as 
either to accelerate or retard them, we mean, that Winds do 


not 
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not cauſe the Contractions or Dilatations of the Medium to be 
performed quicker than at other Times, only as they occaſion 
the Denſity, and conſequently the Elaſticity of the Air to be 
increaſed. Tis true indeed, when Winds ſtand fair, Sounn 
arrives (as Derham obſerves) ſooner to any particular Place, and 
later when contrary. But this is not occaſioned by any Ceontrac- 
tions or Dilatations of the Air being performed quicker ſecunds 
vento, and ſlower in adverſo ; but by the contracted and dilated 
Mediums being moved towards you in the former Caſe, and 
from you in the latter. From what we have ſaid concernin 
the Origin and direct Propagation of SounDs it will not be dif- 
ficult to explain, =» tot 


The Augmentation and Reflexion of SOUNDS. 


WHEN a Pulſe of Air meets with any Impediment, the 
Reaction of that Impediment forces it back again ; for that 
Part of the Air which was moſt contracted, not having room 
to dilate itſelf forwards, will conſequently dilate itſelf back- 
wards. And after that all the Contractions and Dilations muſt 
be performed backward as they were forward. Such a Re- 
flexion of SouxD is called an Echo. | 

If one ſtand near the reflecting Body, and the Sounp be 
not far off, though an Echo be produced, yet it can't be heard, 
becauſe the direct and reflex Soup enters the Ear almoſt at the 
ſame time, but then the Soup appears to be ſtronger and laſts 
longer, eſpecially when the Reflexion is made from diverſe 
Bodies at once, as from Arches and vaulted Roofs. And pro- 
bably it may be deduced, why concave Bodies are, ceteris pari- 
bus, fitteſt to produce great and clear SounD, ſuch as Bells, 
Sc. for in ſuch Bodies SounD is reflected very ſwiftly and very 
often from Side to Side, and from one part of the Cavity to 
the other, and the Bell hanging at liberty, this produces great 
Tremblings and Shakings of the whole Body which occaſions 
the SounD to continue till they ceaſe and are quiet. The Phæ- 
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nomenon of the Speaking-Trumpet does not ariſe from any 
Augmentation of the Sound, but is occaſioned by the Sides of 
the Tube, being ſo contrived as to hinder the ſpreading of the 
SouND as much as may be. For, as we have ſaid, the reaſon 
of Sound's growing weak is becauſe it dilates itſelf into all 
manner of Directions. We ſhall conclude our Treatiſe of 
Aconſticks with the ſeveral Modifications of Sound ex- 
lain'd. | 

1 A Tone or Muſical Note is cauſed when the ſounding 
Body vibrates uniformly ; a Noife or common Soup is occa- 
fioned when ſome Parts of the Body vibrates faſter than others : 
A Bell itſelf, were it not of an uniform Thickneſs, would not 
ſound muſically but confuſedly ; grave and denſe Sounds dif- 
fer only in their Vibrations ; when the ſonorous Body vibrates 
quick, it gives an acute Sound ; when flow, a grave or dull 
one. Thus two Strings of equal length-but different Tenſons 
will give different Sounds, the tighteſt ſounding an acute, the 
ſlackeſt a grewe. | | 

Sympathy of Muſick is that Power which one Body has 
when ſtruck, of making another Body (that is at union to it) 
ſound. Two Bodies are faid to be at union when they perform 
their Vibrations at the ſame time, 1. e. have one and the fame 
Tone. Thus if the third or fourth String of a Violin which 
is in the Hand be ftruck, they will make a third or fourth 
String of a Violin which lies upon the Table ſound, if they 
are at union with one another, which we account for by this 
Lemma. If you time your Pull to the String of a Bell, you 
you may eafily raiſe it to any height, but if you don't, you'll 
take away as. much Motion at'one Pull as you gave it another. 
You'll cauſe the other to ſound, becauſe the Vibrations of the 
firſt String don't only begin, but continue the Vibration of the 
other String till it be heard. 

The Sympathy of Souxps gives Riſe to a very odd Phæno- 
menon, v2. the Breaking of a Glaſs by an intenſe Sound that 
is at Union to it: For the Vibrations of the Air affecting the 
Glaſs now, as before they did the Strings of the Violin upon 

the. 
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the Table. If a Perſon has a good Voice and Judgment to 
ſuit his Voice to the Note of the Glaſs, he may, by ſwelling the 
Sound, crack it; the Vibrations of the Air which he cauſes 
being ſtrong enough not only to make the Glaſs vibrate, but 
alſo to ſhake the Parts of the Sphere of each other's Attraction; 
or in other words, to break it; as the Bell is overthrown by 
pulling long. If the Vibrations of two Bodies be as one to 
two, this Conſonance is called Octave or Diaphazon : If as two 
to three, 7. e. if the ſecond Vibration of one Body always agrees 
with the third of another; this Conſonance is called a fifth or 
Diapente. Vibrations which are as three to four give a Con- 
ſonance which is called a fourth or Diatefloron. Diſtonus is 
when the Returns of Air are as four to five. Sequiclitonus, 
when the fifth Vibration agrees with the fixth of another.

ſhips may caſily perceave by theis how that the Proteſtaunte Prin- 
ces, are moved to enter into Hoſtility, dryven therunto, not only 
by apparante Oppreſſiones and Indignityes uſed, but farder ſtyrred 
uppon the Conſideratione of certayne Diſcoueryes of ſome extrem 
violent Practiſes pretended againſt the generall Profeſſoures of the 
Religione; as appeareth not only by the Devyſes and maſked Deſ- 
{eigns :: 
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ſeigns which are daily tramped in Fraunce, but by the ceremonyall 
Proceſſiones, Faſting, and Pilgrymages, extraordinary uſed at 
Rome, by the Popes Perſonne and Cardinals at the renued Bulles 
againſte her Majeſty: The Emperouers extirpinge of the Exerciſe 
of Religione out of Vienna: His Meanes made to levye great 
Sommes in Bohemia and Hungarye, with the plantinge of ſome Je- 
ſuites in Bobemia: The Meanes uſed in Germany by ſetting forthe of 
Corp. Doct. by thoſe two Preachers, wherby the Princes of the 
Empire and the other Eſtates might growe to ſome Deſagremente: 
The procured Rebellyones in Jrelande: The ſendinge of D' Aubigny 
into Scotlande : The making of Seminaryes in Rheims and Parys for 
Engliſh and Scottiſhmen: The repairinge of ſo many indiſpoſed Sub.

pay the Wages of fiftie thouſand Footemen.—Ther are Preparations 


made for the Siege of La Fere. The Kynge gyveth out many Com- 


miſſiones, for levyeng of armed Men in ſondry Provinces of his 
Realm; eſpecially in Languedoc, Prouence, Beurgoigne, Champagne, 
and Picardye—as yct Monſeigneur is at Tours; but I heare he part- 
eth from thence to viſitte the Duke of Mont penſier, and ſo paſſcth to 
Angiers; his Highnes as yet contynueth the Treatye of Peace with 
the Kynge of Navarre, but the Kynges Majeſtie hath ſo lymited his 


Commiſſione, as ther is ſmall Fruicte looked to come therby.— The 


three Commiſſioners for the Lowe Countreys doe as yet contynue with 
Monſeigneur.—The Kynge of Spayne went to Badajos the laſte Week, 
wher he hath gyven Order for the divydinge of his Army by Sea into 
three ſondry Partes; the greateſt Parte to make their Entry at the 
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Mouthe of the Ryver of Tajo belyde Lisbona; the others are ap- 
poynted to keepe the Coaſte of Apbrica, and the Coaſte towarde Ga- 
lizia ; on the other Side, the Portugais haue putte themſelves in order 
for their Defence; ſo as this Daye it is reported, the Kynge ſhold be 
entred the Frontiers of Portugalle; but I have ſene no Letters therof. 
I have delt with the Lord Hammiltonne, accordinge to the Inſtructi- 
ons receaued from her Majefty ; he hath wrytten and aſſured her 
Highnes of his Service towarde her, but loathe as yet, that he and 
his Brother both ſhold be togither in Euglande. Uppon Miſtruſte 
that the Lorde Mortonne hath ſo great Friends in Englande.—lI doe 
attend daily for the comynge of the 7talyare from Mylane, whom 
your Lordſhip in your laſte Letters willed me to ſend for. —I ſup- 
poſe that Mr. J/aad's Service, and aſſured Devotione to your Lord- 
ſhip is ſo well knowne, as I nede not recommend him unto you; 
but I ſhold thinke myſelf beholden to your Lordſhip, yf that by 
your Meanes he mighte become the Quenes ſworne Servante, yf it 
ſo like you; for that he doth attend only uppon thoſe Favoures

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The firſt Audience of Sir HENRY WoTToN, Kut. 
fent as Ambaſſadour Extraordinary, fron the 


King of Great Britain, to the States General of 
the United Provinces. 


THURSDAY, 4 Avcvusr, 1614. 


HE faid Ambaſſador (after the Solemnity) ſaid, That his 
Majeſty had underſtood by the Notices of his proper Mini- 
ſters, and by the Complaints of the Lords, the Arch Dukes, re- 
peated by the Mouth of their Ambaſſadour in Ordinary; that the 
Lords, Arch-Dukes, had made new Levies of Men of War, under 
certain Umbrage by them taken, at a ſtrong Garriſon put into the 
Town of Juliers, by the States. Wherefore his Majeſty having 
Reaſon to be dubious, that ſuch Jealouſies may begett. exceeding 
great Miſchiefs, to ſee the Truce broke, and the Quiet which the 
Provinces at preſent enjoy, by the Mediation of their Neighbours ; 
thought it his Duty, without any particular End, than the Dil- 
charge of his own Conſcience, towards God and the World, imme- 
diately to diſpatch the ſaid Ambaſſadour to the States, to whom 
his Majeſty gave Order to repreſent very earneſtly, how treſh in 
Memory the Troubles paſt were : And the preſent good Quiet, and 
tne Difficulty of making Return on eaſy Conſiderations, and the 
Dependance of their Lords: Wherefore his Majeſty adviſed them, 
as a good Friend and. Neighbour, to proceed in this Affair, with a 
ſlow Foot: And to diſpoſe. themſelves to ſome peaceable League, 
for reconciling the whole honourably. The ſaid Ambaſſador added, 
that his Majeſty, had conceived great Hopes, that his Interceſſion, 
with his good Neighbours, in this Buſineſs, would not be fruitleſs; 
TEL ſinoe 
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ſince that the Chevalier Carion, their Ambaſſador, and a Gentleman 
by his Deſerts, and eſteemed by his Majeſty, had aſſured him by his 
preſent Commiſſion, that the ſaid States would be contented to ho- 
nour the King of Great Britain, to take his Propoſals and Advice 
upon the preſent Subject, and to referr it to his Deciſion. To con- 
clude; the ſaid Ambaſſadour humbly entreated the States, as from 
himſelf, to conſider of what he has ſaid, and what herafter he ſhall 
ſay, not only the Imperfections and Inſufficiencies in declaring ; but 
the natural Frame of his Maſter, abſtracted by his own Goodneſs, 
from the ordinary Rytes of Princes, who uſe themſelves rather to 
cheriſh their Neighbours Diſtractions than to deſtroy them: And to 
lay on a great deal of Wood, and but little Water; and ſomewhat 
more was ſaid to the fame Purpoſe.

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Ambaſſadour, to propoſe theſe Princes, the moſt indifferent and 
diſintereſted of all others, to wit: Maurice, Lantgrave of Heſſe, 
Chriſtian, Prince of Anbault, and the Prince of Orange. After 
which, the ſaid Ambaſſadour paus'd a-while, upon ſome Exception, 
which they might make againſt the Perſon of the laſt propoſed ; 
ſeeing he was the Eldeſt of the Illuſtrious Houſe of Naſſau; to 
which the ſaid Ambaſſadour oppos'd a Conſideration of the other 
Side, by Way of Counterballance, viz. That he was a Subject of the 
Arch-Dukes. To conclude; the Ambaſſadour humbly advis'd the 
States not to march their Forces, without a more evident Neceſlity. 
Adding thereto, that he had try'd a Way, ſoon to know the Inch- 
nation of the Arch-Dukes.

No- 
thing is more prejudicial to the middleing Claſs of Mankind, than 
Politicks and an improper medling in State Affairs, whichoftenhinder 
the things more needful to themſelves and Familys, and are frequent- 
ly un ſafe and ruinous. St. Paul lays down a good Plan for a free, 
and, indeed, for all People; which is not to uſe Liberty for a Cloke of 
Malitiouſneſs, but as the Servants of God, to be obedient to higher 
Powers, as ſet up by God, the great Governor of the World; to fear 
Him, honour the King, and not meddle with them that are given 
to change. Lords 
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Lords and Maſters of Servants, are to be affable and tender 
hearted; giving Labour its due and juſt Hire; ſhould conſider Ser- 


vants as Part of their own Species, and that they are their Inferi- 
ors, not by Nature, but by Accident. Servants on their Parts,

Subjects, the inferior Members of the Body Politick, i in their Poſts 
ſhould be Affectionate, Loyal and Dutyful to their Prince; not mur- 
muring and diſcontented, adding to the weight and Toyl of Empire, 
by promoting popular Uneaſineſſes and Diſatisfactons ; but ſhould 
chearfully give God and Cæſar, the Things which are theirs, Tribute 
ro whom T ribute 1 is due, Cuſtom to whom Cuſtome, F ear to whom 
Fear, Honour to whom Honour; they ſhould abſtain from all Ap- 
pearantz of Sedition and Faction, keep from all private Cabals and 
Meetings, and act like the prudent Man, who in a Street croſſes the 
Way to avoid the Mobs and tumultuous Aſſemblys, which may en- 
danger his Pocket and his Perſon. He ſhould Study to be quiet, and 
do his own Buſineſs, that he may enjoy peaceſibly the Fruits of his 
Labours, ſecure fram the Frowns and Scaurges of Authority. No- 
thing is more prejudicial to the middleing Claſs. of Mankind, than 
Politicks and an improper medling in State Affairs, whichoftenhinder 
the things more needful t to themſelves and Familys, and are frequent- 


ly un fafe and ruinous. St. Paul lays down a good Plan for a free, 
and, indeed, for all People; which is not to uſe Liberty for a Cloke of 
Malitiouſne ſs, but as the Servants of God, to be obedient to higher 
Powers, as ſet up by God, the great Governor of the World; to fear 
Him, honour the King, and not meddle with them that are given 
to change. Lords 
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Lords and Maſters of Servants, are to be affable and tender 
hearted; giving Labour its due and juſt Hire; ſhould conſider Ser- 
vants as Part of their own Species, and that they are their Ioferi- 
ors, not by Nature, but by Accident. Servants on their Parts, 


are to be civil, humble, and ſubmiſſive, honeſt and induſtrious ; 
remembring the Sentence of God's Word againſt the Idle and 
Slothful, that, he that worketh not, neither ſhould be eat. Per- 
ſons of Quality and Diſtinction ſhould let their Minds as well as 
their Coronets declare their Nobility; ſhould be exalted Patterns 
of Virtue, and give out Faſhions of Sobriety and Goodneſs, 
as well as of Dreſs for their Inferiors to follow ; ſhould be pure 
in their Converſation, and chaſt in their Actions; not. tarniſhing 
their Quality and Birth, by a mean and vulgar Deportment. 


In the married State, Huſbands are to love their Wi Foes, and not be 
bitter againſt them; are never to depart from the true Courage and 
Spirit of Manhood, by lifting up their Hand againſt ; a weak, un- 
arm'd, and defenceleſs Woman. Amongſt all Creatures, but  avage. 
and inhuman Man, the Female is treated with Love, Tenderneſs, 
and Affection. The Paw of the Lyon and the Bear are nutſing 
Arms of Love and Protection to the Female; and Tygers receive a 
Couriſbip from the Male. Woman, lovely Woman, has à Preroga- 
tive and Privilege of Sex; and there is no greater Act of Cowar- 
dice, than Cruelty to thoſe who have choſe us for their Guardians; 
left all their Friends, and given their whole Fortunes for the Protec- 
tion and Care of their Perſons from Wrong and Inſult. Labour and 
Study for a Family, is the Provence of the Huſband, and Care, So- 
briety, and a frugal Management of his Houſe, is the Diſtrict of 
the Wife; buſy'd and fatigu'd in the Affairs of Life, a Man's Houſe 
is to be his pleaſant Aſylum from all worldly Frowns and Vexati- 
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ons; and he ſhould always be receiv'd with Smiles and Affection. 
The Huſband ſhould reſerve ſome Chearfulneſs for his Family, as 
well as other Companions, not be lively at the Tavern and ſullen 
at home; hanging up the Harp at the Door of his Manſion, and 
carrying in only Moroſeneſs and Ill-temper. Jealouſy, is of all 
Things to be avoided in a married State, as the certain Baſis of 
Miſchief and Unhappineſs; there is nothing ſo rude and offenſive; 
no Injury like a Suppoſition of ſuch Guilt and Robbery, to a Wo- 
' man of a, great Soul, diſdaining to forfeit that nobleſt Charter 
of her Sex, her Virtue, muſt be galling and diſtracting; nay, 
ſometimes, *tis a Provocative to the Crime we ſuſpect: Who thinks 
lis falſe, ſays the Poet, Shall never find us true. The ſame will hold 
on the other Side, and all the fine Features and Symetty of Beauty 
are loſt, when jaundic'd and tinctur'd with Jealouſy. © TLaſty, No 
Diſparity. of Fortune or Birth ſhould cauſe any upbraiding, Unea- 
fineſs, or Reflection. The loweſt Inferior is conſtituted by Mar- 
riage an Equal; tis our own ſolemn Act and Deed, made in the 
Houſe and Preſence of him, who is a Witneſs of the Contra, 
and will puniſh the Breach of it, by a withdrawing of his Bleſſing 
and Protection. Theſe are the Rules and Orders to be obſerved 
under a Chriſtian Government and Society, which will render all 
Orders and Degrees of Men, as happy and eaſy, as this Road of 
Life will permit, till we are arrived at that delightful Home, 
which, will want no Regulation, 8 it will be a State of as 
great A .

the Talian, and Slavonique Languages.

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A very ſcarce and curious Traci of the firſt Riſe of 
the Roman Empire, and the ſundry Rotations, or 
Retrogradations of Government that happened in 
Rome, Sc. Anno 1650. 


OW for a clearer Illuſtration of Things, and a more regu- 
lar Proceeding, it is not amiſs to fetch in Matters from their 
Fundamentals (for the furtheſt Way about is ſometimes the neereſt 
Way home, ſpecially in the Reſerches of Truth ;) and to do this, 
we muſt go to Rome, a City that hath had as many ſtrange Tra- 
verſes of Fortune, and Turns of Government, as any other upon 
Earth, having bin eight ſeveral Times raviſh'd and ranfack'd by 
ſundry warlike Nations. Firſt, by Brennus the Bold Britain, then 
by Alaric the Goth, afterwards by Genſericus the Vandale, then twice 
by Totila the Hun, after him by the Moores and Saracens; then by 
three Chriſtian Emperours, viz. by Henry the Fourth, Ortho the 
Third, and Charles the Fifth, when his General the Duke of Bour- 
bon breath'd his laſt in ſcaling her Walls (and ſhe was lately like to 
receive an ill-favour'd Shock by the Duke of Parma) yet ſhe never 
fell ſans recource as they ſay, or was ever layed ſo flat upon her 
Back, but ſhe recovered herſelf, and rays'd up her Creſt again, 
whence it may be inferr'd, that an extraordinary Providence, and 
tutelar Genius attended that Citty; tis tru, that the tranſlating 
of the Imperial Court by Conſtantine to Bizantivm (which he chriſt- 
ned afterwards with his own Name) was fatal to Rome, when the 
Glory of the Tyber and Tyrrhene Sea paſs d over to the Helleſpont ; 
yet a ſpiritual Head preſerv'd her till in ſome Luſtre; infomuch, 
| yr chat 


that when the Pope e came to be her Maſter, ſhe might have bin 
ſayed'to havebin reduc'd to her firſt Principles, and to have paſd'd 
from one Shepheard to another, viz. from Romulus to Sylveſter; but 
ther, were a World of Vicifſitudes, and Revolutions of Goyern- 
ments interven'd, and paſs'd between ; her primitive and original 


Way of ruling was by Kings, but, after a hutdred.and forty-Years 
Continuence, ſhe ſurfetted upon that, which Surfett may be ſayed 
to have ptoceeded from the Peoples Wantonneſs, rather than from 
Tarquins Luſt; then ſhe was govern'd a-while by Conſulls, ſo 


calbd a Conſulendo, carrying a Memento of their Duty in their 
Names: Then followed the Decemvirs, who were put down for the 
ſame Vice that deſtroyed the Kings; after that, the Supremacy was 
elated to two Tribunes; then it revolved to Conſuls, then to Tri- 
bunes again, but more than two, which laſted a good Tract of 
Time above ſeventy Yeers; then came Conſuls in again the third 

T ime; after that Dictators, until Caius Juli tus Caſar's Time, who 
Was the firſt perpetuall Dictator, and a little after the firſt Emperor, 
though it coſt him dear; for, he might be fayed to have cimented 
the Foundation of the Roman Empire with his own Bloud, being 


murther'd in the Senat by ſmall contemptible Tools, yet it re. 
main'd in his Progeny to ſax Deſcents, viz. to Domitius Nero. 


. - Thus after ſo many Rotations or Retrogradations of Govern- 
ments, and a Kind 'of-Cuſhion Dance of ſeveral Kind of Rulers, 
the Imperial was eſtabliſned at laſt, and the ſucceſſive Emperours 
were us d. to be choſert by the Senat, and then ſaluted by the Army; 
but afterwards the legionary Soldiers and Pretorian Bands made 
Emperours ſub haſta in the ᷑ieid, and Goiba was the firſt who was 
choſen ſo, and that with the Conſent of the Senat; now it was the 
moſt unpolitique Act that ever the Roman Senat committed, which 
prov d ſo fatal to ſo many of the following Emperours who held 
z ubt their Security as much gstheif Lives from the Soldiers, which 

| took 
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tool them away at Pleſure; for after that the Election paſs'd from 
the Senat to the Sword, ther were above thirty Emperours that 
were put to violent Deaths, and ſom of them very tragical, four 
murthered themſelfs, many alſo of thoſe that were adopted Cefars, 
and deſign'd to ſucceed in the Empire were untimely made away, 


being rays'd to that Nn chat they might ea the ſooner, as an 
Author ſayes. 


But to go more - punctually to work, we will muſter up here moſt 
of thoſe Emperours that came to immature and violent Deaths, 
Julius Cæſar was aſſaſſinated in the Senat. Ofavius the firſt Au- 
guſtus (called ſo, ab augendo Imperium, from enlarging the Territo- 
ties of the Empire) was made away by his Wife Livia; Tiberius 
by Marco; Caligula by Caſſius Cibereus; Claudius poyſon'd by his 
Wife Agrippina; Nero and Otho flew themſelfs; Gaiba and Vitellius 
were done away by the Soldiers; Domitian by Stephanus; Commodus 
by Letus, and Elefus, Pertinax and Julianus by the Prætorian 
Bands; Caracalla by Macrinus Command; Macrinus, Heliogabalis, 
Alexander, Maximinus, Maximus, and Balbinus, by the Soldiers; 
Hoſtilianus by Gallus and, Amilianus, and they by the Legions; Va-. 
lerianus died in Partbia; Florianus was acceſſary to his own Death; 
Aurelianus murther'd by his own meniall Seryants; Gallienus, Vun. 
tillus, Tacitus and Probus, by t the Militia, 


Now, chat which heightned the Spirics of the Soldiery to fack In- 
ſolencies, was the Largeneſſes, and Enereaſe of Salary, that the Præ- 
torian Bands us'd to receave from the new; Emperour, which per · 
nicious Kind of Bounty was begun firſt by Claudius Ceſar, and is 
now practiſed by the Turk: For every new Sultan uſeth to enhance 
the Pay of the Spahies and Janiſſaries to ſo many Aſpers more for 
fear of mutinjeing, which in time may be the Bape of the Ottoman 
Empire, for ſuch hath, bin the Preſumption allready of che ſayeg 


00 | Janizari 1CS 
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Janizaries of late that they have murther'd two of their Emperors 
in leſſe than five and twenty Leers. 

In the Roman Empire the military Bands came to ſuch an 
Exorbitancy of Power, that ſometimes they did proſtitute, and 
put the Empire to Sale by publique Outcry, as we read how Sulpi- 
tianus offered twenty Seſtertiums (which are neer upon eight Pounds 
Sterling a- piece) to every Soldier; but Julianus rays'd the Market 
higher, and out- bad him; Conſtantine the Great (the firſt 
Chriſtian Emperour, and a Britain born) found out the Policy to 
regulate, and leſſen the Prætorian Bands, till he quite caſheerd 


them, and at laſt reduc'd them to ſuch a Number that they 
could do no hurt. 

The Removal of the Imperial Court to 8 though it 
prov'd advantagious to the Biſnop of Rome, who had the City 
transferr'd unto him by way of a pious Donation from Conflantine 
about his Departure from 7taly to the Levant, as the Church Annals 
affirm, though ſome by Way of Drollery and Derogation to the 
Pope do ſay, that he hath the ſame Right to Rome, as Venice hath 
to the Dominion of the Adriatique Gulph, and that they are both 
inſerted in one Patent, though that Patent cannot be found upon 
any Record; I fay, though this Removall was an Advantage to 
the Biſhop of Rome, yet it prov'd very prejudiciall to aly in ge- 
neral, and to all the weſtern Parts of the Empire; for many ruff- 
hewn northern Nations, that deſir'd to come neerer the Sun, took 
the Advantage hereby to ruſh in, not only to Italy, and haraſſe her 
ſo often, but like ſo many Swarms of Locuſts they cover'd other 
Countreys (and ſome fear d the like of the late SwedzG Army, had 
they proſper'd in Poland.) The Hunns took ſuch firm footing, that 
they gave the Name to Hungary; the Longobards to Infubria, and 
the Territorie about Milan; the Goths and YVandates piercing the

very Heart of Bake t overcame Spain, wid e Andaluzia ; 
inſomuch, that the preſent King of Spain doth acknowledge himſelf 
to be 4 l Jan#re de los Godot, to deſcend from the Goths, whereby 
ſome would inferr, that he is a German, not only by Extraction 
from the Houſe of Auftria,'but:alfo from the' Gothique Race, who 
were a Branch of the 7. eutons or Permano, taking the Word in the

But to as from the main Subject, the Eaſtern Part of: "R 


Roman Empire bore up many Ages after Conſtantine with ſome 
Luftre in the Levan, though the northweſt Parts ſuffered many 
Eclipſes, being ſo pittifully dilacerated and torn by the Fury of fo- 
rein Nations. Now the chiefeſt Cauſe therof may be alcrib'a to 
the Remotenes of the Emperours Perſon at Conftantinople, who by 
Reaſon of ſo incommunicable a Diſtance could fiot reach 4 Himel) 
Hand to aſſiſt them with Auxiliaties; but about the Yeer eight 
hundred, à new kind of auſpicious Star appear d in the Weſt, which 
was Cbarlemain, whom the Germans do claym to be their Compa- 
triot, though they go a great Way back, and fetch lim from Ph.

Nicephorus i in Conſtantinople ſtorm'd extremely at firſt ther ſhold be 
another Emperour beſides himſelf, alledging that he was the ſole 
Roman Emperour, and accordingly us'd to ſend his Exarques, or 
Viceroyes to govern Lah, but not knowing how to remedy it, he 
complied at laſt with Charlemain, who then kept his Court in Ger- 
many; where he died, and was buried at Aguiſgrave, leaving Ludovicus 
his Son to ſucceed him, who . partitioning the Empire afterwards 
twixt his three Sons did wonderfully enervat and enfeeble it, as a 
great River cut out into many Armes and Sluces, muſt needs grow 
weder and ſhallower in her firſt Bed. 


Now, Fong + ook an a W * a 


magnanimous gallant Man as his Actions tell us, yet his Children 
for four Deſcents together did ſtrangely degenerat, and prov'd but 
poor ſpirited Men: His Son Lewis was call'd the Gentle for his ſoft 
Nature, Charles the Bald was of a baſer Alloy than hee, Letwrs the 
Stuttering inferior to both, Charles the Groſſe the laſt Empereur and 
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King of France died a moſt diſaſtrous Death : After him the Empire 
was ſoly devolv'd to the Germans; Charlemain and his Dependants 
enjoy d it 118 Leers, then it came to the Houſe of Saxony who held 
it 117 Leers, the Houſe of Suevia 110; other Families (whereof the 
Houſe of the Count Palatin of the Rhin, and of Naſſaw were ſome- 
times) held the Empire 112 Yeers, untill it came to the Houſe of 
Auſtria, who have held it longer than any one Family ever did. 


Now, there is a remarquable Tradition how the Houſe of Auſtria 
came to that Comble of Greatueſs, which they report thus: 


Rodulph Earl of Habſpurg returning home from bunting one Day 
overtook a Prieſt that had the Euchariſt under his. Habit, comming, 
from viſiting a ſick Body, the Earl finding he was tyr'd alighted, 
and help'd the Prieſt a Horſback, and holding the Bridle in his 
Hand wayted upon him as a Lacquay till he came tothe Church, and 
replac'd the Hoſt upon the Altar, the Prieſt ſang an extraordinary 
Maſſe (where the Earl devoutly attended all the while) and pro- 
nouncing the Benediction at the End, he croſs'd the Earl, ſaying 
that for ſo ſignal, and a fweet Act of Piety, his Houſe ſhould be one 
of the greateſt, and moſt glorious Families that ever was upon Earth; 
| which proy'd tru, for a while after not oply the German Empire, 
but the Eaſt and Maſt- Indies, with all the Dominions of Spain, where- 
of ſome are the other fide of the World, came to that Family.

HE Election of a King of the Romans, and confequently of 
a 2 weſtern Emperor, being now the grand Buſineſs in Agita- 
tion, and wheron the Eyes. not only of all Chriſtendom, but of 
other Princes (as well Turk as Tartar) are more earneſtly fix'd than 
at other Times, becauſe of ſo long a Vacancy, and a Kind of De- 
mur; as alſo for the Oppoſition which France, with all her other Con- 
federates, are like to make for ſecluding, and putting by the Houſe 

of Arſtria (eſpecially the young King of Hungary) wherin the Ger- 
man Empire hath continued above two hundred and odd Yeers. |

OR a long Time ther was no certain or regular Way of Election 

of a King of the Romans, and the Cuſtom was that the Emperor 
regnant us'd to nominate and recommend his Son, or neereſt Kinſ- 
man to the German Princes; but in the Yeer about 1000 after the 
Incarnation, Rome began to rayſe up her Creſt and brusſle, by re- 
demanding and challenging the Election of the Emperour, alledg- 
ing, *twas a Prerogative of hers de jure antiquo, The raking up of 
the Aſhes of this old Right, was like to kindle a great Fyte on 
both Side of the Hills, for the Talian Princes ſtuck to her in the 
Claym; but Otbe the Third, a prudent Prince found a Way to 
prevent it, by procuring a Couſin of his to be created Pope, by the 
Name of Gregory the Fifth, who being a German born, was ſo fa- 
vorable and indulgent of his own Countrey, that he confirm'd the 
chooſing of the weſtern Emperour to the German Nation; but the 
Romans, with ſome Halian Princes ſtomaching heerat, they depos'd 
Gregory, and choſe the Biſhop of Placentia Pope in his Place, by 
the Title of Jabn the Ninth ; Ozho took this in ſo great Indigna- 
tion, that he ſuddenly rays'd an Imperial Army, clammer 
the Alpes, and made his Way by the Point of the Sword towards 
Rome, which open'd her Gates unto him without much Difficulty, 
ſo he ſeaz d upon the Perſon of the new Pope, diſoculated that 
counterfeit Light of the Church, by- plucking out his Eyes, and 
replac'd Gregory te Fifth his Coun, Mn Saint Seer A with

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niencies, Incumbrance, and Cauſes of Confuſion, that the incer- 
tain, and uneſtabliſſid Way of chooſing an Emperour, and his 
immediat Succeſſor, was ſubject unto, therfore he deſir'd them to 
conſider of a more regular Way of Election; ſo after many mature 
Deliberations, and Bandings of Opinions they fell upon ſettling a 
Septemvirat, viz. ſeven Princes, in whom a plenary Power ſhold 
be inveſted, to ele& an Emperour and his next Succeſſor : herupon 
the Colledge of Electors was founded and conſtituted, but they 
muſt be all within the German Pale, Addreſſes were made to the 
Pope about this Buſineſs, who not only approv'd herof, but was 
ready to confirm the Act, Provided that three of the ſayed Electors 
were Eccleſiaſtiques; ſo the weſtern Empite was made purely elec- 
tive, giving Encouragements therby for Princes of Vertue and Me- 
rit to aſpire. 


Herupon the Archbiſhop. of Mentz, the e Archbiſhop of Collen, 
and the Archbiſhop of 'T7yers were choſen for the three Spiritual;

to ſtudy of you and your intended Courſe. In which Study if I 
find out nothing but that which you have from others, yet I ſhall 
perhaps confirm the Opinion of wiſer Men than "myſelf. Your 
Lordſhip's Purpoſe is to travel, and your Study muſt be, what Uſe 
to make of your Travel.” The Queſtion is ordinary, and there is 
to it an ordinary Anſwer; that is, That your Lordſhip ſhall ſee the 
Beauties of many Cities, know the Manners of the People of many 
Countries, and learn the Languages of divers Nations. Some of 
theſe Things may ſerve for Ornament, and all of them for Delight. 
But your. Lordſhip muſt look further than theſe; for the greateſt 
Ornament is the inward Beauty of the Mind: And when you have 
known as great Variety of Delight as this World can afford, you 
will confeſs that the chiefeſt Delight is, ſentire te indies ſieri me- 
liorem; to feel that you do every Day enworthy (if I may fo ſpeak) 
and endear yourſelf, Therefore your Lordſhip's End and Scope 
ſhould. be that which in Moral Philoſophy we call Cultura Anim, 
the Tilling and Manuring of your own Mind. The Gifts or Excel- 
lencies of the Mind are the ſame that thoſe are of the Body; Beauty, 
Health, and Strength. Beauty of the Mind- is ſhewed in grateful 
and acceptable Forms and Sweetnels of Behaviour; and they that 
have that Gift, ſend them to whom they deny any Thing, better 
contented away than Men of contrary Diſpoſition do thoſe to whom 
they grant. Health conſiſteth in an unremoveable Conſtancy and 
Freedom from Paſſions, which are indeed the Sickneſſes of the Mind. 
Strength « of the Mind i is that active Power which makes us Perf 
good Things, and great Things, as well as Health; and even 

per of the Mind 12 eps us from thaſe that are evil arid'baſe, All 
dete three are to be ſought for, though che greateſt! Part of Men 
haye none of theſe, Some have one, 280 lack the other two; 'a' few 


attain to hape ty two of A ad! lack the third; and Amolt none

The wg ay to attain, excellent Form and Behaviour, i is to make

the Mind itſelf excellent, 1705 Behaviour i but a Garment, and it is 
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eaſy to male a comely Garment for a Body that is of itſelf well. -pro- 
portioned ; whereas a deformed Body can never be ſo helped by 
Taylors Art, but that the Counterfeitings will' appear, And-in the 
Form of our Minds it is a true Rule, that a Man may mend his 
Faults with as little Labour as he may cover them. The ſecond 
Way is by Imitation; and to that End good Choice is to be made of 
tho with whom you converſe: Therefore your Lordſhip ſhould 
affect their Companies whom you find to be worthieſt, and not par- 
tially think them worthy whom you affect. To attain to Health 
of Mind, we muſt uſe the ſame Means which we do for the Health 
of our Bodies; that is, to make Obſervation what Diſeaſeas we are 
apteſt to 1 fall i into, and to provide againſt them. For Phyſio hath not 
more Medicines againſt the Diſeaſes of the Body, than Real hath 
Preſervations againſt the Paſſions of the Mind. 
The Stoics were of Opinion, that there was no Way to attainto this 
even Temp er of Mind, but to be ſenſeleſs; and fo they part with 
Good to EB themſelves Ro Evi But not only Divinity, but 
even Philofophy her Handmaid, doth condemn our Want of Care 
and 0 if \ we do do not win very much upon ourſelves. Fo 
N35 which, I will only, uſe: one Inſtance. There is nothing in 
LIES more general nor more ſtrong than the Fear of Death; 
and there is nothing to a natural Man more impoſſible than 10 ro- | 
Eve againſt Death. But both Martyrs for Religion, Heathens for 
Glory; ſome for Love of their Country, others for Affection to one 
ſpecial. Perſop, have encountered Death without Fear, and ſuffered 
it without Shew of Alteration... And therefore, if Man have con- 
quered Faſſion 8 chiefeſt and ſtropgeſt Fortreſs, it is Lack of Under- 
ſtanding in. bim if he get not an abſolute Victory. To ſet down 
Ways how a Man ſhould. attain to that active Power, which in this 
Place 1 call Strength of Mand, is much harder than to give Rules 
in either of the other two. For Behaviour and good Forms may 
be gotten by 1 92 9 and Health and even Temper by Obſer- 
vation. But if there he not in Nature ſome Aptneſs to this active 
Strength, it can never be obtained * any. Induſtry. For the Vir- 
tues 
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tues which s are proper unto it are Liberality and Magnificence, and 
- Fortitude or Magnani imity. And ſome are by Nature fo covetous 
and cowardly,” that it is as vain to ſeek to inflame or inlarge their 
Minds, as to go about to plow the Rocks. But while theſe active 
Virtues are but budding, they muſt be ripened by Clearneſs of Judg- 
ment, and Cuftom of Well-doing. Clearneſs of Judgment makes 
Men liberal; for it teacheth Men to eſteem the Goods of Fortune, 
not for themſelves, for ſo they are but Jaylors to them; but for 
their Uſe, and fo they are Lords over them: And ſo it makes us 
know that it is—beatins dare quam accipere the one being a Badge 
of Sovereignty, the other of Subjection. Alſo it leads us to Forti- 
tude; for it teaches us, that we ſhould not too much prize Life, which 
we cannot keep, nor fear Death, which we cannot ſhun: That he 
that dies nobly doth live for ever, and he that lives in Fear doth 
die continually : That Paiti and Danger are made great only by 
Opinion, and chat, in Truth, nothing is fearful but Fear itſelf 
That Cuſtom makes the Thing uſed as it were natural to the Uſer. 
1 ſhall not need Proof in theſe two Things, ſince we ſee by Expe- 
rience'it holds true in all Things. But yet thoſe that do give with 
Judgment, are not only encouraged to be liberal by the Return of 
Thankfulneſs from thoſe to whom they give, but do find in the 
very Exerciſe of that Virtue a Delight to do Good. And if Cuſtom 
be ſtrong to confirm any one Virtue more than another, i it is the 
Virtue of Fortitude; for it makes us triumph over Feat which we 
have conquered, and anew to challenge Danger which we. haye al- 
ready happily conquered, and to hold more dear the Reputati 10n - 
and Honour which we have encreaſed. I have hithe erto ſet down 
what Deſire or what Wiſh I would have your Lordſhip to take into 
your Mind; that is, to make yourſelf an excellent Man; and what 
are the general Helps which all Men may uſe which habé the ſame 
Deſire. I will now move your Lordſhip to confider what Helps 
your Travel may give you. Firſt, When you ſee infinite Variety of 
Behaviours and Mannerg of Men. you may chuſe and imitate the 
beſt. When WE 8 ow ' Delights which” yo never knew, and 
e wth have 
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have Paſſions ſtirred in you which you never felt; you ſhall both 
know what Diſeaſes your Mind is apteſt to fall into, and what the 
Things are that breed that Diſeaſe. When you come into Armies, 
or Places where you ſee any Thing of Wars, as I would wiſh you 
ſee them before, you return, you ſhall both confirm your natural 
Courage, and be made more. fit for true Fortitude, which is given 
to no Man by Nature, but muſt grow out of the Diſcourſe of Rea- 
ſon. And Laſtly, In your Travel you ſhall have great Helps to at- 
nl to Knowledge, which is not only the excellenteſt Thing in 
Man, but alſo in Man who would be eſteemed for Manners and Be- 
haviour. Your Lordſhip muſt not be caught with Novelty, which is 
pleaſing to young Men; nor infected with Cuſtom, which makes 
us keep our own ill Graces, and participate of thoſe we ſee every 
Day; nor given to Affectation, the general Fault of moſt of our 
Engliſh, Travellers, which is both diſpleaſing and ridiculous. In 
diſcoyering of your Paſſions, and meeting with them, give not Way 
to yourſelf, nor diſpence with yourſelf in little Things, reſolving to 
conquer yourſelf in great Things. For the ſame Streams which 
may be ſtopped by one Man's Hand at the Sp pring-Head, may drown 
whole Armies of Men when they have run in long: In your being 
at the Wars, think it better at the firſt to do a great deal too much, 
than any thing too little; for a young Man- s, eſpecially a Stranger's 
firſt Actions are looked upon; and Reputation once gotten, is eaſily 
kept,. but an All Impreſſion. conceived at the firſt i is not net re- 
ous Sünde 
. laſt Thing which, Lam to fake of but the br that you are 

to ſeek, is Knowledge. To praiſe Knowledge, or to perſuade your 
Lordſhip to the Love of it, I ſhall not need to uſe many Words. 
I will only remember, where it is wanting, that Man is void of all 
Good. Without it there can be no Fortitude; for all other Kind of 
Daring comes of Fury, and Fury. i is a Paſtion, and Paſſions ever turn 
into their Contraries; and therefore the moſt furious Men, when 

their; firſt, Blaze is ſpent, are, commonly moſt fearful. Without it 
there can be no e ror BAR; 5 * You: of Audaci 5 
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deny, or of Diſcretion-to prizes Without it there cam be no Juſ- 
tice; for giving to one Man that Which is his owny is but Chance, 
or Want of a U or geducer. Without it there can be no 
Conſtaney or Patience; for Suffering is but Duineſt or Senſeleſſleſs. 
Without it there can be no Tethperancez for: we ſhall reſtralti ur- 
ſelves from Good as well ad from Evil; for they that cannot diſcern, 
cannot elect or chuſe. Nay, without it there can be no true Re- 
ligion; all other Devotions being but blind Zeal, which is as ſtrong 
in Hereſy as in Truth. To reckon up alt che Ways of Knowledge, 
and to ſhew the Ways to obtain to every Sbrt, is a Work too great 
for me to undertake at any Time, and too long to diſcourſe of at 

this. Therefore I will only ſpeak of ſuch Knowledge as your 

Eordſhip ſhould have Deſite to fee, and have Helps to compaſs. 

E forbear allo to treat of divine Knowledge; which muſt direct your 

Faith, bothibecauſe I find my own Inſufficiency, and alſo becauſe I 
hope your Bordſhip dotk ſtilf nouriſh the Seeds of Religion, which, 
during your Education at Cambridge, were fown in you. I will 
only ſay this, that as the irreſolute Man can never perform any Ac- 
tion well, ſo he that is not reſolved in Soul and Conſcience,: can ne- 
ver be well reſolved in any T Ring elſe; Bot that civil Knowledge 
which will make you live to do well by ybarſelf;: and to do Gõt = 
unto others, muſt be ſoughi by Study, by Conference and by Ob- 
ſervation, Before I perſuade your Lordthip to ſtudy, I muſt lock to 
anſwrer an Argumert, drayn from the Exattiple-of the Nobility in 
all Places almoſt in the World; whieh row: is utterly unlearned, if 
it be not ſome” very few; and the Authority of an Pong Proverb, 
made in Deſpits of Learning; Pe er rj nations: es not com- 
monly the Wiſeſt Men” 

To the Firſt I anſwer; chat this Warm of Leanlag bath Wu! in 
Cone We by civll⸗ Wars, or In States corrapted through i 
Wealth; and toe grave Length of Pence. In the one gert Mens 
Wills were. einployed te their ow Defenics, in the other. = 
drowned" in Thidying the Arts ef Lezuryz bat in all flouriſhing 
Seates Learning Hath ever houfäched, If it bektef Mrange that I

tural Bodies, and muſt as well have ſome Exerciſe to ſpend the ill 
Humours, as they muſt be kept from tob violent or too contindal 
Exerciſes, which ſpend their beſt Spifits The 1 
be made in that Age when the Nobility of Englund brought up 
Sons as they enter their” Whelps, and thought them Wie er Ae 
if they could chaſe their Deer; and T'anſwer it by a notable Pro- 
verb, made by a wiſe Man, Scientia nominem babet- Inimicim 
præter Ignorantem;—* Knowledge hath no Enemy but Him that 
knoweth nothing,” All Men that live well, live by Rule or by Ex- 
ample. And in Book -Learning your Lordſhip ſhall find, 'iti what 
Courſe ſoever you propound to yourſelf, Rules preſcribed by the 
wiſeſt Men, and Examples leſt by the worthieſt that have lived before 
us. Therefore Knowledge is to be fag By your private Study; 
and Opportunity you ſhall have to ſtudy, if you do net too often 
remove from Place to Place, but ſtay ſome Time, and reſide in the 
beſt. In the Courſe of your Study, and Choice of your Books, you 
muſt firſt ſeek to have the Grounds of Learning, which ate the libe- 
ral Arts; for without them you ſhall neither gather other Knbw- 
ledge eaſily, nor make Uſe of that vvhich you have. And then uſe 
Studies of Delight, but ſometimes for Recreation; and neither 
drown yourſelf in them, nor omit any Studies whereof: you are to 
have continual Uſe. Above all othet Books be converſant in Hiſ- 
tories; for they will. beſt inſtruct you in Matters Moral, Politic, and 
Military; by which, and in which, you muſt ripen and. ſettle your 
Judgment. In which Study you are to ſeek out Two Things; The 
Firſt, to conceive and underſtand; The Second, to lay up or re- 
member; ſot as the Philoſopher ald, Diſcere e runtum recorder, 
To help you to concæive, you may do well in thoſe Things in which 
you are but raw yourſelf, to tead wich ſomebody that may gire you 
Help; and to that End, you muſt either camy over with. nu ſome 
g good) general Scholar, or malte ſome Rhode in the Univerſities 
as nnn * in A "ip n my 
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to remember, vou muſt uſe Writing ot eee both: By 
Writing, I mean the making of Notes or Abridgments of that 
vhich you would remember. I make Conference the ſecond Help 
to Knowledge in Order, though I have found it the firſt-and greateſt 
in Nroffiggs And 1 have ſo placed them becauſe he that hath not 
ſtudied, knows not wWhat to doubt, nor what to aſk. But when 
the little I had learned taught me to find my own Emptineſs, I pro- 
fited more by ſome excellent Man in half a Day's Conference, than 
by myſelf in a Month's Study. To profit much by Conference, 
vou muſt firſt chooſe to confer with excellent Men, I mean excel- 
lent in that you deſite to know. Next with many; for excellent 
Men will be of ſundry and OO Opinions, and every one will 

make his on probable. So as if you hear but one, you-ſhall-know 
in 2 Queſtions but one Opinion; whereas by hearing many] you 
ſhall,” by ſeeing the Reaſon of the one conſute the Reaſon'bf the 
other, er to judge of the Truth. Beſides, there is no Man 
that is excellent in all Things, but every great Scholar is excellent 
in ſome one; ſo as both your Wit ſhall be whetted by ooverſing 
with many great Wits, and you ſhall-have the Cream or QuinteſRnce 
of every one of theſe. In Conference, be neither ſuperſtitious in be- 
lieving all you hear (what Opinion ſoever you have of the Man that 
delivers it) nor too defifous to contradict. For of the firſt grows a 
Facility to be led into all Kind of Error; ſince you ſhall ever think, 
that he that knovrs all you know, and ſomewhat more hath infi- 
nite Knowledge, becauſe you cannot ſbund nor meaſure it. Of 
the ſecond, grows ſuch a carping Humour, as yo ſhall, without 
Reaſon, cenſure all Men, and want Reaſon to cenſure yourſelf, I 
do conclude this Point of Conference with this Advice; that your 
Lordſhip ſhould \rather(g0'-a- hundred Miles out of your Way = 
ſpeak with a wile'Manj than five to ſec a fair TO] w- a 
The Third: Way: to- obtain Knovvledge is Obſervation!

a wiſe Man. The Uſe of Ohſervatlon is in noting" dhe heren 
of Cauſes and Effects Counſels and Bucceſies, and the Proportion 
of Likeneſs between Nature and Natüre, Fortune and Fortune; 
Action and Action, State and State, Time paſt and Tine preſent. 
The Philoſopher did think that all Knowledge did ſo much depend 
upon the Knowledge of Cauſes, that he ſaid, Id demum feiennss 
cujus Cauſam ſciemus, —* We only know that whereof we know the 
Cauſe. - And: therefore a private Man cannot prove fo greats. Soldier 
as he that commands an Amy, nor ſa great a Politician as he that 
rules a State, or is a chief Miniſter of State; becauſe the otic ſees 
only the Events, and knows not the Cauſe; the other makes the 
Cauſe that governs the Events. The Obſervation of Proportion or 
Likeneſs between one Perſon or Thing and another, makes nothing 
without Example, no nothing new. And although Exempla 22 
trant non „Examples may make Things plain that are 
proved, but prove not themſelves;” yet when Circumſtances agree, 
aud Proportiqn is kept; chat Which is probable in one Cale i probable 
ina thouſand; and that which is Reaſon once is Reaſon for ever. 
Vour Lordſhip now ſees that the Ends of Study, Conference, and 
Obſeryationgis/Knowledge; you muſt know allo, that the true End 
of Knowledge is Clearneis and Strength of Judgment, and not Oſten- 
tation and Ability to diſcourſe; which I. do the rather chuſe to put 
your Lordſhip in mind of, becauſe the moſt of the Nobſemen and 
Gentlemen of our Time have no other Uſe of their Learning, but 
in Table- Talks and the Reuſon is; becauſe they before ſetting dawn 
That their Journey's End, as they attain to it they W 460 travel 
not ſo far as they ſhould. But God knows, they have got little 
that have only this Diſcourſing Giſt. For though; Hike empty 
Caſks, they Gund loud when a Man knocks upon their Qutſide ; 
yet if you pierce into them, you ſhall find that they are full of no- 
F "_ but Wind, This Rule. holds, not only 2 in Knowledge, or * 
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the Virtue. of Prudence, but in all other Virtues. That is, that we 
as one lays well, Turpe eſt Proco Anfillam ſallicitare; eft autem Vir- 
tutis Aula Laus. It is a Shame for him that woes the Miſtreſs to 


court the Maid; and Praiſe is but the Handmaid of Virtue.” . 


In here cut off; for I fint I have both exceeded the cohve- 


nient Length of a Lotter, and come ſhort of ſuch a Diſcourſe, as this 
Subject doth deſerve. Vour Lordſhip perhaps may find in this Pa- 
per many Things ſupechluous, moſt Things imperfect and lame, 
and all without Method, and confuſed. But what you find ſuperſlu- 
ous, caſt that away; it is hut my Labour. loſt : What you find lame, 
Twill, as well as I can, ſupply, upon a ſecond Adviſement, if you 
call me to Account: What Confuſion you find in my Order and Me- 
thod, is, not only. my Fault, whoſe Mind is confounded with too
